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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

TO  THE 
MINISTER  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Hon.  Wm.  F.  Roberts,  M.  D., 

Minister  of  Health, 
Sir:— 

In  accordance  with  law,  I  beg  to  submit  my  first  Annual  Re- 
port as  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Province,  for  the  year  ending 
31st  of  October,  1918. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Pubhc  Health  Act  of  1918  was 
made  effective  by  Proclamation  in  October  last,  this  report  will 
deal  almost  altogether  with  Public  Health  matters  as  they  existed 
under  the  former  Health  Act  of  1911. 

No  information  concerning  the  working  of  the  new  services 
contemplated  by  the  Act  of  1918,  viz.,  the  collection  of  Vital  Stat- 
istics and  the  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  can  be  furnished  in 
this  Report,  as  the  various  Sub-District  Boards,  by  which  these 
services  will  largely  operate,  can  be  constituted  not  earlier  than 
January,  1919,  in  which  month  the  various  Municipal  Councils  of 
the  Province  meet,  and  elect  their  quota  of  Members  of  said 
Boards. 

The  mortality  records  of  the  cities  of  Fredericton,  St.  John 
and  Moncton,  however,  are  given  as  heretofore,  and  commented 
upon,  and  the  report  of  the  Medical  School  Inspector  of  St.  John 
city,  Dr.  Hanington,  working  under  the  direction  of  the  city  Board 
of  School  Trustees,  has  been  kindly  handed  to  me  for  your  informa- 
tion, and  is  included. 

In  the  Api^endices  will  be  found  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Chief  of  Laboratories;  the  reports  of  the  Chairmen  and  Secretar- 
ies of  the  former  Local  Boards  as  established  under  the  old  Act; 
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the  report  of  the  Medical  School  Inspector  just  referred  to;  and 
the  Membership  of  the  new  Sub-District  Boards  constituted  under 
the  Act  of  1918,  up  to  the  date  of  writing. 

It  will  be  noted  with  respect  to  the  reports  from  the  former 
Local  Boards,  that  they  are  in  many  instances,  quite  full  and  re- 
plete with  useful  information.  This,  I  apprehend  is  partly  in  con- 
sequence of  the  two  severe  epidemics,  one  of  Small  Pox  and  the 
other  of  epidemic  Influenza,  which  this  Province  has  sustained 
during"  the  past  year.  It  is  ditlicult  to  say  too  much  in  commend- 
ation of  the  efforts  put  forth  by  these  officers,  in  most  instances, 
in  the  way  of  combatting  these  diseases.  With,  through  no  fault 
of  themselves,  a  sadly  insufficient  organization  and  equipment,  ex- 
cept in  the  cities,  they  did  their  best,  and  with  very  considerable 
success,  to  abate  these  epidemics,  and  these  efforts  disclose,  in  a 
most  convincing  way,  the  wide-spread  desire  throughout  the  Prov- 
ince to  conserve  the  health  of  the  people,  and  to  spare  no  pains  in 
their  efforts  in  this  direction.  These  epidemics  make  it  also  ap- 
parent that  a  new,  and,  if  possible,  a  better  organization  for  the 
conservation  of  the  public  health  was  urgently  needed  in  this 
Province. 

I  have  thought  it  well,  m  view  of  the  very  unusual  character 
of  the  Influenza  epidemic,  as  respects  its  incidence  and  consequent 
mortality,  to  lay  before  you,  as  well  as  may  be,  some  particulars  of 
its  pre  valency  and  effects,  in  the  various  sections  of  the  Province, 
in  the  months  of  October  and  November,  during  which  it  attacked 
this  community  and  exhibited  its  most  violent  results.  The  fig- 
ures given  are  by  no  means  to  be  taken  as  in  any  way  exhawstive 
or  complete.  In  order  to  obtain  some  approximately  correct  in- 
formation relative  to  the  matter,  I  communicated  with  a  consider- 
able number  of  Chairmen  and  Secretaries  of  Local  Boards,  and 
with  other  persons,  whom  I  thought  likely  to  be  able  to  supply 
fairly  accurate  figures  respecting  the  matter,  and  have  condensed 
their  reports  into  the  table  which  I  submit.  Many  thanks  are  due 
to  these  gentlemen  for  the  obliging  way  they  responded  to  my 
request. 
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In  connection  with  this  epidemic,  it  is  unnecessary,  in  view  of 
the  wide-spread  discussion  it  has  already  received,  in  the  lay  and 
professional  press,  to  say  more  than  a  few  words.  I  think,  with- 
out doubt,  that  so  far  as  the  mortality  caused  by  it  is  concerned, 
it  has  been  the  most  severe  epidemic  which  has  ever  visited  the 
Western  Hemisphere  in  historic  times,  and,  perhaps  also,  the  East- 
ern world,  since  the  Bubonic  plague  ceased  to  ravage  Europe. 
Other  .epidemic  diseases,  notably  the  Plague,  Asiatic  Cholera  and 
Vellow  Fever,  have  had  a  greater  case  mortality  than  has  had  ep- 
idemic Influenza,  but  in  modern  times  these  diseases  have  been 
comparatively  limited  in  the  areas  of  their  attacks,  and  the  total 
loss  of  life  by  any  one  of  them  in  any  attack,  has  fallen  far  short 
of  the  appalling  number  due  to  Influenza,  and  its  sequels.  It  is 
also  the  more  sinister  and  regrettable,  that  while  we  have  exact 
knowledge  of  the  specific  causes  and  the  methods  of  propagation 
of  these  diseases,  and  can,  consequently  take  prompt  and  very 
efficient  steps  for  their  abatement  and  eradication,  no  such  exact 
knowledge  or  steps  are  available  as  regards  epidemic  Influenza. 

It  is  to  be  devoutedly  hoped  that  through  the  minute  and 
patient  investigations  concerning  this  subject  now  going  forward 
in  nearly  every  centre  of  civilization  by  eminent  public  health  au- 
thorities, that  this  immense  handicap  in  controlling  Influenza  will 
be  overcome,  and  that  the  world,  in  general,  has  seen  the  final  on- 
set of  this  disease  in  its  pandemic  form.

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These  figures  give  a  case  mortality  of  3.91  per  cent.  This 
is,  probably,  somewhat  too  high,  as  doubtless,  there  were  many 
cases  of  the  disease  in  the  foregoing  localities  not  reported.  On 
the  other  hand,  however,  except  in  the  three  cities  named,  it  is 
quite  possible  a  number  of  the  deaths  were  overlooked,  so  that  it 
may  be  the  foregoing  percentage  is  not  far  from  the  actual.  If 
this  be  the  fact  it  will  be  observed  that  the  epidemic  owes  its  de- 
structive chariicter  to  the  extensive  areas  involved  and  to  its  in- 
intensely  contagious  power,  rather  than  to  the  high  death-rate 
an'.ong  those  attacked. 

You  will  note  that  the  fore^foing  table  does  not  account  for 
the  whole  province.  Considerable  districts  are  omitted  from 
which  I  was  unable  to  obtain  anything  like  reliable  information. 
It  is  also  proper  to  say  that  "Campbellton"  in  the  table  stands  for, 
largely,  not  only  that  town,  but  for  a  large  portion  of  the  County 
of  Restigouche.  Since  formulating  the  table,  I  have  received  in 
the  annual  rejTOrt  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Local  Board  of  Health 
of  Westmorland,  an  estimate  of  "1000  cases"  there,  and  a  "great 
many  deaths."  In  the  other  annual  reports,  the  Influenza  cases, 
seem,  upon  the  whole,  to  be  included,  generally,  in  the  table,  and 
are  consequently  not  reckoned  apart  from  it. 

It  would  be  futile  to  attempt  to  give  an  estimate  of  the  com- 
plete number  of  cases  and  deaths  from  this  disease,  up  to  the  time 
of  writing,  in  the  Province,  or  to  compare  its  course  and  effects  in 
this  Province  with  the  same  in  other  Provinces  and  States.  The 
disease  is  prevalent,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  at  this  time,  over 
the  whole  of  America  and  elsewhere,  and  no  figures  of  definite 
value  can  be  arrived  at  concerning  its  total  incidence  or  mortality. 
The  utmost  that  can  be  said  is  that,  judging  from  newspaper  and 
other  ephemeral  reports,  that  this  Province  suffered  somewhat  less 
from  the  epidemic,  propv)rtionately,  than  many  other  similar  com- 
munities. 

The  efforts  put  forward  to  abate  it  in  this  Province  are  well 
known  to  you,  as  you  were  deeply  concerned  in  their  inception  and 
conduct.      The  closure  of  all  pubhc  assemblages  was  ordered  by 
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you  at  the  very  inception  of  the  epidemic,  and  was  carried  out 
with  very  fair  efficiency,  from  October  11th  to  November  18th. 
Afterward,  according  to  your  direction,  the  local  health  authorities 
had  the  option  of  closure  if  they  thought  necessary  in  their  own 
localities,  an  option  which  was  exercised  in  many  places.  Though, 
as  you  are  aware,  practically  without  any  formed  organization  un 
der  the  New  Act,  advantage  was  taken,  with  great  good  effect,  of 
the  voluntary  associations  throughout  the  Province,  most  of  which 
rendered  services  of  the  most  valuable  nature  in  the  way  of  nursing 
and  providing  food  for  the  sick.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given 
for  unselfish  devotion  of  numberless  women  and  men  in  this  c:on- 
ection,  who  risked  their  own  lives,  and  sacrificed  comfort  and 
time  to  purely  humanitarian  purposes.  Mention  must  also  be 
made  of  the  invaluable  aid  rendered  by  the  Military  authorities  of 
the  Province,  under  General  Macdonnell  and  Col.  Jost,  of  the 
A.  D.  M.  C.  With  the  utmost  cheerfulness  and  alacrity  they 
loaned  medical  officer  after  officer,  when  asked  by  you  or  your 
subordinates,  and  these  officers  manfully  performed  their  duty  in 
every  instance,  where  local  practitioners  were  not  available. 

Notwithstanding,  however,  all  that  was  accomplished,  noth- 
ing illustrates  more  forcibly  the  need  of  a  better  public  health  or- 
ganization now  in  process  of  being  secured  under  the  New  Act, 
than  the  onset  and  consequences  of  this  epidemic. 

SMALL  POX. 

Quite  the  most  striking  items  in  the  reports  from  the  Local 
Health  Districts  are  those  relating  to  .Small  Pox.  That  this  dis- 
ease was  epidemic  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  Province 
during  the  year,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  in  view  of  the  figures  sub- 
mitted.     The  number  of  cases  so  mentioned  is  as  follows: 

Madawaska,  200;  Victoria,  200:  Restigouche,  220;  St.  Step- 
hen, 1;  Gloucester,  1900;  St.  George,  25;  Westmorland,  200;  Sun- 
bury,  1;  Grand  Manan,  6;  Northumberland,  251  ;  Kent,  435; 
Queens,  30;  Carleton,  40;  Edmunston,  7;  Fredericton,  1 ;  Moncton, 
37 ;  St.  John,  40. 
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This  makes  a  total  of  3791  cases  in  the  Province  during  the 
period  under  review,  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  record 
is  a  startling  one,  and  one  not  at  all  complimentary  to  the  system 
of  public  health  administration  then  existing.  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  the  utmost  endeavors  of  the  officials  under  that  system 
were  exerted  to  abate  the  disease,  but  in  most  localities,  the  facil- 
ities for  so  doing  were  so  primitive,  the  organization  so  defective, 
that  At  is  really  surprising  that  the  epidemic  was  overcome  with- 
out a  much  larger  incidence  of  the  disease.  Indeed,  it  is  alto- 
gether probable  that  the  foregoing  number  3794  is  a  very  consid- 
erable under-estimate,  as,  doubtless,  many  cases  of  the  disease 
were  not  seen  by  medical  men,  and  so,  unreported.  The  cost  in- 
curred by  reason  of  this  epidemic  will  be  found,  I  presume,  record- 
ed upon  the  financial  statements  of  your  Government,  that  of  the 
various  Municipalities,  and  of  the  old  Local  Boards.  In  the  ag- 
gregate, I  make  no  doubt,  they  will  make  up  a  formidable  sum. 
As  is  well-known,  Small  Pox  is  a  disease  that  is  readily  controll- 
able. There  is  one  standard  method  throughout  the  world,  for 
this  purpose,  and  as  regards  its  efficiency  there  can  be  no  rational 
doubt.  It  has  been  in  operation  too  long,  and  proved  too  often, 
to  admit  of  any  well-grounded  opposition.  That  method  is  vac- 
cination, and  until  it  is  properly  and  continuously  applied  in  this 
Province,  we  shall  be  subject  to  like  epidemics  with  corresponding 
expense.  It  is  agreeable  to  note  that  the  New  Act,  and  the  con- 
templated regulations  thereunder,  will  make,  in  a  few  years,  such 
epidemics  impossible,  if  they  be  properly  administered,  &<  it  is 
your  settled  policy  that  they  shall  be. 

GENERAL  AND  SPECIAL  MORTALITY  IN  THE  CITIES. 

It  has  been  already  noted  that  it  is  only  from  the  three  cities 
of  the  Province  that  accurate  and  exhaustive  reports  of  mortality 
are  available.  This  is  owing  to  the  salutary  provision  in  the  ola 
Act  that,  in  such  cities,  no  body  shall  be  buried  without  a  permit 
from  the  Local  Board  of  Health,  which  permit  is  issued  only  after 
obtaining  the  cause  of  death,  and  various  particulars  relative  to 
the  deceased.  By  the  New  Act,  this  most  indispensable  provis- 
ion ha.s  been  made  to  apply  to  the  whole  province,  in  connection 
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with  the  service,  under  the  Act,  for  the  ''Ccl'ecLion  of  Vital  St^itis- 
t'cs."  iud  it  is  to  be  conficUvtil ly  looked  for,  that  in  the  near  future, 
that  is,  just  so  soon  as  the  necessary  procedure  for  such  collection 
can  be  perfected  and  put  in  force,  not  only  similar  statistics 
of  mortality,  but  also  reliable  figures  of  births  and  marriages  will 
be  available  for  each  legal  territorial  unit  of  the  Province,  that  is 
to  say,  for  each  parish  and  incorporated  village,  town  and  city. 

Following  are  the  statements  for  the  cities  of  Frederictoji, 
St.  John  and  Moncton: — 

FREDERICTON. 

The  total  deaths  from  all  sources  numbers  175,  exclusive  of  38 
non-residents,  who  were  buried  there,  but  who  died  elsewhere. 
Estimating  the  population  to  be  7500,  (7208  in  1911  and  7117  in 
1901),  the  figures  make  a  yearly  death-rate  per  1000  from  all 
causes,  at  all  ages,  of  23.33.  This  is  a  pretty  high  rate  as  meas- 
ured by  modern  death  statistics,  but  is  partly  due,  it  is  clearly 
seen,  to  the  initial  onset  of  the  Influenza  during  Octobex',  as  that 
month  shows  a  total  death  list  of  34,  more  than  double  of  any  pre- 
ceding month  of  the  year.  The  death-rate  for  this  city  for  the 
year  1915-16  (1916-17  is  not  recorded  in  that  year's  report)  is. 
19.72,  and  for  1914-15,  it  was  17.95,  reckoning  for  tliese  years  a 
generally  proportionate  population. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  24  deaths  under  one  year  of  age.  This,  based 
upon  an  estimated  birth-rate  of  30  per  1000  per  year,  would  give 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  about  111  per  thousand  births  per 
year,  a  fairly  low  rate,  although  one  distinctly  higher  than  what 
has  been  reached  in  some  cities  of  Canada  and  elsewhere. 

Thirteen  deaths  are  chargeable  to  TUBERCULOSIS,  including 
one  each  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis  and  Tuberculosis  of  the  Liver. 
Reduced  to  the  standard  rate  per  100,000  population  per  year,  the 
rate  from  this  disea.se  of  all  forms  would  be  about  173  in  number; 
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here  as  elsewhere,  in  this  province,  that  should  be  capable  of  re- 
duction. 

The  five  causes  responsible  for  the  GREATER  NUMBER  of 
DEATHS,  each,  were.  Heart  Disease,  26 ;  Pneumonia,  25 ;  General 
Debility,  14;  Tuberculosis  (presumably  of  Lungs)  11 ;  and  Cancer, 
10. 

ST.  JOHN. 

According  to  the  accurate  and  exhaustive  tcible  supplied  by 
Mr.  T.  M.  Burns,  the  Sec'y  of  the  St.  John  Board,  there  were  869 
deaths  in  that  city  during  the  year  1917-18.  These  figures  in- 
clude residents  of  the  city,  whether  dying  within  the  city  limits, 
or  elsewhere,  but  exclude  persons  dying  in  the  city  who  had  their 
residence  in  some  other  place.  Of  the  total  number,  433  were 
males,  and  436  females.  Fifty-three  died  in  November,  1917 ; 
63  in  December,  1917 ;  63  in  January ;  67  in  February ;  87  in  March  ; 
91  in  April;  64  in  May;  46  in  June;  62  in  July;  59  in  August;  75 
in  September;  139  in  October. 

Here,  as  in  the  case  of  Fredericton,  can  be  seen  the  cause  of 
the  increased  mortality  as  compared  with  tne  previous  year,  which 
produced  a  total  number  of  807  deaths.  In  October,  it  will  be 
noted,  the  deaths  were  double  that  of  any  other  nionth  of  the  year 
except  March,  April  and  September,  and  greatly  exceeded  April, 
the  heaviest  of  these  three  months.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  it 
was  in  October,  here,  as  elsewhere  throughout  the  Province  that 
Influenza  made  its  first  violent  onslaught. 

The  death  rate,  based  upon  an  estimate  of  the  mean  popula- 
tion of  50,480,  was  17.21  per  1000  per  year,  as  compared  with 
16.16  per  1000  per  year  for  1916-17.  These  rates  are  not  high, 
more  especially  the  latter  one,  but,  measured  by  the  stf-.ndard  at- 
tained by  many  other  cities  in  the  T  United  States  and  Canada, 
ought,  certainly,  to  be  capable  of  considerable  reduction. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

During  the  period  under  review,  180  children  died  under  one 
year  of  age.  This  is  an  increase  over  last  year,  the  correspond- 
ing figures  of  which  were  166.  Based  on  an  estimated  birth-rate 
of  30  per  1000,  these  figures  produce  tin  infantile  mortality  rate  per 
1000  births  of  118.8  for  the  year.  For  1916-17  the  corresponding 
figures  would  make  a  rate  of  110.8.  Neither  of  these  can  be 
L-cilled  excessive,  yet,  as  remarked  in  the  case  of  Frederic  ton,  they 
are  in  view  of  what  has  been  accomplished  elsewhere,  seemingly 
capable  of  measurable  reduction.  Nothing  is  of  more  importance 
for  the  public  to  know  than  that  by  far  the  greatest  possibility  of 
reducing  the  general  death-rate  of  any  community  lies  in  the  re- 
duction of  infantile  mortality,  the  conservation  of  the  infant  life. 
New  Zealand,  by  its  official  reports,  has  reduced  the  death  of  its 
people  under  one  year  to  the  astonishingly  low  rate  of  about  70  per 
1000  births,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  presume,  that,  other  things  be- 
ing equal,  a  similarly  happy  state  of  affairs  can  be  achieved  in  New 
Brunswick.  In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  note  that  in  St. 
elohn  in  the  year  under  review,  only  20  deaths  were  due  to  Infantile 
diarrhoea  and  Gastro-enteritis.  Indeed,  in  this  city,  after  beiiig 
in  close  touch  with  its  mortality  records  for  nine  years,  the  fact 
seems  apparent  to  me,  that  it  is  not  during  the  summer  months, 
in  general,  nor  from  Intestinal  disease,  that  the  heaviest  infantile 
mortality  occurs.  Rather,  it  is  in  the  late  winter  and  spring  mon- 
ths, and  owing  to  pneumonia  and  its  allies  and  sequels,  thai  the  lar- 
ger number  of  infants  die.  The  appointment,  as  I  understand,  of 
a  "child-welfare"  nurse  in  that  city  by  the  new  Sub-District  Board, 
is  a  most  excellent  step  in  advance,  and  one  that  might  well  serve 
ics  an  example  and  incentive  to  our  other  urban  communities. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Eighty-nine  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease,  in  its  various 
foi-ms,  during  the  year.  Of  these,  74  were  due  to  Tuberculosis 
of  the  lungs,  7  of  the  meninges,  3  of  the  peritoneum,  4  of  other 
organs,  and  one  of  "general"  tuberculosis.  It  is  gTatifying  to 
note  that  this  is  a  very  measureable  decrease,  as  compared  with 
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the  previous  year,  the  latter  figures  being  81  for  the  pulmonary 
form,  and  17  for  other  forms,  a  total  of  98,  as  against  89  for  the 
period  under  review.  This  is  a  decrease  of  7  deaths  from  the  pul- 
monary form,  and  of  2  deaths  from  other  forms,  9  in  all.  The 
rates  per  100,000  population  would  be:— For  1917-18,  175.33;  and 
for  1913-17,  192.0.  These,  it  must  be  confessed,  are  still  high 
rates,  and  a  great  task  is  yet  in  prospect  for  this  community,  and, 
probably,  the  most  difficult  one  in  the  whole  range  of  preventive 
medicine,  before  this  disease  can  be  reduced  to  fairly  reasonable 
rates. 

Twenty-three  deaths  were  caused  BY  VIOLENCE  in  the  city 
during  the  year.  Of  these,  fractures,  mostly  from  falls,  claimed 
7,  and  other  accicjental  wounds,  and  drowning,  6  each.  There 
were  2  suicides. 

MONCTON. 

The  DEATHS  from  ALL  CAUSES,  during  the  year,  number 
;:;05.  Here  again  Influenza  made  its  mark,  for  in  October,  the 
Secretary  points  out,  there  were  no  less  than  85  deaths  attributable 
to  that  disease,  a  number  in  itself  three  or  four  tim.es  the  average 
monthly  death  list.  Mr.  Northrup  estimates  the  population  at 
"nearly  17,000."  If  the  number  be  taken  at  16,500,  the  death-rate 
of  Moncton  for  the  year  is  18.48  per  1000.  This  shows  a  decided 
increase  over  the  previous  year,  owing  to  the  causes  indicated 
above.  In  that  year  the  deaths  from  all  causes,  excluding  "pre- 
mature births  and  stillborn"  were  239.  Reckoning  upon  a  popu- 
lation proportionate  to  that  of  1917-18,  these  figures  give  a  total 
death-rate  of  14.93,  a  fairly  reasonable  rate,  and  the  lowest  of 
i'uy  city  of  the  Province  recorded  for  that  year. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

As  the  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  are  not  difl"erentiated,  it 
is  not  possible  to  state  the  amount,  or  comment  upon  this  phase 
f>f  mortality. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Fifteen  deaths  are  recorded  as  caused  by  this  disease,  giving;' 
a  rate  of  90.9  per  100,000  population,  a  decidedly  low  one  as  meas- 
ured in  this  section  of  the  Continent,  and  one  capable,  probably,  of 
still  further  reduction  in  that  city. 

I  would  recommend  that,  hereafter,  all  returns  of  deaths  in 
the  Province  be  made  upon  the  international  standardized  sche- 
dule such  as  appears  in  the  appendix  of  this  report  from  St.  John. 

GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Apart  from  the  reports  of  the  three  cities,  it  is  not  easy  to 
ofifer  any  comments  relating-  to  this  subject,  because  of  lack  of 
information  afforded.  Note  may  be  made  of  one  suggestive  in- 
stance, however,  where  the  reporter  states  that  "our  sewerage 
system  is  very  poor"  and  that  "the  water  supply  of  this  town,  al- 
though not  really  condemned,  is  not  very  good,"  and  that  "the 
.total  amount  assessed  for  health  purposes  vvas  only  $25.00,  so  you 
can  see  that  we  have  very  little  to  work  on." 

This  reporter  and  the  others  who  advert  to  this  most  impor- 
tant subject  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  so  doing,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped,  that  under  the  administration  of  the  New  Act  that 
ample  attention  will  be  shown  to  this  phase  of  preventive  medic- 
ine. In  some  few  other  of* the  reports,  in  addition  to  those  men- 
tioned, the  subject  is  referred  to,  and  I  would  respectfully  call 
your  attention  to  them. 

The  efficient  Secretary  of  the  late  Moncton  Board  goas  into 
some  details  respecting  the  matter  of  horse-stables  and  the  carc- 
and  DISPOSAL  OF  THE  MANURE  resulting  therefrom.  This, 
1  think,  is  a  n.ost  desirable  step,  and  one  necessary  to  be  taken  in 
all  villages,  towns  and  cities.  It  will  be,  I  doubt  not,  one  «>f  the 
chief  cares  of  your  administration  to  effect  a  radical  improvement, 
generally,  along  this  line,  for  as  is  almost  universally  known,  man- 
ure, and  more  especially  that  from  the  horse,  when  left  exposed 
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to  access  by  flies,  is  a  most  prolific  breeder  of  the?e  dangerous  in- 
sects. 

I  also  beg  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  care  exercised  by  the 
Fredericton  board  over  its  MILK  SUPPLY,  as  repci-ted  by  its  cap- 
able Secretary,  Mr.  Dibblee,  and  would  suggest  that  it  affords  an 
example  of  what,  I  understand,  it  is  your  intention  to  put  into  ef- 
fect in  all  communities,  where  a  measurable  trade  in  milk-supply  is 
in  or.eration. 

The  reports  of  the  various  inspectors  of  the  St,  John  Board 
exhibit  a  very  satisfactory  amount  of  work  accomplished  in  gen- 
eral sanitary  measures.  In  particular  I  beg  to  note  the  seizure, 
condemnation,  and  removal  from  human  consumption,  of  very 
considerable  amount  of  UNWHOLESOME  FOOD  PRODUCTS.  No 
more  important  work  in  preventive  medicine  can  be  undertaken 
than  this,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say,  that,  at  the  time 
of  writing,  the  new  Board  of  the  sub-district  of  the  city  and 
County  of  St.  John,  has  appointed  a  qualified  veterinary  surgeon 
to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  inspection  and  sanitary  control  of 
food  products  in  that  district.  As  I  have  stated  more  than  once, 
in  my  former  capacity  as  Chief  District  Health  Officer  of  St.  John, 
no  more  reprehensible  practice  can  well  be  imagined  than  the  for- 
warding and  exposure  for  sale  of  meats  and  other  food  products 
unfit  for  human  use  bj''  reason  of  diseased  conditions  before 
slaughtering,  of  immaturity  as  respects  age  of  animal,  of  pro- 
nounced emaciation,  of  putrifcTction  or  decay  in  animal  or  vege- 
table product  so  offered,  and  of  filthy  conditions  appertaining  to 
them.  If  practicable,  not  only  should  such  products  be  seized 
without  compensation,  but  the  parties  responsible  for  the  placing 
of  them  upon  market,  should  be  fined  in  each  instance,  and  I  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  in  your  regulations  governing  this 
matter  such  provision  be  made. 

I  would  also  beg  you  to  note  the  mention  of  the  CLOSURE  OF 
HOUSES  unfit  for  human  habitation  in  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Inspector  for  St.  John.  Although  action  in  that  respect  was 
taken     only  in  two  instances,  in  that  city  during  the  past     year, 
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partly  because,  I  presume,  of  the  excessive  scarcity  of  houses  at 
present  obtaining  there,  over  thirty  of  such  places  were  closed  the 
year  previous.  Ample  provision  is  made  in  the  New  Act  for  this 
procedure,  and  no  more  useful  work  could  be  accomplished,  than  a 
strict  attention  to  this  provision  througnout  ine  urban  commun- 
ities of  the  Province.  Your  District  Medical  Health  Officers  have 
in  their  hands  the  initiative  in  the  matter,  and  should  any  differ- 
ence of  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  such  measure 
arise,  concerning  any  particular  instance,  your  Chief  Medical  Of- 
ficer has  authority  to  decide  the  question.  I  need  not  dwell  upon 
the  importance  of  the  housing  problem.  It  is  everywhere  recog- 
nized as  urgent,  and  no  rational  action  can  be  misdirected  that 
looks  to  an  improvement. 

I  have  thought  fit  to  include  in  an  appendix,  the  first  report 
of  the  MEDICAL  INSPECTOR  OF  SCHOOLS  for  St.  John  city. 
Although  not  properly  in  the  province  of  this  report,  as  such  In- 
spector is  not,  as  yet,  under  the  direction  of  the  Department,  it 
may  not  be  uninteresting  to  you,  as  in  some  way  adumbrating  the 
procedure  you  propose  in  administering  the  New  Act. 

In  Appendix  I  will  be  found  the  first  annual  report  of  the 
CHIEF  OF  LABORATORIES,  Dr.  Abramson.  You  will  note, 
with  gratification,  I  am  sure,  the  important  status  already  attain- 
ed by  the  institution  over  which  he  presides  with  so  much  effi- 
ciency, and  the  bright  prospect  it  presents  of  enhanced  usefulness 
to  the  people  of  this  province  in  the  future.  Among  the  many 
laudable  provisions  of  the  New  Act,  none  was  more  necessary, 
and,  I  am  persuaded,  none  will  be  more  valuable,  than  the  procure- 
ment by  you  of  such  an  official  and  the  establishment  of  such  an 
institution. 

In  order  to  render  this  tteport  as  useful  as  possible,  I  have 
in  a  manner,  anticipated  the  report  for  1918-19,  in  exhibiting  in 
an  appendix,  the  composition  of  the  new' Sub-District  Boards,  so 
far  as  they  are  constituted  at  the  moment  of  writing.  It  will  be 
observed,  that,  in  general,  no  more  than  the  individual  members 
of  each' Board  are. mentioned,  in  consequence  of  their  almost  cqn- 
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temporary  appointment  with  the  compilation  of-  this  report,  and, 
necessarily,  their  unfinished  organization  as  respects  staffs.  It 
is  unnecessary  to  point  out,  that  in  every  instance,  due  delibera- 
tion and  care  and  foresight  are  altogether  indispensable  in  the 
matter  of  staff  appointment  and  final  organization. 

It  is  so  obvious  that  I  need  not  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  this  report  is  far  from  attaining  the  comprehension,  detail  cr 
scientific  form  contemplated  in  the  New  Act  and  in  your  regula- 
tions. These  qualities,  however,  as  I  trust  you  will  perceive,  are 
quite  out  of  reach  at  the  present  time,  and  under  the  present  cir- 
cumstances. 

As  hinted  at  the  outset,  it  deals  almost  entirely  with  condi- 
tions under  the  old  Act,  and  I  can  only  hope  that  my  report  for 
the  current  year  may  be  more  precise,  of  greatly  broadened  scope, 
and  with  clearer  and  more  useful  information  to  yourself  nnd  the 
public,  than  the  present  exhibits. 

Within  the  period  just  mentioned,  it  is  but  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  the  procedure  under  the  New  Act  will  have  attained 
some  degree  of  completeness  and  entered  upon  a  stage  that  will, 
in  a  few  years  at  most,  demonstrate  unquestionably  to  you  and  the 
public  the  vital  necessity  which  existed  for  the  improvement  of 
the  administration  of  Public  Health  and  its  congeners  in  this 
Province,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  New  Act  and  its  Administrator 
in  effecting  these  improvements. 

I  beg  to  thank  you  for  your  confidence  and  your  good  will 
In  entering  upon  new  duties  it  is  neither  safe  nor  expedient  for 
one  to  confidently  anticipate  success,  or  to  strongly  imply  that 
satisfaction  to  his  superiors  or  employers,  will  be  a  sure  outcome. 
But  it  may  be  permitted  one  to  say,  that  so  far  as  loyalty  to  the 
new  service  is  concerned,  and  as  his  capacity  will  permit,  the  writ- 
er will  do  his  utmost  to  retain  that  confidence  and  good-will  for 
which  he  has  thanked  you.

Dear  Doctor: — 

This  report  covers  the  work  of  the  laboratory  from  June  1st, 
1918,  the  date  of  its  establishment  to  and  including  Oct.  31st,  1918, 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  writer  was  engaged  by  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick 
through  the  medium  of  the  Hon.  W.  F.  Roberts,  M.  D.,  on  May  1, 
'18,  to  undertake  the  planning  and  creation  of  a  Laboratory  for 
the  Province. 
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In  accordance  with  this  the  writer,  while  in  New  York  City, 
had  plans  prepared  for  the  building  of  laboratory  furniture,  plumb- 
ing, lighting,  etc.  He  also  investigated  into  the  cost  of  equip- 
ment for  a  small  laboratory  such  as  was  the  intention  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  provide  and  arrived  at  the  finding  that  at  the  prevail- 
ing prices  for  scientific  apparatus,  the  sum  of  $3500,00  was  the 
smallest  amount  that  would  provide  apparatus  for  a  working  lab- 
oratory. In  peace  times  this  same  equipment  might  have  been 
purchased  at  from  $2000  to  $2500,  but  the  inaccessibility  of  the 
cheap  German  market  and  the  overwhelming  demand  for  scienti- 
fic apparatus  by  the  army  and  navy  establishments  of  the  warring- 
nations  had  created  such  a  scarcity  of  this  type  of  merchandise 
that  the  prices  for  same  had  advanced  50  per  cent,  to  60  per  cent. 
on  most  articles  and  up  to  100  per  cent,  on  some.  In  fact  some 
very  necessary  articles  are  not  obtainable  at  any  price. 

The  writer  arrived  in  St.  John  on  May  18,  1918,  and  immed- 
iately set  to  work  creating  the  laboratory.  An  arrangement  was 
made  with  the  Commissioners  of  the  General  Public  Hospital  of 
St.  John  whereby  they  would  turn  over  to  laboratory  the  use  of 
one  room  on  the  first  floor  for  a  bacteriological  department ;  one 
room  in  the  basement  to  be  used  for  chemical  work  and  some  ad- 
ditional space  in  the  basement  to  be  used  as  a  preparation  room. 
Room  in  the  stable  was  allotted  to  the  laboratory  for  the  housing 
of  laboratory  animals.  In  addition  to  these  privileges  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  General  Public  Hospital  allowed  a  grant  of 
S500.00  per  annum  to  the  laboratory.  In  return  for  this  grant 
and  accorded  privileges,  the  Provincial  Laboratory  was  to  provide 
a  general  pathologic,  bacteriologic  and  serologic  service  to  the  hos- 
pital, and  the  Chief  of  Laboratories  was  to  be  considered  the  path- 
ologist to  the  General  Public  Hospital. 

The  contract  to  build  the  laboratory  furniture,  after  compet- 
itive bidding,  was  let  to  The  Christie  Woodworking  Co.,  of  this 
city.  This  concern  promised  completion  of  work  within  three 
weeks  from  time  of  contract.  Within  the  fourth  week  the  furni-' 
lure  was  in  place. 
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In  the  meantime  contracts  for  plumbing-  and  lighting-,  after 
competitive  bidding,  were  let  to  Hazel  Bros.,  of  St.  John  and  Hiram 
Webb  &  Son,  of  St.  John,  respectively. 

On  May  23,  '18,  orders  for  laboratory  equipment  were  placed 
with  Ingram  &  Bell,  Ltd.,  of  Toronto,  and  Eimer  and  Amend  of 
New  Y«)rk  City.  The  apparatus  was  long  in  getting  here,  due  to 
traffic. congestion  in  part  but  in  a  large  m.easure  due  to  scarcity  of 
articles  desired.  The  demand  for  these  goods  had  been  so  great, 
that  existing  stocks  were  completely  wiped  out  and  the  manufac- 
turing concerns  were  unable  to  keep  abreast  of  the  orders. 

About  July  1st,  the  laboratory  began  to  take  shape :  much  of 
the  eriuipment  was  in  and  more  on  the  way.  We  are,  however, 
still  waiting  for  very  necessary  equipment  from  New  York  and 
Boston. 

Despite  the  extreme  handicap  of  the  lack  of  equipment  the 
writer  began  the  examination  of  specimens  as  early  as  May  20,  '18. 
This  was  made  possible  through  the  use  of  the  extremely  meagre 
laboratory  apparatus  possessed  by  the  General  Public  Hospital, 
which  the  Commissioners  kindly  put  at  my  disposal. 

About  July  7th,  the  newly  created  laboratory  began  its  ser- 
vice. This  consists  of  the  examination  of  urine,  blood,  spinal 
fluids,  feces,  stomach  contents,  sputum,  throat  cultures,  blood  cul- 
tures, urethral  smears,  chancre  serum,  general  bacteriological  ex- 
amination of  water  and  milk,  of  exudates  and  transudates,  pre- 
paration of  autogenous  vaccines  ;  pathologic  examinations  of  tissue 
removed  at  operations ;  autopsies  to  determine  the  cause  of  death 
in  coroners  cases. 

Other  services  rendered  consist  of  the  preparation  of  auto- 
serimi  for  the  treatment  of  psoriasis ;  treatment  of  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis  and  tetanus;  the  performance  of  lumbar  puncture  for 
diagnosis.  The  writer  acts  as  adviser  to  tho  physicians  of  the 
province  in  che  matters  of  administering  sera  and  vaccines. 
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The  performance  of  the  Wassermann  test  for  syphilis  lias 
been  delayed  because  of  lack  of  equipment.  This,  however,  will 
soon  be  remedied  and  we  hope  that  within  2  to  3  weeks  we  ^hall  be 
able  to  offer  this  service. 

The  laboratory  intends  to  introduce  the  use  of  anti-pneumoco- 
ccus  serum  in  the  treatment  of  acute  lobar  pneumonia.  it  will 
in  a  short  time  be  prepared  to  determine  the  type  of  infecting 
pneumococcus  and  treat  cases  with  the  corresponding  type  of 
serum.  This  service  is  one  of  the  very  latest  procedures  develop- 
ed by  rnodern  scientific  medicine  in  the  fight  against  pneumonia. 

The  keeping  of  accurate  records  of  all  examinations  was  begun 
on  Aug.  1st,  '18.  The  examinations  are  divided  into  o  groups  as 
follows : 

1.  Clinical  Pathology,  which  includes  blood  cell  enumerations, 
urine  analyses,  stomach  contents  analyses,  feces  examinations, 
spinal  fluid  examinations. 

2.  General  Bacteriology,  which  includes  throat  cultures  for 
diphtheria  and  other  throat  infections;  sputura  examinations; 
urethral  and  vaginal  smears  for  gonococcus  infections ;  examina- 
tion for  the  organism  of  lues ;  isolation  of  the  causative  organism 
of  purulent  infections  and  typhoid  fever;  preparation  of  autogen- 
ous vaccines ;  blood  cultures. 

3.  Sanitary  Bacteriology,  which  includes  bacteriological  ex- 
aminations of  water  and  milk  and  other  food  stuffs. 

4.  Serology,  this  includes  the  agglutination  tests  for  typhoid 
and  para-typhoid  infections,  complement  fixation  tests  for  syp- 
hilis and  tuberculosis;  pneumococcus  type  determination  for  serum 
thereapy  of  lobar  pneumonia. 

5.  Pathology.  This  concerns  th^  examination  of  tissues, 
removed  at  operation ;  the  performance  of  autopsies  for  deterpiin- 
ation    of  the  cause  of  death.      The  following  table  presents    the. 
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figures  for  the  work  done  during  the  month  of  August,  September 
and  October,  1918.

The  response  of  medical  profession  to  the  appeal  of  the 
laboratory  while  slow,  shows  signs  of  steady  and  substantial  im- 
provement. The  reason  for  this  is  readily  explicable.  The  phy- 
sicians of  this  province  have  never  had  a  modem  medical  labora- 
tory. Consequently  they  have  not  been  educated  to  the  use  of 
same.  Education  of  the  general  practitioner  in  the  uses  of  the 
laboratory  must  be  carried  out  by  the  means  of  pamphlets  and 
personal  missionary  work,  before  the  response  that  a  modern 
laboratory  deserves  will  be  elicited.  Furthermore,  general  public 
interest  must  be  aroused.  If  patients  demand  the  use  of  modern 
laboratory  methods  of  precision  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease,  the 
physician  will  be  compelled  to  become  familiar  with  the  uses  of  the 
laboratory.  This  education  of  the  public  can  best  be  accomplished 
by  means  of  newspaper  articles  setting  forth  the  services  that  a 
modern  laboratory  may  render. 

The  present  epidemic  of  Influenza  has  in  a  measure  brought 
the  laboratory  to  the  notice  of  the  medical  profession  throughout 
the  province  and  the  general  pubhc  as  well.  The  laboratory  has 
63en  instrumental  in  the  free  distribution  through  the  medium  of 
the  physicians,  influenza  vaccine  sufficient  for  20,000  persons. 
This  represents  the  very  newest  procedure  in  the  prevention  of 
the  spread  of  Influenza  and  the  laboratory  has  rendered  this  signal 
service  to  the  people  of  the  Province  at  the  first  knowledge  of  the 
leliability  of  tliis  method. 
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The  laboratory  hopes  to  occupy  the  position  of  teacher  and 
adviser  to  the  medical  profession  of  the  Province,  particularly  in 
the  newer  methods  of  diagnosis  and  serum  and  vaccine  treatment 
and  hopes  that  it  will  be  a  centre  of  medical  uplift  in  the  Province 

The  FINANCES  of  the  Department  are  as  follows:  The 
Provincial  Treasurer  has  thus  far  paid  out  for  equipment,  which 
includes  the  cost  of  laboratory  furniture,  installation  of  plumbing-; 
laboratory  apparatus ;  duty  and  transportation  on  imported  goods 
to  the  amount  of  about  $3000.00.  There  still  remains  to  be  paid 
bills  to  the  amount  of  about  $1000.00. 

This  total  of  $4000.00  includes  the  cost  of  laboratory  furni- 
ture; plumbing;  installation  of  light  and  power  service;  construc- 
tion of  animal  cages,  which  items  total  up  to  a  little  over  $1000.00. 
That  leaves  $3000.00  for  expenditure  on  equipment,  which  is  less 
tHan  my  original  estimate  of  $3500.00. 

The  cash  receipts  by  the  laboratory  for  services  rendered  from 
its  inception  up  to  Nov.  1st,  '18,  amounts  to  $593,00.  Outstanding 
ficcounts  are  $154.00.  This  is  not  a  bad  showiuj';  for  the  first  few 
months  of  an  organization  that  is  as  yet  comparatively  unknown 
and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  laboratory  renders  a  free  ser- 
vice for  examination  of  throat  cultures  and  of  blood  for  typhoid. 
The  writer  feels  quite  confident  that  with  the  rapidly  spreading 
knowledge  throughout  the  Province  of  the  character  of  the  labor- 
atory service  that  is  offered  to  the  people  there  is  certain  to  be  a 
steady  and  encouraging  increase  in  the  number  of  examinations 
and  a  consequent  increase  in  the  cash  receipts. 

The  budget  estimate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  laboratory 
outside  the  salaries  for  the  coming  year,  should  be  about  $1000.00. 
This  amount  would  not  be  too  much  to  cover  many  incidental  ex- 
l^enditures,  such  as  telephone,  light  and  power,  ice  bills,  feed  for 
animals,  additional  animals  which  are  quite  expensive ;  stamps , 
stationeiy;  replenishment  of  laboratory  supplies.  If  we  are  to 
distribute  specimen  outfits  to  the  profession  throughout  the 
the  sum  asked  above  v/ill  be  hardly  enough. 
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The  work  done  for  the  General  Public  Hospital  is  assuming- 
considerable  importance  and  is  becoming  a  matter  of  pride  to  the 
Commissioners  and  Attending  Staff  of  the  hospital.  The  writer 
thinks  that,  it  would  be  only  fair  and  just  to  the  laboratory  that  the 
hospital  shall  increase  their  annual  grant  to  $1000.00  per  annum. 
The  writer  thinks  that  the  Commissioners  would  not  be  opposed 
to  this  increase. 

The  needs  of  the  laboratory  along  medical  lines  are  supplied 
for  the  present.  What  is  badly  needed,  however,  is  a  properly 
equipped  room  for  chemical  analysis.  If  the  laboratory  is  to  be 
called  upon  for  chemical  analysis  of  water  and  milk,  the  deter- 
mination of  the  percentage  of  alcohol  in  alcoholic  beverages,  chem- 
ical examination  of  adulterations  in  food  stuffs,  a  properly  equip- 
ped chemical  department  is  imperative.  Furthermore,  a  properly 
qualified  chemist  who  could  at  the  same  time  assist  me  in  the 
increasing  volume  of  work  in  the  pathological  department,  should 
be  employed.  When  the  Health  Act's  regulations  cause  to  be  sent 
in  specimens  of  milk  and  water  for  chemical  examination,  it  will 
he  impossible  for  one  person  to  do  all  the  many  varied  examina- 
tions. The  chemist  will  be  able  to  save  the  province  fees  now 
])aid  out  to  other  chemists  for  various  chemical  examinations  and 
at  the  same  time  will  be  a  great  aid  to  me  in  handling  the  increas- 
ing volume  of  work  that  the  laboratory  is  bound  to  be  called  to  do. 
It  would  shortly  have  been  necessary  for  me  to  have  employed  a 
well  trained  mjgm  to  assist  me  in  handling  the  medical  work.  It 
would  be  to  our  advantage  to  have  a  man  with  chemical  training, 
one  who  could  acquire  pathologic  knowledge  here  in  the  labor- 
atory. A  man  with  these  qualifications  might  be  obtained  when 
the  war  is  over  for  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  year.  The 
laboratory  equipment  for  the  chemical  department  vv'ould  cost 
somewhere  between  one  thousand  and  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

The  money  spent  on  the  equipment  of  this  laboratory  is  ex- 
ceedingly small  when  compared  to  the  sum  spent  by  Halifax.  Nova 
Scotia  spent  about  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  on  its  Laboratory. 
The  bare  equipment  of  the  laboratory  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  cost 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars  and  this  was  at  pre-war  prices.       In 
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view  of  these  figures  you  can  readily  see  that  the  expenditures  so 
far  made  and  the  requisitions  asked  for  are  very  modest  in  com- 
parison.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Health  of  the  City  of  Fredericton,  District  No.  1,  for  the  year  end- 
ing 31st  October,  1918. 

On  January  31st,  William  McKay,  vvho  had  been  for  nearly 
six  years  Inspector  of  Health,  tendered  his  resignation  owing  to 
ill  health  and  being  unable  to  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office.  It  was  with  great  regret  that  the  Board  accepted  his  re- 
■^ignation  as  he  had  been  a  most  capable  and  elricient  officer.  Mr, 
A.  C.  Fleming  was  appointed  in  his  place  and  he  is  performing  his 
duties  most  thoroughly  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  trusts  that,  in  the  event  of  any  changes  i)eing 
made  under  the  new  Health  xA.ct,  Mr.  Fleming  will  be  continued  in 
office. 

On  the  10th  of  November  a  case  of  Smallpox  developed  in  the 
person  of  Rainsford  Allen  (of  Keswick,  York  C'ounty),  a  guest  at 
the  Waverley  Hotel.  Measures  were  at  once  taken  to  thoroughly 
quarantine  the  premises  and  also  the  premises  of  two  other  re- 
sidents of  the  City  who  had  been  employed  at  the  hotel  but  who 
resided    at  their  own  homes.      These  efficient  measures  and    the 
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order  for  g-eneral  vaccination  issued  by  the  Government,  prevented 
any  further  cases  of  ihe  disease  developing-. 

On  October  16th  another  case  of  Small  Pox  daveloped  in  the 
person  of  HaiTy  Pidgeon,  who  with  his  father  had  been  employed 
in  Halifax  and  no  doubt  contracted  the  disease  there.  The  house 
where  he  resided  was  at  once  quarantined,  vaccination  of  all  the 
inmates  ordered  and  no  further  cases  of  the  disease  developed. 

This  outbreak  of  Smallpox  and  the  order  of  the  Provincial 
lioard  of  Health  to  have  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  vaccinated 
caused  an  expenditure  of  $2030.75. 

On  October  9th,  Influenza  or  so-called  "Spannish  Grippe" 
made  its  appearance  in  the  City.  Active  measures  were  at  once 
Inken  by  the  Board  to  take  care  of  those  suiiVring  from  the  rfo- 
ease  who  found  it  impossible  to  secure  nursing  help  or  sick-room 
nacessities.  The  Board  at  once  secured  the  services  of  Miss 
Stew^art,  as  District  Visiting  Nurse.  The  Board  cannot  speak  too 
hig:hly  of  the  services  rendered  by  Miss  St/^\sart,  who  was  most 
conscientious  in  her  efforts  to  take  care  of  those  sufFeriilj  from 
th.e  disease. 

Up  to  the  time  of  closing  this  Report,  (October  3 1st,  over  six 
hundred  cases  of  this  disea.se  had  been  reported  at  the  OlUce  oi' 
the  Board.  In  connection  with  this  Influenza  outbreak  about  one 
hundred  cases  of  Pnuemonia  of  a  very  serioas  typ2  developed  and 
the  Board  regrets  to  have  to  report  already  twenty-two  deaths 
from  this  cause. 

(Diphtheretic)  Croup  seems  also,  but  to  a  much  smaller  extent 
to  follow  the  outbreak  of  Influenza,  but  there  have  been  no  fatal 
cases  from  this  source.  One  of  our  local  physicians  who  has  re- 
ported the  larger  number  of  cases  attribute  the  non-fal:.lities  to 
the  prompt  use  of  Anti-Diphtheretic  Serum. 

The  order  of  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of  Public  Health 
ordering     that  all  churches,  schools,  moving  picture  houses     and 
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places  of  public  gathering  be  closed,  and  in  a  ^real  measiD'f.  lessen- 
ed the  spread  of  this  disease. 

Some  months  since  the  members  of  this  Board  a'^comj^aliied 
by  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  City  of  Frederictoii 
Council  appeared  before  the  Honourable  the  Premier  and  Mem- 
i'cr?  ot^  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Provinne  and  pointed  out  to 
them  that  the  large  expenditure  for  Small  Pox  in  the  city  on  Nov- 
ember 10th  was  not  incurred  by  reason  of  the  single  case  at  the 
Waverly  Hotel,  which  owing  to  the  prompt  and  efficient  measures 
taken  by  the  Board  was  the  only  case  that  developed,  but  was 
caused  by  the  order  issued  by  the  Provincial  Board  for  general 
vaccination  of  all  the  residents  of  the  City;  and  as  this  order  was 
issued  rr.ore  in  the  general  interest  of  the  whole  Province  rather 
than  in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Fredericton,  the  Board  feels 
that  a  large  portion  of  this  expenditure  should  be  refunded  by  tht. 
Province  to  the  City  as  has  been  done  in  mrny  other  constituen- 
cies where  a  like  order  has  been  carried  out. 

We  have  the  honour  to  enclose  the  Report  of  A.  C.  Fleming, 
Jiealth  Inspector  of  the  Board,  which  shows  the  number  of  cases 
of  Contagious  Diseases  reported  to  the  Board  during  the  Fiscal 
Year  1917-1918  and  which  are  as  follows: 

Diphtheria  21,  Typhoid  Fever  16,  .Sm.all  pox  2,  Erysipelas  1, 
Measles  12.  (Many  cases  of  Measles  are  not  reported  as  they  are 
not  attended  by  any  physician).  You  will  also  note  that  there 
v/ere  a  few  cases  of  Contagious  Diseases  which  occurred  with  the 
ti'oops  who  were  stationed  here  for  a  short  time  in  transit  over- 
seas. » 

You  will  please  note  that  in  the  Report  ot  the  Inspector  for 
last  year  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  thirty-four  and  of 
Typhoid  Fever  twenty-five.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
»f  these  diseases  is  most  gratifying  to  the  Board,  as  in  their  opin- 
din  it  is  attributable  to  the  better  sanitary  condition  of  the 
City  and  to  the  number  of  new  sewerage  connections  and  conse- 
«aent  dosing  up  of  cess-poois  made  during  the  year.

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REPORT  ON  FREDERICTON  WATER  AND  MILK  SUPPLIES 
OCT.  31st,  1917  TO  OCT.  31st,  1918. 

During  the  year  ending  Oct.  olst,  1918,  torty-six  examina- 
tions of  Fredericton  water  have  been  made.  These  examinations 
embraced  a  20  degi-ee  count  on  standard  agar,  fermentation  tests 
in  sugar  broth  at  37  C.  and  agar  plates  at  37  degrees  C. 

The  usual  examination  includes  three  samples  as  follows : — 
(a)  The  Raw  water  of  the  River  St.  John,  (b)  The  effluent  at  the 
filters,  and  (c)  the  water  collected  at  the  service  tap  in  the  city. 
An  analysis  of  the  reports  submitted  shows  the  following  results: 

The    average  bacterial  counts  for  each  class  of  water  for    the 
year  were  as  follows : — 

Raw  water  1194  colonies  per  c.  c. 

Effluent         6.5 

Tap  water     79.8 

The  average  removal  of  Bacteria  by  filtration  process  95  per 
cent. 

The  highest  count  for  raw  water  was  9000  on  Nov.  2.  1917, 
and  the  lowest,  120,  June  15,  1918.  In  the  case  of  the  filtered 
water,  the  count  was  below  100  in  thirty-eight  of  the  fortv-six 
tests.

Fermentation  tests  gave  the  following  results : — 

RAW  WATER. 

Of  20  ten  c.  c.  inoculations,  all  or  1007^  were  positive. 
Of  18  one  c.  c.  inoculations  12  or  66'  were  positive. 

EFFLUENT. 

Of  24  ten  c.  c.  inoculations,  2  or  8'f  were  positive. 

Of  29  one  c.  c.  inoculations  none  or  no  per.  cent,  were  positive. 

These  results  indicate  that  the  water  supply  has,  on  the  whole 
been  quite  satisfactory  during  the  year.  When  the  suggested  ad- 
ditions have  been  made  to  the  filtration  plant,  so  that  the  filtr- 
ation process  can  be  carried  on  in  a  more  satisfactory  and  efHcient 
manner,      I  have  no  doubt  that  still  better  results  will  ]>e  possible. 

MILK. 

During  the  year  fifty  samples  of  milk  collected  and  submitted 
by  the  health  officer,  have  been  examined.  The  examination  con- 
sists of  physicial  tests  for  Specific  Gravity,  fat  by  the  Babcock 
method,  calculation  of  total' solids,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  count  of  the 
Bacteria  developing  on  agar  at  20  degrees  C. 

Only  two  samples  showed  less  than  the  3.25  per  cent,  stand- 
ard for  butter  fat.  The  average  fat  content  for  all  samples  was 
:,>.94  per  cent. 

Following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  agar  plate  co.unts:^ 

8  samples  showed  a  count  less  than  10,000  cols,  per  c.c. 
5  samples  showed  a  count  of         10,000  to         50,000 
2  .samples  showed  a  count  of         50,000  to       100,000 
16.  samples  showed  a  count  of       100,000  to       500,000 
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16  samples  showed  a  count  of  500,000  to  1000,000 
6  samples  showed  a  count,  of  1,000,000  to  5000,000 
4  samples  showed  a  count  of  over  5,000,000 

From  this  it  appears  that  less  than  one  third  of  the  samples 
examined  showed  Qounts  of  less  than  100,000,  while  in  1917  about 
two-thirds  of  the  samples  were  less  than  100,000.  The  large 
number  of  Bacteria  shown  by  a  miajority  of  the  samples  indicate 
want  of  sufficient  care  in  some  of  the  various  operations  necessary 
lor  the  production  and  marketing  of  milk,  and  show  the  possibility 
of  great  improvement  in  this  direction.

Dear  Sir: — 

The  year  just  closed  has  in  many  respects  been  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  in  our  history  as  a  Board  of  Health ;  remarkable, 
for  the  general  health  of  our  District;  (eliminating  the  two  epi- 
demics that  swept  our  province.  I  refer  to  the  Small  Pox  epidemic, 
commencing  the  first  of  the  year  1918,  and  also  the  epidemic  of 
(so  called)  "Spanish  influenza"  that  covered  not  only  our  provin- 
ce, but  all  Canada,  and  nearly  all  the  country  to  the  south  of  us,) 
the  general  condition  of  the  health  of  our  district  was  never  better, 
the  morality  never  so  low,  and  we  were  looking  forward  toward 
n.aking  a  showing  in  our  annual  report  that  any  Board  of  Health 
might  be  proud  to  submit  to  the  Minister  of  Health. 

We  will  endeavor  to  deal  with  these  matters  in  detail  as  we 
progress  with  our  yearly  statement,  and  we  will  give  the  facts  in 
as  plain  and  concise  form  as  possible. 

Early  in  the  spring,  or  on  April  26th,  our  sanitary  inspector, 
Mr.  H.  H.  Colpitts,  who  had  given  the  Board  good  service  for 
about  nine  years,  while  on  duty,  was  suddenly  stricken  with  hem- 
morhage  of  the  brain  and  before  he  could  be  rem.oved  to  his  home, 
some  four  blocks  from  where  he  was  taken  ill,  life  was  extinct ; 
so  sudden,  in  fact,  that  ten  minutes  from  the  time  he  left  the 
office,  in  good  health,  he  was  dead. 

With  the  spring  work  upon  us  and  .several  cases  of  small  pox 
also  in  the  city  at  the  time,  and  the  necessity  of  engaging  a  new 
man  who  lacked  training  in  health  work,  our  problem  seemed  dif- 
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ficult.  The  Board  engaged  Mr.  George  Irving  as  sanitary  in- 
spector, from  several  applicants,  and  the  selection  proved  a  for- 
tunate one.  Mr.  Irving  has  proved  a  tractable  man,  one  who  pos- 
sesses both  energy  and  tact  and  has  obtained  splendid  results  for 
the  Board.  With  a  few  days'  careful  instruction,  Mr.  Irving  wan 
able  to  take  hold  of  the  regular  routine  work  of  the  Board,  like  an 
old  hand. 

We  started  out  on  our  annual  inspection  May  8th,  making  a 
very  careful  house  to  house  inspection  qf  the  whole  city,  and  we 
have  secured  splendid  results.  Our  city  was  rapidly  put  in  a 
cleanly  condition  and  in  a  few  weeks  all  surplus  refuse  matter 
which  had  accumulated  during  the  winter  months  had  been  clean- 
ed up  and  removed. 

One  of  our  special  aims  has  ahvays  been  to  secure  the  removal 
of  all  this  refuse  and  have  the  yards  all  cleaned  before  the  warm 
weather  comes. 

There  have  been  several  short  streets  lately  opened  up  and 
built  upon,  and  we  kept  careful  watch  and  saw  that  all  new  houses 
were  supplied  with  modern  plumbing  and  sewer  connection. 
There  was  also  some  extension  of  sewers  on  streets  reaching  out 
on  the  outskirts;  we  also  took  care  that  the  people  living  on  them, 
got  in  touch  with  sewer  conditions  at  an  early  date. 

The  City  Council,  in  the  year  1916  passed  a  by-law  making  i^ 
compulsory  on  narties  keeping  horses,  to  have  their  manure  pil^-^- 
cA\  put  under  cover  with  a  ventilated  roof.  The  Council  of  1918 
enforced  the  compliance  of  this  by-law  and  handed  the  enforce- 
jneni  of  the  same  over  to  Mr.  George  Rideout,  Chief  of  Police. 

He  promptly  had  his  officers  secure  a  report  of  said  conditions 
and  the  names  of  the  owners  of  stables,  and  they  were  promptly 
notified  as  to  the  by-law  and  the  need  of  complying  with  same;  p 
few  had  to  be  summoned  to  the  court  and  were  given  a  short 
extension  of  time;  the  result  has  been  greatly  improved  condi- 
tions, the  removal  of  those  unsightly  manure  piles  and  the  do'nT 
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away  with  a  very  extensive  source  of  breeding  ground  for  flies 
which  are  acknowledged  by  all  health  experts  as  disease  carriers. 

This  improvement  and  the  further  fact  that  our  garbage  is 
put  up  in  covered  garbage  cans  and  removed  twice  a  week,  we 
believe  to  be  one  of  the  principal  causes  why  our  list  of  contagious 
diseases  is  so  very  small.  Why,  sir,  consider  a  city  whose  population 
is  nearly  17,000  (omitting  the  epidemic  of  small  pox  which  covered 
the  province)  with  only  eighteen  cases  of  contagious  and  infec- 
tious diseases  for  the  period  of  twelve  months  and  you  have  a 
record  that  certainly  does  no  discredit  to  the  men  whose  duty  it 
is  to  guard  the  health  conditions  of  the  district. 

Now  with  reference  to  the  small  pox  situation  from  whicii 
our  province  suftered  from  January  to  September;  it  certainly 
does  not  reflect  credit  on  the  provincial  healtli  authorities  con- 
trolling matters  during  that  period.  Our  own  experience  has 
proven  that  small  pox  is  not  so  very  difficult  to  control  and  quaran- 
tine if  grappled  with  a  thorough  and  systematic  manner,  and  we 
have  been  through  some  four  epidemics  in  the  past  twenty-five 
years  and  in  our  history  covering  that  period  we  have  yet  to  have 
cur  first  case  that  could  be  traceable  to  a  home  or  family,  after  it 
came  under  our  care ;  and  while  we  had  some  thirty-seven  cases 
covering  a  period  of  seven  months,  we  only  had  ten  contact  cases 
contracted  by  members  of  the  family  from  another  in  the  home 
before  the  first  case  was  reported  to  our  Board. 

Our  principal  trouble  was  from  persons  coming  into  our  city 
(Moncton  being  largely  an  industrial  centre)  seeking  employment, 
from  infected  districts — some  from  homes  where  small  pox  ex- 
isted, breaking  out  with  the  disease  soon  after  their  arrival,  others 
having  had  the  disease  and  then  bringing  it  to  the  houses  whero 
they  boarded,  showing  plainly  that  their  clothing  had  never  been 
properly  disinfected;  others  came  to  us  with  the  disease  broken 
out  upon  them  on  arrival.  They  came  from  the  four  counties  to 
the  north  of  us,  also  from  points  of  Westmorland  County  and  were 
brought  in  by  trains  from  the  State  of  Maine. 
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These  conditions,  as  I  have  stated,  covered  a  period  of  over 
seven  months  and  caused  us  much  work  and  anxiety  and  necessi- 
tated our  keeping  an  Isolation  Hospital  open  an  J  equipped  for 
many  months,  besides  a  very  heavy  expense  to  ths  city  which,  if 
Ihe  disease  had  been  properly  handled  by  the  Provincial  Health 
Department  in  charge  at  that  time,  should  not  have  been  necess- 
aiy.  During  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  small  pox  epidemic  we 
gave  publicity  to  our  free  vaccination  campaign  through  the  public 
press,  we  endeavored  to  explain  conditions  in  European  countries 
before  Dr.  Jenner's  discovery  and  the  happy  results  from  the  use 
of  vaccine  as  a  preventative,  furnishing  a  change  of  articles  every 
second  day,  and  we  secured  good  results,  vaccinating  over  six 
thousand  persons  in  all. 

The  City  Council  having  pursued  their  policy  of  putting 
down  new  concrete  sidewalks,  Bithulithic  paved  streets,  extension 
of  sewer  and  water  system,  and  yearly  our  city  shows  marked  im- 
provements along  these  lines. 

The  epidemic  of  influenza  \A'hich  was  so  wide-s])read,  all  over 
the  North  American  continent,  reached  Moncton  about  September 
20th,  and  up  to  October  1st,  we  had  a  few  Sporadic  cases;  the 
first  week  in  October  it  struck  Moncton  like  a  driving  storm  and 
swept  us  nearly  off  our  feet ;  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  Octo- 
ber we  had  no  less  than  3,156  cases,  it  reached  its  zenith  about 
October  22nd,  and  declined  rapidly ;  by  the  first  of  November  there 
were  about  200  additional  cases  in  a  period  of  eleven  days  showing 
a  falling  off  from  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  cases  a  day  to  eigh- 
teen. The  disease  increased  in  virility  during  the  second  and 
third  week  with  largely  increased  number  of  rases  of  pneumonia. 
Latterly,  it  seemed  less  \irile  and  is  rapidly  dying  out. 

We  promptly  opened  an  Emergency  Hospital  which  would  ac- 
commodate influenza  patients  and  have  had  it  full  during  the  past 
month  ;  as  fast  as  patients  were  able  to  leave  there  were  others 
ready  to  take  their  places. 

The  need  was  so  pressing  that  The  Fir.st  Baptist  Churcli  open- 
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ed  their  Sunday  School  and  Chiss  Rooms,  also,  for  the  sick,  and 
they  have  accommodated  from  fifteen  to  twenty  patients  steadily. 
Both  emergency  hospitals  had  a  thoroughly  trained  staff  in  charge 
and  the  Baptist  Church  Church,  in  addition  had  many  volunteer 
workers. 

It  has  been  a  very  hard,  trying  period  of  some  weeks  and  Oct- 
ober was  a  ghastly  month,  the  Secretary  issued  burial  permiLs  for 
eig-hty-five  funerals,  as  a  result  of  the  influenza  epidemic. 

One  of  the  very  sad  features  in  connection  therewith  was  that 
nearly  all  of  the  deceased  were  young  people  under  thirty-five 
years  of  age. 

The  Board  endeavored  as  best  they  could  to  meet  the  situa- 
tion; the  quarantine  put  on  by  the  Depa,rtment  of  Health  was 
strengthened  by  an  order  issued  by  the  Local  Board  of  Health  at 
once,  covering  in  detail  every  place  of  amusement  or  pubhc  gather- 
ing as  requested  by  Dr.  George  E.  Melvin,  Chief  Medical  Hetilth 
Officer.  We  used  the  public  press  of  the  city  extensively  in  a 
I'ublicity  campaign  giving  helpful  hints  and  advice  to  the 
citizens  in  regard  to  care,  cleanliness,  fresh  air,  etc.,  for  a  period  of 
three  weeks — copies  of  many  of  our  articles  and  advertisements 
were  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Health,  and  the  Minister 
of  Health  wrote  the  secretary  approving  of  the  same. 

We  have  much  to  thank  the  Moncton  Transcript  and  Times 
of  our  city  for  giving  publicity  to  many  helpful  things  without  any 
charge,  the  proprietors  of  both  papers  never  refusing  any  matter 
given  them  along  this  line. 

The  plumbing  work  in  the  city  has  been  carefully  looked  after 
by  our  Inspector,  Mr.  Wesley  Bingham,  as  in  the  past,  Mr.  Bing- 
ham being  a  practical  plumber  and  very  competent  to  fill  the  pos- 
ition and  gives  all  work  done  m  the  city,  his  careful  personal  at- 
tention. Mr.  Bingham's  report  for  the  year  just  closed  and 
l»erewith  submitted,  gives  a  detailed  statement  of  the  new  work^ 
also  the  new  fi?ctures  installed  in  reconstruction  of* old  plumbing.

Referring  to  the  earlier  part  of  this  report,  I  stated  that  there 
were  only  eighteen  cases  of  contagious  diseases  not  counting  small 
pox,  five  measles,  one  scarlet- fever  (which  was  brought  in  from 
outside)  four  diptheria  and  eig-ht  typhoid  fever,  and  five  of  the 
latter  were  easily  traced  to  have  been  contracted  outside  of  Monc- 
ton,  I  think  sir,  you  will  be  compelled  to  consider  this  a  most  favor- 
able condition  for  a  district  of  the  population  of  Moncton  and 
especially  when  you  contemplate  how  largely  our  population  is 
made  up  of  industrials. 

You  will  notice  in  our  mortality  table,  three  deaths  from  typ- 
hoid; these  were  all  cases  brought  to  the  public  hospital  from  out- 
side the  city  and  therefore  in  no  sense  belong  to  us,  but  as  they 
died  in  the  city  hospital,  we  have  to  make  a  record  of  tliem. 
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The  total  deaths  occurring  in  the  city  during  the  past  twelve 
months  were  305.  Deducting  from  that  number  the  85  deaths 
caused  by  the  severe  epidemic  during  October  when  the  conditions 
were  abnormal,  and  the  thirty  persons  who  died  at  the  city  hos- 
pital— serious  cases  brought  in  from  all  the  out-lying  districts, 
many  of  them  who  hardly  lived  to  reach  Moncton  and  in  no  sense 
chargeable  to  the  city's  mortality — our  normal  deaths  will  stand 
at  190  or  the  very  exceptionally  low  rate  of  11  7-8  per  thousand. 

Our  contagious  and  infectious  table  is  not  less  interesting, 
omitting  small  pox,  only  18-cases  of  contagious  diseases;  the  sche- 
dule of  deaths  is  also  worthy  of  careful  examination;  forty  per 
cent,  lived  to  be  over  fifty  years  of  age,  thirty-five  per  cent,  over 
sixty  over  twenty  per  cent,  or  one  in  every  five  had  passed  the 
alloted  span. 

These  figures  also  include  the  abnormal  death  rate  during 
October  caused  by  the  influenza  epidemic;  were  they  ptim'nated, 
the  percentages  would  be  much  more  favourable. 

Further,  you  will  notice  that  thirty  eight  persons  are  recorded 
as  passing  over  to  the  Great  Majority,  from  old  age.  The  most 
of  this  number  v/ere  above  eighty  years,  several  over  ninety  years 
and  two  had  nearly  reached  the  century  mark.  ' 

The  Board  is  looking  forward  hopefully  towards  greatly  im- 
proved health  conditions  throughout  the  province  as  the  result  of 
the  nev/  health  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Provincial 
liegislature.  When  once  its  organization  has  been  cpmpleted  and 
in  proper  working  condition,  and  I  think  justifiably  so,  when  we 
consider  the  energetic  and  vigorous  manner  the  heads  of  the  de- 
partment have  met  and  grappled  with  the  present  very  severe 
epidemic  getting  in  touch  with  and  advising  the  health  officers  all 
over  the  province,  sending  help  in  the  form  of  physicians  and 
nurses,  also  medicine  to  help  out  the  sections  where  little  or  no 
health  organization  existed. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  this  very  severe  epidemic  swept  our 
province    just  at  the  transition  period  of  the  act  and  with     such 
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energy  displayed  at  the  start  we  fully  believe  we  are  approaching- 
the  dawn  of  a  better  day  for  health  conditions  in  the  province  of 
New  Brunswick. 

I  stated  in  my  opening  remarks  that  this  had  been  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  years  in  our  history,'  remarkable,  in  the  fact  that 
in  this  day  of  advanced  knowledge  along  hygienic  and  sanitary 
lines,  that  an  epidemic  of  small  pox  should  cover  our  whole  prov- 
ince lasting  for  a  period  of  nine  months ;  also  remarkable  on  ac- 
count of  the  severe  influenza  epidemic,  so  general  and  also  fatal  in 
character  that  it  covered  all  of  Canada  and  nearly  all  of  the 
country  to  the  south  of  us,  attended  with  a  harvest  of  death  which 
has  been  truly  appalling. 

The  relations  between  the  physicians  oi  Moncton  and  the 
secretary  during  the  past  year,  have  been  of  the  most  pleasant 
character ;  they-  have  always  met  the  board's  olRcers  in  a  kindly 
and  helpful  spirit  and  while  they  are  very  busy  men,  they  have 
never  failed  to  assist  in  giving  statistics  and  in  other  ways  to  co- 
operate ;  and  as  secretary  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  many  kindnesses  shown  me  in  meeting  them  in  m.y  public 
capacity. 

To  His  Worship,  Mayor  Toombs  and  Alderman  A.  C.  Chap- 
man, representing  the  City  Council,  the  Boavd  is  greatly  indebted 
for  prompt,  cheerful  co-operation  during  the  period  of  both  epid- 
emics that  we  have  had  to  contend  with  during  the  past  year,  also 
to  George  A.  Rideout,  Chief  of  Police,  who  in  various  ways  and  on 
numerous  occasions,  has  rendered  valuable  assistance  and  helped 
to  lighten  and  overcome  many  difficulties  that  confronted  us  dur- 
ing these  strenuous  days  when  our  hands  were  more  than  full ; 
and  we  publicly  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  same. 

In  the  difficulties  through  which  we  have  been  passing  and 
the  many  other  exciting  matters  of  the  day,  I  have  found  it  hard 
to  concentrate  my  m.ind  and  also  to  give  the  time  to  prepare  such 
a  report  as  I  would  have  liked  to  do. 
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I  will  say  in  closing,  that  our  Board  is  intensely  interested  in 
the  health  conditions  of  our  district;  we  are  aiming-  from  year  to 
\  ar  for  a  cleaner,  healthier  and  more  prosperous  city,  and  the 
facts  we  are  able  to  report  from  year  to  year  stand  out  as  the  best 
evidence  that  our  Board  is  not  unmindful  of  the  responsibilities 
111  at  rest  upon  them  as  custodians  of  the  health  interests  of  the 
( "ity  of  Moncton.  •

At  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Small  Pox  was  introduced  into 
the  District  from  the  State  of  Maine.  The  Local  Board,!  be- 
lieve, did  everything  possible  to  stop  the  spread  of  the  disease ; 
'.'ut  just  as  we  had  one  outbreak  under  control,  new  cases  of  the 
disease  brought  by  returning  New  Brunswickers  from  Elaine 
would  start  it  going  again.  The  most  difficult  cases  to  handle 
\\  ei  0  those  in  the  lumber  camps,  but  we  finally  succeeded  in 
stamping  it  out.  About  forty  cases  occurred  altogether  vvith  no 
deaths. 

There  was  rather  more  Diphtheria  and  Scarlatina  than  in 
former  years.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  Diphtheria  and  none 
from-  Scarlet  Fever. 

At  this  date  the  country  is  in  the  grip  of  Spanish  Influenza, 
but  as  this  is  w^holly  a  rural  district,  not  much  can  be  done  by  the 
!     ■  li  authorities  to  stop  it.

Dear  Doctor: 

I  beg-  to  inform  you  that  during  the  past  year  in  the  matter 
of  ordinary  contagious  diseases.  District  No.  11  had  a  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  reported  on  January  24th  and  two  cases  of  Measles 
on  12th  March  and  26  April  respectively. 

Measles  was  epidemic  but  generally  of  a  mild  type  and,  as 
usual,  the  householder  did  not  report  the  presence  of  the  disease 
in  the  family. 

Late  in  April  a  case  of  Small  Pox  appeared  outside  of  our  dis- 
Irict  within  4  miles  of  us.  Two  contact  suspects  found  with  us 
were  quarantined.  A  general  vaccination  was  requested  and 
the  vaccination  of  the  school  children  was  ordered  by  the  Board. 
This  was  carried  out  in  a  very  thorough  and  painstaking  manner. 

Our  inspector  made  a  special  survey  of  and  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  outhouses  and  of  a  number  of  other  nuisances.  A  gen- 
eral im.provement  resulted. 

In  common  with  the  world  we  had  a  visitation  from  the  In- 
fluenza. At  Eastport  and  Lubec,  Maine,  33  miles  from  us,  the 
disease  was  widespread  and  of  a  very  virulent  form.  After  a 
time  a  case  from  Eastport  arrived  in  Calais,  Me.  This  was  of  a 
decidedly  serious  tyi^e.  The  Boards  of  Health  of  Calais,  Me.,  and 
of  this  district  immediately  closed  places  of  pubHc  amusement,  the 
schools,  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches  and  prohibited  public 
gatherings. 

The  disease  became  very  prevalent  with  us.  At  one  time  it 
was  so  serious  that  the  Board  arranged  for  the  Windsor  Hotel  as 
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an  Emergency  Hospital.    For  a  month  we  had  everything  ready  to 
open  U])  at  a  n:on'.€nt's  notice. 

From  the  disease  contracted  here  we  had  three  (3)  deaths  also 
three  (3)  deaths  from  patients  arriving  home  sick  witti  the  dis- 
ease. Around  us  on  all  sides  there  was  much  sickness  and  a  num- 
ber of  deaths. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  having  the  recurrence  of  the  dis- 
ease. It  is  severe  but  of  a  milder  type  than  the  previous  attack. 
It  is  mainly  amongst  children  and  adolescents.

I  beg  to  submit  my  xA.nnual  Report  of  Sub  District  Board  of 
Health  No.  14,  Grand  Manan  Island,  for  year  ending- 1918. 

The  Small  Pox  Epidemic  referred  to  in  my  last  annual  report, 
continued  into  1918  in  this  district,  although  confined  in 
one  locality,  viz.,  North  Head. 

Four  infected  houses,  with  six  cases.  One  confluent  very  sev- 
ere complications  with  pregnancy.  All  others  mild  in  type.  All 
cases  recovered.  By  request  of  our  Board,  the  Secretary  of 
Provincial  Board  of  Health,  Dr.  R.  G.  McGrath,  visited  this  district 
and  gave  our  local  Board  of  Health  authority  to  commence  com- 
pulsory vaccination,  which  was  considered  by  this  board  most  es- 
sential. A  house  to  house  canvas  for  vaccination  was  made  in 
North  Head,  by  our  Sanitary  Advisor,  J.  F.  Macauley,  M.  D.  Also 
the  Schools  were  visited,  vaccinations  and  re-vaccination  reported, 
189. 

About  tw^o  hundred  persons  were  vaccinated  by  physicians 
nrivately.  American  mail  coming  from  infected  U.  S.  Ports  v\'*^re 
fumigated.  Passengers  on  arrival  of  steamers  examined,  and  in 
cases  of  those  from  suspected  points,  placed  under  observation. 
Houses  suspected  for  Small  Pox  quarantined,  and  kept  under  ob- 
servation. "No  new  cases  developed."  On  recovery  of  patients 
in  the  four  houses  at  North  Head,  in  which  Small  Pox  existed,  all 
houses  fumigated. 

Measles  four  cases  in  Grand  Harbour.  Confined  to  one  house. 
All  recovered.       Precaution  taken,  disease  did  not  spread. 

Influenza    appeared  here  1  st  October,  probably  two    or  three 
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hundred  cases,  one  death.  This  Board  endeavored  to  institute  a 
luiblicity  campaign  by  moans  of  posters  and  notices  and  by  order 
from  Provincial  Health  authorities,  all  schools,  Churches,  Halls, 
and  public  gatherings  prohibited,  which  conditions  prevail  at 
present,  And  the  disease  is  now  on  the  decrease. 

There  were  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  on  one  of  our  adjacent 
Islands.      All  recovered. 

There  are  four  cases  of  Tuberculosis     on  our  Island.      Two 
deaths  during  the  year,  one  male,  one  female. 

Several  complaints  in  regard  to  illegally  spreading    fish  offal 
was  attended  to. 

This  Sub-District  Board  of  Health  through  the  year  held  four 
meetings  in  regard  to  health  matters  here.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  Health  District  No, 
16,  Victoria  County.  I  regret  that  my  report  will  be  somewhat 
meagre,  as  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  reports  from  all  the  sections 
of  the  county. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  owing  to  the  epidemic  of 
Smallpox,  which  visited  the  Province.  We  had  about  200  cases, 
most  of  which  were  of  a  mild  type,  with  no  deaths.  A  very 
thorough  vaccination  was  carried  out,  about  2000  persons  being 
vaccinated. 

Tuberculosis  is  not  yet  reported  as  it  should  be,  but  we  trust 
that  under  the  new  Health  Department,  this  will  be  remedied.

I  beg-  to  send  you  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  1918. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  the  hardest,  on  account  of  Small 
Pox  and  Influenza.  Small  Pox  was  practically  all  over  the  county. 
It  was  spread  because  people  at  first  would  not  let  the  Board  of 
Health  or  anyone  know  about  their  families  being  sick.  Before 
it  was  discovered,  it  was  all  over  the  county.  Somt?  carne  home 
from  St.  John  and  infested  the  parish  of  Wisener,  others  brought 
it  from  Halifax  and  others  from  the  lumber  camps  of  Maine.  The 
Board  of  Health  had  charge  of  over  200  hundred  (200)  cases. 
Everything-  was  done  to  stamp  it  out.  Houses  were  quarantined, 
even  whole  villages.  Schools  had  to  be  closed,  also  churches  and 
all  meeting  halls. 

Some  few  cases  of  Scaret  Fever  and  Diphtheria  were  scattered 
here  and  there. 

As  far  as  Influenza,  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  number  of 
cases.  I  should  say  by  the  meagre  reports  I  received,  that  there 
v/ere  over  one  thousand  cases  and  a  great  many  deaths.  It  is  rag- 
ing in  Cape  Bald  and  a  few  cases  in  Sunny  Brae,  but  on  the  whole 
I  believe  it  is  practically  over.

For  the  last  two  years  I  have  made  no  report  of  the  health  of 
District  No.  21,  County  of  Albert,  for  several  reasons.  In  the  first 
place,  I  cannot  say  that  there  really  exists  a  B.  of  H,  for  Albert 
County,  as  I  have  tried  to  hold  meeting's  several  times,  and  only 
one  member,  your  humble  servant,  appeared.  Dr.  J.  T.  Lewis  who 
was  Sec'y  of  said  Board  is  overseas  and  no  one  has  been  appointed 
in  his  place,  Mr.  John  Stiles  of  Elgin,  former  member,  is  dead, 
and  I  have  heard  that  a  Mr.  Robinson  had  been  appointed  in  his 
place,  but  never  saw  nor  heard  from  him. 

Secondly,  the  resident  Drs.  of  Albert  never  report  any  cases 
of  Contagious  or  infectious  diseases  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
ihe  laws  and  regulations  in  regard  to  that  matter  are  like  those  re 
Births  and  Deaths  N.G.  I  trust,  however,  that  under  the  new 
regulations  conducted  by  Hon,  Dr.  Roberts  and  yourself  in  charge, 
a  great  change  for  the  better  may  result. 

As  far  as  I  am  able  to  report,  this  District,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  cases  of  Typhoid'  Fever,  has  been  quite  free  from  Contag- 
ious or  infectious  diseases,  except  the  world  wide  epidemic  of  In- 
fluenza, which  has  balfled  the  greatest  scientists  of  the  world  to 
control. 

Unfortunately  in  the  County  of  Albert,  we  were  badly 
handicapped,  as  it  so  happened  that  all  three  of  the  resident  phy- 
sicians, were  taken  down  with  the  disease,  but  thanks  to  the  Gov- 
emmjent  and  Military  authorities,  we  were  fairly  well  supplied  with 
medical  assistance,  and  with  fairly  good  results  as  shown  by  the 
number  of  cases  and  deaths,  viz.,  in  the  County  of  Albert  717  cases, 
31  deaths. 

I  might  just  say  that  I  hope  and  believe  that  under  the  new 
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Health  Dept.,  a  great  change  for  the  better  may  be  mado  in  re- 
ference to  the  health  of  the  Province,  and  especially  this  District, 
so  that  it  will  be  the  imperative  duty  of  some  capable  man  to  visit 
the  several  Parishes  and  Villages  of  the  County,  as  well  as  the 
Schools  and  public  places  and  see  that  proper  care  is  taken  for  the 
prevention  and  treatment  of  all  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,

During  the  past  year  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Town  has 
been  satisfactory,  exception  made  of  the  epidemic  of  Influenza, 
which  struck  about  1500  persons  and  caused  30  deaths. 

Twenty  five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported,  isolated  and 
treated  with  Antitoxin  and  all  cured. 

Cholera  Infantum  made  only  a  couple  of  victims  during  the  last 
summer.

In  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ending  October  31st, 
1918,  I  wish  to  state  that  the  health  conditions  throughout  this 
district  have  not  been  as  favorable  as  in  former  years. 

During  the  month  of  February,  March,  April,  May  and  June 
there  were  twenty-five  cases  of  Small  Pox  at  IMace's  Bay  and  other 
sections  of  the  Parish  of  Lapreau.  Some  of  these  cases  were  of  a 
severe  type,  of  a  confluent  form.  There  were  no  deaths,  however, 
from  this  disease.  This  Board  took  every  precaution  during  the 
epidemic  to  keep  the  disease  from  spreading.  Dr.  Keith,  of  Lap- 
leau,  looked  after  the  patients  and  fumigated  the  houses  in  which 
the  disease  occurred. 

The  epidemic  of  influenza  was  general  throughout  this  section. 
In  the  Parishes  of  ^t.  George  and  Pennfield  there  were  over  five 
hundred  cases  and  in  the  Parish  of  Lapreau  about  thirty-five  cases. 
There  were  fifteen  deaths  due  to  influenza:  the  most  of  these 
deaths  were  caused  from  pneumonia  complicating  the  attack.  One 
case  of  memingitis  followed  the  disease  with  a  fatal  ending.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  only  a  few  cases  of  influenza  in  this 
section  and  the  disease  is  not  of  such  a  severe  form  as  in  the  earl- 
ier cases. 

We  have  been  quite  free  from  typhoid  fever  and  have  only  had 
three  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year.

Sir: 

As  ChaiiTnan  of  the  Town  of  Sussex  Board  of  Health  for  this 
present  year  I  wish  to  report  that  during  the  year  Sussex  has 
been  fairly  free  from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  up  to  the 
appearance  of  the  Spanish  Influenza. 

The  chief  work  has  been  keeping  the  Town  clean,  there  have 
been  many  cases  reported  to  me  wiiere  privies  have  become  un- 
sanitary also  where  people  have  kept  pigs  in  unsanitary  condition? 
"or  too  close  to  their  neighbors. 

In  all  cases  I  have  been  successful  in  having  the  remedy  ap- 
plied without  resort  to  extreme  measures. 

As  to  the  private  out-door  privies,  it  is  impossible  to  force  all 
the  people  to  use  the  town  sey\'ei:s  as  the  sewers  are  not  large  en- 
ough, but  the  more  congested  parts  of  the  Town  are  practically 
using  them. 

As  to  keeping  pigs  within  the  town  limits,  during  this  past 
two  years  we  have  allowed  it  in  the  more  open  parts  of  the  town 
if  kept  sanitary  and  not  obnoxious  to  neighbors,  on  account  of  tlie 
demand  for  greater  production. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  only  one  case  of  diphtheria,  it 
was  carefully  quarantined  and  no  other  member  of  the  family  even 
took  it. 

Each  year  the  military  authorities,  working  with  nv3,  have 
carefully  watched  the  water  supply  and  at  stated  times  have  had 
an  analysis  of  the  water,  and  this  year  we  had  the  reserve  reser- 
voir drained  and  cleaned. 

Now  as  to  the  Spanish  Influenza,  it  has  been  epidemic  in  the 
country  places  surrounding  Sussex,  and  although  many  mild  cases 
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were  no  doubt  in  the  town  only  one  was  reported  to  me  by  the  doc- 
tors, that  case  was  fatal,  full  measures  were  taken  immediately  to 
fumigate  the  house,  which  measures  proved  satisfactory.  The 
doctors  here  have  claimed  that  no  other  serious  cases  were  de- 
veloped within  the  town.  Nevertheless  I  saw  that  your  regula- 
tions were  strictly  enforced  from  the  first  and  this  no  doubt  was 
a  great  reason  for  our  being  so  clear  of  it.  Although  very  many 
deaths  took  place  in  the  surrounding  country  we  escaped  with  one. 

The  costs  of  enforcement  have  been  small  and  have  been  borne 
by  the  town. . 

Although  your  Mr.  Hall  did  not  think  much  of  our  water  sup- 
ply and  its  source,  we  have  been  free  from  diseases  caused  by  bad 
water,  in  the  past  years  as  well  as  this  year.  Never  has  there 
been  any  sickness  traceable  to  our  water,  and  if  it  be  a  fever  case 
invariably  the  water  used  has  been  from  a  pump  of  which  there 
are  many  in  the  more  openly  settled  parts  of  town.

In  compliance  with  your  request  dated  Dec.  14th,  1918,  I  beg- 
to  submit  the  following  report. 

On  April  16th,  1918,  while  in  St.  John,  I  received  notice  by 
Long  Distance  telephone  of  my  appointment  to  the  position  of 
Chairman  of  the  Local  Board  of  Health  for  Queens  Co.,  together 
with  a  statement  that  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Small  Pox  in  Chip- 
m'an,  and  also  advising  me  to  get  in  touch  with  Dr.  Hay,  the  Med- 
ical Health  Officer  for  the  County,  as  soon  as  possible.  And  I 
immediately  done  so  and  was  informed  there  were  several  cases  of 
ihe  disease  in  the  village,  and  that  he  had  already  quarantined  sev- 
eral houses.  My  instructions  to  him  was  to  see  that  every  house 
that  had  the  disease  in  it  should  be  strictly  quarantined  together 
with  all  persons  known  to  have  been  in  any  way  in  contact  with  the 
malady.  From  April  13th  to  June  15th,  1918,  some  15  houses  had 
been  quarantined,  and  in  some  of  the  houses  as  many  as  four  (4) 
]jersons  were  afflicted  v/ith  the  disease  at  one  time. 

I  made  several  visits  to  the  Village  myself  and  conferred  with 
Dr.  Hay  regarding  the  situation.  It  was  necessary  to  put  on  a 
guard  to  see  that  regulations  were  strictly  adhered  to  and  also  to 
look  after  the  matter  of  providing  provisions  for  the  families  that 
required  it.  719  vaccinations  were  performed  by  Dr.  Hay,  and 
also  a  number  by  Dr.  Armstrong,  but  of  which  I  have  not  received 
any  statement. 

On  June  22nd,  1918,  a  meeting  of  the  Local  Board  of  Health 
las  comprised  for  this  County)  was  h-eld  in  Chipman,  at  which 
some  bills  in  connection  with  the  Small  Pox  situations  were  ap- 
proved and  payment  recommended. 

In    August  I  was  notified  of  a  case  of  Diphtheria  at    Minto. 
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Dr.  Hay  was  given  instruction  to  give  the  matter  the  necessary 
attention  and  by  an  arrangement  with  the  Health  Board  of  Sun- 
bury,  the  patient  was  removed  to  his  home  in  that  County. 

During  the  months  of  October  and  November,  Influenza  was 
cjuite  prevalent  in  certain  portions  of  the  County,  especially  so  in 
Minto,  where  a  number  of  deaths  resulted  therefrom.  Also  in 
Gagetown,  Hampstead,  Cambridge,  and  Waterborough,  but  on  ac- 
count of  the  disease  being  in  my  ow^n  family,  T  v/as  prevented  from 
taking  any  official  action  in  the  matter. 

In  regard  to  the  genei'al  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the 
County,  I  presume  they  are  much  the  same  as  of  yore,  as  I  am  not 
?\rare  of  any  action  being  taken  toward  improvement.

As  Chairman  Board  of  Health  for  the.  County  of  Kent,  I  beg- 
to  submit  the  following-  report : 

Kent  County  has  a  population  of  25,000. 
,  Births  Deaths. 

As  a  rule  Physicians  do  not  report  deaths  or  births  and  very 
larely  reporting  typhoid  and  scarlet  fever. 

No  appropriation  of  funds  were  made  this  year  by  the  Mun- 
icipal Council  at  their  January  Session,  but  the  July  Committee 
generously  granted  part  of  the  expenses  made  at  that  date. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  remarkable  two  epidemic  dis- 
eases swept  the  County,  the  Small  Pox  and  the  so-called  Spanish 
Influenza.  The  Small  Pox  epidemic  made  its  appearance  about 
January,  the  disease  was  brought  in  the  County  first  from  the 
state  of  Maine  by  men  working  in  the  lumber  camps,  and  later  from 
the  lun^ber  camps  operating  in  the  County  of  Northumberland, 
and  from  January  to  July  about  435  cases  of  Small  Pox  developed 
in  the  County,  which  registered  two  deaths. 

There  were  also  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  it  was  vigorously 
checked,  although  33  cases  developed  with  2  deaths. 

The  Influenza  epidemic  made  about  200  victims  throughout 
the  :.oiinty;  there  v^■as  no  quarantine  enforced  for  this  epidemic.

Sir: 

In  presenting  my  annual  report  for  this  district  for  the  past 
\ear,  the  health  of  the  District  has  been  good,  only  one  case  of 
Small  Pox  in  the  extreme  end  of  the  County,  near  Chipman,  until 
this  Autumn,  when  the  Spanish  Influenza  broke  out.  In  some 
parts  of  the  County  it  has  been  very  severe,  and  quite  a  number  of 
deaths  have  resulted,  particularly  in  the  vicinity  of  Fredericton 
Junction  and  Minto.  In  some  cases  quarantine  was  established, 
but  in  cases  attended  by  the  Drs.  of  Fredericton,  they  did  not  re- 
i:)ort  them  and  quarantine  was  done  away  with. 

For  the  yast  year  the  Municipality  has  had  only  one  member 
of  the  Board  at  Minto,  a  good  location  for  a  member,  but  should 
also  have  one  at  Fredericton  Junction,  or  in  the  vicinity. 

At  the  present  time  the  "Flu"  seems  pretty  well  under  control, 
ii  few  cases  are  reported  in  different  parts  of  the  County.

Dear  Sir : 

In  answer  to  yours  of  the  14th,  I  hardly  know  just  what  you 
want,  but  suppose  it  is  to  find  out  how  many  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  we  have  had  in  Newcastle.  We  have  had  five  cases  of 
Small  Pox  all  of  which  we  sent  to  the  Hospital  in  Chatham.  I 
sent  most  of  the  accounts  to  Fredericton,  and  we  have  had  several 
cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  but  all  of  a  very  mild  type. 
1  have  had  a  man  go  round  and  see  that  people  had  their  places 
cleaned  up  and  most  of  them  did  as  desired  but  as  I  am  out  of 
business  now  I  will  be  able  to  attend  to  having  people  clean  up  next 
year,  that  is,  if  I  am  kept  on  the  job. 

If  you  want  any  further  information,  I  will  be  only  too  glad 
to  give  you  all  I  can.  I  may  be  in  St.  John  the  first  of  the  year 
and  I  will  call  and  see  you  if  you  so  desire. 

We  have  one  case  of  Diphtheria  here  now,  but  Dr.  McGrath 
says  it  is  only  a  mild  case.  I  find  some  of  the  people  pretty  hard 
to  handle  and  this  is  one  of  the  cases  when  you  come  across  a  man 
or  woman  that  don't  care  how  things  are  then  you  are  up  against 
it.  Dr.  Desmond  helps  me  out  when  I  have  any  worry,  in  fact, 
all  the  Doctors  are  very  nice  with  me.  I  only  hope  we  will  have 
no  cases  of  the  kind  we  had  last  winter.

Dear  Sir : 

The  Smah  Pox  epidemic  that  broke  out  in  several  districts  of 
this  County  during-  the  month  of  December  last  have  increased 
gra.dually  by  the  influx  of  lumbermen  from  South  to  the  lumber 
Camps  in  Gloucester  County.  So  that  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year  we  had  Small  Pox  in  pretty  near  every  district  of 
this  County.  In  several  districts  we  had  several  outbreaks  of  this 
disease  due  to  parties  returning-  from  the  woods  without  proper 
disinfection.  So  that  the  situation  was  a  very  serious  one  all 
winter  and  in  many  places  for  the  best  part  of  the  summer.  The 
:wo  last  houses  known  in  this  County  to  be  affected  with  Small 
Pox  were  fumigated  on  or  about  the  14th  instant,  and  I  am  glad  to 
be  able  to  report  that  we  have  no  case  of  this  disease  in  this 
('ounty  at  the  present  time.  Outside  of  the  Board  of  Health,  we 
had  to  employ  all  the  doctors  in  country  districts  in  order  to  stamp 
(out)  the  disease  and  they  certainly  have  done  all  tliey  could  in 
that  respect.  One  pest  house  was  used  for  the  best  part  of  the 
winter,  and  because  of  the  large  territory  of  this  County  we- had 
i(  employ  many  guardians  and  help  of  different  kinds  throughout 
the  County.  So  that  the  Sm.all  Pox  epidemic  will  cost  to  this 
County  some  $14000.00  Dollars.  Some  450  families  were  quaran- 
tined for  Small  Pox  and  ten  for  Diphtheria  during-  this  year,  these 
families  aggregating  some  2950  persons,  of  which  some  1900  took 
the  disease.  Some  3900  persons  were  successfully  vaccinated 
during  the  year.  No  deaths  have  been  reported  to  me  caused  by 
cither  of  the  above  cases  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  at  least 
one  person  died  of  Small  Pox  in  the  Parish  of  Shippigan. 

The  month  of  October  has  been  marked  in  this  County  by  an 
epidemic  known  as  "Spanish  Influenza",  which  as  you  are  aware, 
have  been  general  in  this  province,  nearly  every  district  of  this 
County  have  had  some  cases  of  this  disease.      There  has  been  up 
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to  this  date  some  2200  serious  cases  of  this  disease  with  121  deaths 
as  far  as  I  could  ascertain.  All  the  Doctors  of  this  County  have 
put  up  a  great  fig-ht  to  this  disease  and  they  certainly  have  done 
all  they  could  to  help  the  affected  families.  So  far  I  have  received 
no  bills  from  any  of  our  local  doctors  for  medical  attendance  or 
medicine  in  the  last  epidemic,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that 
every  patient  paid  his  bill.  But  I  have  a  bill  of  some  $555.65 
from  James  D.  Lawson,  of  St.  Stephen  for  some  12  days  services 
looking  after  some  cases  in  Shippigan,  Tracadie,  and  St.  Isidore, 
1  have  good  reports  from  every  district  re  Spanish  Influenza  and 
unless  a  new  outbreak  occurs,  I  have  reasons  to  believe  that  the 
epidemic  is  fast  drawing  to  an  end  in  this  County.

Dear  Doctor : 

Owing  to  the  epidemic  we  have  had  no  time  to  make  up  our 
report  for  the  31st  of  October.  The  annual  report  cf  the  Board 
of  Health  for  the  County  of  Restigouche  for  the  year  1918  is  as 
follows : — 

This  year  has  been  rather  hard  owing  to  the  epidemic  of  Small 
Pox,  Diphtheria  and  influenza. 

SMALL  PQX. 

In  December  1917,  Small  Pox  broke  out  in  the  County.  It 
was  checked  in  the  month  of  March,  but  broke  out  again  in  June. 
It  was  again  checked  in  July  and  re-appeared  in  October.  There 
are  ttill  some  cases  in  the  Lumber  Camps,  carried  there  by  men 
fiom  the  outside.  However  it  is  not  seriou.j  at  present  and  will 
probably  have  disappeared  next  month.  In  DaHiousie  1  put  four 
houses  in  quarantine,  also  four  in  preventative  quarantine.  Six- 
teen people  had  the  disease.  In  New  Mills,  16  houses  were  quar- 
antined, and  60  people  had  the  disease.  In  Jacquet  River  there 
were  95  cases.  At  Anderson  Siding,  one  house  was  quarantined, 
4  cases.  In  Mountain  Brook  : — Two  houses,  ten  cases.  In  Lome 
Settlement: — Two  houses,  12  cases.  The  Restigouche  Boom  Com- 
pany's boarding  house  above  Athol  containing  150  inmates,  was 
(|uarantined ;  there  were  three  cases;  the  disease  in  this  particular 
instance  was  brought  in  by  a  man  from  outside  the  County.  A 
Lumber  Camp  of  the  Dalhousie  Lumber  Co.,  was  also  quarantined, 
in  the  Southeast;  about  20  cases.  This  last  brok'j  out  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Influenza  epidemic,  and  I  was  not    able  to  go  near

the  place,  which  is  situated  about  fifty  miles  back  in  the  woods. 
However  I  sent  a  man  in  to  look  after  them.  The  disease  was 
mild  everywhere,  and  no  deaths  resulted. 

DIPHTHERIA.     ' 

In  Charlo,  14  cases  came  to  my  knowledge :  there  was  one 
death.  A  certain  Doctor  who  was  in  attendance  on  all  of  these 
cases  did  not  quarantine  the  house,  nor  report  to  the  Board  of 
Health.  I  was  notified  by  the  neighbours.  As  far  as  I  could  as- 
certain, it  originated  in  a  summer  resort  in  Charlo,  where,  it  ap- 
pears, some  ca'ses  existed  during  the  summer  were  treated  by  the 
Doctor  referred  to  above,  not  quarantined  nor  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health.  In  Dalhousie,  two  cases  w^re  attended  to  by 
me :  the  quarantine  has  just  been  lifted. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

One  case  in  Dalhousie — one  death.  Three  cases  in  Balmoral 
no  deaths. 

SPANISH  INFLUENZA. 

This  was  general  throughout  the  County.  I  attended  per- 
sonally about  1200  cases,  and  quarantined  about  100  houses.  About 
15  people  died  of  the  disease.  None  of  the  doctors  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  although  requested  to  do  so  by  letter.

Dear  Sir: 

I  beg-  to  submit  my  report  as  chairman  of  thy  local  board  of 
health  for  the  town  of  Edmunston,  N.  B. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  our  board  has  attended  all  the  com- 
plaints. We  have  made  a  house-to-house  visitation.  We  have 
closed  one  house  as  unsanitary. 

I  will  say  to  you  that  the  actual  board  has  been  one  of  the 
T^'ost  active  since  many  years.  I  have  been  greatly  assisted  br 
the  members  of  the  board.  I  have  divided  the  town  of  Edmund- 
ton  into  three  districts  for  sanitary  purposes;  one  district  for  each 
member  of  the  board,  keeping  for  me  the  general  management  and 
tlie  general  supervision. 

During  the  summer  we  had  seven  cases. of  Small  Pox  of  a  mild 
tppe.  Quarantine  has  been  placed.  We  practised  disinfection  in 
all  cases.  I  have  vaccinated  600  people.  Inspection  of  the  school 
has  been  made  twice. 

Diphtheria  which  has  been  prevalent  for  the  last  few  years, 
did  not  appear  during  1918. 

Tuberculosis  has  made  a  few  deaths.  Physicians  should  be 
requested  to  report  every  case  of  this  disease ;  the  patient  should 
be  supplied  with  proper  literature,  etc.,  and  by  this  way  to  co- 
operate in  the  education  of  the  people  to  fight  that  disease. 

We  had  three  cases  of  measles,  quarantine  has  been  observed 
and  disinfection  made. 

I  win  .say  that  the  sanitary  conditions  of  my  district  has  been 
excessively  good  until  the  29th  of  September,  when  the  epidemic 
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of  Influenza  has  appeared.  This  epidemic  has  taken  from  us 
some  of  our  best  and  useful  citizens  to  their  family  and  to  the 
community.      These  are  sincerely  regretted. 

We  had  2000  cases  with  23  deaths;  18  of  these  deaths  with 
complication  of  pneumonia  or  bronco-pneumonia. 

The  board  of  health  of  this  town  has  expressed  appreciation 
to  the  physicians  of  Edmunston,  who  have  been  working  night 
and  day  to  save  the  life  of  their  co-citizens.  Fortunately  and 
thanks  to  Divine  Providence  no  one  of  them  took  the  disease; 
these  have  devoted  all  the  time  to  their  duties  of  conscientious 
physicians. 

Since  last  summer  the  town  of  Edmundston  has  been  increas- 
ing in  population  and  in  material  progress.  Our  sewer  system 
is  almost  completed.  The  system  is  owned  by  the  town,  which 
will  be  a  great  source  of  revenue. 

I  hope  that,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  council  and  the  in- 
fluent citizens  of  my  district,  Edmundston  will  be  one  of  the  most 
irogTessive  towns,  not  only  in  financial  matters,  but  also  in  phil- 
irnthropy  and  hygienic  work.

Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Local  Board  of 
Health  of  the  County  of  Madawaska  for  the  year  ending  October 
31st,  1918. 

The  Council  of  the  Municipality  appointed  M.  M.  EUude 
Albert  of  Pelletier's  ]\Iill  and  Fred  Cyr  of  St.  Leonards  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.  They  came  to  the  work  with  experience  of 
former  years,  having  been  members  for  some  time.  I  have  no 
hesitancy  in  stating  that  they  have  been  taking  a  deep  interest  in 
all  matters  which  naturally  engage  the  attention  of  health  offic- 
ers, and  have  done  much  to  improve  the  conditions  along  sanitary 
lines  and  worked  for  the  betteiTnent  of  the  district  over  which 
they  preside. 

The  past  year  has  been  rather  a  serious  one  as  atlecting  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Early  in  the  year,  just  as  the 
time  the  men  came  back  from  the  woods,  cases  of  Small  Pox  be- 
came numerous  at  different  places  in  the  County.  As  soon  as  it 
became  apparent  that  the  disease  was  coming  in  from  different 
places,  specially  from  the  State  of  Maine,  the  Board  had  several 
meetings  and  all  measures  were  taken  to  stamp  out  the  epidemic. 
Two  doctors  were  engaged  to  have  su])er\'ision  of  the  work.  Doctor 
L.  Violette  of  St,  Leonards  for  the  lower  part  of  the  County,  and 
Dr.  Laporte  of  Clair  for  the  upper  end  of  the  county.  Extensive 
vaccination  was  done.  About  two  hundred  cases  of  Small  Pox 
were  reported  and  under  quarantine. 

At  different  times  during  the  year,  22  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  reported  to  the  board  with  few  deaths.       During  January, 
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February  and  March  a  great  number  of  cases  of  measle.^  were  re- 
ported from  St.  Basil,  St.  Hilaire  and  St.  Leonards. 

Inspection  of  schools  was  done  at  many  places,  cases  of  scab- 
ies Impetigo  and  other  communicable  skin  diseases  were  discovered 
in  every  school  inspected. 

The  most  serious  epidemic  we  had  during  the  year  was  the 
Influenza  for  which  I  sent  you  a  complete  report,  lately. 

There  has  been  a  few  cases  of  sporadic  typhoid  fever,  who'«p- 
l)ing  cough,  &c. 

Outside  of  the  foregoing  there  has  been  nothing  worthy  of 
report.      *

Report  of  the 
Medical  School  Inspector  of  St.  John 
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St.  John,  N.  B.,  Oct.  15,  1918. 

The  Board  of  School  Trustees, 
St.  John,  N.  B. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — 

In  presenting-  to  you  my  first  regular  report  of  the  Medical 
Inspection  work  in  your  schools,  covering  the  period  from  the 
opening  of  the  autumn  term  to  Oct.  8,  it  has  seemed  advisable  to 
do  something  more  than  submit  the  mere  statistics,  lists  of  which 
are  however  enclosed. 

The  so  called  "Exclusion  Survey"  occupied  the  first  two  weeks 
in  which  I  personally  examined  the  scholars  of  seventy-eight 
<chool  rooms,  and  the  nurse,  in  addition  to  other  worli,  thirty- 
eight  rooms. 

You  will  notice  that  besides  a  number  of  children  showing  no 
mark  of  vaccination,  there  were  found  three  cases  of  Scabies 
(itch),  one  of  Ringworm  and  one  of  discharging  and  unprotected 
tubercular  glands.  Cases  of  non-vaccination  were  only  excluded 
rntil  the  law  had  been  complied  with  ;  the  cases  of  contagious  ail- 
ments were  given  printed  directions  for  the  simple  treatment 
necessary  to  cure.  Incidentally  in  this  general  survey  of  the 
iunior  grades,  attention  was  called  to  any  marked  and  obvious 
case  of  chronic  defect,  such  as  "cross  eyes,"  cleft  uvula,  enlarged 
tonsils  with  mouth  breathing,  etc.,  the  children  taking-  home  the 
message,  and  the  teacher  being  asked  to  keep  a  list  for  reminder. 
This,  while  but  an  inadequate  endeavor  to  give  a  chance  to  child- 
ren Vv'ho  would  not  comi^  under  the  thorough  physical  examine tion 
later,  in  many  cases  resulted  in  their  being  taken  on  for  ti'eatment 
to  the  specialist  or  physician  as  advised. 

Visits  to  Sandy  Pt.  Rd.,  MiUidgeville,  and  Partridge  L^lanJ 
Schools  were  included  in  this  general  survey,  and  there  the  phy- 
sicial  examination  of  junior  scholars  was  completed  at  the  same 
time. 
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Since  September  20th,  the  routine  examination  of  all  Grade 
2  scholars  has  been  steadily  proceeded  with.  The  data  for  St. 
Thomas  and  Aberdeen  Schools  are  submitted  herewith.  The  work 
liad  been  begun  at  St.  Patrick's  when  this  break  occurred. 

I  have  been  exceedingly  pleased  with  the  reception  of  this 
main  phase  of  the  work,  a  large  percentage  of  mothers  having  re- 
sponded to  the  invitation  to  be  present  when  their  child  was  ex- 
amined, thus  giving  the  opportunity  to  point  oat  any  defects,  and 
at  the  same  time  enlist  the  interest  and  understanding  of  the  par- 
ents in  having  them  remedied.  Many  have  been  most  responsive 
and  grateful,  and  the  teachers  have  without  exception  been  de- 
hghted  to  have  the  parent  thus  brought  in  touch  with  them  and 
with  the  child  in  its  school  environment,  as  well  as  for  the  result- 
ant promise  of  improved  conditions  for  many  of  their  scholars. 

I  have  found  several  cases  of  severe  defect  of  sight,  oftenest 
of  course  in  one  eye  alone,  therefore  previously  unnoticed,  and  re- 
sulting in  dangerous  strain  to  tht.  other.  Thert>  are  also  you  will 
notice  several  cases  of  defective  heart  action,  in  all  cases  unde- 
tected previously.  You  w'ill  notice  the  large  percentage  of  de- 
fective teeth  (Moderate  degrees  are  not  counted)  but  it  is  about 
that  found  everywhere  before  the  benefits  of  Inspection.  It  is 
much  to  ]>e  hoped  that  in  time  some  measure  of  free  dental  treat- 
ment can  be  arranged  for  the  poorer  children,  liut  even  without 
this,  much  has  been  done  in  response  to  advice.  ]Many  incipient 
cases  of  "flat  foot"  have  been  observed,  and  were  in  most  cases 
remediable  if  directions  are  followed. 

One  child  is  under  investigation  with  a  view  to  permanent  ex- 
clusion from  school. 


I  liad  begun  the  proposed  series  of  l-Iealth 'Talks  in  the  various 
schools  when  interrupted  for  these  precautionary  measures,  and 
propose  to  resume  them  as  soon  as  the  work  can  be  reopened, 
probably  allowing  two  afternoons  a  week  for  this  work,  and  being 
available  at  the  School  Board  office,  or  for  special  claims  in  the 
schools  on  the  other  afternoons.

The  nurse  has  begun  lier  regular  visiting  to  homes  \vhert> 
cases  need  to  be  investigated,  or  followed  up  after  their  examina- 
tion and  treatment  urged,  more  particularly  those  cases  where  the 
mother  was  not  present.  She  of  course  assists  me  daily  at  the 
school  clinic,  and  has  heretofore  in  the  afternoon  examined  tho 
scholars  of  rooms  about  to  undergo  the  examination  by  the  Inspec- 
tor, for  personal  cleanliness,  etc.,  prepared  the  lists  of  children, 
and  sent,  the  notices  and  invitation  to  all  parents.  Her  work  is 
satisfactory  and  thorough. 

I  am  thus  pleased  to  be  able  to  conclude  this  report  by  saying 
that  the  inaugural  phase  of  the  Medical  Inspection  work  has  been 
passed  without  real  difficulty,  friction,  or  resistance  such  as  has 
in  several  cases  occurred  elsewhere,  and  that  almost  without  ex- 
ception we  have  met  with  heartiest  interest  and  co-operation  from 
all  concerned.

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  CHIEF   MEDICAL  OFFICER 

TO  THE 

MINISTER  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Hon.  Wm.  F.  Roberts,  M.  D., 

Minister  of  Health, 

Sir,— 

I  herewith  beg  to  submit  my  Second  Annual  Report  as  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Province  for  the  year  ending  October  31, 
1919. 

As  the  Pubhc  Health  Act  was  proclaimed  to  be  in  force  thr- 
oughout the  Province  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  1918, 
the  term  under  present  review  is  the  first  complete  year  of  your 
administration  of  the  Act  after  it  became  effective. 

The  advent  of  the  world-wide  epidemc  of  Influenza  in  the 
Province,  almost  exactly  syn(^onously  with  the  introduction  of  the 
Act  and  the  continuance  of  the  epidemic  for  some  four  months,  of 
more,  thereafter,  so  occupied  the  attention  of  yourself  and  the 
WTiter,  and  of  the  people,  generally,  that  little  or  nothing  could  be 
done  in  the  way  of  organization  until  its  course  had  been  spent  and 
its  ravages,  to  some  extent,  had  been  brought  under  control. 

In  my  first  report,  writing  in  December  of  1918,  I  anticipated 
this  report  to  the  extent  of  including  the  month  of  November  of 
that  year  in  some  remarks  relative  to  the  incidence  of  that  disease. 
Up  to  that  time  there  had  been  26,686  cases  of  the  disease  report- 
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ed  with  1046  deaths.  As  the  large  majority  of  the  sub-district 
boards  were  not  organized  until  late  in  January,  or  after,  very 
little  additional  light  can  be  thrown  upon  the  question  of  the  total 
number  of  cases  of  Influenza  which  occurred  in  the  province  dur- 
ing the  complete  course  of  the  epidemic,  or  the  total  number  of 
deaths  therefrom. 

If,  as  seems  reasonable,  it  be  reckoned  that  the  epidemic,  af- 
ter attaining  its  acme  in  November  added  twenty-five  percent  to  its 
cases  and  deaths  after  that  month,  we  will  have  a  total,  altogether, 
of  some  35,581  cases  and  1394  deaths  as  a  result  of  the  visitation. 
This  v,^ould  give  a  case  mortality  rate  of  3.9,  or  nearly  4  per  cent., 
and  a  death  rate  per  year,  per  1000  for  the  province  of  a  little  over 
3.4.  In  my  foraier  report  I  adverted  to  the  valuable  assistance 
which  was  received  by  the  Department  m  its  incipient  condition, 
from  numerous  voluntary  Societies  and  from  the  Military  Author- 
ities, in  combating  this  disease,  which  need  not  here  be  repeated. 
It  will  be  enough  to  say  that,  with  such  assistance,  physicians  and 
nurses  with  medical  supplies  were  largely  afforded  to  the  com- 
munities most  in  need  of  such,  and  several  emergency  hospitals  in- 
stituted, notably  in  St.  John,  Minto  and  Grand  Falls  which  did 
most  excellent  work.  The  quite  positive  opinion  that  Influenza 
would  recur  in  epidemic  form  this  winter  has  been  widely  adver- 
tised (rather  unwisely,  I  think)  over  the  whole  continent.  Up  to 
the  time  of  "writing  (December)  this  prognostication  has,  happily, 
not  been  verified,  but,  should  itj  unfortunately  prove  true,  later  on, 
your  Department  has  made  arrangement  to  cope  with  the  disease 
in  some  degree,  and  to  modify  its  evil  effects  so  far  as  may  be 
possible. 

The  organization  of  the  sub-district  Boards  took  place,  mostly 
in  January  1919,  though  some  of  them,  did  not,  in  a  formal  way, 
take  over  the  work  and  appoint  their  staffs  until  some  time  af- 
terw'ards.  I  was  present  at  the  primary  organization  meetings 
of  the  Sub-district  .boards  of  Madawaska,  Victoria,  Oarleton,  York, 
Sunbury    and  Kings,  Dr.  Wade,  D.M.H.O.,  accompanying    me    in 
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connection  with  the  boards  in  his  sub-district,  Dr.  Brown,  D.M.H.O. 
being  present  with  me  in  Kings.  The  latter,  also,  was  present  at 
ihe  organization  of  the  St.  John,  Albert  and  Queens  boards,  while 
Dr.  Desmond,  D.M.H.O.,  of  the  Eastern  District,  attended  the  like 
function  in  Restigouche,  Gloucester,  Northumberland  and 
Westmorland.  The  County  of  Kent  was  not  completely  organ- 
ized under  the  Act,  and,  at  the  time  of  writing,  still  remains  with- 
out a  sub-district  board  and  without  the  services,  generally,  con- 
templated and  prescribed  by  the  new  Act. 

In  three  instances,  that  of  Restigouche,  Northumberland  and 
Queens,  no  funds  were  provided  by  the  Municipal  Council,  con- 
cerned, for  carrying  on  the  work  of  their  several  boards  for  the 
year  under  review,  but  arrangements  have  since  been  made  by  your 
Government  to  obviate  the  difficulty  in  accordance  with  the  amend- 
ment to  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1918,  passed  by  the  Legislature 
in  April,  1919. 

Very  promptly  after  complete  organization  of  the  sub-district 
boards,  the  first  general  service  under  the  Act,  that  of  pubhc 
health,  proper,  and  sanitation,  was  initiated.  Requisite  supplies 
of  books,  forms  and  instructions  were  sent  out  from  this  office  to 
each  board,  through  its  Secretary,  and  Regulations,  ordered  by 
you,  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  have  been  furnished  them,  and 
to  many  classes  of  the  public,  with  respect  to  the  (a)  duties  of  the 
Bureau  Officers  (b)  the  division  of  the  province  into  sub-districts ; 
(c)  the  composition  of  the  Sub-District  Boards  of  Health :  (d) 
Muisances:  (e)  Lodging  Houses :  (f)  Notifiable  Diseases :  (g)  Ven- 
ereal Diseases  (h)  Dairies  and  Milk:  (i)  Slaughter  Houses:  (j) 
Medical  Inspection  of  Schools :  (k)  Vital  Statistics,  and  (1)  Food, 
the  later  two  sets  being  issued  after  the  close  of  the  year  under 
review. 

These  Regulations  have  been  printed  in  separate  pamphlets, 
or  in  groups,  in  pamphlets.  This  has  been  thought  advisable 
from  an  economical  standpoint,  as  a  number  of  the  Regulatioss  are 
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peculiarly  required  by  certain  classes,  chiefly  as,  for  instance, 
those  in  Notifiable  and  Venereal  Diseases  by  physicians;  "Dairies 
and  Milk"  by  milk  producers  and  dealers;  "Medical  Inspection  of 
Schools"  by  Medical  School  Inspectors;  "Vital  Statistics"  by  phy- 
sicians, clergymen,  undertakers,  and  issuers  of  marriage  licenses, 
&c.  Of  course,  sufficient  copies  of  all  the  regulations  have  been 
supplied  to  the  various  sub-district  boards  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers and  the  staffs. 

With  your  approbation,  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Department 
to  publish  the  text  of  the  Act  bound  up  with  all  the  Regulations, 
when  completed,  in  one  volume,  to  the  number  of,  perhaps,  2000 
copies,  but,  under  the  like  proviso,  the  present  arrangement  ci 
separate  sets  will  be  continued  in  order  that  expense  may  be  avoid- 
ed in  the  very  numerous  instances  where  Regulations  upon  a  single 
subject  are  called  for. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

This  service  was  put  into  operation  throughout  the  province, 
except  in  the  sub-district  of  Kent  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  in 
August  and  September  of  the  present  year. 

Forms  for  the  service  were  compiled  at  the  office  of  the  De- 
partment during  the  summer  and  were  printed  and  distributed  to 
the  various  Medical  School  Inspectors  through  the  Secretaries  of 
the  sub-district  boards,  concerned,  at  the  beginning  of  the  school 
term.  Some  weeks  prior  to  that,  vaccination  record  books  an(| 
blank  vaccination  certificates  were  prepared  in  this  office  and  sim- 
ilar distribution  was  made.  This  enabled  a  large  proportion  of 
the  vaccination,  as  required  by  law  in  this  service  to  be  done  before 
the  opening  of  the  schools,  that  is,  durng  the  summer  holidays. 

As  the  Regulations  call  for  a  semJ-annual  report  from  each 
Medical  School  Inspector,  one  at  the  close  of  each  school  term,  the 
first  series  of  these  reports  are  not  available  for  the  period  under 
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review,  but  will  be  dealt  with,  together  with  the  returns  for  the 
winter  term  of  1920,  in  the  third  Annual  Report  from  this  office. 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  at  the  moment  of  writing,  thii. 
service  has  been  well  received,  and  is  being  carried  out  in  a  fairly 
efficient  way,  everywhere.  As  was  to  be  expected,  and  as  is,  in- 
variably, the  case  with  any  essentially  novel  governmental  proced- 
ure, some  little  time  will  be  required  to  ensure  its  smooth  and 
wholly  efficient  working.  It  may  be  confidently  stated,  however, 
that  no  more  important  nor  useful  step  could  have  been  taken  by 
you  than  the  initiation  of  this  most  necessary  service.  So  far  as 
I  am  aware,  it  is  the  only  such  service  in  Canada  that  includes  in 
its  scope  the  entire  area  of  provincial  jurisdiction,  extending  its 
benefits  not  only  to  the  more  closely  settled  communities,  but  to 
the  remotest  and  most  isolated  school  districts  of  the  province. 

A  most  iniportaiic  i*nd  essential  feature  of  it  is  the  provision 
made  for  the  successful  vaccination  of  every  child  attending 
school.  Although,  as  already  noted,  such  returns  as  this  belong, 
properly,  to  the  annual  report  for  next  year,  I  have  been  at  some 
pains  to  ascertain  the  number  of  vaccinations  in  anticipation  of 
the  formal  reports,  which  have  been  effected  in  connection  with 
the  Medical  Schoollnspection  service  up  to  date  of  writing  (Dec- 
ember) .  The  following,  from  twelve  sub-districts,  from  which  I 
have  been  able  to  obtain  figures,  will  exhibit,  in  a  strking  way,  how 
efficiently  this  part  of  the  service  has  been  carried  out. 

Albert,  1457:  Carleton,  2500  (esf.) :  Charlotte,  1800  (est.): 
Fredericton,  136:  Kings,  2800:  Madawaska,  1956:  Northumber- 
land, 1600  (est.) :  Queens,  1755  (est.) :  Restigouche,  590:  Sunbury, 
1200:  Westmorland,  3170:  York,  3403.      Total— 21,367. 

This,.!  think,  is  a  most  creditable  showing,  and  with  the  sub- 
districts  not  included  in  the  above,  will,  undoubtedly,  bring  th; 
total  vaccinations  for  this  province,  under  this  service,  and  within 
the  short  space  of  five  or  six  months  up  to  somewhere  between 
twenty-five  and  thirty  thousand. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

The  following  table  will  exhibit  the  number  of  cases  of  those 
diseases  reported  to  the  various  bitb-district  boards  since  the  new 
Act  went  into  force.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  majority  of  these 
records  cover  only  a  portion  of  the  year,  in  consequence  of  the 
organization  of  most  of  the  boards  some  months  after  the  first  of 
November.  In  St.  John  and  in  the  city  of  Moncton,  where  under 
the  old  Act  a  record  of  those  cases  was  kept,  they  include  the  whole 
year. 

An  examination  of  the  table  will  make  it  apparent  that  Diph- 
theria, Scarlet  Fever,  l>phoia.  Smallpox  and  Epidemic  lufluonza 
are  fairly  vvell  reported.  On  the  other  hand,  it  woul  seem  that 
som.e  of  the  minor  diseases  as  Whooping  Cough,  Measles  and 
Mumps  have  been  largely  omitted,  owing,  most  probably,  to  the 
f ?  c^  that  in  many  of  these  instances  no  physician  was  called  to  see 
the  case.  A  more  serious  omission  is  that  of  Tuberculosis.  No 
such  explanation  is  applicable  concerning  this  disease  as  obtains 
in  the  case  of  minor  notifiable  diseases.  If  a  substantial  reduc- 
tion of  this  destructive  malady  is  to  be  effected  in  this  province 
it  is  absolutely  essential  that  the  amount  of  its  incidence  should 
be  known.  Lacking  this  fundamental  knowledge  all  other  eflforts 
for  its  abatement,  together  with  the  expenses  incident  thereto,  go 
for  very  little  as  such  activity  is  merely  haphazard  and  its  results 
largely  problematical.  This  service,  as  far  as  the  importance  of 
reporting  is  concerned,  differs  in  no  essential  respect  from  any 
other  of  the  notifiable  sicknesses.  Without  a  knowledge  of  the 
presence  of  cases  of  small-pox,  diphtheria  or  the  like,  it  is  abund- 
antly evident  that  there  could  be  no  control  exercised  over  their 
dissemination  and  the  same  is  true  of  tuberculosis.  The  respf^n- 
sibility  for  the  reporting  of  this  disease  rests  even  more  exclusive- 
ly with  the  medical  profession  than  the  like  r.ervice  wiih  res;>ect 
to  the  acute  notifiable  diseases.  In  the  latter  case,  the  onset  is 
generally  so  sudden  and  the  signs  of  definite  sickness  so  unmis- 
takable that  sometimes  the  disease  is  reported  (as  provided  for 
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in  the  Regulations)  by  other  than  professional  men. 

Such  is  almost  impracticable  with  pulmonary  consumption, 
at  any  rate  until  it  assumes  a  stage  and  a  virulency  beyond  con- 
trol and  of  a  decidedly  infective  character  to  others  in  close  and 
prolonged  personal  contact. 
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MORALITY  FROM  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE. 

With  the  exception  of  the  cities,  the  same  remarks  apply  to 
the  following  table  of  deaths  as  respects  the  periods  covered  by  it 
as  appear  respecting  the  table  of  recorded  cases,  and,  further,  be- 
cause of  the  absence,  as  yet,  of  an  efficient  record  of  deaths  in  most 
of  the  sub-districts,  the  deaths  recorded  are  from  the  personal  and 
local  knowledge  of  the  secretaries.  It  will  be  noted  that  a  very 
large  proportion  of  these  deaths  are  ascribed  to  Epidemic  Influen- 
za, which  continued  to  exist  in  several  of  the  sub-districts  subse- 
quent to  the  organization  of  the  boards.  Excluding  this  cause, 
the  greatest  m.ortality,  by  far,  from  notifiable  disease  resulted 
from  Tuberculosis,  even  by  the  confessedly  imperfect  record  sub- 
mitted, many  of  the  sub-districts  not  reporting  any  deaths  from 
the  disease.      The  table  follows. 
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MORTALITY  RATES  IN  CITIES  (FROM  ALL  CAUSES). 

Table  III.  discloses  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in 
the  three  cities  of  the  province  during  the  year,  specifying  the  sex, 
and  the  rate  per  1000  of  population  per  year.  In  Fredericton  and 
Moncton  the  deaths  of  non-residents  are  included  in  the  gross  tot- 
als and  in  the  monthly  totals. 

These  deaths,  29  in  Fredericton  and  47  in  Moncton,  are  de- 
ducted for  the  purpose  of  making  up  the  yearly  rate,  but  are  re- 
tained in  the  monthly  totals,  as  they  are  not  distinguished  in  these 
totals  in  the  Annual  Reports  from  these  cities.  Hence  the  mon- 
thly rates  are  somewhat  in  excess.  It  will  be  noted  that  a  wide 
difference  exists  between  the  death  rate  of  Fredericton  and  Monc- 
ton, the  former  being  high — the  latter  satisfactorily  low.  This, 
in  some  degree  is  attributable  to  the  fact  that  Epidemic  Influenza 
attacked  Moncton  earlier  than  it  did  Fredericton  in  1918,  and  so 
lis  lalalicies  weie  apparent  and  reccider,  in  the  ^ase  of  ^-loncton, 
in  last  year's  Report  (during  October)  while  in  Fredericton,  its 
full  effects  were  not  evolved  until  after  the  present  provincial  year 
had  begun.  j 

I  do  not  here  introduce  a  comparison  of  the  rates  in  these 
cities  with  those  of  preceding  years  for  the  reason  that  being  so 
far  away  from  the  last  decennial  census,  and  so  near  that  of  the 
census  of  1921,  it  is  preferable  to  v/ait  for  the  official  figures  of 
the  last  named  year  respecting  population.  Existing  rates  for  the 
past  decade  will  then  be  revised  in  the  light  of  the  new  census.

DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS  IN  CITIES. 


Table  No.  IV.  is  of  interest.  The  death-rate  ox  this  disease 
per  100,000  population  again  shows  Moncton  in  the  most  favorable 
position  and  Fredericton  the  least  so,  although,  as  already  noted, 
the  rates  for  both  are  based  upon  the  gross  number  of  deaths,  re- 
sident and  non-resident,  so  that  a  number  of  these  non-resid- 
ents deaths  may  be  due  to  tuberculosis,  but  they  are  not  different- 
iated in  the  Annual  Report  of  these  sub-districts.  All  rates  for 
this  disease  continue  much  higher  than  could  be  wished.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  IN  CITIES  (UNDER  ONE  YEAR.) 

No  single  statistical  Compilation  is  of  such  significance  as  re- 
si>ects  the  sanitary  conditions  of  a  community,  as  its  records  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  and  no  part  of  the  service  of 
Public  Health  Administration  can  compete  in  importance  with  the 
conservation  of  infant  life.  Indeed,  it  is  along  such  lines,  in  a 
very  large  proportion,  that  the  sum  total  of  the  duration  of  human 
life  has  been  so  decidedly  extended  during  the  past  half  century 
or  more.  Deaths  in  middle  or  advanced  age  occur  pretty  nearly 
at  the  same  rate  as  formerly,  the  great  saving  having  been  ac- 
complished in  the  conservation  of  young  children.  Hence  Table 
V.  which  follows,  is  of  exceptional  interest.  The  rates  are  calcul- 
ated upon  an  estimated  birth-rate  of  30  per  1000  per  year,  a  quite 
liberal  number,  and  bearing  in  mind  my  former  remarks  concern- 
ing the  uncertainty  attaching  to  the  estimates  of  the  population, 
the  table  will  repay  attentive  consideration.

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a  very  wide  margin  between  the 
lowest  and  the  highest  of  these  rates  in  the  three  cities,  and  not- 
withstanding any  extraneous  and  peculiar  influences  that  may  have 
been  present  during  the  year,  as  noted  previously,  the  higher  of 
these  rates  calls  for  grave  concern  and  remedial' action.  Were 
like  statistics  available  for  other  of  the  smaller  towns  of  the 
province,  it  is  possible  a  like  situation  might  be  disclosed,  and 
this  reflection  but  adds  another  and  most  urgent  reason  for  the 
adoption  of  an  efficient  service  for  the  collection  of  such  infor- 
mation. 

DEATHS  PER  AGE-GROUPS  IN  CITIES. 

Table  VI.,  which  follows,  strikingly  exhibits  the  influence  of 
age  upon  death.  It  will  be  observed  that,  as  is  common  the  world 
over,  the  heaviest  mortality  takes  place  at  the  two  extremes  of 
life,  infancy  and  advanced  age.  The  fact  that  192  deaths,  in  St. 
John,  or  nearly  21  per  cent  of  the  total  number  took  place  at  the 
age  of  75  or  upwards  in  a  noticeable  feature.

SMALLPOX. 


This  disease  continues  to  attract  more  attention  and  to  ab- 
sorb far  more  energy  of  the  health  authorities  than  should  be  nec- 
essary. Of  all  contagious  diseases  it  is  the  most  readily  and  cer- 
tainly controllable  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  is  probably  the 
most  readily  contractable.  Positive  immunity,  however,  can  be 
easily  attained  by  the  simple  process  of  vaccination ;  an  immunity 
extending,  in  general  over  many  years  and,  in  a  multitude  of  in- 
stances for  life.  For  one  reason  or  another  this  process,  has  meas- 
urably, fallen  into  disuse  in  many  provinces  and  states  and  this  in 
the  face  of  strict  and  definite  laws  looking  to  the  successful  vac- 
cination of,  practically,  the  whole  population.  As  a  result,  periodic 
out-breaks  and  epidemics  are  constantly  occurring,  now  in  one 
state  or  province,  and  then  in  another.  Putting  the  danger  of  life 
aside,  the  accumulated  cost  of  combating  this  disease  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada  is  very  great  indeed,  and  is,  in  a 
sense,  money  absolutely  wasted  because  of  the  fact  that  it  should 
be  unnecessary.  When  is  added  the  reflection  that  the  time  and 
effort  of  the  health  officials  concerned  in  this  work  is  so  largely 
given  to  it,  to  the  exclusion  of  other  interests  of  the  health  of  the 
public,  which  necessarily  remain  neglected,  the  sacrifice  we  con- 
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stantly  make  to  this  avoidable  and  abominable  pestilence  may,  in 
some  degree,  be  realized. 

In  this  province  during  the  year,  some  274  cases  of  the  dis- 
ease were  reported,  and  this  number,  probably  is  fairly  exhaustive. 
The  chief  seats  of  the  trouble  were  in  the  counties  of  Westmorland 
and  Gloucester  together  with  a  considerable  number  in  Madawaska 
and  Restigouche.  It  is  proper  to  say  that  nearly  every  outbreak 
was  from  infection  imported  from  adjoining  provinces.  No  stone 
was  left  unturned  in  the  abatement  and  control  of  these  cases.  In 
the  principal  epidemic  in  Westmorland,  centered  in  the  parish  of 
Sackville,  over  3000  vaccinations  were  made — that  is  to  say,  large- 
ly, of  the  entire  population.  As  a  consequence  it  was  promptly 
gotten  rid  of,  although  at  considerable  cost.  Again  in  the  parish 
of  Inkerman,  in  Gloucester,  a  little  onset  was  experienced  but  vig- 
orous action  here,  as  in  Sackville,  put  an  end  to  it.  Too  much 
credit  can  hardly  be  given  in  these  instances,  to  the  local  authorit- 
ies and  health  officers  concerned,  or,  indeed,  to  the  good  sense  dis- 
played and  the  hearty  support  given  them  by  the  people  of  the  af- 
fected localities.  In  the  latter  outbreak  over  900  vaccinations  were 
made. 

So  manifest  was  the  disease  in  an  adjoining  province  that  the 
federal  authorities  in  Washington  thought  it  incumbent  to  declare 
a  quarantine  against  that  province  and  our  own.  By  means  of 
telegrams  from  yourself,  we  were  able  to  convince  the  Surgeon 
General  at  Washington  that  there  was  no  prevalence  of  the  disease 
in  this  province  at  all  warranting  such  action  against  it,  and  the 
quarantine  was  consequently  removed  in  a  day  or  two  with  the 
proviso  that  it  be  enforced  against  the  adjoining  province  so  far 
as  communication  was  concerned  between  that  province  and  the 
United  States,  through  this  Province. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

In  consequence  of  an  enlightened  public  opinion  respecting  the 
grave  menace  to  health  which  exists  because  of  the  more  or  less 
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wide-spread  prevalence  of  these  diseases,  a  series  of  Regulations 
was  compiled  with  a  view  to  their  abatement  and  control  and  a  sys- 
tem of  reporting,  consonant,  at  once  with  efficiency  and  a  due  atten- 
tion to  privacy  was  instituted  throughout  the  province.  The  elap- 
sed time  since  such  measures  were  adopted  is  much  too  short  to  ad- 
mit of  any  expression  of  opinion  respecting  the  success  of  such 
steps,  but  it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  when,  as  is  your  design, 
clinics  are  established  at  convenient  centres  for  the  treatment  of 
such  cases,  great  benefit  will  result.  Of  all  public  health  measures, 
the  control  of  these  diseases  is  probably  the  most  difficult.  The 
suppression  of  prostitution,  both  professional  and  clandestine,  up- 
on which  they  mainly  depend  for  their  continuance  and-  propaga- 
tion, is  an  age-long  problem,  a  solution  of  which  has  been  attempt- 
ed numberless  times  in  numberless  places  and  by  numberless  meth- 
ods, with  but  very  moderate  success.  Apparently,  the  future 
holds  out  but  one  rational  hope,  that,  by  a  dihgent  educating  of 
the  public,  the  disastrous  consequences  of  the  diseases  inherent  up- 
on prostitution  in  all  its  forms  will  become  so  obvious  that  this 
vicious  trade  may  become  as  rare  as  the  trade  in  alcoholic  drinks. 
During  the  year  this  office  has  received  about  450  notifications  of 
these  diseases  from  the  Military  Service  of  the  province,  a  num- 
ber, probably,  pretty  exhaustive,  and,  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
writer,  at  all  excessive,  in  comparison  with  the  details  from  other 
provinces  and  states.  The  treatment  of  these  cases  is,  at  present, 
in  the  hands  of  the  Soldiers^  Civil  Re-Establishment  Service.  A 
Federal  grant  of  some  seven  or  eight  thousand  dollars  is  promised, 
which  will  be  utilized  in  the  establishment  of  the  clinics  advert-ed 
to. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  following  statement  will  exhibit  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  this  office.  Practically  all  the  receipts  have  been  in  pay- 
ment by  the  sub-district  boards,  or  supplies,  in  the  way  of  books, 
forms,  &c.,  printed  and  forwarded  to  them  by  the  Department  for 
the  carrying  on  of  the  various  services  under  the  Act.  It  will 
be  noted  that  the  telegraph  and  telephone  expenses  are  considr- 
able.  This  expense  will  continue  to  be  inevitable,  as  it  will  be 
readily  seen  that  very  much  of  the  work  of  the  Department,  from 
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day  to  day,  admits  of  no  delay..  This  is  in  consequence  of  the 
nature  of  it.  Contagious  disease,  if  it  be  controlled  at  all,  must  be 
attacked  promptly;  a  dependence  upon  the  post-office,  in  this  re- 
spect, would  be  but  to  invite  disaster  and  death,  and  a  greatly  en- 
hanced expenditure  in  the  outcome..

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PUBLICITY. 

Considerable  has  been  done  along  this  important  line  of  act- 
ivity. During-  the  Influenza  epidemic  numerous  articles  upon  the 
disease  and  how  to  avoid  it  and  to  combat  it  emanated  from  this 
oflice.  Since  April  articles,  regarding  "Public  Health,"  "Public 
Health  Notes,"  "The  House  Fly  as  a  Source  of  Danger,"  "Vaccin- 
ation," "PubUc  Health  and  Housing"  (No.  1)  "Public  Health  and 
Housing"  (No.  II.),  "The  Duty  of  Cleaning  Up,"  "The  Summer 
Outing,"  "Summer  Diseases  of  Infants,"  "Water  Supply  and  Drain- 
age" in  Villages"  (No.  1.)  (No.  (11.)  and  (No.  Ill)  "Typhoid" 
and  "Disinfection"  were  written  in  this  office  and  published  in 
the  St.  John  daily  newspapers.  In  addition,  articles  on  "Public 
Health  as  a  Paying  Investment"  and  on  Diphtheria  were  written 
by  Dr.  Abramson,  and  similarly  published. 

Very  much  also  has  been  accomphshed  by  yourself  in  numer- 
ous articles  written  for  professional  and  lay  associations  and  soc- 
ieties, in  addresses  before  such  gatherings,  and  by  an  incessant- 
propoganda  through  your  correspondence  and  that  of  this  office. 
In  this  connection  may  be  recalled  your  visit  to  Toronto,  where  you 
read  an  important  paper  looking  toward  the  modification  of  school 
life,  especially  in  adolescent  girls,  also  attendance  at  a  most  im- 
portant conference  in  Ottawa  in  connection  with  Venereal  Dis- 
eases and  their  control,  where  arrangements  were  made  in  conjun- 
ction with  the  Federal  Department  of  Health  to  financially  assist 
the  various  Provinces  in  their  combat  against  these  grave  disor- 
ders. It  is  also  important  to  recollect  the  service  you  were  able 
to  render  by  a  week's  attendance  in  New  York  upon  the  Social  Wel- 
fare Bureau  work.  Such  work  as  this  exemplifies  what  can  be 
done  in  aligning  this  Province  with  other  Provinces  and  States,  in 
the  matter  of  the  administration,  of  public  health.  Many  hun- 
dreds of  copies  of  Regulations  relating  to  "Nuisances,"  "Dairies 
and  Milk,"  "Medical  Inspection  of  Schools,"  "Notifiable  and  Ven- 
ereal Diseases,"  "Vital  Statistics,"  have  been  printed  and  distribut- 
ed not  only  to  the  officials  and  various  staffs  of  the  sub-district 
boards,  but  to  numerous  ckisses  of  the  population,  generally.

A  most  useful  step  has  also  been  taken  u\  the  inauguration 
of  la  series  of  weekly  addresses  or  lectures  to  the  student  teachers 
of  the  Normal  School  upon  the  elements  of  the  Science  and  Art 
of  Public  Health  and  Sanitation,  b/  the  Chief  Medical  Officer.  No- 
more  effective  step  in  diffusing  such  knowledge  could  be  undertak- 
en than  in  making  these  principles  somewhat  familiar  to  the  tea- 
chers of  the  province,  coming,  as  they  do,  into  such  intimate  re- 
lationship with  the  people,  and  constituting  a  potential  influence 
for  right  living  such  as  can  hardly  be  over  estimated. 

THE  APPENDIXES. 

Your  attention  is  respectively  directed  to  the  various  subsid- 
iary reports  which  appear  in  this  publication.  Appendix  No.  I. 
is  of  especial  interest.  It  consists  of  the  Report  of  Dr.  Abram- 
son.  Chief  of  Laboratories.  A  perusal  will  reveal  the  useful  and, 
indeed,  necessary  work  carried  on  by  that  Institution,  and  it 
is  especially  satisfactory  to  note  the  large  revenue  that  has  been 
built  up  in  connection  with  it  thus  rendering  it,  in  a  measure  self- 
supporting.  I  would  particularly  advert  to  what  Dr.  Abramson 
says  about  the  insufficiency  of  the  laboratory  quarters,  and  re- 
spectfully suggest  that  they  be  adequately  enlarged  so  that  this 
essential  branch  of  the  Department  may  have  that  opportunity  to 
broaden  the  scope  of  its  operation  and  to  enhance,  in  a  very  vital 
m.anner  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  public  of  this  province. 

Appendix  No.  II.  consists  of  the  personal  reports  of  the  Dis- 
trict Medical  Health  Officers.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enlarge  upon 
the  importance  of  the  positions  which  these  officers  hold.  Upon 
them  depends,  in  large  measure,  the  success  and  usefulness  of  the 
Public  Health  Act.  That  they  have  made  every  endeavor  to  loy- 
ally fulfil  their  duties,  will,  I  think,  be  apparent  from  these  re- 
ports. It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  large  a  porportion  of  their 
time  and  energy  has  been  necessarily  engrossed  with  Smallpox, 
thus  limiting  their  services  for  other  and  most  pressing  needs. 
One  other  point  is  equally  evident  that  the  Eastern  and  ^outt*i>»- 
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districts  ai'e  much  too  larg-e  in  area,  for  efficient  supervision  and 
work. 

Appendix  No.  III.  contains,  in  extenso,  the  Annual  Reports 
of  the  various  Sub-District  Boards.  It  will  be  found  to  be,  perhaps, 
the  most  interesting  portion  of  this  publication.  It  exhibits  the 
work  of  the  Department  at  close  range  and  in  intimate  touch  with 
the  public.  These  reports  are  well  compiled,  indeed,  especially 
so,  when  the  novelty  of  the  work,  for  the  most  part  to  those  chief- 
ly concerned,  (the  Secretaries  of  the  Boards)  is  taken  into  consid- 
eration.  For  convenience  of  reference  they  are  grouped  in  alphab- 
etical order,  irrespective  of  the  various  Health  Districts  of  which 
they  may  form  a  part.  Each  one  of  them  will  repay  careful  read- 
ing, and,  upon  the  whole,  it  is  a  matter  upon  which  you  are  to  be 
sincerely  congratulated  that  these  local  organizations,  so  vital  to 
the  successful  operation  of  the  Act,  have  so  energetically  and  loy- 
ally served  the  public  and  the  Department.  As  the  work  of  the 
Department  develops,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  the  Sec- 
retaries of  the  sub-district  boards  will  become  an  increasingly  im- 
portant factor  in  the  administration  of  public  health  work  of  the 
province.  As  their  experience  grows  and  their  familiarity  with 
their  duties  increases,  the  public  will  profit  greatly,  and  it  will 
probably  become  advantageous,  in  the  larger  sub-districts  at  any 
rate,  to  so  fix  the  renumeration  of  the  office,  that  these  officials 
shall  be  enabled  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  their  duties.  At 
present  only  two  such  positions  obtain  that  in  St.  John  city  and 
e^unty,  and  in  the  sub-district  of  Westmorland.  These  posts  are 
filled  by  two  gentlemen  of  long  experience  in  public  health  work, 
Mr.  T.  M.  Burns  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Northrup,  respectively. 

THE  DEPARTMENTAL  OFFICE. 

You  are  so  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  central  office  that 
it  is  hardly  necessary  to  refer  to  it.  It  is,  however  perhaps  per- 
missible to  say  that  the  position  of  the  Chief  of  the  Deparmental 
staff  partakes  in  no  way  of  the  character    of  a  sinecure.      Public 
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Health  work,  is,  of  its  very  nature,  largely  a  series  of  emergencies. 
Daylight  possesses  no  strong  affinity  for  it,  nor  are  Sundays  and 
legal  holidays  divorced  from  it.  In  it,  to  delay  is  to  fail,  and  to 
postpone  is  to  invite  disaster.  As  may,  perhaps,  be  deduced  from 
chis  report,  the  writer's  activities  have  been  very  largely  con- 
cerned with  organization  and  direction.  Hundreds  of  regulations, 
books  and  forms  have  been  compiled  at  your  direction  in  this  of- 
fice during  the  year,  and  hundreds  of  thousands  in  bulk  have  been 
distributed  from  it  to  the  ^'^arious  sub-divisions  of  the  province  and 
classes  of  people.  Notwithstanding  this,  more  than  10,000  miles 
have  been  covered  in  travel  during  the  year,  by  the  writer,  upon 
business  of  the  Department,  the  major  portion  within  the  prov- 
ince. It  is  not  necessary,  I  think,  to  go  into  detail  concerning  this 
field  work.  Considerable  as  it  has  been,  I  have  sanguine  hope  that 
as  the  machinery  of  organization  becomes  settled  and  loses  what 
little  friction  it  may  disclose  because  of  its  novelty  and  such  as  is 
incidental  to  every  new  system — that  is,  in  a  word,  when  the  work 
at  this  ofiice  begins  to  assume,  in  some  of  its  parts,  some  features 
of  routine,  more  time  will  be  available  to  come  into  closer  touch 
with  the  outside  work  and  to  exercise  a  greater  supei*vision  over 
its  conduct. 

It  is  also  fitting  that  I  mention  with  what  cheerful  alacrity 
the  District  Medical  Health  Officers  have  carried  out  the  directions 
of  this  office  and  of  their  unwearied  assiduity  in  the  work  of  the 
Department. 

I  also  beg  to  acknowledge  the  courteous  and  profitable  rela- 
tionship in  connection  with  this  work  I  have  been  privileged  to  sus- 
tain with  Mr.  McPhail,  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa ;  with 
the  New  Federal  Department  of  Health  at  the  same  city ;  with  Dr. 
Young  of  the  Public  Health  Department  at  Au^sta,  Maine ;  with 
the  Superior  Board  of  Health,  of  Quebec  at  Montreal,  and  with  Dr. 
W.  H.  Hattie,  Provincial  Health  Officer  of  Nova  Scotia,  at  Halifax. 

Finally,  I  am  under  much  obliration  to  yourself  for  your  con- 
tinued trust  and  confidence. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  respectfully  beg  to  make  the  following    recommendations; 

(a)  That  Chapter  51  of  the  Acts  of  the  legislature  of  1919,  in 
Amendm.ent  of  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1918,  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows, in  order  to  correct  a  clerical  omission  in  the  said  Amendment, 
viz.,  that  the  words  "And  who  was  not  required  to  present  such 
certificate  as  set  forth  above,  by  said  employer  or  employer's  re- 
presentative," be  inserted  in  the  first  section  of  said  chapter  51, 
immediately  following  the  word  "sickness"  in  the  nineteenth  line 
from  the  top  of  the  page. 

(b)  That  Regulation  193,  relating  to  Medical  Inspection  of 
Schools,  be  amended  by  inserting  the  words,  "and  vaccination" 
after  the  words  "notifiable  disease,"  in  the  second  line  of  said  re- 
gulation as  printed  in  pamphlet  form.

I  beg  to  submit  the  follov/ing  report,  for  transmission  to  the 
Honourable,  the  Minister  of  Health, 

H.  L.  ABRAMSON, 

Chief  of  Laboratories. 

The  matter  for  this  report  has  been  compiled  largely  in  tables 
which  accompany  this  note.  Table  I.  shows  that  2200  examin- 
ations have  been  performed.  Of  these,  559  have  been  done  for 
the  General  Public  Hospital  of  St.  John  under  a  grant  to  the  Lab- 
oratory from  the  Commissioners  of  the  General  Public  Hospital. 
This  grant  is  $500.00  per  annum.  This  grant  is  to  be  increased 
to  $1000.00  per  year  beginning  with  August,  1919. 

Considerable  of  the  outride  work  has  been  done  for  the  De- 
partment of  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-Estabhshment.  This  has  been 
largely  Wassermann  Tests. 

Table  II.  shows  the  work  done  for  the  City  of  St.  John  under 
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a  special  grant  for  this  purpose.  It  will  be  noted  that  410  ex- 
aminations for  fat  content  and  159  examinations  for  bacterial 
count  have  been  done,  making  a  total  of  569  examinations.  Next 
year,  it  is  expected  that  the  number  of  examinations  will  be  con- 
siderably increased. 

Table  HI.  presents  the  distribution  of  Vaccine  virus  (Small- 
jiox)  throughout  the  province.  It  will  be  noted  that  33,605  capil- 
laries have  been  disbursed.  A  number  of  the  Sub-District  Boards 
•f  Health  have  not,  at  this  writing,  reimbursed  the  Department 
for  vaccine  sent  them.  This  is  due  in  all  probability  to  the  fact 
ttiat  the  boards  have  not  met  for  the  passing  of  bills. 

Table  IV.  presents  the  cash  receipts  distributed  according  to 
the  character  of  the  work  performed.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
total  is  $3995.50.  Except  for  one  item  of  $227.50  which  was  in 
liayment  of  Vaccine  Virus,  all  of  this  money  was  received  for  lab- 
©ratory  work  done.  This  total  does  not  include  the  $1000.00  grant 
from  the  city  of  St.  John,  which  is  bemg  sent  to  the  laboratory 
nor  does  it  include  $250.00  v/hich  is  owing  to  the  laboratory  from 
the  General  Public  Hospital.  If  these  two  items  are  included, 
the  total  cash  receipts  would  be  above  $5000.00. 

The  most  important  need  of  the  laboratory  at  the  present  time 
is  more  room.  Our  little  space  allotted  to  us  by  the  General  Pub- 
lic Hospital  is  more  than  crowded.  It  makes  accurate  work  diffi- 
cult. To  be  efficient,  laboratory  work  must  be  accurate.  Fur- 
ther, the  lack  of  space  limits  our  usefulness.  The  laboratory  can- 
not do  all  the  work  that  its  personnel  can  perform  for  lack  of 
room.  It  cannot  make  efforts  to  get  more  work  because  of  the 
cramped  condition  of  the  working  space. 

A  crying  need  is  a  private  consulting  room  where  persons  de- 
sirous of  consulting  the  laboratory  about  very  private    matters, 
such  as  Wassermann  tests,  Treponema  examinations,  gonococcus 
examinations,  can  come  without  the  fear  of  persons  knowing  or 
urmising  the  business  that  brings  the  person  to  the  laboratory.  A 
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number  of  persons  to  my  knowledge  have  refused  to  consult  the 
laboratory  because  of  this  state  of  affairs.  The  St.  John  phy- 
sicians are  chary  of  sending  their  patients  to  the  laboratory  be- 
cause of  the  possibility  of  undesirable  publicity. 

We  need  more  room  for  expansion  of  our  work.  It  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  laboratory  to  engage  in  some  of  the  latest  refine- 
ments in  micro-chemistry  of  the  blood  but  this  is  impossible  until 
we  can  get  more  room.  We  have  only  one  centrifuge  in  our  lab- 
oratory. This  is  the  most  useful  appliance  in  our  laboratory.  If 
this  mechanism  should  get  out  of  order,  we  should  have  to  stop 
doing  Wassermann  tests  and  milk  examinations.  We  have  no 
room  for  a  reserve  centrifuge.  These  are  a  few  of  the  strong 
arguments  for  more  room.  Aside  from  this,  we  should  have  a 
building  to  house  the  laboratory  which  can  be  used  as  headquar- 
ters for  the  St.  John  Sub-District  Board  of  Health.  If  Nova  Scot- 
ia can  afford  to  have  a  laboratory  building,  New  Brunswick  is  not 
so  poor  but  that  she  can  make  the  necessary  expenditure. 

I  trust  that  the  matter  of  more  room  will  receive  the  serious 
consideration  that  it  deserves.

Sir,— 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work  accomplished  and 
undertaken  up  to  October  31st,  1919.  This  report  is  somewhat 
brief.  It  does  not  contain  the  routine  work  but  only  the  outstand- 
ing- features. 

At  the  time  of  taking  office,  Influenzgi  was  present  in  the  City 
and  I  gave  my  full  time  to  such  work  as  came  to  my  hands  in  con- 
nection with  relieving  the  suffering  and  stamping  out  the  malady. 

I  attended  the  Council  meetings  in  three  of  the  Sub-Districts 
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early  in  January,  at  the  inception  of  the    respective    Boards    of 
Healths. 

There  have  been  some  few  cases  of  Smallpox  in  different 
places  in  the  District:  Coverdale  in  Albert  County,  fifteen  (15) 
in  this  Sub-District.  There  were  suspected  cases  in  Albert,  St. 
John,  Kings  and  Queens  which  upon  investigation  proved  to  be 
otherwise. 

I  recommended  to  Kings  County  Board  that  Hampton  and 
Rothesay  become  incorporated  for  the  purposes  of  water  and  sew- 
erage.     The  people  of  Hampton  are  now  considering  the  fact. 

I  recommended  to  this  Board  that  Hawthorne  Avenue  in  this 
City  be  supplied  with  water  and  sewerage,  which  is  being  done. 

From  time  to  time  I  have  reported  to  this  Board  the  desirability 
of  removing  sources  of  contamination  of  the  City  water  supply, 
but  nothing  radical  has  yet  been  done. 

I  visited  Navy  Island  here  and  recommended  to  the  Board  that 
the  people  living  there  should  be  removed  as  it  seemed  an  unfit 
place  for  people  to  hve.  The  Board  adopted  the  report  and  took 
it  up  with  the  City  Authorities  who  control  the  land. 

I  have  done  about  250  vaccinations. 

A  rough  estimate  of  the  number  of  miles  travelled  might  be 
in  the  vicinity  of  6000. 

I  have  been  continually  explaining  the  Act  and  Regulations  to 
the  Officers  and  Public  generally,  and  have  endeavored  at  all  times 
to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  Department.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  transmission  to  the 
Hon.  Minister  of  Health.

On  receiving  my  appointment  I  at  once  started  to  get  in 
touch  with  the  Chairmen  of  the  former  Boards  of  Health  in  my 
district. 

As  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  was  then  raging  in  many  of  the 
parishes,  I  had  to  ask  that  Medical  Assistance  be  sent,  also  nurses, 
where  possible.  About  December  Ist,  I  was  notified  that  Small- 
pox had  broken  out  at  Lameque,  Gloucester  County.  I  went  there 
and  found  some  six  houses  guarantined.  I  arranged  with  Dr. 
Derocher  of  Shippigan  to  look  after  the  cases,  left  him  a  sup- 
ply of  vaccine  and  had  him  notify  me  from  time  to  tiane  how  they 
were  progressing.  Next  visited  Bathurst,  where  Influenza  had 
been  for  some  time  epidemic,  here  I  found  they  had  opened  a  Tem- 
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porary  Hospital,  the  disease  had  been  of  a  severe  type  with  quite 
a  number  of  deaths.  This  disease  was  very  heavy  in  the  lumber 
camps.  At  Bathurst  one  case  of  Small-pox  was  reported  under 
the  care  of  Dr.  Meahan,  the  patient  had  contracted  the  disease  is 
Nova  Scotia.  I  next  visited  Dalhousie  and  Campbellton  where 
Influenza  had  been  reported,  found  only  a  few  cases  in  Dalhousie ; 
but  at  Campbellton  the  disease  was  very  severe.  On  my  return, 
called  at  Charlo,  N«w  Mills,  Nash's  Creek  and  Jacquet  River  and 
went  over  the  situation.  I  interviewed  the  doctors  in  attendanee 
and  called  upon  the  Clergymen  and  principal  business  men  of  the 
district,  asking  their  help  in  combating  the  disease. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  which  ended  fatally  was  reported  frein 
Oarlo. 

In  Northumberland  County,  Influenza  was  principally  confined 
to  the  lines  of  travel  and  to  a  number  of  the  lumber  camps.  The 
Miramichi  Hospital  at  Newcastle  and  the  Hotel  Dieu,  Chatham, 
opened  their  doors  for  the  sufferers  from  Influenza,  also  the  Hos- 
pital for  contagious  diseases  at  Chatham  was  opened,  and  took  ia 
patients  from  all  over  the  county.  I  telegraphed  the  Department 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries  at  Ottawa  and  got  their  consent  to  make 
use  of  the  Marine  Hospital  at  Douglastown,  if  found  necessary. 
On  my  request,  the  Hon.  Minister  of  Health  sent  a  doctor  to  Rog- 
ersville,  also  one  was  sent  to  Blackville,  as  both  parishes  were  in 
great  need  of  medical  attendance. 

About  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  December,  I  received  word 
that  the  disease  was  very  severe  at  Cape  Bauld,  Westmorland 
County.  I  arranged  with  Dr.  LeBlanc  to  look  after  the  cases.  I 
also  called  upon  the  parish  priest,  who  was  able  to  give  me  a  re- 
port of  the  severity  of  the  disease  in  his  parish. 

After  the  middle  of  December,  I  met  the  Hon.  Minister  of 
Health  and  the  Chief  Medical  Oflficer  at  Moncton.      We  visited  all

the  counties  of  the  Eastern  District  and  met  the  Councillors,  Hon. 
Dr.  Roberts  explaining  the  Public  Health  Act,  1918,  going  over 
all  its  provisions,  including  public  health,  Medical  Inspection  of 
Schools  and  Collection  of  Vital  Statistics. 

On«  c»3e  of  Small-pox  reported  at  Moncton — a  pullman  porter 
Ir^ot  Montreal.  Fatitnt  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital,  contacts 
vaccinated  and  proper  precautions  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  tht 

As  I  could  not  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Bureau  at  St.  Jokm 
the  second  week  in  January  (1919)  I  went  to  Fredericton,  where  I 
iMt  the  Chitf  Medieal  Officer  and  all  details  of  orgazuzation  w«r« 
ffone  int*. 

On  the  15th  of  January  I  met  the  County  Councillors  of 
Gloucester  County,  who  named  their  three  members  for  the  sub- 
district  Board.  The  full  Board  met  and  made  out  a  requisition 
for  the  sum  of  $7,000  for  health  purposes.  This  amount  was 
passed  by  the  Council  and  ordered  assessed  for  the  present  year. 
I  next  visited  Kent  County  and  made  a  request  that  they  appoint 
three  members  for  the  health  board.  The  Council  did  not  appoint 
any  members,  claiming  that  the  County  was  not  then  able  to  adopt 
the  Act,  because  of  their  obligations  for  the  Patriotic  Fund.  On 
the  21st  of  January  I  went  to  Dalhousie,  and  made  a  request  for 
the  Council  to  name  their  three  members  for  the  Sub-District 
Board  of  Health.  After  quite  a  lengthy  debate  it  was  decided  by 
a  majority  of  one  that  they  would  not  appoint  members  to  the 
Board. 

Northumberland  County  did  not  appoint  any  members  for 
their  sub-district  Board. 

The  County  of  Westmorland  adopted  the  Act  appointing  their 
three  members  of  the  Board  and  on  the  request  of  the  full  Board 
ordered  that  $10,000  be  assessed  for  Public  Health  purposes. 
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While  at  Dorchester  I  met  Col.  Pipes,  Warden  of  the  Maritime 
Prison,  who  inf  onned  me  that  Influenza  had  broken  out  among  the 
prisoners.  There  had  been  some  66  cases  of  the  disease  with  a 
few  deaths.  He  invited  me  to  make  an  inspection  of  the  Institu- 
tion and  suggest  anything  further  that  might  be  done.  I  met  the 
doctor  in  charge  and  visited  all  parts  of  the  establishment.  I 
found  everything  in  perfect  sanitary  condition,  the  food  of  good 
quahty,  the  prisoners  well  looked  after  and  all  those  suffering  from 
Influenza  segregated  in  one  wing  of  the  building;  there  were  still 
16  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  disease:  these  patients  were 
attended  to  and  had  no  complaints  to  make  and  were  grateful  to 
the  care  given  them. 

The  disease  also  broke  out  in  the  County  Jail  and  all  the  pris- 
oners were  taken  down;  but  the  jailor  and  his  wife  by  careful 
nursing  and  following  out  the  instructions  of  the  doctor  in  charge 
managed  so  well  that  all  recovered. 

Early  in  February  I  was  notified  Smallpox  had  again  made 
its  appearance  at  Lameque.  I  went  at  once  and  found  4  houses 
quarantined,  visited  all  suspects  and  vaccinated  contacts.  Disease 
was  of  a  mild  type.  Dr.  Derocher  put  in  charge,  in  a  short 
time  the  disease  was  stamped  out.  I  might  remark  this  second 
outbreak  was  due  to  a  concealed  case  from  the  former  outbreak, 
where  proper  fumigation  and  disinfection  had  not  been  done. 

While  on  this  trip  I  inspected  cars  and  station  houses  of  the 
Caraquet  Railway  and  found  them  in  a  very  unsanitary  condition 
and  not  sufficient  car  accomjmodations  for  the  travelling  public.  I 
reported  conditions  to  the  Hon.  Minister  of  Health  who  gave  me 
instructions  to  notify  the  Managers  of  this  Railway  that  they  were 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pubhc  Health  Act  at 
once,  or  I  was  authorized  to  prevent  them  from  carrying  passeng- 
ers till  such  time  as  they  complied  with  the  orders.  I  might  say 
that  on  my  next  visit  all  orders  were  followed  out  and  an  extr* 
car  was  provided  and  everything  put  in  a  sanitary  condition. 
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Gloucester  County  Board  of  Health  met  on  Feb.  13th,  1919 
and  appointed  officers  for  the  County  with  Mr,  B.  C.  Mullins  as 
Secretary. 

Westmorland  County  Board  of  Health  met  at  Moncton  on 
Feb.  18th,  1919,  and  appointed  necessary  officers  for  the  County 
with  Mr.  C.  E.  Northrup  as  Secretary. 

Restigouche  County  Board  of  Health  met  at  Campbellton  on 
Feb;  27th  and  appointed  their  district  inspectors,  Stanislaus  Blan- 
chard  as  Secretary. 

From  Campbellton  I  proceeded  to  Anderson  Station  on  the 
International  Railway,  here  I  visted  some  6  houses  under  quaran- 
tine, found  that  all  having  the  disease  were  quarantined  and  con- 
tacts vaccinated,  Dr.  Dube  in  charge.  Cases  were  reported  as 
coming  from  Quebec  Provinces  and  one  from  Van  Buren. 

Visited  Charlo  and  New  Mills  on  my  trip  on  account  of  an 
outbreak  ot  DipiiCheria,  which  when  traced  out  was  due  to  uliow- 
ing  children,  after  having  the  disease,  to  go  back  to  school  too 
soon:  proper  disinfection  in  some  cases  not  having  been  carried 
out. 

During  the  month  of  March  Smallpox  was  reported  from  Col- 
lege Bridge.  I  made  four  visits  to  the  District  and  saw  the  differ- 
ent. perso~ns  who  were  quarantined.  Vaccination  was  carried  out 
on  all  contacts  and  rigid  quarantine  enforced.  In  a  short  time 
the  situation  cleared  up.  I  might  say  that  all  cases  were  traced 
to  persons  coming  from  Amherst  or  Halifax. 

Influenza  became  epidemic  in  the  parish  of  Beresford,  Glou- 
cester County.  Dr.  Richard,  a  member  of  the  Board,  took  charge 
of  the  situation,  and  by  strict  quarantine  and  medical  attendance 
soon  had  the  disease  stamped  out: — 684  cases  were  reportd  with 
23  deaths. 

Early  in  April  I  was  called  to  Richibucto,  Kent  County,  be- 
cause of  Influenza  breaking  out  among  the  prisoners  in  the  jail.  I 
found  two  prisoners  sick  of  the  disease,      I  examined  the  jail  and 
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found  it.  in  a  most  unsanitary  condition ;  no^one  of  the  toilets  being- 
in  working  order,  no  provisions  for  the  inmates  to  wash,  no  separ- 
ate room  in  fit  condition  to  place  a  sick  person ;  the  walls  and  floors 
were  in  such  bad  condition  that  it  was  impossible  to  clean  them. 
A  hot  air  pump  was  in  the  small  hall  leading  to  the  cell  and  this  1 
considered  a  source  of  danger,  as  on  one  occasion  fire  had  occurred 
near  it.  I  immediately  quarantined  the  jail  and  gave  the  Sheriff 
orders  that  it  was  to  remain  in  force  till  the  Jail  Committee,  made 
the  necessary  alterations  and  complied  with  my  recom.mendation. 

Smallpox  was  next  reported  during  April,  from  Middle  Sack- 
ville.  On  going  there,  I  found  some  26  infected  houses.  The 
disease  was  also  reported  from  Rockport.  An  emergency  meeting 
of  the  sub-district  Board  was  called  to  deal  with  the  situation,  as 
the' disease  had  some  three  weeks'  start.  Compulsory  vaccina- 
tion was  ordered  by  the  Hon.  Minister  of  Health,  free  vaccination 
being  given  to  all  applying  for  same.  In  investigation  it  was 
clearly  shown  that  the  cases  in  Middle  Sackville  owed  their  origin 
to  Amherst,  while  the  outbreak  in  Rockport  was  traced  to  Halifax. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  notwithstanding  the  start  the  disease 
had,  by  energetic  action  it  was  stamped  out  inside  of  two  months, 
there  being  49  houses  under  quarantine  and  a  total  of  109  cases 
of  Smallpox. 

While  the  disease  was  at  its  height  in  Sackville  Parish,  I  was 
notified  that  an  epidemic  of  Smallpox  existed  in  the  Parish  of  In- 
kerman,  Gloucester  County.  I  arrived  on  the  ground  on  May  1st 
and  made  a  house-to-house  visitation  of  all  suspected  of  having 
the  disease,  visiting  the  different  sections  of  the  parish: — Inker- 
man,  Pokemouche,  St.  Rose,  Green  Point,  The  Waugh,  also  the  dis- 
trict of  St.  Simon,  from  which  place  the  disease  was  said  to  have 
been  brought.  During  March,  April  and  May  my  time  was  divid- 
ed between  these  infested  districts. 

While  at  Pokemouche  I  persoanlly  vaccinated  169  persons  and 
after  Dr.  Richard  was  put  in  charge,  he  reported  making  a  house- 
to-house  visitation  and  vaccination.       It  was  found  necessary  to 
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proclaim  compulsory  vaccination  in  the  parish.  I  was  able  to 
trace  this  outbreak  to  a  concealed  case  of  Smallpox,  a  man  having 
visited  the  church  at  Pokemouche  and  after  the  congregation  had 
retired  he  slept  in  the  church  all  night,  using  the  pew  cushions 
for  a  bed.  Fifteen  days  after,  some  seven  persons  showed  symp- 
toms of  the  disease  and  on  my  first  visit  I  put  9  houses  under  quar- 
antine with  21  inmates.  This  outbreak  was  harder  to  control 
than  the  Sackville  epidemic  as  there  were  no  doctors  handier  than 
Caraquet  or  Tracadie  and  the  sub-district  Board  had  to  employ  a 
doctor  to  go  there.  Another  difficulty  to  be  contended  with  was 
that  the  farmers  and  fishermen  objected  to  being  vaccinated  dur- 
ing their  busy  season.  Notwithstanding  these  objectors,  the  dis- 
ease was  stamped  out  by  the  end  of  June,  excepting  a  few  isolated 
cases  in  the  back  districts.  There  was  64  cases  and  320  con- 
tacts. 

About  the  end  of  May,  I  was  notified  that  a  young  girl*  had 
come  out  of  a  quarantined  house  at  Amherst  and  escaped  to  St. 
Paul's,  Kent  County.  I  went  there  and  vaccinated  contacts  and 
quarantined  3  houses : — there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

During  June  I  had  again  to  visit  Kent  County  for  Smallpox, 
in  the  parish  of  Acadiaville.  Visited  6  suspected  houses,  quaran- 
tined 4  and  vaccinated  all  contacts.  No  further  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease. 

About  the  middle  of  June  I  again  visited  the  jail  at  Richibucto 
and  found  they  had  made  improvements  but  had  not  followed  out 
all  my  recommendations,  I  later  had  the  condition  of  this  build- 
ing brought  up  to  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Jury,  who  went  over 
the  building  and  recommended  that  improvements  asked  by  me  be 
carried  out. 

The  first  week  in  July,  a  commercial  traveller,  who  belonged 
to  Halifax,  broke  out  with  Smallpox  at  Tracadie,  he  drove  to  New- 
castle and  I  had  him  placed  in  the  contagious  hospital,  Chatham. 
Some  18  days  later  a  man  who  had  been  in  contact  with  him  and 
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concealed  the  fact,  also  broke  out  with  the  disease,  I    had    him 
placed  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

About  the  middle  of  July,  I  was  called  to  Cape  Bauld,  West- 
morland County,  where  two  houses  were  placed  under  quarantine 
and  all  precautions  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  disease.  In  the  lat- 
ter part  of  July,  I  was  notified  that  as  so  many  cases  of  Smallpox 
were  coming-  into  this  province  from  Nova  Scotia  and  as  the  United 
States  had  placed  a  quarantine  against  that  Province,  it  was 
thought  advisable  that  I  board  trains  at  Amherst  and  see  how  the 
regulations  placed  on  travellers  were  being  carried  out.  On  my 
first  day  I  found  from  what  I  heard  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
go  to  Halifax  and  otlier  infected  districts  and  interview  the  mem- 
bers of  their  Boards  of  Health.  On  obtaining  consent  of  my  Sup- 
erior Officer,  I  went  to  Nova  Scotia  and  at  Halifax  met  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Health ;  also  had  an  interview  with  Honorable 
Premier  Murray,  who  gave  orders  that  everything  possible  be 
done  to  stamp  out  the  disease. 

Dr.  McAuley  of  the  City  Board,  promised  a  house-to-house 
visitation  and  vaccination.  While  there  I  found  that  Smallpox 
existed  in  three  other  localities.  I  had  asked  the  Railway  officials 
at  Moncton  to  give  instructions  to  their  Station  Agents  to  require 
Certificates  of  Vaccination  before  selling  tickets  to  travellers  com- 
ing into  or  through  this  Province.  I  might  remark  that  I  called 
at  the  stations  along  the  line  and  found  out  that  this  order  was 
not  being  strictly  enforced.  On  getting  back  to  Moncton  I  wait- 
ed upon  the  General  Passenger  Agent  and  informed  him  of  what 
I  had  found  out.  He  promised  to  immediately  take  the  matter  up 
and  telegraph  all  agents  of  the  requirements.  While  at  Amherst 
I  called  upon  the  Medical  Health  Officer  and  informed  him  that  we 
had  had  several  cases  of  Smallpox  which  were  traced  to  that  vicin- 
ity. I  told  him  that  the  Sackville  epidemic  was  due  to  cases  com- 
ing from  Amherst.      He  promised  to  take  the  matter  up  at  once. 

Early  in  August,  Smallpox  was  reported  from  St.  Quentin  on 
the  International  Railway.  I  visited  the  district  and  had  all  nec- 
essary precautions  taken.      The  disease  made  no  further  spread. 
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In  this  case,  the  contagion  was  traced  to  the  Province  of  Quebec. 
Along  the  Matapedia,  near  the  border,  we  had  4  houses  quarantin- 
ed because  of  Smallpox  which  came  in  from  Quebec, 

August  16th  I  was  notified  that  a  young  man  working  in  the 
Bank  of  Nova  Scotia,  who  was  only  in  Newcastle  three  days,  had 
developed  a  suspicious  rash;  on  examining  him  I  found  he  had 
Smallpox  and  had  him  placed  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  I  found 
that  he  had  come  from  Paspebiac,  P.  Q.,  and  that  the  disease  was 
prevalent  in  the  vicinity. 

During  September,  I  was  at  Cape  Bauld,  Westmorland  County, 
for  care  of  Smallpox.  Visited  the  lower  section  of  Gloucester 
County  for  inspection  of  some  fish-curing  establishments,  also 
some  wells,  the  water  of  which  showed  pollution  with  typhoid  bac- 
illi ;  also  to  Waugh  district  and  Upper  Pokemouche  where  2  cases 
of  Smallpox  were  reported. 

Also  went  to  Alexandrina,  Kent  County,  where  Typhoid  Fever 
was  reported  to  be  at  a  house  and  3  cases  were  down  with  that  dis- 
ease, one  of  whom  had  died  in  the  Moncton  Hospital. 

Visited  Bathurst  and  Caraquet.      Three  (3)  samples  of  water 

were  taken  for  examination  because  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the 
homes  near  the  wells. 

Oct.  20th  called  to  Nash's  Creek  for  case  of  Smallpox  in  one 
of  the  back  settlements  called  "Lome",  found  2  persons  affected ; 
quarantine  two  houses  and  took  all  necessary  precautions  to  pre- 
vent spread  of  disease.  From  the  last  named  place  I  went  to 
Sackville  and  College  Bridge  to  see  about  having  Medical  Inspec- 
tors for  the  Schools  appointed,  as  the  doctors  had  refused  to  act. 
Had  one  appointed  for  Sackville  and  good  prospect  of  having  one 
act  for  Dorchester  Parish. 

Was  at  Campbellton  Oct.  28th  for  meeting  of  the  Sub-Distrist 
Board,  at  which  collectors  of  Vital  Statistics  were  appointed  and 
bills  passed,  also  estimate  of  expenses  for  working  of  the  Health 
Act  from  April  1st  to  Dec.  31st,  1919,  were  made  and  forwarded  to 
the  Chief  Medical  Officer. 
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During  the  year  several  samples  of  water  have  been  semt  t« 
tk«  Provincial  Bacteriologist  for  examination  and  on  his  report 
wells  ordered  closed. 

No  cases  of  legal  action  were  entered  into,  as  I  have  tried  t« 
have  such  disputes  settled  amicably. 

Three  (3)  eases  of  V.  D.  hare  had  to  be  taken  charge  of  by 

the  Local  Boards  as  the  patients  were  unable    to  pay  for  treat- 
ment. 

As  my  district  is  half  of  the  Province  and  some  parts  quite 
inaccessible,  I  have  had  to  do  quite  an  amount  of  travelling  ani 
the  correspondence  with  the  different  Boards  was  considerable. 

I  have  done  my  best  during  the  past  year  to  make  the  Public 
Health  Act  a  success  in  this  District.  Good  resultis  have  been  at- 
tained and  I  look  forward  Avith  confidence  to  greater  achievements 
in  the  coming  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  OCT.  31,  1919.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  Report,  for  the  transmission  t« 
the  Honorable  the  Minister  of  Health,  for  the  Western  District 
and  for  this  year  (18-19)  ending  Oct.  31st,  1919. 

My  first  duty  as  a  D.M.H.O.  was  in  the  attendance,  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Health  Bureau  held  in  St.  John,  at  the  call  of  the 
Minister,  for  the  purpose  of  organization  in  th«  month  of  October, 
1918.  I  also  attended  all  meetings  of  Bureau  held  after  the  above 
date. 

I  think,  I  voice  the  opinion  of  all  the  members,  when  I  say  that 
these  meetings  were  a  great  help  to  all  the  members  in  carrying  on 
their  respective  duties. 

Now  in  regard  to  my  own  District,  I  wish  to  state,  that  I  have 
endeavored  to  carry  on  the  work  and  duties  allotted  to  me,  as  well 
as  possible,  under  existing  circumstances. 

My  real  work  began  in  the  month  of  January  of  the  present 
year,  viz.,  the  organization  of  the  Sub-District  Boards  and  in  all 
of  my  District,  with  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer,  Dr.  Geo.  G.  Melvin,  we  succeeded  in  completing  the  several 
Boards  and  appointing  the  paid  staff  of  officials  and  also  of  getting 
the  estimates  passed  by  the  different  Municipalities  to  carry  on  the 
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work  during  the  year.  During  the  year  I  have  attended  all  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Boards  and  all  of  the  special  meetings  with 
one  exception.  This  statement  does  not  include  Fredericton, 
where  the  meetings  are  monthly.  But  have  attended  them,  when 
ever  possible.  I  have  visited  all  the  principal  centres  of  my  Dis- 
trict and  also  a  good  many  of  the  more  remote  ones.  In  any  sec- 
tion of  my  District,  where  Smallpox  developed  I  have,  as  soon  as 
possible,  got  to  the  place,  and  at  once  had  the  house  or  houses,  as 
the  case  might  be,  rigidly  quarantined  and  guards  put  on.  Also 
had  all  suspects  and  contacts  vaccinated,  the  larger  portion  of 
which  1  did  myself,  I  am  pleased  to  state  re  Smallpox  that  there 
were  very  few  cases  of  the  disease  in  my  District  during  the  year 
with  the  exception  of  Madawaska,  where  they  have  had  26  cases, 
mostlj^  of  a  mild  form  and  no  deaths.  The  disease  has  invariably 
come  from  districts  outside  the  Province,  viz.,  from  Maine,  Quebec 
and  Nova  Scotia.  We  have  had  only  a  few  cases  of  Diphtheria 
and  Typhoid  in  my  district.  I  have  endeavored  to  look  after  the 
work  of  the  different  Sub-Districts,  with  the  aid  of  my  Secretaries, 
to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  am  satisfied  that  the  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tors, with  a  few  exceptions,  have  done  their  work  fairly  well. 
Some  of  them  have  done  excellent  work. 

In  the  coming  year,  I  think,  it  would  be  a  great  help  to  the 
carrying  on  of  the  work  to  meet  the  staff  of  the  different  Sub- 
Districts  and  discuss  their  respective  duties,  with  them  and  im- 
press on  them  the  importance  of  doing  their  work  properly  and 
promptly. 

In  closing  my  remarks,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Sub- 
District  Boards  of  my  whole  district  have  given  me  excellent  as- 
sistance. They  have  taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  work  and  on 
all  occasions  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  meet  them,

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CASES  OF  AND  DEATHS  FROM  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 
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There  were  no  houses  closed  in  accordance  with  Section  32  of 
the  Public  Health  Act. 


In  regard  to  the  infectious  diseases  the  worst  outbreak  was 
of  course  that  of  Influenza,  during  the  months  of  February  and 
April. 


While  there  were  quite  a  number  of  severe  cases,  these 
were  confined  to  those  resulting  from  first  contact,  the  houses  be- 
ing quarantined  and  thoroughly  disinfected,  so  that  there  was  no 
spread  of  the  disease  to  any  other  families.      The    cases  of  this 
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malady  this  fall  were  not  at  all  in  nature  of  an  epidemic,  there  be- 
ing only  two  isolated  cases  and  those  of  a  mild  tj'^pe.  In  each  in- 
stance there  was  no  spread  of  the  disease  even  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  families  where  the  cases  existed. 

Of  the  nine  Typhoid  fever  cases,  three  were  traceable  directly 
to  Moncton,  the  patients  having  clearly  contracted  the  disease 
there.  The  other  six  cases  belonged  immediately  to  the  County, 
but  their  origin  was  not  traceable.  There  were  single  cases  in 
their  respective  families,  and  evidently  in  each  instance  neither  the 
water  or  milk  used  was  responsible  for  these  isolated  cases,  their 
origin  being  unexplainable.  Of  the  cases,  one  was  of  a  severe 
type,  but  recovery  took  place  in  all  cases.  The  four  cases  of  Diph- 
theria were  all  quite  mild  and  there  was  no  spreading  of  the  disease 
from  those  primarily  affected.  In  the  whole  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  as  recorded,  there  were  only  two  deaths,  one 
from  Cerebral  Spinal  Meningitis  and  one  from  Tubercular  Menin- 
gitis, the  later  being  that  of  an  infant. 

As  to  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  I  may  say  that  con- 
sidering the  fact  that  they  were  without  previous  experience,  they 
have  carried  on  their  duties  satisfactorily  and  promptly  in  every 
way. 

The  Public,  I  am  glad  to  report,  also  have  responded  to  the 
call  upon  them,  expressing  a  willingness  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  law  and  co-operated  with  the  officers,  in  the  general  inter- 
ests, in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.  The  sanitary  conditions 
generally  throughout  the  County,  I  am  able  to  report  have  been 
found  very  satisfactory.  In  the  few  instances  where  conditions 
required  correcting,  those  responsible  were  very  willing  to  make 
everything  satisfactory  and  according  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Law. 

Perhaps  I  might  be  permitted  to  make  one  or  two  recommenda- 
tions in  the  interests  of  the  general  health.  One  would  be  that 
the  school  buildings  throughout  the  district  be  thoroughly  fumi- 
gated once  each  year,  preferably  during    the  summer    vacation. 
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This  would  seemingly  tend  to  move  favourable  sanitary  conditions 
and  be  a  preventive  of  disease.  Also  in  regard  to  the  dissemin- 
ation of  information  concerning  the  requirements  of  the  law  among 
those  most  directly  concerned,  such  as  lumber  operators,  owners 
of  slaughter  houses,  etc.,  who  are  responsible  under  the  law,  I 
would  suggest  that  the  Secretary  be  supplied  with  a  limited  num- 
ber of  copies  of  the  Health  Act,  for  distribution  among  such  class- 
es, in  order  that  they  might  be  fully  informed  in  regard  to  the 
law,  and  could  more  intelligently  and  satisfactorily  co-operate  with 
the  officers  and  assist  in  promoting  the  general  health.

The  first  step  towards  the  organization  of  the  district  under 
the  Act  was  taken  on  January  21st,  1919,  when  Dr.  Meivin,  C.M.O. 
visited  Woodstock  and  called  a  m^pting  of  the  Board  which  was 
composed  of  the  following : — Appointees  of  the  Government,  M.  D.

Dr.  I.  B.  Curtis  who  was  appointed  medical  school  inspector  for 
medical  district  No.  3,  was  obliged  to  resign  owing  to  ill  health  and 
the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  S.  S.  King,  who 
has  lately  moved  into  the  district.  Dr.  F.  M.  Brown  also  resigned  as 
Inspector  for  district  No.  4,  (Dr.  Brown  had  been  appointed  upon 
Dr.  Bearisto  resigning,  owing  to  intended  removal  from  the  sub- 
district)  and  Dr.  B.  R.  Field  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

In  the  early  days  of  March  there  was  a  sharp  recurrence  of 
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the  influenza  epidemic  within  the  town  and  vicinity,  and  the  sec- 
retary having  notified  me  of  the  seriousness  of  the  situation,  I 
visited  Woodstock  and  met  the  board  and  also  the  doctors  of  the 
town  in  conference.  Bj'-  the  local  doctors  47  cases  were  reported 
ant'  .tr  order  was  i.  ade  closing  ihe  public  schools  and  the  picture 
houses  and  also  prohibiting  public  meetings  until  further  notice. 
This  ban  remained  in  force  for  one  week,  when  the  situation  hav- 
ing, cleared  up  very  much  it  was  removed.  The  epidemic  died  out 
as  suddenly  almost  as  it  had  arisen.  -     -  —    • 

On  the  6th  day  of  May  the  secretary  was  notified  by  Dr. 
Brown  of  Centreville  that  a  case  of  smallpox  existed  in  a  family 
at  Summerfield  within  the  district.  At  a  previous  meeting  of  the 
board  a  resolution  had  been  passed  appointing  Dr.  Field  as  a  phy- 
sician to  take  in  han4  the  case  of  any  threatened  epidemic,  more 
especially  smallpox.  In  view  of  this  Dr.  Field  was  imme.diately 
communicated  with.  He  acted  with  much  promptness  and  the  re- 
sult v/as  that  the  disease  was  absolutely  confined  to  the  one  family 
and  in  due  season  stamped  out  and  no  further  recurrence  has  been 
reported. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  a  correct  calculation  of  the  number  of 
cases  of  contagious  diseases  during  the  three  months  ending  April 
30th,  the  secretary  prepared  a  forr^  nnd  sent  one  to  each  of  the 
practicing  phvsicians  within  the  rli°^^^:^+  A^c?rdinr^  to  the  f^'^i^ures 
so  furnished  tne  secretary,  the  cases  of  contagious  disease  during 
the  three  months  above  mentioned  were  as  follows :

In  August  there  weie  reported  several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
from  Bristol  and  that  vicinity.  There  was  one  case  reported  of  a 
scholar  attending  the  school  in  Bristol  and  upon  instruction  Dr. 
Field  made  an  investigi.lion  into  the  case,  the  school  house  was 
duly  fumigated  and  spread  of  the  disease  stopped.  Forms  were 
sent  to  the  doctors  in  uie  county  upon  which  to  report  any  cases 
of  infectious  disease  and  reports  were  sent  in  to  the  secretary  and 
duly  recorded  in  the  book  furnished  for  that  purpose. 

The  first  case  so  reported  was  on  July  11th  and  the  last  Septem- 
ber 16th.  Two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported,  nine  cases  oi" 
scarlet  fever  and  five  cases  of  influenza.  With  regard  to  these  in- 
fluenza cases,  four  of  them  were  in  the  town  and  one  in  the  parish 
of  Woodstock,  They  were  of  a  very  light  type.  In  all  cases 
prompt  measures  were  taken  to  placard  the  houses  and  quarantine 
the  patients  and  as  a  consequence.,  the  influenza  was  soon  stamped 
out.  No  further  cases  have  been  reported.  In  the  matter  of  the 
\6  cases  of  contagious  disease  reported,  as  set  forth,  there  were 
no  deaths  reported. 

In  the  matter  of  the  work  of  the  inspectors,  the  secretary  has 
been  in  close  touch  with  them,  and  has  every  reason  to  believe  that 
they  have  performed  their  duties  faithfully  and  efficiently.  As 
directed  by  the  board,  placards  were  put  up  in  the  towns  and  vil- 
lages requiring  premises  to  be  cleaned  up  and  kept  clean  and  the 
inspectors  say  that  the  results  were  satisfactory.  Some  four  cas- 
es were  reported  of  where  dead  horses  were  left  exposed,  but  in 
each  case  the  inspector  got  after  the  offenders  in  quick  order  and 
the  nuisance  was  removed.  There  appears  to  be  a  general  will- 
ingness on  the  part  of  the  public  to  assist  the  officers  and  a  greater 
appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the  observation  of  the  rules  of 
the  Health  Department. 

In  the  summer  vacation  the  Secretary  was    furnished    with 
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2500  vaccine  points  from  the  St.  John  laboratory,  and  these  were 
distributed  amongst  the  medical  school  inspectors,  who  appear  to 
have  carried  out  a  very  thorough  system  of  vaccination  and  medi- 
cal inspection,  generally.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION. 

There  have  been  no  outstanding  features  or  occurrences  re- 
garding the  sanitary  conditions  of  this  sub-district  during  the 
year.

WORK  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTORS  AND  STAFF. 

To  all  appearances  the  sanitary  inspectors  have  performed 
their  work  satisfactorily.

Although  the  Medical  School  Inspectors  were  appointed  in 
July,  only  one  monthly  report  has  been  received  from  them,  and 
that  was  from  the  Inspector  for  the  schools  of  the  town  of  St. 
George,  which  stated  that  51  children  had  been  vaccinated  during 
the  month  of  September. 

The  appointment  of  one  of  the  Medical  School  Inspectors  was 
not  approved  up  to  October  31st,  as  he  was  in  arrears  with  his 
yearly  fees  to  the  Medical  Society,  and  was  therefore  not  a  quali- 
fied registered  physician. 
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The  necessary  supplies  anrl  vaccine  was  sent  to  the  Inspectors 
in  good  time,  and  they  have  at  least  been  carrying  on  the  work  of 
vaccination,  but  have  not  reported  the  progress  of  their  vork  from 
month  to  month.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-DISTRICT 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  sub-district  of  Gloucester  is 
at  this  date,  with  the  exception  of  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  com- 
l)letely  clear  of  notifiable  diseases,  as  indicated  by  reports  from 
our  Sanitary  Inspectors.  We  have  had  the  water  of  the  town  of 
Bathurst  taken  from  three  different  places  in  the  town,  examined 
by  Dr.  Abramson,  and  no  evidence  of  fecal  contamination  was 
found  therein.  The  dang-er  of  contamination  of  the  Bathurst  wat- 
er supply  from  the  slaughter  house  located  near  the  source  of  sup- 
ply, has  been  removed.  The  Chief  Medical  Officer  and  the  Dis- 
trict Medical  Health  Officer  examined  the  location  of  the  slaughter- 
house and  through  the  Local  Board  ordered  the  removal  of  same 
to  a  safe  location.  Two  wells  at  Caraquet,  four  at  Grand  Anse 
and  one  at  Bathurst  were  ordered  closed,  as  upon  examination  they 
were  found  very  suspicious  and  not  considered  safe  from  typ- 
hoid bacteria. 

We  had  an  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  Beresford  Parish  in  March 
and  April  there  was  684  cases  and  23  deaths.  Dr.  J.  P.  Richard, 
the  Medical  Member  of  our  Board  took  charge  of  the  situation  and 
with  the  assistance  of  our  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  co-operation 
of  the  Board  succeeded  in  stamping  out  the  diseiase  in  a  short  time. 

We  were  again  visited  by  an  outbreak  of  smallpox,  beginning 
early  in  the  year  in  the  Parish  of  Shippegan,  at  Lameque.  The 
District  Health  Officer  took  charge  of  this  outbreak  and  with  the 
assistance  of  Dr.  DesRochers,  the  disease  was  successfully  con- 
trolled, only  four  cases  reported.  Smallpox  broke  out  in  Inkerman, 
Saumerez,  Caraquet  and  Beresford,  64  cass,  320  contacts.  Dr. 
Richard  was  placed  in  charge  and  was  assisted  for  a  time  by  Doc- 
tor J.  E.  Hachey.  All  districts  were  divided  and  subdivided  and 
patroled  by  Sanitary  Inspectors.      Compulsory    vaccination    was 
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put  into  effect,  in  June,  by  proclamation  in  the  Parish  of  Inkerm<in, 
Dr.  Richard  giving  it  personal  attention.  Our  experience  proved 
that  vaccination  is  the  only  effective  method  to  adopt  to  stamp  out 
smallpox :  in  20  days  the  disease  was  under  control  in  this  district, 
and  shortly  afterwards  disappeared  altogether. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTORS  AND  STAFF 
GENERALLY 

We  divided  the  Health  sub-district  of  Gloucester  into  twelve 
districts,  placing  a  Sanitary  Inspector  in  each  district  at  an  an- 
nual salary.  They  were  instructed  to  patrol  their  districts  and 
report  in  detail  on  forms  furnished:  this  they  did.  T^.e  reports 
were  received  promptly  and  covered  report  of  all  disoanes,  notifiable 
or  otherwise,  that  came  under  their  notice.

CASES  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE  REPORTED.' 

For  the  entire  sub-district,  see  Form  enclosed  No.  I.  Al- 
though we  had  indefinite  reports  of  many  cases  especially  Influen- 
za, before  May,  still  we  were  just  organizing  and  no  particulars 
were  had,  the  physicians  did  not  receive  the  post  card  blanks  for 
reporting  Notifiable  diseases  until  June. 

MORTALITY  FROM  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE. 

For  entire  Sub  District  see  Form  enclosed  No.  II.  and  I  feel 
that  njotice  of  deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases  will  not  be  complete 
until  the  regulations  relating  to  Vital  Statistics  come  into  force 
next  year.  Sussex  is  the  only  Town  within  the  Sub-District  and 
it  keeps  no  record. 
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ESTIMATES  OF  PRESENT  POPULATION. 

(a)  The  population  for  the  entire  Sub-District  of  Kings  in 
1911  was  about  21,000,  and  today  it  is  not  much  different,  perhaps 
a  httle  more.  (b)  The  population  for  the  Town  of  Sussex  in 
1911  was  about  1900,  and  it  is  still  only  slightly  greater. 

CLOSURE  OF  HOUSES. 

There  has  been  none  in  this  sub-district. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-DISTRICT. 

For  the  first  part  of  the  year  we  have  nothing  to  report,  as  the 
Act  was  not  in  force,  but  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  began  work  on 
March  1st,  and  when  spring  opened  up,  there  were  Clean-Up  post- 
ers placed  in  all  prominent  places  throughout  the  County,  which 
had  a  good  result.  The  drainage  at  Hampton  and  at  Rothesay 
have  received  considerable  attention  and  although  improved  are 
still  far  from  satisfactory  and  the  Board  would  recommend  that 
))oth  places  be  incorporated  for  fire,  water  and  sewerage.  The 
drainage  at  Apohaqui  'was  bad  for  at  least  one  half  of  the  Village 
but  this  has  been  remedied  largely  through  the  assistance  of  the 
Road  Supervisor.  , 

The  staff  have  been  active  and  the  people  have  responded  well, 
so  that  many  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

WORK     OF    SANITARY    INSPECTORS     AND    STAFF 
GENERALLY. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  began  work  on  March  1st.  The  In- 
spector for  the  area  of  Westfield  and  Greenwich  had  to  deal  with 
an  epidemic  of  Influenza  which  was  stamped  out  at  Easter ,  several 
of  the  schools  were  closed,  also  churches,  and  all  public  gatherings 
barred.  He  reported  125  cases  with  2  deaths.  He  instructed 
the  people  in  the  benefits  of  fumigating,  to  which  the  people  re'id- 
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ily  responded.  He  had  reported  to  him  one  case  each  of  tuber- 
culos,  typhoid  and  scarlet  fever ;  also  several  nuisances,  in  each  case 
he  promptly  took  the  necessary  measures  for  proper  sanitation. 

The  Inspector  for  the  area  of  Rothesay,  Kingston,  Hampton 
and  Upham  had  to  deal  with  sewerage  and  drainage  of  Hampton 
and  Rothesay  and,  v/ith  ^:he  Chairman,  inspected  both  these  places. 
He  tested  several  wells  and  investigated  and  attempted  to  remedy 
the  lack  of  privies  At  Renforth  and  Fair  Vale,  (these  are  summer 
resorts  for  St.  John  people  and  lack  proper  privies.  He  had  re- 
ported to  him  5  cases  of  typhoid,  4  of  diphtheria,  1  of  influenza, 
2  of  tuberculosis  and  took  necessary  measures.  He  found  many 
nuisances  and  had  them  abated. 

The  Inspector  for  the  area  of  Norton,  Springfield  and  Kars  had 
reported  to  him  1  typhoid  and  1  scarlet  fever  case  and  took  the 
necessary  measures.  He  found  several  nuisances  which  he  had 
abated. 

The  Inspector  for  the  area  of  Havelock  and  Studholm  had  re- 
reported  to  him  1  case  of  typhoid  and  took  the  necessary  measures. 
He  inspected  all  slaughter-houses  in  his  area  accompanied  by  the 
Chairman,      He  found  and  abated  several  nuisances. 

The  Inspector  for  the  area  of  Cardvvell,  Waterford  and  Ham- 
mond had  reported  to  him  2  cases  of  typhoid  and  took  the  nec- 
essary measures. .  He  inspected  one  school  reported  unsanitary 
and  had  it  made  sanitary.  He  found  several  nuisances  and  had 
them  abated. 

The  Inspector  for  the  ai'ea  of  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Sussex 
had  to  deal  with  lack  of  sewerage  at  Apohaqui,  he  got  the  Town 
Council  to  declare  a  Clean-Up  Week  for  the  Town  of  Sussex  and 
published  several  articles  on  cleaning  up  and  sanitation  in  the  Sus- 
sex Record  with  good  results.  He  got  the  Town  of  Sussex  to  have 
a  sewer  laid  along  the  upper  half  of  Park  Street;  he  closed  the 
Town  dump  and  opened  one  under  the  supervision  of  the  Town. 
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He  removed  several  carcasses  from  the  stream  from  which  the 
Town  gets  its  water  supply.  He  visited  every  premise  in  the 
Town  and  also  all  parts  of  the  Parish  and  all  nuisances  found  were 
abated.  He  had  reported  to  him  two  cases  of  typhoid  and  took  the 
necessary  measures. 

All  the  Inspectors  visited  all  the  slaughter-houses  and  milk 
dealers  within  their  respective  area  (with  few  exceptions.)  They 
did  the  work  asked  of  them  by  the  Secretary,  and  investigated  the 
many  complaints  with  satisfactory  results. 

THE  SUB-DEPUTY  REGISTRARS. 

of  Vital  Statistics  have  not  been  called  upon  to  do  anything,  as 
this  service  is  not  yet  in  operation. 

THE  SECRETARY. 

has  done  what  his  hands  found  to  do  and  has  got  others  to  work 
also.  He  is  grateful  to  the  Kings  County  Record  for  allowing  him 
so  much  space  for  matters  of  interest  to  the  Board.  He  has  been 
kept  busy. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  Medical  School-  Inspectors  came  on  duty  July  1st,  since 
that  date  they  have  vaccinated  2685  school  children  free,  and  the 
number  vaccinated  by  the  other  doctors  would  probably  bring  the 
total  to  3000. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  number  of  school  children  attending  the  schools  of  the 
County  are  reported  to  the  Board  by  the  School  Inspectors  for  the 
term  ending  June  30th  last  was  about  3500  so  it  may  be  inferred 
from  these  figures  that  the  school  children  now  attending  school 
must  be  nearly  all  vaccinated.      It  was  difficult    to  get  the  phy- 
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sicians  to  take  up  the  work  but  having  done  so  it  is  beheved  they 
are  doing-  it  well. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  the  successful  canying  on 
of  the  Health  Act  to  take  legal  proceedings  as  yet,  as  the  people 
generally  have  accepted  it. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  teachers  are  asking  for  copies  of  the  regulations  touching- 
School  Inspection.  The  physicians  seem  lax  in  reporting  Notifi- 
able Diseases.

One  house,  which  was  used  as  a  butcher  shop  in  the  Town  of 
Edmundston  has  been  closed  on  account  of  same  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  Said  shop  is  now  repaired  and  put  up  in  a 
good  sanitary  condition. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION. 

I  may  say  that  in  reference  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
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County  of  Madawaska,  everything  has  been  very  good.  We  have 
had  a  few  cases  of  smallpox,  but  the  cause  of  those  is  that  it  has 
first  been  spread  out  by  men  coming  from  the  woods  on  the  Amer- 
ican side.  Outside  of  smallpox  there  has  been  very  few  other 
notifiable  diseases  and  great  care  was  given  by  our  doctors  of  the 
County. 

WORK    DONE     BY  SANITARY  INSPECTORS     AND     STAFF 

GENERALLY. 

Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Town  of  Edmundston 
has  been  made  to  me  in  reference  to  the  cleaning  up  of  yards  last 
spring  and  on  that  subject  over  seventy  letters  have  been  sent  by 
me  to  different  persons.  The  result  was  very  satisfactory.  Same 
has  been  done  in  the  village  of  St.  Leonards  and  satisfactory  rf^- 
sults  have  followed.

The  Medical  Inspectors  have  been  attending  to  the  vaccination 
of  school  children.  1755  points  of  vaccine  were  sent  to  these  of- 
ficials but  as  their  reports  are  not  yet  due  it  is  impossible  to  give 
the  actual  number  vaccinated. 

A  later  report  gives  1021  vaccinations,  with  reports  from  two 
medical  inspectors  still  incomplete. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

A  number  of  water  tests  have  been  taken  from  wator  supplies 
in  Parishes  of  Chipman  and  Canning  (where  most  of  the  typhoid 
cases  have  existed.  In  cases  where  the  tests  have  shown  the 
water  unfit  for  use,  the  wells  have  been  closed  and  owners  request- 
ed to  provide  a  proper  water  supply. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  in  August,  a  motion  was 
made  to  the  effect  that  where  an  Inspector's  demands  with  regard 
to  sanitary  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  within  a  given  rea- 
sonable time,  the  matter  shall  be  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Board's 
solicitor,

Those  people  came  here  from  the  United  States,  located  in 
the  Parish  of  Dalhousie;  Diphtheria  breaking  out  shortly  after 
their  arrival,  with  the  consequence  of  the  two  deaths. 

ESTIMATED  POPULATION  of  Restigouche  at  present  is  14,000, 
with  Campellton,  5000.  Town  of  Dalhousie,  2000,  or  a 
total  of  21,000. 

THE  GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  of  this  sub-district  is 
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at'present  very  fair  and  with  the  working  of  the  present  board 
for  only  seven  months  a  great  deal  of  good  has  already  been 
accomplished.  We  had  outbreaks  of  Smallpox  in  several 
of  the  Parishes  but  it  was  always  well-handled  and  kept  from 
spreading. 

THE  SANITARY  INSPECTORS  did  their  work  very  well,  consid- 
ering all  hands  to  be  new  men  and  not  accustomed  to  the  work. 
Houses  were  placarded  for  Contagious  Diseases  and  cleaned  to 
the  satisfaction  of  attending  physicians. 

THE  NUMBER  OF  VACCINATIONS  of  school  children  in  this 
sub-district  is  590  done  by  Medical  Inspectors  of  Schools. 

.  lEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS  is  one  of  the  best  branch- 
es  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  should  bring  very  great  results 
as  to  the  good  health  of  the  whole  community.  In  every  sec- 
tion of  this  sub-district,  the  parents  of  the  children  seem  to 
take  very  favorably  to  this  Medical  School  Inspection.

The  Board  was  organized  in  January,  1919,  and  undertook  the 
carrying  out  of  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1918,  and  the  Regulations 
made  under  same  as  they  appeared  from  time  to  time. 

Tabulated  forms  of  Notifiable  Diseases,  Deaths  from  same,  In- 
fantile Mortality,  Monthly  Death  rates,  Deaths  per  Age  Groups, 
Deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  and  Financial  Statement  have  been 
prepared  and  will  be  attached  to  this  report.  You  will  also  find  at- 
tached reports  from  the  Chief  Inspector,  Dairy  and  Food  Inspec- 
tor, Plumbing  Inspector  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

There  were  921  Deaths  in  the  City  of  Saint  John  during  the 
year.  The  death  rate,  based  on  an  estimated  population  of  60,000 
(supplied  from  assessor's  office)  was  15.35  per  1000  per  year,  as 
compared  with  17.21  for  1917-1918. 

There  were  169  died  under  one  year  of  age,  and  show  an  Infan- 
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tile  Mortality  rate  per  1000  births  of  93.9,  based  on  estimated  birth 
rate  of  30  per  1000. 

There  were  74  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  as  compared  with  89 
for  the  previous  5^ear. 

903  cases  of  Epidemic  Influenza  were  reported  during  the 
year.  A  large  amount  of  work  was  involved  in  caring  for  these 
cases.  An  Emergency  Hospital  was  opened  in  October  of  the 
previous  year  and  was  kept  open  until  the  lEpidemic  had  subsided. 
Valuable  assistance  was  given  the  Board  by  the  Military  authorit- 
ies, the  Sisters  of  Charity  and  the  V.A.D.  in  fighting  this  epidemic, 
and  they  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Board  and  the  Public 
for  their  co-operation. 

Fifteen  cases  of  Smallpox  were  treated  by  this  Board  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital  during  the  year.  The  cases  were  principally 
imported  from  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia.    No  deaths  resulted. 

Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Sub-Deputy  Registrars  of  Vital  Stat- 
istics have  been  appointed  for  the  City,  and  the  different  Parishes 
of  the  County. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  milk  supply ;  examina- 
tion for  butter  fat  and  bacteria  have  been  made  in  nearly  every 
case,  and  the  producer  and  vendor  notified  when  milk  did  not  meet 
the  requirements. 

The  Plumbing  Inspector  has  had  the  plumbing  of  115  old 
houses  improved,  and  had  35  privies  done  away  with. 

The  Chief  Inspector  has  seized  and  destroyed  '628  lbs.  of  lamb, 
veal,  mutton  and  pork,  found  unfit  foi*  human  consumption. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  was  undertaken  by  the  Board 
in  July  last.  Inspectors  were  appointed  for  the  City  and  County, 
and  the  work  begun  after  the  summer  vacation.      Reports  of  their 
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work,  I  understand,  reach  you  through  the  Pistrict  Medical  Health 
Officer.

GENERAL      SANITARY     CONDITION     OF       SUB-DISTRICT 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  sanitary  conditions  have  been  good  throughout  the  dis- 
trict this  year.  We  have  received  a  few  complaints  regarding  the 
condition  of  dwellings,  school  buildings,  dumps,  etc.  In  every 
case  the  sanitary  inspector  has  looked  into  the  matter  prompty 
and  the  nuisance  has  been  stopped  with  very  little  trouble.  Con- 
sidering the  short  time  the  inspectors  have  been  at  this  work  they 
have  given  good  service  and  conditions  have  been  generally  im- 
proved. 

WORK    OF    SANITARY     INSPECTORS     AND     STAFF 
GENERALLY. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Scott,  inspectoral  area  of  Andover,  made  his  first 
inspection  in  June,  when  he  found  his  area  in  a  very  favorable  con- 
dition, with  a  few  exceptions.  One  residence  was  found  to  be 
in  a  filthy  condition  but  was  cleaned  up  after  some  trouble.  A 
complaint  was  made  regarding  another  residence,  an  attempt  was 
made  to  clean  up  but  the  result  was  not  satisfactory.  Mr.  Scott 
has  had  five  cases  of  notifiable  disease  in  his  area. 
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Mr.  J.  E.  Armstrong,  inspectoaal  area  of  Perth,  has  attended 
to  the  general  cleaning  up  quite  satisfactorily,  he  has  no  special 
cases  to  report.  He  reports  eight  cases  of  notifiable  diseases, 
each  case  being  confined  to  one  case  in  house  and  district. 

Mr.  C.  F.  Merrit,  inspectoral  area  of  Grand  Falls,  did  good 
work  while  he  was  in  office.  He  had  four  cases  of  notifiable  dis- 
eases in  his  area,  three  of  these  sm'allpox  but  in  different  sections 
of  his  area  at  different  times.  Mr.  Merritt's  successor,  Mr.  Sul- 
livan, has  nothing  to  report  so  far. 

Mr.  Ridgewell,  Inspectoral  area  of  Plaster  Rock,  has  nothing 
special  to  report.  He  has  had  no  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  in 
his  area. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

No  reports  have  been  received  from  the  medical  inspectors. 
The  inspectors  were  unable  to  attend  to  the  work  of  vaccinating 
school  children  before  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term,  therefore  it 
was  decided  it  would  be  best  to  do  this  work  when  inspecting  th'^ 
schools.  The  inspecting  is  going  on  now  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
Dr'5.  Earle  and  Macintosh  have  nearly  completed  their  school,;.

It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  report  to  you  for  the 
sub-district  Board  of  Health  of  Westmorland  County,  of  the  work 
of  said  Board  for  the  past  year,  what  progress  the  Board  has  made 
during  that  time,  the  general  conditions  of  the  District  along  sani- 
tary lines,  what  the  General  Health  of  said  District  has  been,  &c., 
&c. 

In  attempting  to  make  this,  my  first  Annual  Report  under 
the  Health  Act  of  1918,  I  am  only  able  to  report  for  a  period  of 
eight  months.  Three  members  of  the  present  Westmorland  Sub- 
District  Board  were  appointed  on  January  22nd,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  CounV  Council  held  at  Dorchester  and  the  other  two  members 
appointed  by  the  Provincial  Government  were  also  announced  at 
that  date,  and  the  County  Council  at  that  Session,  voted  an  ap- 
propriation for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  an  amount  of  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($10,000.00) 
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The  organization  of  the  Board  was  completed  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  held  in  Moncton  on  February  -ISth  A.  D.  1919  when  the 
present  Secretary  was  appointed  and  the  Westmorland  Sub-Dis- 
trict Board  of  Health  was  placed  in  control  of  Health  matters  for 
the  entire  County  and  the  old  County  and  City  Boards'  functions 
ceased  from  that  date,  as  provided  by  "The  Public  Health  Act  of 
1918." 

The  Board,  acting  under  the  advice-  of  the  Chief  Medical  Offi- 
cer, prepared  to  complete  our  Organization  and  appointed  Sanitary 
Inspectors  for  the  different  Cities,  Towns  and  Parishes  of  the 
County,  some  nine  in  all,  a  list  of  which  I  have  iiled  with  the  De- 
partment of  Health.  We  had  hardly  got  our  bearings  and  were 
making  an  energetic  effort  to  arrange  our  work  and  get  bur  Organ- 
ization into  effective  working  order  when  we  were  confronted  with 
a  very  serious  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  the  Parish  of  Sackville. 
The  unfortunate  condition  was  that  it  v/as  distributed  over  a  large 
territory  covering  some. twenty  miles  and  the  disease  had  been 
unrecognized  by  the  medical  attendant,  in  the  month  of  April,  and 
the  roads  were  in' serious' condition  at  that  time  of  year  with  the 
frost  just  coming  out  of  the  ground. 

The  Department  of  Health  requested  a  meeting  to  be  held  at 

Kp.ckville  and  the  Secretary  called  an  emergency  meeting  at  once ; 

re  favored  with  the  presence  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  at 

tue  meeting  at  Sackville  when  we  at  once  prepared  to  take  the  most 

energetic  measures  to  stamp  out  the  Epidemic. 


After  hearing  reports  from  the  Board's  representatives  at 
Sackville,  W.  A,  Gass,  and  our  Sanitary  Inspector,  Dr.  G.  M.  Cook, 
all  arrangements  were  made  at  that  meeting  for  prompt  action 
and  the  Department  of  Health  ordered  compulsory  vaccination  for 
the  parish  of  Sackville.  Dr.  F.  J.  Desmond,  District  Medical  Health 
Officer,  came  down  at  once  from  Newcastle  and  took  charge  of  the 
situation. 

In  order  to  better  understand  the  seriousness  of  the  Epidemic, 
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upon  making  a  personal  canvas  of  Middle  Sackville,  Upper  and 
Lower  Rockport,  it  was  discovered  in  the  first  week  that  there 
were  no  less  than  twenty-six  infected  houses,  with  some  forty-six 
cases  of  Smallpox  and  that  the  disease  had  been  existent  in  the 
above  mentioned  places  for  a  period  of  nearly  a  month  before  the 
Board  had  ohtpinpd  tb^  '^h'q-htest  report  of  the  Epidemic,  it  having 
been  brought  by  returned  men  who  had  been  employed  at  Halifax 
in  reconstruction  work,  where  the  disease  had  been  quite  prevalent 
t  r  many  months. 

'  iiy  intelligent  person  can  easily  understand  how  serious  the 
situiiiion  was:  not  only  such  a  large  number  of  cases  when  brought 
to  the  Board's  notice,  but  the  further  danger  from  the  number  of 
contacts  who  had  been  in  touch  with  those  already  infected.  The 
conditions  at  one  time  looked  most  serious,  as  the  large  Educational 
Institutions  at  Sackville  also  were  in  danger  on  account  of  a  maid 
employed  there  having  contracted  the  disease.  We  had-her  care- 
fully isolated,  the  Board  had  all  the  students  and  employees  vac- 
cina ted  and  a;;  there  were  no  further  cases,  the  quarantine  was 
raised  in  a  few  days,  much  to  the  relief  of  the  Board  and  no  doubt 
the  Facualty  and  Students  also.  The  whole  situation  was  hand- 
led so  successfully  that,  while  there  were  forty-nine  (49)  houses 
placed  under  quarantine  and  a  total  of  One  Hundred  and  Nine 
(109)  cases  of  Smallpox,  the  situation  was  cleaned  up  and  Sack- 
ville Parish  was  free  from  Smallpox  in  the  space  of  two  montiis, 
which  was  certainly  a  record  in  dealing  with  an  epidemic  of  Small- 
pox of  such  large  dimensions,  in  such  a  short  space  of  time. 

The  Board  was  not  so  fortunate  in  handling  the  same  disease 
in  the  Parishes  of  Dorchester  and  Shediac  and  while  there  have 
only  been  some  twenty-one  cases  in  those  two  Parishes  the  great 
difficulty  the  Board  had  to  contend  with  was  the  fact  that  a  house 
Vv'ould  be  infected  and  we  would  no  sooner  get  that  case  disposed 
of  and  the  qr,«rfintine  raised,  when  some  other  place  Vv^ould  dcvv^Jop 
a  case  and  while  we  had  the  various  districts  free  repeatedly,  they 
were  constantly  being  infected  Vv'ith  Smallpox.  This  condition  oc- 
curred over  and  over  again.  There  was  no  trouble  in  tracing  the 
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history  of  the  various  infections;  they  were  brought  in  the  same 
maimer  as  the  epidemic  in  Sackville  Parish,  by  the  return  of  men, 
who,  induced  by  big-  wages,  had  been  at  Halifax  working  at  recon- 
struction work. 

Moncton  had  some  four  cases,  the  first  a  Greek  Wrestler, 
known  as  "the  Strong  Man",  seven  days  after  he  arrived  here  from 
Halifax  he  took  ill  with  the  disease :  we  cleaned  our  cases  up  in  a 
short  period  and  Westmorland  is  again  free  from  Smallpox  and 
has  been  for  some  weeks. 

At  the  Board's  meeting  in  June,  Medical  School  Inspectors 
were  appointed,  some  thirteen  in  all,  to  look  after  the  schools  of 
Westmorland;  also  Sub-Deputy  Registrars,  to  secure  Vital  Statis- 
tics, etc.,  when  the  Department  will  have  everything  in  readiness. 

The  Board  has  not  been  successful  in  having  all  the  districts 
attended  to  as  yet  by  the  Medical  School  Inspectors,  in  fact,  the 
Medical  men  as  a  whole  were  not  anxious  for  the  positions ;  there 
are  three  districts  as  yet  that  have  not  had  the  schools  cared  for 
as  the  Act  provides,  we  hope  soon  to  overcome  this  difficulty.  The 
Medical  School  Inspectors  who  have  co-operated,  are  doing  splendid 
service  and  I  am  sure  that  as  this  important  branch  of  the  Board's 
work  becomes  better  known,  in  the  interest  of  the  children  who 
are  later  to  become  the  fathers  and  mothers  and  to  control  the 
destinies  of  our  land,  that  the  Public  will  fully  appreciate  the  De- 
partment of  Health's  interest  in  the  rising  generation  of  our 
Province. 

As  our  Medical  School  Inspection  was  only  started  during  the 
Autumn  term  and  as  stated  above,  the  entire  County  is  not  fully 
manned  as  yet,  great  progress  has  been  made:  many  children  in 
the  thousands  that  have  been  examined  have  been  found  in  need 
of  some  medical  care  and  they  have  been  supplied  by  the  Medical 
School  Inspectors  with  the  proper  forms,  signed,  and  recommended 
to  their  physicians  for  the  requisite  treatment. 

The  total  vaccinations  by  Medical  School  Inspectors,  2,020, 
and  by  private  physicians  150,  making  a  total  of  2,170  children 
vaccinated  since  the  midsummer  recess. 
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The  Schedule  of  Deaths  as  given  below  are  for  the  City  of 
Moncton,  also  the  Table  of  Contagious  and  Infectious  Diseases,  ex- 
cept Smallpox,  which  is  reported  for  the  entire  County;  you  will 
notice  that  the  actual  Death  Rate  chargeable  to  the  City  of  Monc- 
ton, when  you  deduct  those  dying  at  the  Hospitals,  (outside  pat- 
ients, and  the  Still-born,  is  two  hundred  and  eighteen  (218) :  less 
than  13  per  thousand,  which  is  a  reasonably  low  death  rate;  and 
if  I  should  deduct  those  dying  from  Pneumonia  following  In- 
fluenza, the  aftermath  of  the  severe  Influenza  Epidemic  of  the 
Autumn  of  1918,  unusual  conditions,  otherwise  the  death  rate  for 
the  City  of  Moncton  would  be  below  twelve  per  thousand,  an  excep- 
tionally low  figure.  Then,  take  the  number  of  cases  of  contagious 
and  infectious  diseases  as  per  Table  and  eliminate  Influenza  and 
the  County's  record  of  Smallpox,  and  there  are  only  seventy-two 
cases  all  told  or  4%  per  thousand,  of  the  City's  popuation,  which  is 
over  17,000  at  the  present  time, 

I  make  no  hesitancy  in  stating  that  this  is  a  splendid  showing 
for  an  Industrial  City  of  the  population  of  the  City  of  Moncton. 

A  rather  interesting  feature  in  connection  with  the  City  of 
Moncton's  mortality,  is  in  regard  to  the  very  large  number  of  per- 
sons who  had  lived  to  an  exceptionally  old  age,  some  thirty-nine 
persons  or  nearly  twenty  per  cent  of  the  City's  total  death  rate. 
When  you  take  the  combined  ages  of  the  above  number,  they  aver- 
age eighty-two  years  and  six  months,  certainly  a  remarkable  re- 
cord and  worthy  of  a  place  in  our  yearly  report. 

I  had  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  Moncton  City  make  a  careful 
house-to-house  inspection  of  all  the  yards  and  premises  commenc- 
ing May  1st,  which  occupied  about  six  weeks;  then  he  has  made 
special  inspections  steadily  running  from  thirty-five  to  fifty  a 
week.  We  keep  a  careful  watch  over  and  inspect  all  places  selling- 
meat  and  fish,  weekly,  and  during  the  hot  summer  months,  twice 
a  week,  also  restaurants  and  lunch  stands,  in  order  to  prevent 
waste  material  being  left  around  which  would  decompose  and  nat- 
urally become  dangerous  to  the  Public  Health. 
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I  have  endeavored  through  our  Sanitary  Inspectors  from 
month  to  month,  to  acquaint  myself  with  the  conditions  through- 
out the  County :  there  has  been  a  hmited  amount  of  sickness,  at  no 
^time  has  any  disease  become  epidemic  except  the  outbreak  of 
Smallpox  in  the  Parish  of  Sackville,  which  I  have  dealt  with  fully 
in  LJie  earlier  portion  of  the  report.  There  have  been  a  fev/,  and 
very  few  (if  I  can  rely  upon  my  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  I  feel  as- 
siiitd  I  can)  sporadic  cases  of  Tyhoia  and  Diphtlieria, .but  of  a 
much  less  number  than  in  former  years.  I  am  not  claiming  that 
in  one  short  year  the  Westmorland  Sub-District  Board  has  been 
able  to  put  the  County  in  a  high  sanitary  condition,  but  I  do  know 
that  our  Inspectors  have  done  good  work :  they  are  learning  what 
is  necessary  in  order  to  improve  sanitary  conditions  and  are  ef- 
fecting improvements  in  many  places  and  as  they  further  become 
acquainted  with  their  duties  and  the  public  become  educated  to  the 
fact  how  much  these  suggssted  improvements  mean,  there  v;ill 
be  greater  co- opera i^i^n  wii  the  part  of  the  Public;  then  we  will  be 
able  to  make  such  progress  as  will  convince  all  the  people  of  the 
value  of  that  which  we  are  trying  to  obtain.  In  my  judgmentrto 
attain  that  high  goal  \s'hich  the  Department  of  Health  has  set  bip, 
can  only  be  along  the  lines  suggested  above,  viz..  Education  and 
m  1.1 1  u  ?.l  co-operation . 


The  organization  of  health  work  in  its  various  forms  as  re- 
quired by  the  Department  of  Health  in  a  County  the  size  of  West- 
morland (about  one  hundred  and  sixty  miles  in  length)  has  proved 
to  be  at  least  a  good  sized  order  aiid  has  required  considerable  tact 
and  perseverance  and  has  given  the  Secretary  much  anxious 
thought.  I  have  endeavored  to  get  in  touch  with  the  Sanitary  In- 
spectors and  personally  instruct  them  in  their  duties;  but  two  of 
them  only,  in  the  far  eastern  part  of  the  County  I  have  not  met 
as  yet  but  am  growing-  quite  familiar  with  them  by  correspond- 
ence ;  why,  Sir,  it  has  been  nothing  unusual  to  send  out  thirty-five 
to  forty  packages  and  l^ttprs  a  week  durinq:  the  past  summer  to 
the  Medical  School  Inspectors,  Sanitary  Inspectors,  etc.  In  all 
my  work  I  have  had  the  sympathetic  support  of  our  Board  and  the 
personal  advice  and  help  of  the  District  Medical  Health  Officer,  Dr. 
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F.  J.  Desmond,  our  Chairman,  and  I  could  always  refer  difficult 
matters  to  Mr.  H.  C.  Charters  of  Moncton,  who  has  had  many 
years,  experience  in  Health  work  as  a  member  of  the  late  Moncton 
Board  of  Health. 

I  shall  ever  be  grateful  to  Mr.  W.  A.  Gass  who  represents 
Sackville  District  as  a  Member  of  the  Board,  for  his  untiring  zeal 
and  co-operation  during  the  trying  period  last  Spring,  at  the  time 
of  the  Smallpox  epidemic  in  the  parish  of  Sackville. 

I  have  given  my  best  efforts  during  the  past  year  to  make  the 
work  a  success  in  the  Sub-District  of  Westmorland  County;  we 
have  attained  some  good  results  and  are  making  progress  and 
look  forward  to  greater  achievements  in  the  work  in  which  we  are 
engaged,  in  the  coming  year.

GENERAL       SANITARY     CONDITIONS     OF     SUB-HEALTH 

DISTRICTS: 

Very  few  complaints  have  been  filed  during  the  year  regarding 
sanitary  conditions,  throughout  the  whole  Sub-District,  and  I  be- 
lieve very  favorable  conditions  exist.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
for  the  Sanitary  Inspectoral  Areas  af  Marysville  and  Devon, 
(both  incorporated  towns),  have  made  a  special  effort  to  improve 
conditions,  witn  very  satisfactory  results.  All  the  Inspectors 
have  attended  promptly  to  all  cases  of  complaint  reported  to  them 
by  the  Secretary. 

An  appeal  from  the  Town  Council  of  Devon  to  the  Sub-health 
District  regarding  the  removal  of  an  Indian  Reservation  lying  jn 
the  centre  of  the  Town,  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Department 
of  the  Interior  at  Ottawa,  and  the  Department  have  promised  to 
ffive  the  matter  consideration. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTORS:— 

SANITARY  INSPECTORAL  AREA  OF  BRIGHT  AND 
DOUGLAS : — Trip  made  over  Area  in  month  of  June,  after  posters 

re  cleaning  up  premises  had  been  posted,  and  satisfactory'^  report 
made  by  Inspector.  Later  in  the  season  four  slaughter-houses  in- 
spected; one  found  in  excellent  condition,  the  other  three  not  in 
the  best  state,  but  owners  willing  to  make  improvements. 

At  the  request  of  the  Secretary,  a  house  reported  as  unfit  for 
habitation  was  visited.  Inspector  ordered  house  thoroughly 
cleaned,  and  one  of  the  inmates  was  removed  to  the  Public  Hospi- 
tal for  treatment. 

Other  general  work,  such  as  burial  of  dead  animals  etc.,  at- 
tended to. 

SANITARY  INSPECTORAL  AREA  OF  DUMFRIES,  QUEENS- 
BURY  AND  SOUTHAMPTON: 

General  trip  throughout  Area  in  early  summer  and  good  re- 
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port  made  on  conditions.  On  complaint  of  parties  residing  at 
Nortondale  regarding  the  unclean  condition  of  a  house  in  that  vic- 
inity, and  inmate,  the  Inspector  visited  same,  and  found  that  very 
little  could  be  done  the  inhabitant  of  the  house  being  of  unsound 
mind. 

Two  houses  at  Millville  were  placarded  for  smallpox  and  other 
houses  visited  in  vicinity.  The  above  houses  were  disinfected  when 
quarantine  was  removed  and  there  has  been  no  further  outbreak. 

SANITARY  INSPECTORAL  AREA  OF  STANLEY,  ST.  MARYS, 
AND  NEW  MARYLAND. 

Inspector  reported  sanitary  conditions  fairly  satisfactory  af- 
ter trip  made  in  June  last,  with  the  exception  of  some  minor  diffi- 
culties at  the  Village  of  Stanley. 

In  September,  was  called  upon  to  quarantine  crew  of  Indians 
working  on  railroad  at  Maple  Grove  Siding,  for  smallpox.  Only 
two  cases  developed.  Car  in  which  they  were  living  properly  dis- 
infected, and  clothing  burned  when  quarantine  removed. 

During  summer  Inspector  investigated  and  reported  upom 
some  few  cases  of  complaint  made  to  Secretary. 

SANITARY  INSPECTORAL  AREA  OF  KINGSCLEAR,  PRINCE 
WILLIAM  AND  MANNERS-SUTTON : 

Inspector  reported  having  made  several  trips  over  his  area 
during  the  year,  Oith  good  results.  Certain  unsatisfactory  condi- 
tions at  Harvey  Station  have  been  remedied.  No  diseases  re- 
ported other  than  chickenpox  and  jaundice;  the  general  health  of 
the  community  being  good. 

SANITARY  INSPECTORAL  AREA  OF  MARYSVILLE: 

Inspector  reported  having  been  over  his  Area  four  times  dur- 
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ing-  year,  and  undergoing-  no  difficulty  whatever  in  getting  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Town  to  clean  up  their  premises.  An  inspection  of 
lood  in  stores,  and  meat  shops,  had  been  made  as  required. 

An  extension  of  a  sewer  through  the  Town  by  the  Canadian 
Cottons,  Ltd.,  had  been  accomplished  during  the  summer,  produc- 
iitg  a  decided  improvement  in  sanitary  conditions. 

Only  two  cases  of  notifiable  disease  reported. 

The  milk  supply  for  the  Town  is  at  present  unsatisfactory,  and 
it  will  be  necessary  to  take  some  steps  towards  remedying  same. 

SANITARY  INSPECTORAL  AREA  OF  DEVON. 

Report  from  Inspector  showed  a  very  thorough  inspection  of 
the  Town.  Cesspools  were  built  at  five  different  residences,  on 
the  order  of  the  Inspector,  All  nuisances  were  removed.  An  In- 
dian Reservation  situated  in  the  Town  was  visited  three  or  four 
times  a  week  during  warm  weather. 

No  contagious  diseases  reported,  and  the  general  health  good. 

SANITARY  INSPECTORAL  AREA  OF  McADAM,  CANTER- 
BURY AND  NORTH  LAKE : 

No  reports  filed  by  Inspector. 

Two  cases  of  Influenza  reported  during  year. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS: 

Vaccinations  of  school  children  by  the  Medical  Inspectors 
feave  been  reported  to  the  Secretary,  to  the  number  of  3,403.

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THIRD    ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF     THE 

CHIEF  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

TO  THE    MINISTER  OF   HEALTH. 


To  the  HON.  WM.  F.  ROBERTS, 
Minister  of  Health. 

Sir: — My  Third  Annual  Report  as  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Province 
of  New  Brunswick  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1920,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

Two  of  the  services  of  the  Department  of  Health,  General  Sanitation 
and  Medical  Examination  of  Schools,  have  been  in  operation  for  the  full 
year.  The  third  service,  that  of  the  collection  and  registration  of  Vital 
Statistics  was  put  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1920,  and  has, 
consequently,  extended  over  a  period  of  ten  months.  For  reasons  subse- 
quently adverted  to,  I  have  thought  well  to  submit  the  records  of  this 
service  for  the  first  half  year  only,  that  is,  from  January  to  June,  inclusive. 

The  present  report  comprises  (1)  that  portion  submitted  directly  to  you 
by  myself,  and  (2)  reports  submitted  to  you,  through  this  office,  of  the 
various  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Health. 

The  latter  include  (1)  the  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Laboratories,  (2)  the 
personal  reports  of  the  three  District  Medical  Health  Officers,  and  (3)  the 
Annual  Reports  from  the  various  sub-district  Boards  of  Health.  This 
part  of  the  general  report  will  be  found  under  Appendixes  Nos.  I,  H  and  HI, 
respectively. 

To  these  Appendixes  I  would  respectfully  beg  to  direct  >our  attention. 

The  services  of  theJLaboratory  and  its  capable  director.  Dr.  Abramson, 
continue  to  grow  in  usefulness,  and,  in  a  marked  degree,  to  enlarge  in  scope. 
It  will  be  apparent,  I  think,  that  Dr.  Abramson's  plea  for  more  extended 
quarters  in  which  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Laboratory,  put  forward  with 
earnestness  in  last  year's  report,  and  reiterated  in  this,  with  even  more 
well-founded  insistence,  calls  for  action.  Such  action,  in  the  way  of  enlarge- 
ment of  premises,  would  be,  I  submit,  more  feasible,  financially,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  Laboratory  has  already  attained  the  status  of  a  self- 
supporting  institution,  so  far  as  direct  governmental  expense  is  entailed. 
I  therefore,  most  heartily  beg  to  support  Dr.  Abramson's  request  in  this 
connection,  and  I  am  sure  that,  you,  yourself,  being  the  practical  founder 
of  the  institution,  and  its  deservedly  enthusiastic  supporter  since  its  incep- 
tion, will  do  everything  practicable  to  realize  this  expansion. 
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The  personal  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Health  Officers  are  of  great 
interest.  In  January  last,  Dr.  J.  F.  L.  Brown  tendered  his  resignation  as 
D.  M.  H.  O.  for  the  Southern  District.  Dr.  Brown  had  performed  his 
duties  with  much  painstaking  and  intelligence  and  with  very  considerable 
acceptance  by  the  public.  He  was  succeeded  in  office  by  Wm.  Warwick, 
M.  D.,  D.  P.  H.  Dr.  Warwick  in  addition  to  being  a  regularly  qualified 
medical  practitioner,  in  excellent  standing,  is  a  graduate  in  Public  Health 
of  McGill  University,  and  has  had  extensive  experience  in  Sanitation  during 
the  late  War.  He  is,  therefore,  well  qualified  to  give  good  service  to  the 
Department,  and,  it  is  proper  to  add,  has  not  disappointed  that  expectation 
since  his  entry  upon  his  duties.  It  is  difficult  to  say  too  much  of  the 
diligence  and  faithfulness  of  the  District  Medical  Health  Officers  in  general. 

Devoted,  as  they  are,  to  a  task  often  misunderstood,  and  peculiarly 
subject  to  criticism  actuated  by  mistaken  views,  they  deserve  the  sympathy 
and  support,  not  only  of  this  Department,  but  of  the  general  public.  I 
respectfully  commend  their  reports  to  your  special  attention. 

In  Appendix  III  will  be  found  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  sub-district 
Boards  of  Health.  A  perusal  of  them  will  reveal  with  what  care  and 
practical  insight  they  are  gotten  up,  and  of  the  genuinely  effective  work 
that  has  been  carried  out  in  all  the  sub-districts,  even  in  what  may  be 
termed,  essentially,  the  first  >'ear  of  their  existence,  under  the  present  Act. 
This  is  the  more  noticeable  with  respect  to  the  rural  districts,  and  certainly 
offsets  the  objection  that  is  sometimes  made,  that  the  present  Act  is  only 
usefully  applicable  to  cities  and  towns. 

The  tables  which  accompany  these  reports  are  interesting  and  valuable. 
It  will  be  noted  that  an  effort  has  been  made  to  discriminate  between  the 
towns  and  rural  parts  of  each  county  as  regards  the  prevalence  and  mortality 
of  notifiable  disease.  In  a  few  years  invaluable  information  concerning 
this  most  important  matter  will  be  attained.  A  period,  covering,  say  five 
years  will  disclose  decided  and  permanent  differences  in  these  respects,  as 
between  towns  and  country;  differences,  I  am  persuaded,  that  will  make 
the  necessity  of  sanitary  supervision  in  rural  districts  more  apparent  than 
it  is  even  at  present. 

In  general,  as  concerns  the  work  of  the  sub-district  Boards,  I  beg  to 
quote  the  concluding  remarks  in  the  report  of  the  very  capable  secretary 
of  the  York  sub-district  Board,  Mrs.  A.  O.  Glen,  as  illustrative  of  the  real 
progress  toward  improved  conditions,  and  of  the  best  methods  of  attaining 
such  : 

"The  several  services  under  the  Health  Act  have,  during  the  year, 
shown  very  favorable  progress.  Undue  criticism,  at  times,  might  be 
avoided  by  the  public  making  an  effort  to  become  better  acquainted  with 
the  regulations  of  each  service.  Above  all,  co-operation  and  a  desire  to 
assist  such  an  organization  for  public  welfare  will  do  much  to  strengthen 
and  encourage  an  undertaking  of  such  vast  importance  to  our  province." 
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And  again: 

"Although  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  has,  practically,  just  begun, 
man>-  children  already  have  received  medical  treatment  at  the  suggestion 
of  Medical  Inspectors,  and  many  improvements  in  sanitation  have  been 
carried  out." 

Although,  as  already  noted,  all  these  sub-district  reports  show  a  high 
appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the  work  on  hand,  and  a  surprising  degree 
of  effectiveness,  considering  the  novelty  of  the  duties  entailed  in  most 
instances,  I  would  beg  to  point  out  to  you,  in  particular,  the  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  Charlotte  County  as  exemplifying,  very  nearly,  all  that  such 
a  report  should,  coming  from  a  community  not  largely  urban,  and  but  so 
recently  engaging  in  Public  Health  work  in  a  systematic  way. 

GENERAL  SANITATION. 

In  view  of  the  reports  from  the  sub-districts  and  the  personal  reports 
of  the  District  Medical  Health  Ofificers,  it  is  not  necessary  that  I  should 
go  into  much  detail,  here,  respecting  this  subject.  In  May  last  and  early 
in  June,  in  accordance  with  Regulation  142,  as  respects  Nuisances,  books 
for  recording  the  annual  inspection  of  villages,  towns  and  cities  were  issued 
to  the  various  Secretaries,  for  the  use  of  sanitary  inspectors  having  such 
communities  in  their  areas.  In  reply  to  numerous  enquiries,  as  to  what 
constituted  a  "village"  so  far  as  this  service  was  concerned,  I  ventured 
the  following  definition  — ''a  village  is  a  collection  of  two  or  more  dwelling 
houses  so  closely  adjoining  that  insanitary  conditions  upon  the  premises 
of  one  or  more  of  them  may  adversely  affect  other  such  houses  in  the  same 
community." 

This  service  was  only  fairly  carried  out,  owing,  largely,  to  the  late 
receipt  of  the  books,  due  to  delay  in  the  printing  and  binding  of  them. 
During  the  current  year  (1921)  such  service  will  be  put  into  complete 
operation,  so  as  to  be  concluded,  if  possible,  before  the  end  of  June.  Pre- 
liminary notices  of  such  inspection  for  public  information,  will  be  posted 
up,  in  the  places  concerned,  in  order  that  insanitary  conditions  may  be 
largely  abated,  voluntarily,  before  the  visit  of  the  inspector. 

Upon  your  direction,  an  inquiry  has  been  made  according  to  a  definite 
series  of  questions,  relative  to  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  various  railway 
stations  throughout  the  province,  more  especially  as  concerns  water  supply 
and  drainage.  A  consolidated  statement  of  such  service  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted (see  Table  1).  A  copy  of  such  report,  relative  to  each  station  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  District  Medical  Health  Officers,  the  Secretaries  and 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  concerned.  The  latter  were  directed  to  issue 
orders  for  the  removal  or  abatement  of  such  insanitary  conditions  as  were 
found,  and  a  statement  of  such  issued  from  this  ofifice  to  each  responsible 
head  of  the  various  railways  concerned,  drawing  attention  to  these  defects, 
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and  also  pointing  out  as  plainly  as  may  be  the  minimum  requirements 
necessary  as  regards  sanitation  in  stations  to  which  there  is  attached  an 
agent,  or  other  caretaker.  Many  of  the  minor  cases  noted  in  this  table 
have  been  attended  to,  and  I  am  assured  by  various  railway  authorities 
that  the  further  and  more  elaborate  improvements  will  be  carried  out  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Water  Supply. 

This  is  a  subject  of  the  utmost  importance,  to  which  as  yet,  there  has 
not  been  sufificient  opportunity  to  give  that  attention  which  it  demands. 
It  is  a  matter  involving,  usually,  technical  knowledge  and  experience  quite 
beyond  the  scope  reasonably  expected  of  the  ordinary  sanitary  inspector, 
and,  so,  falls  to  the  lot  of  those  few,  in  most  provinces  and  states,  who  are 
specially  qualified  in  public  health.  In  my  report  for  last  year,  I  expressed 
the  hope  that  as  the  general  service  became  to  a  certain  degree  settled,  so 
that  a  certain  routine  could  be  followed  in  minor  matters  admitting  of  it, 
I  would  be  afjforded  time  to  undertake  more  field  work  (largely  with  a  view 
to  this  interest)  than  at  the  first  stage  was  possible.  This  expectation  has 
not  yet  been  altogether  realized,  largely  because  of  the  new  service  of  the 
collection  of  Vital  Statistics  begun  last  January,  the  introduction  and 
supervision  of  which  have  very  largely  taken  up  my  attention.  This 
service,  however,  is  quickly  falling  into  efficient  order  and  routine  and  will 
soon  permit  of  less  work  in  respect  of  minute  detail  and  instruction,  than 
has  hitherto  been  the  case.  Notwithstanding  this  drawback  I  have  ex- 
amined during  the  year  the  catchment  areas  of  the  eastern  water  supply 
of  St.  John  and  of  the  towns  of  Devon,  Bathurst,  Dalhousie,  Grand  Falls, 
Chatham  and  Edmundston.  The  proposed  catchment  area  for  the  village 
of  Albert  has  been  examined  by  Dr.  Warwick,  D.  M.  H.  O.  for  that  section. 
The  source  of  the  water  supply  of  Woodstock  has  also  come  under  my 
notice.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  eastern  supply  of  St.  John, 
according  to  bacteriological  examination  of  the  Provincial  Laboratory,  has 
markedly  improved  as  respects  freedom  from  suspicious  bacterial  content. 
This  improvement  would  reasonably  seem  to  be  due  to  the  additional  care 
enforced  by  the  Sub-District  Board  of  St.  John  as  respects  privy  arrange- 
ments attached  to  the  summer  cottages  which  unfortunately  line  two 
sides  of  Loch  Lomond.  This  result,  if  it  be  a  real  one,  is  most  certainly 
satisfactory,  but  no  entirely  dependable  and  permanent  improvement  is 
practicable  in  this  instance  until  the  entire  removal  of  these  dwellings  be 
brought  about.  In  a  number  of  these  towns  I  earnestly  recommended 
to  the  town  councils,  concerned,  the  chlorination  of  the  water,  where 
such  process  was  not  already  in  operation,  and  pressed  for  the  removal 
from  the  catchment  areas  such  conditions  as  were  specially  liable  to  cause 
dangerous  pollution.  A  slaughter-house,  the  most  pronounced  of  such 
conditions,  was  satisfactorily  attended  to. 
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Notifiable  Diseases. 

Table  No.  2  exhibits  in  condensed  form  the  number  of  notifiable  diseases 
with  deaths  therefrom,  reported  to  the  various  sub-district  Boards,  the 
details  of  which  will  be  found  attached  to  the  reports  from  these  bodies 
already  referred  to.  No  comparisons  with  last  year  or  with  former  years 
are  possible  for  the  very  good  reason  that  this  is  the  first  occasion  upon 
which  anything  like  an  exhaustive  and  systematized  record  has  been  made 
of  these  occurrences  for  the  province,  for  a  complete  year,  generally,  in  its 
history.  That  the  record  is  really  exhaustive  and  complete  is  certainly 
something  to  which  no  claim  can  be  made,  but  it  is  also  certain  that  no 
such  claim  can  be  substantiated  by  any  province  or  state  with  a  public 
health  service.  Many  of  the  minor  diseases,  such  as  mumps,  whooping 
cough  and  measles,  had  no  medical  man  in  attendance  and  hence  no  report 
is  forthcoming.  This  excuse,  however,  can  not  be  brought  forward  as 
respects  tuberculosis,  a  disease  plainly  not  to  be  classed  as  a  "minor"  one 
and  also  one  not  often  unattended  by  physicians.  This  reporting  of 
tuberculous  cases,  although  obligatory  in  nearly  every  province  and  state, 
has  been  found  to  be  a  most  difficult  source  of  information  to  put  into 
effect.  Its  usually  slow  onset,  its  prolonged  course  and  the  regrettably 
vastly  exaggerated  popular  notion  respecting  the  danger  of  contagion, 
(a  notion  propagated  by  overzealous  but  not  overinformed  friends  of 
sanitation)  are  the  chief  reasons  of  the  reluctance  of  physicians  to  report 
this  disease.  Hence,  the  proportion  between  cases  reported  and  deaths 
therefrom  (case  mortality)  has  no  practical  significance.  The  same  remark 
as  respects  case  mortality  applies  to  measles,  and  the  other  "minor" 
diseases  referred  to  above. 

Table  No.  3  discloses  the  deaths  from  notifiable  disease  in  the  province 
by  entire  sub-districts,  and  by  cities  and  towns,  with  the  per  cent,  of  deaths 
to  cases  (case  mortality)  and  rates  per  100,000  of  population.  Concerning 
Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Small-pox,  and  to  a  less  degree  apart  from  the 
cities.  Typhoid  Fever,  these  rates  may  be  taken  as  very  close  approxima- 
tions, as  these  diseases  are  pretty  accurately  reported.  It  will  be  observed 
that  485  cases  of  Small-pox  have  been  reported,  with  two  deaths  during  the 
year.  The  great  bulk  of  these  cases  were  confined  to  the  counties,  and 
were  largely  due  to  importation  from  abroad.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say, 
I  think,  that  this  province,  at  present,  has  as  complete  a  control  over  this 
disease  as  any  like  community  in  America,  and  this  control  rests  largely 
upon  the  fact  of  a  very  general  vaccination  of  the  people.  So  long,  of 
course,  as  unvaccinated  persons  remain  in  the  province,  and  infected  cases 
come  in  from  abroad,  we  will  never  be  entirely  quit  of  this  bug-bear  of 
public  health  work,  but  we  may  reasonably  hope  that  as  a  vaccinated 
population  grows  up  as  a  result  of  Medical  School  Inspection,  this  disease 
will  cease  to  be  the  financial  burden  and  the  monopolizer  of  the  attention 
of  sanitary  officers,  which  it  has  so  long  been  in  this  province. 
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Over  one-half  the  cases  of  and  deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  whole 
province,  it  will  be  noted,  are  reported  from  Gloucester.  The  outbreak 
of  this  disease  in  that  community  is  succinctly  referred  to  in  the  annual 
report  from  that  sub-district  to  which  I  beg  to  direct  your  attention  and 
concerning  which  it  is  not  necessary,  here,  to  go  into  much  further  detail. 
A  subsidiary  water  supply  of  Bathurst  owned  by.  a  private  company  becarne 
intensely  polluted  through  its  catchment  area,  a  small  saucer-shaped 
depression  studded  with  superficial  springs,  and  containing  a  number  of 
dwelling-houses  with  privies  attached.  An  epidemic  of  the  disease  was 
the  consequence,  notwithstanding  the  closure  of  this  supply  as  soon  as  the 
polluted  nature  of  the  water  was  proved  by  bacteriological  examination. 
Private  subsidiary  supplies,  from  wells,  of  which  there  were  many,  became, 
in  turn,  polluted,  and  caused  the  disease  to  become  w^idely  spread.  It  was 
the  most  difficult  of  control  of  any  epidemic  of  which  I  have  had  experience, 
largely  because  of  this  multiplicity  of  sources  of  supply.  The  jsupply 
provided  by  the  town  corporation  remained,  happily,  unaffected  by  the 
specific  disease  germ,  although  somewhat  subject  to  other  pollution.  Three 
special  nurses  were  afforded  to  the  town  by  the  sub-district  Board, as  many 
wells  as  practicable  were  closed  or  water  ordered  boiled,  vigorous  sanitary 
supervision  of  premises  was  maintained,  and  innoculation  for  typhoid  was 
performed  on  all  willing  to  submit  to  the  operation.  The  District  Medical 
Health  Officer,  Dr.  Desmond,  devoted  a  large  proportion  of  his  time  to  the 
control  of  the  epidemic,  assisted  by  Dr.  Warwick,  D.M.H.O.  of  the 
Southern  District,  and  by  the  writer.  Numerous  cases  of  the  disease 
developed  in  the  distinctly  rural  parts  of  this  county  and  some  others,  due 
to  the  contamination  of  private  supplies.  These  developments  always 
prove  most  obstinate  of  control  because  of  the  want  of  an  alternative  supply, 
often  the  only  practical  measure  being  the  boiling  of  the  drinking-water, 
which  measure  it  is  impossible  to  have  carried  into  effect,  if  the  family 
concerned  be  not  fully  impressed  with  its  importance.  Flies,  and  the 
transmission  of  the  disease  from  one  member  of  the  family  to  another,  by 
want  of  due  precaution  in  the  care  of  the  sick,  were  also  the  cause  of  many 
instances  of  multiple  cases  in  the  family.  Precautionary  leaflets,  in  English 
and  French  were  widely  distributed  in  the  affected  communities,  and  may 
be  supposed  to  have  had  a  salutary  effect  in  narrowing  the  number  of  cases. 
It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  in  all  towns  where  a  public  water  supply  is 
provided,  that  such  supply  should  be  laid  on  in  every  household,  and  that  all 
private  sources  of  domestic  water  be  abolished.  It  is  also  most  desirable,  as 
has  been  already  noted  by  the  writer  that  where  the  catchment  area  can 
not  be  rigidly  protected  from  all  polluting  sources,  often,  a  very  expensive 
undertaking,  that  chlorination  plants  be  installed.  No  other  measures 
will  serve,  permanently,  to  free  such  places  from  typhoid  either  in  a  mildly 
endemic  form,  or,  occasionally,  as  is  here  instanced,  from  a  virulent  and 
disastrous  outbreak. 
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In  this  connection  it  is  most  gratifying  to  note  the  excellent  showing  of 
the  three  cities.  Fredericton  with  no  deaths  from  this  disease,  and  Moncton 
with  but  one,  and  St.  John  with  but  2,  or  3.33  per  100,000,  the  best,  I  think, 
in  its  history,  is,  perhaps,  unsurpassed,  as  a  whole,  by  most  other  provinces 
or  states. 

Diphtheria  has  been  more  than  usually  prevalent  during  the  year 
throughout  Canada.  The  total  number  of  cases  reported  from  the  province 
is  4G9,  with  39  deaths,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  8.31,  and  a  rate  per  100,000 
population  of  10.14.  These  figures  should  be  capable  of  very  measurable 
reduction  in  the  future.  Much  yet  remains  to  be  done  in  the  way  of 
impressing  upon  the  public  the  absolute  necessity  of  having  recourse  to 
medical  assistance  early,  in  the  event  of  a  sore  throat  accompanied  by  any 
marked  constitutional  symptoms,  or  when  a  possibility  of  contagion  is 
present.  Many  of  these  cases,  doubtless,  were  the  results  of  fatal  post- 
ponement of  the  administration  of  antitoxin  due  to  an  eleventh  hour  resort 
to  medical  advice.  The  figures  for  the  cities  are  higher  than  usual,  and  it 
would  seem,  should  be  capable  of  reduction,  in  future.  However,  even 
with  this  proviso,  they  will  be  found  to  compare  favorably  with  many 
cities  in  which  public  health  administration  has  been  long  and  efficiently 
established. 

Scarlet  Fever,  though  presenting  a  very  measurable  number  of  cases, 
has  apronouncedly  low  case  mortality  (0.88)  and  only  1.29  deaths  per 
100,000. 

It  will  be  noted  that  during  the  period  under  review,  the  province  did 
not  wholly  escape  from  a  re-visitation  of  Epidemic  Influenza.  The  cases 
reported  numbered  1,459  with  50  deaths.  The  most  concentrated  instances, 
perhaps,  were  in  Victoria  and  Charlotte  counties.  In  both  instances,  it 
appeared  in  a  rural  district  which  had  largely  escaped  the  general  epidemic 
of  the  preceding  year,  with  a  universality  and  virulence  not  exceeded  by 
the  former  outbreak.  Application  for  assistance  was  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment, and  this  was  promptly  afforded  by  a  medical  man  and  nurses.  With- 
out any  reasonable  doubt,  this  action  resulted  in  the  saving  of  lives  which 
would,  othenvise,  have  succumbed  to  the  disease.  The  figures  as  given 
refer  to  the  purely  epidemic  type  of  this  disease,  and  are  not  inclusive  of 
sporadic  cases  of  ordinary  La  Grippe. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  reported  (257),  does  not,  it  seems  very 
certain,  at  all  represent  the  prevalence  of  that  disease.  As  is  well  known, 
a  very  large  proportion  of  these  cases  are  not  seen  by  medical  men,  and, 
so,  reporting  of  them  Is  impossible.  This  Is  a  very  undesirable  condition, 
as  Measles,  though  not  a  disease,  ordinarily,  with  a  large  direct  mortality, 
sometimes  results  in  an  oncoming  tuberculosis  and  ear  and  eye  troubles 
which.  In  many  cases  could  be  averted  by  sound  professional  advice. 
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MEDICAL  SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

This  service  was  installed  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  or  autumn  school 
term  in  1919,  and  has  consequently  been  in  operation  one  year.  As  this 
is  at  once  the  most  expensive  work  the  various  sub-districts  are  called 
upon  to  perform,  and  at  the  same  time  one  utterly  new  to  the  province  and 
its  people  generally,  it  is  only  to  be  reasonably  expected  that  the  first  efforts 
in  this  direction,  would,  in  many  places  fall  far  short  of  the  ideal.  Indeed, 
the  world  over,  an  extended  experience  has  demonstrated  that  of  all  work 
undertaken  by  Public  Health  administration  the  one  in  question  has  been 
the  most  difficult  to  bring  up  as  respects  results,  to  anything  like  perfection. 
Medical  Inspection,  like  all  inspection,  is  only  a  means  toward  an  end  and 
that  end  is  to  eliminate  acute  and  contagious  disease  from  the  school,  and 
to  see  to  it  that  physical  defects  and  deformities,  amenable  of  treatment, 
shall  be  so  remedied.  The  first  requirement  mentioned  is  not  of  special 
difficulty,  and  has  already,  even  in  the  infancy  of  our  service  been  fairly 
carried  out,  but  the  second  desideratum  is  of  a  far  more  difficult  character. 
Our  regulations  in  this  respect  have  been  framed  with  an  elasticity  abso- 
lutely essential  to  prevent  the  service  working  a  hardship  upon  pupils 
affected  with  defects  or  deformities  by  an  arbitrary  exclusion  from  school 
because  of  such  shortcomings.  Such  regulations  give  every  latitude, 
within  measure,  in  this  respect,  but  at  the  same  time  insist  that  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Medical  School  Inspector  be  eventually  carried  out.  It  is  just 
this  eventual  carrying  out  that  is  so  difficult  in  view  of  the  parents'  inability, 
and,  sometimes,  unwillingness  or  neglect.  In  order  to  obviate  this  diffi- 
culty, I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  what  you,  yourself,  have  suggested,  viz., 
that  arrangements  be  made  whereby  treatment  may  be  afforded,  gratui- 
tously, when  necessary,  by  appropriate  medical  officers  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  notification  of  the  defect  or  deformity  to  the  parents.  This 
measure,  indeed,  would  call  for  material  financial  support,  either  from  the 
Department  or  from  the  Municipalities  concerned,  and  this,  it  is  just 
conceivable,  would  be  another  and,  perhaps,  the  ultimate  difficulty. 
Accompanying  these  reports  are  some  letters  of  more  than  usual  interest 
from  the  Medical  Inspectors.  In  addition,  some  few  Medical  Inspectors 
sent  in  letters  in  place  of  the  prescribed  formal  reports. 

I  quote  from  one  oi  the  former  class.  Dr.  Bailey,  Medical  Inspector 
of  one  of  the  areas  of  Sunbury,  writes  in  part: 

"Every  school  was  visited  at  the  dates  specified  in  the  vaccination 
notices  and  the  children  were  very  generally  vaccinated.  No  reports  are 
made  on  the  school  buildings  or  on  the  physical  conditions  of  the  scholars 
in  the  schools  at  Geary,  Louvenia,  Tracey  and  Mill  Settlement  which  have 
been  closed  during  the  autumn  term.  My  vaccination  record  book  contains 
the  names  of  640  persons  who  have  been  vaccinated  (by  me).  Some 
teachers  are  included  as  well  as  a  few  scholars  who  are  attending  schools 
outside  of  my  district,  but  were  vaccinated  here.     There  are  approximately 
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six  hundred  pupils  in  my  district.  The  schools  at  Geary,  Louvenia,  Tracey 
and  Mill  Settlement  are  closed  and  these  represent  a  total  of  one  hundred 
and  eighty  scholars,  so  that  nearly  one-third  of  the  scholars  in  my  district 
are  deprived  of  schooling.  I  do  not  know  the  reasons  why  those  schools 
are  closed,  whether  from  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  parents  or  trustees, 
scarcity  of  teachers  or  inadequate  salaries.  It  is  a  lamentable  situation 
at  any  rate,  and  I  am  interested  to  find  out  how  general  the  condition  is 
over  the  province. 

"Scholars  from  Fredericton  Junction  invariably  walk  down  the  C.  P.  R. 
tracks  and  across  the  iron  bridge  spanning  the  North  Branch  of  the  Oro- 
mocto  river,  to  reach  the  school,  in  preference  to  the  much  greater  distance 
to  the  school  by  road.  The  C.  P.  R.  authorities  have  several  times 
attempted  to  stop  the  practice,  but  without  avail,  by  fining  pupils  or 
parents.  The  trustees,  apparently,  do  not  object.  Trains  are  very 
numerous  in  the  winter  season  and  the  ties  on  the  bridge  are  often  icy  and 
slippery,  while  there  is  little  space  between  the  cars  and  the  side  of  the 
bridge,  so  that  all  the  conditions  are  favorable  for  an  accident  in  the  case 
of  the  smaller  children,  with  ears  covered  to  protect  them  from  the  cold." 

Dr.  Bailey  remarks  upon  the  frequent  instances  of  the  common  drinking 
cup  in  schools,  though  stating  that  in  one  or  two  ot  the  schools,  scholars 
brought  their  own  drinking  cups.  He  instances  a  case  of  pupil  with 
abscessed  tooth,  with  pus  discharging  from  the  gum,  who  drank  out  of  the 
common  cup,  and,  very  rightly,  strongly  insists  upon  paper  cups  being 
supplied  to  each  school,  and  the  common  cup  abolished. 

He  also  says  "The  Wisely  School  at  Upper  Lincoln,  recently  built,  was 
the  most  attractive  and  best  furnished  school  building  in  my  district,  and 
might  well  serve  as  a  model  for  a  rural  school." 

Further,  with  respect  to  his  experience  of  the  physical  condition  of 
pupils,  in  general,  Dr.  Bailey  says — "the  main  defects  were  three:  poor 
vision,  enlarged  tonsils  and  decayed  teeth.  Two  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
had  decayed  teeth  out  of  a  total  of  378,  varying  in  number  from  one  to  ten 
each.  When  children  are  advised  to  have  them  attended  to  they  invariably 
think  of  the  forceps.  It  is  a  panacea  for  all  ills  of  the  teeth.  The  idea  of 
having  teeth  filled  is  not  thought  of.  Twenty-two  scholars  had  defective 
eye-sight.  One  child  could  not  see  large  figures  on  the  black-board  at  a 
distance  of  four  or  five  feet,  and  had  its  work  written  for  it  by  the  teacher, 
on  a  slate." 

I  quote  this  Inspector  at  this  length  as  illustrative  of  the  interest  taken 
in  the  work  by  many  of  these  gentlemen,  and,  although  only  one  out  of 
nearly  100  such  officials,  as  displaying,  among  other  things,  the  multiplicity 
of  defects  of  school  children  in  rural  parts,  and  the  urgent  necessity  of 
remedying  these  defects  as  effectually  as  possible. 

A  perusal  of  the  annual  reports  in  the  Appendix  will  give  some  idea  of 
the  difficulty  encountered  in  applying  this  service  during  the  first  year.  In 
one  area  no  less  than  three  medical  inspectors  succeeded  one  another  in  the 
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first  twelve  months,  in  consequence  of  removals  and  resignations.  In 
another,  the  Inspector  died  during  his  term  of  office.  In  others,  although 
detailed  printed  directions  were  issued  to  each  officer,  such  misapprehension 
seemed  to  exist  as  to  the  nature  of  the  duties  called  for,  that  reports  were 
sometimes  entirely  lacking  or  were  very  unduly  delayed,  and  only  forwarded 
upon  repeated  request.  Serious  sickness  of  more  than  one  Inspector 
further  affected  the  completeness  of  the  service.  Want  of  funds  on  the 
part  of  some  Boards  was  also  the  cause  of  some  schools  not  being  examined, 
and  the  unusually  severe  winter  of  1919-20,  in  many  instances,  was  made 
an  excuse,  at  any  rate  by  some  Inspectors  of  not  doing  more  than  was 
done.  Notwithstanding  this  rather  formidable  list  of  hindrances  to  the 
service,  I  am  of  opinion  that  your  Department  has  no  cause  for  depression 
as  respects  the  first  year  of  this  work.  A  glance  over  the  accompanying 
Tables  (Nos.4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9)  will  confirm  this.  Although  far  from  complete, 
I  venture  to  say  that  no  such  absolutely  new  service  ever  established  in  this 
province  or  in  any  other  achieved  a  greater  measure  of  efficiency  in  its 
formative  stages  than  this  has  done.  Instances  in  proof  of  this  could 
readily  be  adduced,  but  it  would,  perhaps,  be  invidious  to  do  so. 

In  view  of  the  cost  of  Medical  School  Inspection,  and  in  order  that  at 
least  one  effective  examination  in  place  of  two  more  or  less  cursory  ones  be 
made,  it  was  thought  best  to  reduce  the  number  of  inspections  in  rural  schools 
to  one,  instead  of  two  in  the  year.  This  inspection  is  to  be  made  in  the 
autumn  term,  prior  to  December  first.  This  will  permit  of  an  inspection 
being  made  later  in  the  school  year  in  those  cases  where,  from  unavoid- 
able causes,  it  has  not  been  made  within  the  prescribed  time.  Under  the 
former  regulation,  fixing  no  definite  limit,  it  was  found  impracticable  in 
this  office,  at  times,  to  secure  such  examination,  the  plea  put  forward  being, 
that  the  examiner  has  the  "Whole  term  in  which  to  make  the  inspection, 
and  that  it  would  be  made  before  its  completion."  When,  notw'ithstanding 
such  good  intentions,  the  inspection  was  not  made,  remedy  was  impossible 
as  the  schools  in  question  had  closed  for  the  holidays. 

Probably,  as  has  been  suggested,  and,  as  I  think,  you,  yourself,  are  of 
the  opinion,  it  would  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service  to  have  one  full 
time  examiner  for  each  sub-district,  or,  in  case  of  the  smaller  sub-district, 
one  for  tw'o  or  more  such  sub-districts  amalgamated  for  that  purpose. 

Such  a  change  (I  refer  to  amalgamation),  would  possibly  require  an 
amendment  of  Section  26  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

In  addition  to  this,  as  also  entertained  by  yourself,  if  it  were  found 
financially  practicable,  special  provision  should  be  made  for  the  treatment, 
in  families  not  able  to  privately  bear  the  expense,  and  in  the  more  remote 
and  secluded  sections  of  the  province,  of  defects  discovered  by  the  Inspec- 
tors. This,  indeed,  as  already  noted,  would  go  far  to  ensure  the  complete 
efficiency  of  the  service,  and  would  redound  immensely  to  the  raising  of 
the  physical  standard  of  the  people  of  the  Province.  The  Red  Cross 
Society  of  the  Province  hopes  to  assist  in  this  work,  and  to  initiate  it  shortly 
and  to  carry  it  on  for  a  limited  period. 
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The  returns  of  sanitary  conditions  of  schools  and  premises  do  not 
readily  lend  themselves  to  compilation.  Perhaps  the  most  usual  and 
serious  of  defects  are  the  common  drinking  cup,  and  insanitary  outhouses, 
the  latter,  especially  in  rural  localities.  Yet  in  many  such  localities, 
sanitary  conditions  are  reported  good.  Lists  of  the  more  pronounced 
cases  are  being  transmitted  to  the  various  local  health  authorities,  to  make 
sure  that  abatement  and  improvements  are  brought  about.  The  question 
of  the  supply  of  individual  cups  to  schools  is  rather  a  large  one,  which  will 
involve  some  expense  and  considerable  care  in  initiation  and  maintenance. 

THE   COLLECTION   AND    REGISTRATION 
OF    VITAL  STATISTICS. 

This  service,  as  noted,  was  put  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
1920,  and  has  therefore  covered  ten  months  of  the  year  under  review. 
Prior  to  its  initiation,  certain  arrangements  were  come  to  between  this 
Department  and  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa,  whereby 
in  view  of  this  province  adopting,  in  general,  a  system  of  collection  and 
registration  common  to  that  adopted  by  the  Canadian  provinces  in  general, 
the  Dominion  Bureau  agreed  to  supply  free  a  number  of  forms  for  such 
collection,  and  to  make  a  certain  compilation  of  such  returns  upon  the 
latter  being  sent  to  Ottawa,  monthly.  Such  compilation  consists,  mainly 
in  a  reapportionment  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  to  the  actual  month 
of  occurrence,  and  of  differentions  relative  to  causes  of  death  and  other 
particulars  respecting  births  and  marriages. 

On  the  part  of  this  office  and  Department,  was  undertaken  the  work 
of  organization  necessary  to  the  effective  obtaining  of  certificates  of  these 
occurrences,  and  such  organization  was  completed  during  the  last  three 
months  of  1919,  in  all  the  sub-districts  of  the  province,  except  Kent,  which 
had  not  been  organized  because  of  the  refusal  of  funds  by  its  Municipal 
Council.  The  organization  referred  to  differs  in  some  respects  from  any 
of  the  other  provinces  and  has,  beyond  question  justified  itself  during  the 
first  ten  months  of  its  existence.  During  six  months  of  that  time  it  has 
returned  to  this  office  5,511  certificates  of  birth,  1,589  certificates  of  marriage 
and  2,694  certificates  of  death.  This  is  equal  to  11,022  births,  3,178 
marriages  and  5,388  deaths  for  the  year,  and  of  yearly  rates  of  28.51  per 
1,000  for  births,  8.22  for  marriages  and  13.90  for  deaths.  Both  birth  and 
marriage  rates  are  at  least  equal  to  those  of  a  great  man}-  political  units  in 
the  western  world,  and  therefore  display,  in  a  most  taking  fashion,  the  real 
efficiency  in  the  collection  of  them.  It  is  not  put  forward  that  such  figures 
are  completely  exhaustive.  Such  a  claim  would  not  be  true  anywhere, 
under  any  system,  but  in  view  of  the  novelty  of  the  service  as  it  is  at  present 
conducted,  such  results  as  have  been  noted  have  been  quite  beyond  my 
most  sanguine  expectations.     The  cardinal  principle  of  the  present  system 
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is  to  take  advantage  of  local  knowledge  as  respects  collecting.  For  this 
purpose,  instead  of  one  collector  in  each  county  who,  necessarily,  could 
have  little  or  no  local  knowledge  of  his  district  except  in  his  immediate 
vicinity,  we  have  availed  ourselves  of  a  collector,  styled  a  sub-deputy 
registrar  in  each  city,  incorporated  town  and  parish  in  the  province.  In 
some  few  instances,  one  registrar  is  assigned  both  a  town  and  parish,  but 
this  is  offset  by  a  greater  number  of  instances,  in  which,  in  case  of  large 
parishes,  the  sub-deputy  has  one  or  more  assistants,  in  order  to  I'emove  all 
source  of  inconvenience  to  the  public.  Many  of  the  sanitary  inspectors 
act  as  sub-deputies  at  a  very  slight  increase  of  salary,  as  also  do  all  the 
secretaries  but  two.  The  cost  of  this  service  has  been  light,  almost  insig- 
nificant, both  as  regards  the  sub-districts  and  this  Department.  The 
staff  of  the  latter  receive  no  special  remuneration  whatever  for  what  has 
proven  the  most  arduous  and  difficult  work  in  the  routine  of  its  duties,  and 
the  remuneration  received  by  the  sub-deputies  is  of  the  most  economical 
description. 

I  beg  to  direct  your  earnest  attention  to  the  various  tables  relating  to 
the  subject  attached  to  this  report.  Their  compilation,  condensation  and 
preparation  for  publication  have  entailed  an  amount  of  work  in  this  ofifice 
quite  beyond  anything  that  would  appear  credible  upon  a  cursory  glance, 
and  if  this  report  be  subject  to  any  delay  in  appearing,  part  of  such  delay 
may  be  ascribed  to  the  labor  involved  in  connection  with  this  matter  and 
to  the  paucity  of  hands  capable  of  performing  it. 

Indeed,  it  is  usual  that  reports  of  Vital  Statistics  covering  a  somewhat 
extended  period  and  involving  a  variety  of  phases,  do  not  make  their 
appearance  until  nearly  twelve  months  after  the  close  of  the  period  to  which 
they  refer,  and  this,  also,  from  ofifices  devoted  exclusively  to  their  prepar- 
ation. 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  the  figures  given  above  for  the  six  months 
period  do  not  include  the  whole  number  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
that  will  be  finally  ascribed  to  these  months,  but  such  additions  will  not  be 
large  enough  to  materially  change  the  rates.  Almost  invariably,  accom- 
panying each  monthly  installment  of  certificates  there  occur  numerous 
items,  especially  of  births,  that  have  taken  place  some  considerable  time 
before  the  month  in  question,  but  have  been  delated  in  the  reporting. 
For  this  reason  each  month's  primary  quota  receives  more  or  less  subsequent 
additions  in  reverse  proportion  to  elapsed  time.  For  this  reason  it  has 
been  thought  best  to  publish  only  six  out  of  the  ten  months  records  avail- 
able, so  as  to  make  such  records  as  exhaustive  as  possible.  In  future 
reports,  I  would  respectfully  submit  that  the  year  for  this  special  service 
should  be  made  to  end  with  the  30th  June.  This  will  give  reasonable 
time  for  the  various  months  to  fill  up  before  publication  and  also  admit  of 
a  less  hurried  preparation.  This  will  enable  us  next  year  to  exhibit  a  full 
twelve  months  record  of  1920-21. 
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In  computing  rates  it  is  well  understood  that  a  principal  element  is  the 
population  of  the  place  in  question.  At  this  distance  from  the  census  of 
1911,  resort  can  only  be  had  to  estimates,  as  respects  population,  and  for 
this  purpose  requests  were  made  to  the  secretary  of  each  sub-district  Board 
to  send  in  an  estimate  (1)  for  the  entire  sub-district  and  (2)  for  each  city 
or  incorporated  town  within  such  area.  This  was  done,  with  the  exception 
of  the  town  of  Sackville,  concerning  which  I  was  unable  to  obtain  an  esti- 
mate. According  to  such  figures,  the  population  of  the  province,  exclusive 
of  Kent  (unorganized),  amounts  to  380,500.  That  of  the  various  cities 
and  towns  will  be  found,  as  estimated,  in  the  Annual  Reports. 

The  tables  referring  to  Vital  Statistics  for  the  province  generally  have 
been  placed  in  serial  order  as  relates  to  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
respectively.     Those  relating  exclusively  to  the  three  cities  follow. 

Table  No.  10  gives  Births  by  the  "Province,  Cities,  Towns  and  rural 
parts  of  the  Municipalities,"  respectively.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  the 
progressive  increase  in  these  rates  for  cities,  towns  and  rural  parts.  This 
is  in  accordance  with  births  generally  in  all  registration  countries  of  recent 
years.  It  also  serves  as  a  practical  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  the  system. 
All  Vital  Statistics  are,  naturally,  more  readily  collectable  in  cities  and 
towns  than  in  the  rural  parts,  other  things  being  equal,  and  if,  as  has  been 
so  often  forecasted,  the  service  was  really  inapplicable  to  the  country  parts, 
it  is  plain  that  no  such  figures  for  the  latter  would  have  been  forthcoming. 
Note  will  be  made  also  of  the  wide  divergence  of  these  rates  as  respects 
individual  towns  and  counties.  In  the  main  this  depends  upon  the  racial 
extraction  of  the  population  concerned,  although  in  some  largely  English- 
speaking  counties,  notably  Carleton  and  Sunbury  the  rates  are  well  up  to, 
or  slightly  above  the  average.  I  also  draw  attention  to  a  certain  discrepancy 
between  the  rates  of  St.  John  City,  and  the  rural  parts  of  the  city  and 
county.  This  is  due  to  some  confusion  obtaining  in  the  Ottawa  office,  as 
between  these  two  divisions.  The  error  has  been  pointed  out  to  that 
office  but  time  and  other  circumstances  did  not  permit  of  a  reapportion- 
ment. The  combined  number  for  the  whole  sub-district  is,  doubtless, 
accurate.  This  error  will  be  provided  against  in  future.  It  affects  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  for  these  sections  appreciably. 

Table  No.  11,  headed  "Legitimacy  of  Births"  will  be  found  of  interest, 
more,  perhaps,  along  sociological  lines,  than,  strictly,  as  a  Public  Health 
matter.  The  table  is  constructed  with  reference  to  urban  and  rural  parts 
in  precisely  the  same  manner  as  the  preceding.  The  general  average  of 
illegitimacy  for  the  province  is  2.54  per  cent.,  a  rate  rather  high,  as  com- 
pared, say,  with  Ontario,  but  yet  not  at  all  excessive.  Again  there  is  a 
marked  difference  of  rates  as  between  the  cities,  towns  and  rural  parts, 
but,  on  this  occasion  in  reverse  order  as  compared  with  the  former  table. 
It  is  worthy  of  remark  and  of  commendation  that  the  illegitimacies  have 
been  reported  so  faithfully,  and  is  another  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
service. 
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Table  No.  12  refers  to  Marriages  by  "Localities,  Months  and  Rates," 
distinguishing  urban  and  rural  communities  as  do  the  two  former.  The 
mean  rate  for  the  Province  (8.22)  is  slightly  higher,  perhaps,  than  is  the 
wide  experience.  So  far  as  localities  are  concerned,  the  rates  are  not  to  be 
taken  as  very  significant.  Marriages  are  recorded,  as  indeed,  are  births 
and  deaths,  in  the  sub-deputy  registrar  area  where  they  take  place,  but 
this  gives  little  hint  of  the  precise  residence  of  either  participant,  as  a  large 
proportion  of  persons  who  marry  seem  to  prefer  having  the  ceremony 
performed  in  city  or  town  rather  than  in  a  rural  section.  Hence  the  notably 
decreasing  rate  as  respects  towns,  cities  and  country  parts,  respectively, 
in  this  order. 

Table  No.  13,  displays  the  "Conjugal  condition  of  Contracting  Parties" 
—  according,  as  before,  to  urban  and  rural  communities.  It  is  chiefly 
notable  for  the  apparent  relative  infrequency  of  divorce  in  the  province. 
It  will  be  observed  that  11  divorced  men  and  12  divorced  women  partici- 
pated in  marriage  during  the  six  months  under  review,  in  the  province, 
out  of  a  total  of  1,589  marriages,  or  in  all  3,178  persons  concerned. 

Table  No.  14,  is  of  special  interest  as  respects  religious  creed.  It  shows 
the  "Marriages  in  the  Province  by  Denominations  of  Contracting  Parties." 
As  viewed  from  a  Public  Health  standpoint  it  calls  for  no  special  remark. 

Table  No.  15,  exhibits  in  compact  form,  the  Deaths  from  all  causes  in 
the  Province  by  months  and  rates.  The  mean  rate  (13.93)  is  very  moderate, 
although  somewhat  above  that  recorded  by  many  states  and  some  provinces. 
In  the  latter  cases,  however,  as  a  rule,  the  mean  age  of  the  people  is  con- 
siderably less  than  in  this  province,  which  receives  very  few  immigrants, 
the  chief  factor  in  lowering  the  average  age  of  any  community.  As  usual 
the  influence  of  the  weather  is  noticeable,  the  rates  falling  off  as  the  summer 
approaches.  The  usual  excess  of  male  deaths  is  apparent.  This  is  a 
constant  phenomenon  the  world  ovfer,  and  is  chiefly  due  to  the  excess  of 
male  over  female  births.  The  rates  for  the  months  are  based  upon  their 
content  of  days  relative  to  a  leap  year. 

Table  No.  16  is  of  great  interest.  It  shows  the  Deaths  from  all  Causes, 
by  urban  and  rural  localities,  with  the  rates  per  1,000  per  year.  This  is  a 
fundamental  table  in  all  records  of  Vital  Statistics. 

The  rate  for  the  province  (13.93)  is  moderate.  That  for  the  group  of 
cities  is  dpcidedly  higher  (16.68),  for  the  towns,  a  point  still  higher  (17.69), 
while  the  rural  parts  show  a  rate  of  only  12.10.  As  is  generally  the  case, 
there  is  a  wide  variety  of  rates  as  respects  the  towns.  One  reason  for  this 
-variation  I  have  noticed  elsewhere.  The  sub-district  of  Sunbury  with  a  rate 
of  8.00  per  1,000  per  year  is  the  lowest  among  the  purely  rural  communities. 

Table  No.  17  gives  the  deaths  of  the  province  by  "Age  Groups."  It 
strikingly  exemplifies  the  high  relative  mortality  under  one  year  of  age. 
This  is  the  case  everywhere,  and  it  is  one  of  the  chief  objects  of  public 
health  work  to  reduce  this  proportion  to  the  smallest  dimensions  possible. 
This  subject  is  noticed  at  more  length  in  remarks  upon  the  next  table.     The 
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most  fatal  decade  of  adult  life,  so  far  as  absolute  number  of  deaths  is  con- 
cerned, with  us,  at  any  rate,  is  that  comprised  between  the  years  of  seventy 
and  seventy-nine,  and  it  is  interesting  to  know  that  four  persons  exceed 
one  hundred  years  each,  in  the  half  year,  in  the  province.  The  excess  of 
female  deaths  over  male  between  the  years  fifteen  and  forty-nine,  can  only 
be  attributed  in  the  main,  to  the  accidents  and  diseases  induced  by  child- 
bearing.  After  that  period  and  until  seventy-nine,  the  males  have  a  very 
decided  preponderance  of  mortality. 

Table  No.  IS  deals  with  the  most  important  of  all  phases  of  Public 
Health  work,  viz.,  "Infantile  Mortality,"  or  deaths  under  one  3'ear  of  age. 
The  rates  are  based,  not  upon  the  general  population,  but,  properly,  upon 
the  number  of  births,  in  the  corresponding  period,  that  is  to  say  upon  the 
population  of  the  age  in  question  —  one  year. 

The  mean  rate  for  the  province  (91.09)  can  not  be  said  to  be  excessive. 
In  fact  only  a  few  years  ago,  it  would  have  been  looked  upon  as  very  favour- 
able indeed.  This  phase  of  mortality,  however,  has  been  so  cut  down  of 
late  in  all  communities  having  good  health  administration  that  this  rate 
is  no  longer  to  be  regarded  as  low.  It  is  also  proper  to  remember  that  the 
half  year  under  review  does  not  include  those  months  peculiarly  fatal  to 
young  children,  viz.,  August  and  September,  but  it  does  include  March  and 
April,  tvvo  months,  in  my  experience  in  the  southern  section  of  the  province 
frequently  more  fatal  to  infants  because  of  respiratory  diseases,  than  are 
August  and  September  as  a  factor  of  intestinal  trouble. 

Table  No.  19  is  an  amplification  of  the  former,  with  respect  to  locality. 
Again,  there  is  a  wide  divergence  of  rates  as  between  city  and  country,  and, 
also,  as  bet\veen  individual  localities.  A  word  of  explanation  is  here 
necessary.  It  will  be  noted  that  in  two  or  three  towns,  the  rates  are  enor- 
mously high,  reaching  300  in  one  instance.  This  is  not  to  be  taken,  neces- 
sarily, as  indicating  very  insanitary  conditions  in  these  towns  as  where 
these  very  high  rates  obtain,  the  tow^ns  are  of  but  small  populations,  and 
it  is  a  well  understood  principle  in  Vital  Statistics  that  small  populations 
give  very  erratic  rates  period  by  period  not  only  with  respect  to  infant 
mortality,  but  to  all  other  rates  based  upon  population  of  all  ages  or  of  any 
age.  This  is  a  mathematical  principle,  which  all  can  readily  understand 
but  which  it  would  take  more  space  here  to  illustrate  than  can  be  afforded. 
As  an  example  of  this  apparent  erraticalness  resulting  in  the  other  extreme, 
it  will  be  observed  that  another  town  of  small  population  has  had  no  infantile 
mortality,  whatever,  during  the  six  months  period.  In  these  cases  it  is 
only  by  taking  a  succession  of  years  into  view  that  sound  judgment  can 
be  come  to  concerning  the  real  tendency  of  this  phase  of  mortality.  Of 
course  no  such  mathematical  considerations  should  serve  to  affect  the 
necessity  of  sanitation  in  small  towns,  constantly,  either  on  the  part  of  the 
householder  or  sanitary  authority. 

Table  No.  20  sets  forth  the  Causes  of  Death  during  the  period,  in  New 
Brunswick,  with   the  rates  per  100,000  attached  to  each  disease  or  disease 
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group,  and  these  occurrences  by  months.  The  list  of  diseases  is  that 
adopted  in  the  international  code,  and  if  objection  were  made  that  it  is 
somewhat  pedantic,  in  places,  much  might  be  said  in  favor  of  this  view. 
The  accompanying  diagram  representing  the  six  principal  causes  of  death 
during  the  six  months  in  the  province  may  not  be  uninteresting.     It  will

be  readily  noted  that  Pneumonia  occupies  quite  the  first  place  as  a  cause 
of  death,  with  265  fatalities.  Organic  heart  disease,  however,  is  not  very 
far  behind  with  224,  and  old  age  follows  closely  after  with  207.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  sixth  principal  factor,  Influenza,  with  103  deaths  will  not 
long  retain  its  high  place.  These  deaths  may  be  regarded  as  due,  in  part, 
to  that  recurrence  of  the  epidemic  already  noted.  It  is  to  be  understood, 
however,  that  the  word  "influenza"  as  here  used  denoted  deaths  from 
ordinary  sporadic  la  grippe,  as  well  as  those  caused  by  the  more  virulent 
type  of  the  disease.  Tuberculosis  occupies  a  prominent  place  among  these 
six  (175  deaths). 

The  proportionately  large  number  of  deaths  the  causes  of  which  are  not 
stated  deserves  mention.  Such  lapse  is  mostly  due  to  the  fact  that  many 
deaths  occur  in  this  province,  at  all  ages,  from  infancy  to  senility,  without 
medical  attendance.  In  the  case  of  early  deaths  this  is  the  more  regrettable 
as  it  is  well  known  that  no  class  so  quickly  and  effectually  responds  to 
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medical  treatment  as  do  the  young.  It  also  seems  probable  that  many 
districts  of  the  province  are  not  supplied  with  available  medical  men,  and 
also  that  a  considerable  remnant  of  the  old-time  opinion  of  the  inevitability 
of  death  in  many  cases  despite  medical  and  surgical  effort  yet  persists. 

Tables  21  to  32  relate  to  the  three  cities,  Fredericton,  Moncton  and 
St.  John,  and  exhibit  the  death  records  of  these  places  for  the  six  months 
period  in  detail,by  causes  of  death,  by  months  and  rates, and  by  deaths  under 
one  year  of  age  (infant  mortality).  As  respects  the  latter,  while  the  rates 
for  Fredericton  and  Moncton  closely  approach  the  mean  of  the  province, 
that  for  St.  John  is  very  distinctly  higher  and  should,  by  all  means,  be 
capable  of  very  considerable  reduction. 

FINANCES. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  sub-district  Boards 
which  relate  to  this  matter.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  in  some 
instances  the  law  was  not  carried  out  by  the  Municipal  Councils  concerned 
as  respects  financial  support  of  these  Boards,  and  that  the  Government 
had  to  advance  by  loan  the  sums  necessary  in  order  that  the  duties  entailed 
upon  the  Boards  might  be  carried  out. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  say  that  without  such  support,  in  general,  the 
all-important  functions  of  these  Boards  will  be  impossible  to  be  carried  on. 
I  respectfully  submit  that  the  law  in  this  respect,  as  in  all  others,  should  be 
enforced. 

PUBLICITY. 

During  the  year  considerable  has  been  effected  along  this  essential  line. 
During  the  early  summer,  Miss  Ruddick,  employed  by  the  Local  Association 
of  the  Red  Cross,  a  qualified  nurse,  whose  duty  it  was  to  tour  the  province 
in  the  interests  of  that  Association,  was  also  engaged  to  set  forth  the  princi- 
ples and  working  of  the  Department  of  Health  to  those  whom  she  addressed. 
This  duty  was  efficiently  carried  out.  In  addition,  advantage  was  taken 
of  the  Provincial  exhibition  in  St.  John,  in  September,  by  yourself,  aided 
by  the  sub-district  Board  of  that  city,  and  by  various  voluntary  Societies, 
to  conduct  a  child-welfare  exhibit  in  connection  Math  the  exhibition.  This 
was  a  most  successful  step  and  attracted  wide-spread  attention.  On  a 
conservative  computation,  fully  60,000  people  attended  the  exhibit,  lectures 
and  demonstrations  were  given  on  various  subjects  as  dietetics,  home  and 
maternity  nursing,  infant-feeding  and  care,  housing,  tuberculosis,  the  fly 
nuisance,  venereal  diseases,  eye,  ear  and  dental  defects  by  capable  parties 
in  attendance.  Mrs.  Hasbrouck,  of  Washington,  R.  I.,  an  efficient  lecturer 
and  demonstrator  attached  to  the  New  York  Association  for  Child  Welfare 
was  present  during  the  course  of  the  whole  exhibit,  and  by  her  lectures  and 
instruction  greatly  enhanced  the  value  of  the  exhibit. 
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The  thanks  of  the  Department  are  justly  due  to  the  very  large  number 
of  voluntary  workers,  who  so  effectually  and  enthusiastically  worked  for 
and  supported  this  well-conceived  enterprise.  In  the  booth  devoted  to 
nutrition  1,641  children  and  young  people  were  weighed.  Of  this  number 
801  were  found  to  be  under  weight,  a  percentage  of  48.8,  and -at  the  baby 
clinic  of  69  infants  examined,  certificates  were  given  to  17,  as  normal  in  all 
respects,  a  percentage  of  24.6.  These  figures  illustrate  the  rather  surprising 
amount  of  abnormality  existing  in  this  province,  both  in  infancy  and  in 
early  youth  and  go  far  to  prove  what  has  so  often  been  set  forth  by  yourself 
and  others  concerned  in  advancing  public  health,  the  necessity  of  improving 
the  standard  of  physical  life,  especially  in  the  young. 

During  the  year,  notices  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Department  have 
been  inserted  in  twenty-four  newspapers  of  the  province,  under  a  general 
contract.  Articles  and  platform  address  in  considerable  number  have  been 
written  and  given  by  yourself  and  other  members  of  the  Bureau,  and  the 
press  has  been  kept  fairly  supplied  with  news  notes  relating  to  the  work  of 
the  Departmental  office  and  the  various  sub-district  Boards. 

THE  DEPARTMENTAL  OFFICE. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  much  detail  concerning  the  work  of  this 
office,  as  it  is  so  well  known  to  you.  Already,  something  has  been  said  of 
the  increased  labor  entailed  by  the  initiation  of  the  collection  of  the  records 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and,  as  the  years  pass,  it  is  only  reasonable 
to  anticipate  a  still  further  increase  in  consequence  of  a  broadening  of  the 
scope  of  Public  Health  activities,  and  a  deepening  of  their  intensity. 

I  have  already  noted  incidentally,  some  of  my  personal  work  respecting 
water  supply.  In  May  last,  I  attended  a  consultation  meeting  of  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  in  Toronto  in  relation  to  the  participation  by 
that  body,  in  a  subsidiary  way,  in  Public  Health  work.  Nearly  all  Societies 
and  associations  and  official  bodies  connected  more  or  less  intimately  with 
public  health  and  welfare  were  represented,  and  arrangements  were  come 
to  looking  not  only  to  the  entrance  upon  such  work  by  the  Red  Cross 
Society,  but  also  to  a  co-ordination  in  such  matters  by  all  the  various 
associations.  Later,  during  the  fall,  I  attended  in  Ottawa,  the  adjourned 
sessions  of  this  meeting,  where  such  arrangements  were  defined  and  a 
general  programme  completed. 

The  correspondence  of  this  office  is  large,  and  is  constantly  increasing. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  insure  prompt  reply  to  such,  as  upon  this  feature 
depends  much  of  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  In  the  vital  statistics  service 
alone,  about  3,000  individual  letters  were  sent  from  this  office  during  the 
year  apart  from  circulars,  and  it  is  to  this  incessant  attention  that  a  con- 
siderable part  of  the  efficiency  of  this  service,  already  noted,  is  to  be 
ascribed.     Considerable  correspondence  reaches  this  office  that  should, 
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properly,  be  directed  to  the  sub-district  Boards,  but  this  is  to  be  expected 
in  view  of  the  novelty  of  the  whole  public  health  service,  and  will  gradually 
right  itself. 

During  the  year  I  have  travelled  over  10,000  miles,  by  far  the  greater 
proportion  of  which  has  been  within  the  province. 

Instruction  upon  Public  Health,  Anatomy  and  Physiology  and  First 
Aid,  is  being  given,  weekly,  to  the  students  of  the  Provincial  Normal  School, 
by  the  writer.  As  noted  last  year,  no  more  important  work,  relating  to 
Hygiene,  in  general,  could  be  undertaken.  This  service  has  been  made 
obligatory  this  year  upon  students,  and,  therefore,  examinations  upon  these 
subjects  will  be  carried  out  at  the  conclusion  of  the  Course. 

I  respectfully  submit  that  a  number  of  interests  not  yet  largely  entered 
upon,  call  for  attention  by  this  Department  at  the  earliest  practicable  date. 

Chief  among  them,  in  my  opinion  are  the  following: 

(1)  Housing:  There  are  in  the  province,  at  least  one  or  two  industrial 
centres  devoted,  largely,  to  one  line  of  work,  where  housing  conditions  are 
far  from  ideal.  Such  instances  present  difficulties  and  problems  not  capable 
of  ready  solution,  and  entailing  a  degree  and  quality  of  attention,  as  I  have 
already  noted,  not,  hitherto,  available. 

(2)  Hospitals:  It  will  be  readily  admitted  that  so  far  as  regards  the 
fabric  and  general  sanitary  condition  of  such  institutions,  no  species  of 
human  habitation  demands  such  a  close  approach  to  the  ideal  as  do  these. 
Although  no  specific  instance  of  a  departure  from  these  conditions  is  at 
present  in  the  writer's  mind,  it  is  beyond  question  that  by  as  close  and 
proper  supervision  as  is  possible  by  competent  examiners,  such  institutions, 
devoted  exclusively  to  the  care  and  restoration  of  the  sick,  should  be  without 
suspicion  of  insanitary  conditions. 

(.3)  Public  Water  Supply:  I  have  already  adverted  to  this  subject, 
incidentally,  in  the  body  of  this  report.  It,  also,  entails  an  attention  so 
far  found,  largely,  impracticable  because  of  the  lack  of  time  necessary  to 
pursue  it. 

Among  interests,  minor,  relative  to  the  foregoing,  might  be  mentioned 
the  sanitary  condition  of  hotels,  railway  cars,  and  as  has  already  been 
touched  upon,  railway  stations.  Something  has  been  done  along  each  of 
these  lines,  but  they  require  further  and  more  systematic  attention. 

With  your  approbation,  work  with  respect  to  the  above  instances  will 
be  prosecuted  during  the  coming  year  with  increased  assiduity  provided 
that  the  necessary  routine  and  emergency  work  permit  of  it  with  our 
limited  staff. 
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LEGISLATION. 

In  April  last  an  Amendment  was  made  b\-  the  Legislation  to  the  Public 
Health  Act,  which  in  effect,  in  the  case  of  unvaccinated  employees  in  close 
and  prolonged  personal  contact,  one  with  another,  contracting  small-pox> 
made  the  employer  or  his  agent  liable  for  the  charges  entailed  by  the  sub- 
district  Board  concerned,  in  caring  for  such  cases.  Such  amendment  was 
widely  advertised,  and,  in  addition,  circulars  have  been  sent,  embodying 
it,  to  as  many  of  such  employers  of  labor  as  were  likel}  to  be  affected,  or  of 
whom  we  could  obtain  the  address. 

As  noted,  by  Regulation,  Medical  School  examination  was  made  obliga- 
tory as  respects  rural  schools  but  once,  instead  of  twice  yearly,  this  examina- 
tion to  be  performed  in  the  Autumn  school  term,  prior  to  December  first. 
The  semi-annual  examination  was  retained  for  the  urban  schools,  but 
definite  dates  for  its  completion  were  adopted,  viz.,  December  first  and 
March  first,  respectively. 

Another  most  practical  amendment  was  made  relative  to  teachers  of 
schools  in  effect  that  the  latter  must  have  been  at  least  once  successfully 
vaccinated,  thus  placing  pupils  and  teachers  on  a  level  as  regards  this 
requirement. 

I  beg  to  recommend  that  Reg.  44,  relating  to  "Food,"  be  so  amended 
as  to  remove  all  doubt  concerning  the  obligation  to  protect  all  food-stuff's 
in  shops,  and  during  transportation,  from  contamination,  from  flies,  dust, 
dirt  or  other  dangerous  pollution.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BUREAU  OF  LABORATORIES 
FOR  YEAR  ENDING  OCTOBER  31,  1920.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  transmission  to  the  Hon.  the 
Minister  of  Health,  for  year  1919-1920. 

H.  L.  ABRAMSON, 

Director. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  encouragement  and  gratitude  that  the  report  of  work  done  for  the 
year  ending  October  31,  1920,  is  submitted.  The  increase  in  the  quantity  of  work  done 
over  that  of  1919  far  exceeded  the  e.xpectations.  The  total  number  of  examinations 
performed  is  6,252,  as  against  2,769  for  the  year  1919.     This  represents  an  increase  of  125%. 

The  particulars  of  the  work  done,  exclusive  of  the  examinations  made  for  the  Sub- 
District  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  St.  John,  is  represented  in  Table  I. 

It  will  be  noted  in  comparing  the  total  figures  for  each  item  examined  during  the  past 
twelve  months  with  that  of  1919,  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  every  item  with  the 
exception  of  examination  of  stomach  contents  and  the  production  of  autogenous  vaccines. 

The  most  striking  increases  are  to  be  noted  in  the  following  items.  The  total  number 
of  throat  culture  examinations  for  Diphtheria  is  1,893,  as  against  264  in  1919.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  about  600%.  This  figure  is  particularly  gratifying  as  it  indicates  an 
awakening  consciousness  in  the  medical  profession  to  the  great  role  of  preventive  medicine. 
An  early  diagnosis  by  use  of  the  throat  culture  means  prevention  of  contagion.  Release 
from  quarantine  only  upon  culture  negative  for  B.  Diphtheria  prevents  to  a  large  measure 
the  infiltration  of  our  population  by  potential  Diphtheria  carriers.  It  is  by  the  carriers 
that  infection  is  kept  alive  in  the  community.  The  Diphtheria  culture  service  is  performed 
free  of  charge  to  the  patient  or  doctor.  The  Laboratory  provides  culture  outfits  in  suitable 
mailing  cases  and  urges  an  increased  use  of  this  service  in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  A 
card,  telegram  or  'phone  message  will  start  these  outfits  on  their  way  to  any  part  of  the 
province.  A  report  will  be  mailed,  telegraphed  or  'phoned  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
receipt  of  culture. 

The  total  number  of  Wassermann  tests  for  the  diagnosis  of  Syphilis  performed  the  past 
year  is  1,133,  as  against  469  for  the  year  1919  —  an  increase  of  120%.  This  figure  indicates 
not  an  increase  particularly  in  the  number  of  persons  infected  with  Syphilis,  but  largely 
to  a  greater  use  of  the  Laboratory  by  the  physicians  throughout  the  province.  However, 
it  also  presents  evidence  of  an  imsuspected  prevalence  of  the  disease.  Not  all  of  the 
Wassermann  tests  are  from  persons  who  are  syphilitics.  A  percentage  are  from  persons 
suspected  of  Syphilis.  Some  of  the  examinations  are  from  persons  who  are  under  active 
treatment,  made  in  order  to  determine  the  eflFectiveness  of  such  treatment.  With  the 
establishment  of  the  Venereal  Clinics  throughout  the  province,  a  large  increase  in  this 
particular  item  is  to  be  expected  the  coming  year. 

The  number  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  water  samples,  exclusive  of  that  done 
for  the  Sub-District  of  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  St.  John,  performed  for  the  purpose 
of  aiding  in  the  detection  of  polluted  water  supplies,  is  146  as  against  65  for  the  year  1919. 
This  represents  an  increase  of  about  125%.  The  majority  of  these  samples  came  from 
the  north  of  the  province,  particularly  from  Bathurst.     The  great  majority  of  these  ex- 
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aminations  revealed  pollution  of  varying  degrees.  This  indicates  a  very  pressing  need  on 
the  part  of  communities  throughout  the  province  for  a  thorough  overhauling  and  improve- 
ment of  water  supplies. 

Water-borne  Typhoid  and  paratyphoid  Fevers  can  be  absolutely  eliminated  by  properly 
safeguarding  water  supplies.  Economically,  it  is  far  cheaper  to  install  a  modern  water 
system  than  to  pay  the  cost  in  money  alone  of  such  an  epidemic  as  visited  Bathurst  the 
past  year.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  problems  that  face  the  communities  of  the 
province  and  requires  prompt  attention. 

Widal  examinations  for  the  diagnosis  of  Typhoid  Fever  show  a  total  of  347,  as  against 
165  for  1919.  This  represents  an  increase  of  over  100%.  This  is  a  service  rendered 
without  fee  to  the  citizens  of  the  province  and  the  Laboratory  welcomes  a  greater  use  of 
same  by  the  physicians  of  the  province,  as  an  aid  in  the  diagnosis  of  Typhoid  Fever. 

Examinations  of  gonococcus  infection  show  an  increase  of  100%,  while  the  examination 
of  tissues  removed  at  operations  shows  an  increase  of  about  200%.  These  increases  are 
incidental  to  natural  growth  of  the  Laboratory  service,  due  in  large  measure  to  the  wider 
publicity  that  the  Laboratory  has  derived  from  patrons  thereof.  It  is  expected  that  the 
coming  year  will  see  a  considerable  increase  in  examinations  for  Gonorrhea,  as  a  consequence 
of  the  establishment  of  venereal  clinics  throughout  the  province. 

Sputum  examinations  for  the  detection  of  the  Bacillus  of  Tuberculosis  did  not  exhibit 
the  growi:h  that  this  service  deserves.  The  total  is  283,  as  against  211  for  1919.  Just 
what  the  cause  may  be  is  hard  to  determine.  It  may  possibly  have  an  economic  basis. 
The  charge  for  this  examination  is  very  nominal,  only  $1.00.  However,  this  disease  is 
most  commonly  found  in  that  section  of  the  population  to  which  this  fee,  small  as  it  is, 
may  be  a  deterrent.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Laboratory  that  the  fee  for  this  examination 
may  well  be  dispensed  with.  If  this  is  done  the  benefit  derived  both  to  the  province  and 
various  municipalities  will  be  worth  many  times  the  loss  to  the  income  of  the  Laboratory. 
It  will  undoubtedly  mean  more  sputum  examinations,  but  it  will  also  mean  that  a  greater 
number  of  persons,  who  are  a  menace  to  their  families  and  to  the  people  at  large,  will  be 
localized.  This,  of  course,  is  the  first  step  necessary  to  such  further  procedures  as  the 
community  may  invoke  to  render  such  carriers  of  Tuberculosis  innocuous  to  their  fellow- 
citizens. 

The  examination  of  stools  shows  an  increase  of  about  fifty  per  cent,  over  the  preceding 
year.  These,  in  large  measure,  have  been  performed  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  intes- 
tinal parasitism.  Intestinal  parasites  have  been  found  to  be  associated  with  a  variety  of 
clinical  phenomena,  for  which  no  adequate  explanation  has  been  determined  by  the  usual 
physical  examination.  Many  of  these  cases  have  improved  remarkably  when  treatment 
directed  to  the  cure  of  the  intestinal  parasitism  has  been  instituted.  Stool  examinations 
for  parasites  have  been  accorded  increasing  interest  by  physicians  dealing  with  the  Labora- 
tory and  this  interest  is  sure  to  be  augmented  as  time  goes  on. 

What  is  the  cause  of  this  intestinal  parasitism?  That  is  a  difficult  question  to  answer 
without  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  problem.  This  condition  is  apparently  not  confined 
to  St.  John.  It  has  been  discovered  in  persons  from  various  parts  of  the  province.  Where 
intestinal  infection  of  any  kind  is  considered,  the  mind  first  turns  to  the  water  supply. 
Then  again  we  have  the  ever  to  be  considered  "carrier  problem.  It  is  very  remarkable  to 
note  that  the  greatest  prevalence  of  this  condition  occurs  in  the  spring  and  summer  months 
and  becomes  almost  extinct  as  winter  approaches.  As  the  character  of  the  infecting 
parasite,  it  appears  to  be  a  variety  to  the  Oxyuris  Vermicularis.  The  Laboratory  has  been 
in  communication  with  authorities  on  helminthology,  with  regard  to  this  matter  and 
perhaps  in  the  not  too  distant  future  there  will  be  further  information  at  hand  on  this  very 
important  matter. 

Examinations  of  stools  for  Typhoid  Fever  have  been  few.  This  is  a  most  important 
work,  but  very  difficult  to  carry  on  because  of  the  length  of  time  consumed  in  transporting 
specimens  from  the  various  centres  of  the  province.     Unless  these  specimens  can  be  ex-

amined  within  a  few  hours  after  passage  of  stool,  it  is  almost  useless  to  try  to  isolate  the 
B.  Typhosus.  This  method  of  examination  is  practicable  for  St.  John  and  its  immediate 
environs  but  not  for  communities  that  are  so  far  away  that  specimens  have  to  pass  through 
the  time-consuming  procedures  of  the  post  office  or  express  companies.  Only  when  Labora- 
tories are  more  numerous  will  this  method  of  examination  prove  to  be  of  practical  value  to 
the  province  at  large. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  work  outlined  and  discussed  above,  the  Laboratory  has 
undertaken  the  performance  of  the  complement  —  fi.\ation  test  for  Tuberculosis,  in  an 
experimental  way.  Specimens  of  blood  from  patients  in  the  St.  John  County  Hospital, 
the  Jordan  Memorial  Hospital  and  from  tuberculous  patients  (largely  Bone  Tuberculosis), 
from  the  General  Public  Hospital,  are  being  examined  in  order  to  derive  information  first 
hand  as  to  whether  or  not  this  method  will  prove  to  be  of  practical  value  as  a  diagnostic 
aid.  Sera  from  persons  not  suspected  as  being  tuberculous  will  be  used  as  controls.  This 
is  quite  an  important  subject  and  will  entail  considerable  additional  work.  However,  it  is 
of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  this  additional  effort. 

Table  II  presents  the  work  done  for  the  sub-district  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  and 
County  of  St.  John. 

It  will  be  noted  that  our  total  number  of  milk  examinations,  both  for  fat  and  bacterial 
content,  is  879,  as  against  569  for  the  year  1919.  In  addition  22  examinations  of  samples 
of  water  from  Loch  Lomond  were  performed  during  the  year.  This  makes  a  total  of  90 
examinations  done  for  the  St.  John  Board  of  Health,  under  a  grant  to  the  Laboratory  by 
the  City  of  St.  John. 

Table  III  presents  the  distribution  of  \'accine  Virus  (Small-pox)  throughout  the  pro- 
vince, by  the  various  sub-district  Boards  of  Health.  Vaccine  Virus,  obtained  from  the 
Connaught  Antitoxin  Laboratories  of  the  Toronto  University,  is  being  disbursed  exclusively. 
This  vaccine  has  proved  very  satisfactory  not  only  in  this  province  but  in  Ontario,  Saskatch- 
ewan, Manitoba  and  British  Columbia,  where  it  is  being  used  extensively.  It  is  being 
purchased  without  the  privilege  of  returning  out-dated  packages  and  it  is  being  disbursed 
on  that  basis.  It  will  behoove  the  Secretaries  of  the  sub-district  Boards  of  Health  to 
estimate  more  accurately  their  needs  at  the  various  vaccination  periods,  in  order  that  they 
may  not  order  in  excess  of  what  they  need.  To  protect  the  province  from  loss  in  the 
distribution  of  vaccine,  the  sub-district  Boards  should  estimate  their  needs  and  the  approxi- 
mate dates  when  delivery  will  be  required,  so  that  the  Laboratory  will  have  some  guidance 
as  to  how  much  and  when  to  order  the  vaccine.  This  past  year  finds  the  Laboratory  with 
a  surplus  of  about  3,000  out-dated  capillaries  of  Vaccine  Virus,  which  are  a  dead  loss.  It 
is  very  difficult  for  the  Laboratory  to  guess  at  the  requirements  of  the  whole  province. 
If  the  Laboratory  is  very  cautious  about  placing  orders,  a  howl  goes  up  if  occasionally  one 
has  to  wait  twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours  for  vaccine.  The  Laboratory  must  have 
some  data  on  which  to  base  its  orders,  or  else  the  sub-district  Boards  will  have  to  share  the 
losses  through  increased  rates  for  Vaccine  Virus.  The  Laboratory  has  distributed  vaccine 
to  a  total  of  23,805  capillaries. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  has  been  disbursed  to  the  total  of  250,000  units.  Some  of  this 
was  distributed  free  to  persons  unable  to  pay  for  same.  There  have  also  been  distributed 
Tetanus  Antitoxin  (41,500),  Triple  Typhoid  Vaccine  and  Pertussis  Vaccine. 

The  work  done  for  the  General  Public  Hospital  has  shown  a  very  large  increase.  The 
total  number  of  examinations  made  for  the  public  patients  is  2,099,  as  against  559  in  the 
preceding  year.  This  represents  a  gain  of  about  275%.  Throat  cultures,  however,  make 
up  a  large  part  of  this  increase.  Exclusive  of  throat  culture  examinations,  the  increase 
in  other  work  is  about  100 /o- 

More  intensive  work  in  detection  of  Syphilis  is  being  carried  on  at  the  Hospital  and,  this 
will  undoubtedly  bring  about  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of  Wassermann  tests.  All 
surgical  specimens  are  now  being  sent  to  the  Laboratory,  and  all  are  being  reported  upon 
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as  to  gross  appearance  for  the  purpose  of  completing  hospital  records.  Sections  from  all 
public  cases  are  examined  microscopically  and  from  private  cases  when  the  attending 
surgeon  so  desires.  This  is  necessary  if  the  Hospital  is  to  be  standardized,  but  it  also 
means  a  greater  tax  on  the  staff  and  room  of  the  Laboratory. 

The  finances  of  this  department  are  exceeding  expectations.  Table  IV  represents  the 
total  cash  receipts  from  the  different  lines  of  work.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Wassermann 
test  is  the  greatest  revenue  producer  and  that  grants  from  the  General  Public  Hospital, 
the  City  of  St.  John  and  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital,  of  Campbellton,  come  next.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Laboratory  in  the  coming  year  may  interest  other  hospitals  throughout  the  province 
in  some  arrangement  whereby  they  may  have  the  services  of  the  Laboratory  for  a  specified 
consideration.  Exclusive  of  receipts  for  Vaccine  Virus  (Small-pox)  and  Antitoxic  Sera, 
the  total  money  received  for  actual  work  done  is  $8,857.30. 

The  vaccine  and  sera  account  is  not  a  profitable  account.  It  is  handled  merely  for  the 
convenience  of  the  various  sub-district  Boards  of  Health,  this  service  consisting  in  carrying 
a  stock  of  vaccine  and  sera  so  that  there  may  not  be  too  great  a  delay  between  the  demand 
for  and  the  delivery  of  the  goods  required.  The  vaccine  is  turned  over  to  the  sub-district 
Boards  at  a  trifle  over  what  it  costs  the  Laboratory  to  take  care  of  the  expense  in  handling 
same.  This  service,  while  it  yields  nothing  to  the  Provincial  Treasury,  means  considerable 
work  on  the  part  of  the  Laboratory  staff. 

The  total  expense  for  conducting  the  work  of  the  Laboratory,  exclusive  of  salaries  of 
staff  and  cost  of  vaccine  and  sera,  is  $1,963.14.  The  salaries  of  the  whole  staff  for  the 
year  amount  to  about  $6,700.00,  making  for  the  year  a  total  of  $8,663.14.  That  leaves 
the  Laboratory  a  surplus  of  about  $200.00  above  expenses.  This,  after  the  full  two  years 
of  existence,  is  to  be  considered  an  accomplishment  worthy  of  note.  In  addition  to  this 
surplus,  the  Laboratory  has  performed  1,893  examinations  for  Diphtheria  and' 347  blood 
examinations  for  Typhoid  Fever,  without  the  expense  of  one  cent  to  the  province. 

It  is  to  be  noted  by  even  the  casual  observer  that  the  work  of  the  Laboratory  is  manifold, 
and  the  volume  of  work  has  increased  rapidly.  Yet,  if  one  were  to  step  into  the  little 
room  where  all  this  work  is  done,  it  would  be  hard  to  convince  one  that  it  were  possible. 
The  state  of  overcrowding  in  the  present  Laboratory  quarters  beggars  description. 

The  best  work  under  these  conditions  is  difficult  of  performance.  It  is  done  as  well  as 
is  possible.  Accurate  bacteriological  work  requires  the  best  possible  conditions,  and  only 
the  best.  If  important  decisions  pertaining  to  the  health  of  our  citizens  are  dependent 
upon  the  results  of  the  Laboratory,  then  the  conditions  under  which  it  struggles  must  be 
improved,  and  soon.  It  will  soon  be  impossible  to  take  care  of  further  increase  in  work, 
under  any  conditions.  The  present  quarters  will  not  permit.  Another  assistant  to  do 
clean-up  work  is  badly  needed,  but  there  is  no  room  for  an  additional  person  in  our  limited 
quarters.  If  people  come  to  the  Laboratory  to  consult  it  on  very  private  matters,  there  is 
no  privacy  obtainable.  There  is  no  place  for  desk,  papers,  books,  correspondence.  The 
conditions  are  impossible  and  they  cry  out  for  improvement.  Pleas  for  improvement  were 
contained  in  the  1919  annual  report,  but  thus  far  nothing  has  been  done.  To  one  conver- 
sant with  the  state  of  affairs  at  the  Laboratory  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  merits  of  the 
case  point  imperatively  to  prompt  consideration  and  action,  leading  to  improvement  of 
the  conditions  under  which  the  Laboratory  struggles  in  the  performance  of  its  most  impor- 
tant duties  to  the  citizens  of  the  province  of  New  Brunswick.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  Annual  Report  for  transmission  to  the 
Hon.  the  Minister  of  Health,  for  the  year  1919-1920.

During  the  past  year  regular  meetings  of  the  sub-district  Boards  of  Health  were  held 
in  the  Counties  of  Westmorland,  Northumberland,  Gloucester  and  Restigouche,  at  which 
I  presided,  and  you  will  find  detailed  statements  from  the  Secretaries  of  each  of  these 
counties. 

The  County  of  Kent  was  not  organized,  but  with  the  assistance  of  the  ex-chairman  of 
that  County  Board,  I  was  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  sanitary  conditions  and  have  matters 
looked  after,  though  in  an  unsatisfactory  manner,  on  account  of  the  difificulty  in  carrying 
oyt  the  different  provisions  of  the  Health  Act. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  now  reporting  that  a  sub-district  Board  has  been  appointed, 
and  I  hope  next  year  to  be  able  to  give  a  full  report  for  that  county. 

Restigouche,  Gloucester  and  Westmorland  County  Councils,  at  their  meetings  in 
January,  accepted  and  voted  the  assessments  asked  for  by  their  Boards  of  Health.  Nor- 
thumberland County  Council  did  not  pass  the  estimates. 

Small-pox. — During  the  year  we  have  had  some  outbreaks  of  Small-pox  in  the  sub- 
district  of  Westmorland,  at  Abougoggin,  Memramcook  and  College  Bridge.  In  Resti- 
gouche, at  Nash's  Creek,  Campbellton  and  St.  Quentin.  In  Gloucester,  Shippegan  Island, 
at  Island  River,  Cape  Batteau  and  .Alexander's  Point.  I  visited  each  locality  and  saw 
that  proper  precautions  were  taken  to  stamp  out  the  disease. 

Diphtheria. — Quite  an  outbreak  of  this  disease  occurred  at  Upper  Blackville,  Northum- 
berland County,  also  cases  were  reported  from  Buctouche,  Kent  County.  I  visited  each 
of  these  places  and  saw  that  all  the  regulations  of  the  Health  Act  were  carried  out  and 
proper  quarantine  observed. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Reports  from  Westmorland,  Northumberland  and  Gloucester  showed 
quite  a  number  of  cases  of  the  above  mentioned  disease,  but  of  a  mild  type. 

Measles  also  was  reported  from  the  various  sub-districts. 

Sleeping  Sickness. — I  saw  three  cases  of  this  trouble;  two  were  of  a  mild  type  and  one 
•severe.  -As  this  last  case  came  from  a  lumber  camp  on  the  head  branches  of  Salmon  River 
ih  Kent  County,  I  had  to  visit  that  camp  and  see  that  no  more  of  the  men  were  sick  and 
give  directions  about  disinfection  and  cleaning  up  the  premises. 

Influenza. — During  last  winter  quite  a  number  of  cases  of  Influenza  were  reported  from 
Beresford  parish,  County  of  (jloucester. 

Typhoid  Fever. — During  the  early  summer,  Typhoid  Fever  made  its  appearance  In 
Bathurst  Village  and  the  surrounding  area.  It  spread  to  some  of  the  other  parishes, 
carried  thence  by  persons  who  returned  to  their  homes  from  the  infected  district. 
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I  made  weekly  visits  to  Bathurst  and  spent  from  two  to  five  days  each  week  there.  I 
recommended  thorough  cleaning  of  premises,  destruction  of  garbage,  boiling  of  all  water 
for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  and  the  injection  of  the  combined  Anti-Typhoid  Serum, 
I  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  not  one  who  had  the  combined  Anti-Typhoid 
injections,  or  any  returned  soldier  who  had  had  this  Serum  treatment,  developed  the 
disease. 

On  the  order  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  the  St.  Peter's  Village  water  supply  was 
ordered  to  be  shut  off  as  it  was  shown  that  the  bacterial  count  was  too  high  and  surroundings 
of  the  source  were  liable  to  contamination.  Some  sixty  samples  of  water  were  sent  to  the 
Laboratory  at  St.  John  for  examination  and  quite  a  number  of  wells  ordered  closed,  as  the 
water  was  considered  unsafe  for  domestic  use.  Chlorination  of  the  water  supplied  to 
Bathurst  was  recommended  to  the  Town  Council. 

At  St.  Quentin,  Restigouche  County,  quite  an  epidemic  of  Typhoid  developed.  I  went 
there  and  after  going  over  the  place  and  taking  samples  of  the  water  used  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  Laboratory,  and  inspecting  the  mode  of  disposal  of  sewage,  I  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  outbreak  was  due  to  the  water  supply  and  drainage.  As  in  Bathurst,  I  recom- 
mended boiling  the  water,  cleaning  up  around  the  premises,  disposal  of  garbage  and  the 
injection  of  the  combined  Anti-Typhoid  Serum. 

A  few  cases  were  reported  from  Dalhousie  and  Campbellton.  Some  cases  were  also 
reported  from  Westmorland  County. 

Venereal  Diseases. — I  had  to  visit  two  V.  D.  cases  at  Portage  River,  Northumberland 
County,  also  three  cases  in  Westmorland  County. 

Hotels. — I  visited  and  examined  four  Hotels  against  which  complaints  had  been  made 
and  had  conditions  rectified. 

For  more  detailed  reports  in  each  case  I  have  to  refer  you  to  my  reports  submitted  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer. 

Water  Supplies. — ^No  doubt  a  large  amount  of  work  has  yet  to  be  done  in  the  several 
Health  Districts,  straightening  up  water  supplies. 

In  some  places  cleaning  up  the  catchment  area  may  be  all  that  is  required.  Yet,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  nothing  short  of  chlorinating,  and,  in  some  cases  filtration,  will  be 
required  to  abolish  Typhoid  Fever  outbreaks. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  Town  Councils  are  very  slow  in  acting  on  recommendations 
for  installing  chlorinating  plants. 

I  find  that  quite  a  number  of  the  Doctors  neglect  to  send  in  their  V.  D.  reports.  Let  us 
hope  this  may  be  better  attended  to  after  the  establishment  of  the  Clinics. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  for  his  kind  and  valuable  assistance  on  all 
occasions  when  appealed  to,  especially  during  the  Typhoid  epidemic  at  Bathurst. 

My  sub-district  Boards  have  given  great  assistance,  and  I  have  found  it  a  pleasure  to 
meet  them  on  all  occasions. 

I  feel  that  as  people  realize  the  benefits  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  they  will  be  only  too 
willing  to  co-operate  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  same. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  travelled  over  9,000  miles  in  order  to  give  the  necessary 
attention  to  sanitary  matters  in  this  very  large  district.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  year  ending  October  31,  1920, 
for  transmission  to  the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  Health.

As  my  appointment  as  District  Medical  Health  Officer  for  the  Southern  District  was 
made  January  16,  1920,  following  the  resignation  of  Dr.  J.  F.  L.  Brown,  this  report  will 
therefore  cover  but  slightly  more  than  nine  months  of  this  fiscal  year. 

During  the  latter  half  of  January  I  accompanied  the  Minister  and  appeared  before  two 
of  the  Municipal  Councils  when  the  Boards'  estimates  were  presented.  On  one  of  these 
occasions  a  special  meeting  of  the  sub-district  Board  was  held  and  considerable  business 
transacted. 

In  February  owing  to  the  re-appearance  of  Epidemic  Influenza  in  the  District  much 
time  was  devoted  to  measures  dealing  with  that  disease.  I  visited  each  of  my  sub-districts 
on  one  or  more  occasions  and  thereafter  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  situation  through  the 
sub-district  officials.  Fortunately  this  outbreak  was  of  a  much  less  severe  type  than  the 
year  previously,  and  judging  from  the  reports  of  a  number  of  physicians  the  majority  of 
those  affected  in  the  1918-1919  epidemic  escaped  this  year,  thus  showing  a  degree  of  im- 
munity lasting  a  year  or  more.  The  difficulty  of  getting  nurfes  and  physicians  for  certain 
localities  was  very  great  and  added  to  this  the  extremely  severe  climatic  conditions,  which 
made  travel  almost  impossible  for  physicians  in  the  country,  tended  to  make  matters  worse. 
The  official  returns  of  cases  is  hardly  a  fair  index  of  actual  numbers,  as  many  were  not 
attended  by  a  physician,  nor  did  all  physicians  report  their  cases  fully.  The  almost  impas- 
sable roads  and  the  great  areas  to  be  covered  made  it  impossible  for  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
to  get  anything  like  accurate  details,  or  to  carry  out  placarding  and  other  measures  to  their 
full  extent. 

Early  in  March  we  had  a  case  of  Small-pox  in  the  Saint  John  sub-district,  a  pullman 
car  porter  who  had  come  from  Toronto.  Late  in  April  there  were  two  cases  of  the  same 
disease  in  this  same  sub-district,  the  origin  of  which  was  not  ascertained. 

Kings  sub-district  in  April  had  one  case  of  Small-pox  and  as  this  had  to  be  cared  for 
at  patient's  own  home  in  a  village,  frequent  visits  were  necessary  to  see  that  quarantine 
was  being  strictly  carried  out,  no  further  cases  developed  from  this  one. 

In  July  there  were  seven  cases  in  the  sub-district  of  Queens,  the  source  of  infection 
being  a  person  who  had  come  from  Quebec.  All  these  cases  were  in  two  families  and  five 
of  the  seven  had  developed  eruption  when  notified  to  our  officials.  The  disease  did  not 
spread  beyond  these  two  families. 

During  the  latter  part  of  June,  at  your  request,  I  spent  a  week  in  Bathurst,  assisting 
the  District  Medical  Health  Officer,  Eastern  District,  who  had  to  deal  with  a  serious 
outbreak  of  Typhoid  in  the  villages  adjacent  to  that  town  and  which  will,  no  doubt,  be 
dealt  with  in  that  officer's  report. 
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In  August  in  response  to  the  request  of  the  Boy  Scouts  Association  I  spent  a  couple  of 
days  at  the  Provincial  camp  on  the  Belleisle,  giving  the  scouts  a  series  of  talks  on  Public 
Health  and  then  holding  an  examination  for  the  Public  Health  man  badge.  Twenty-four 
scouts  qualified  and  have  since  received  this  badge.  The  keenness  of  the  boys  respecting 
this  line  of  work  was  most  gratifying,  and  as  a  means  of  spreading  the  gospel  of  Public 
Health,  this  is,  I  feel,  a  work  which  should  be  developed,  and  would  in  the  future  have  far- 
reaching  results. 

During  this  same  month  I  spent  a  few  days  in  New  York,  at  the  request  of  the  Minister, 
in  order  to  procure  material  and  information  for  the  Child  Welfare  Exhibit  at  the  Provincial 
Exhibition,  Saint  John. 

From  the  time  of  my  return  until  the  close  of  the  Exhibition  my  time  was  largely  taken 
up  with  duties  in  connection  with  the  Exhibit.  The  great  interest  taken  by  the  Public  in 
this  Child  Welfare  Exhibit,  the  eagerness  of  parents  to  obtain  information  and  the  willing- 
ness of  the  lay  workers  to  impart  the  same  shows  how  strong  a  hold  this  branch  of  our  work 
has  upon  the  public  and  what  assistance  we  can  expect  in  forwarding  the  same. 

Interspersed  with  the  activities  already  mentioned  were  those  of  a  more  routine  nature, 
chief  among  which  were  investigations  dealing  with  general  sanitary  conditions,  infectious 
diseases,  housing  conditions  —  these  three  probably  taking  nearly  one-third  of  my  time. 

Investigations  of  water  supplies,  both  private  and  public,  entailed  considerable  work 
at  various  times. 

One  subject  which,  I  feel,  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  of  all,  i.e.,  the  milk 
supplied  to  a  town  or  city,  has  been  given  a  lot  of  time  and  thought,  which  I  hope  may  be 
productive  of  some  practical  results  in  the  near  future,  though  the  difificulties  at  times  seem 
very  great. 

The  same  thing  applies  to  the  production  and  handling  of  other  food  supplies,  with 
perhaps  special  reference  to  conditions  associated  with  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food. 

One  branch  of  Child  Welfare,  to  which  I  have  given  some  little  attention  and  which  I 
feel  should  be  dealt  with  much  more  thoroughly,  is  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  Homes 
for  children.  Here  much  good  work  in  the  way  of  preventive  medicine  could  be  accom- 
plished. 

Consultations  with  officials  of  the  various  Boards  have  been  numerous,  though  I  have 
not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  meeting  all  the  sub-deputy  registrars  or  sanitary  inspectors 
in  my  district.  Some  efifort  has  been  made  to  get  the  sanitary  inspectors  of  a  sub-district 
together  for  instructions  but  this  was  most  difficult,  as  most  of  them  are  busy  men.  I  have 
felt  that  a  personal  visit  to  each  official,  say  during  the  early  summer,  by  giving  a  chance 
to  see  and  talk  over  local  difficulties,  and  with  this  the  supplying  of  pamphlets  on  such 
matters  as  sanitary  privies,  proper  wells  and  other  subjects  would  do  much  to  stimulate 
their  interest  and  improve  the  quality  of  their  work. 

The  work  in  connection  with  Venereal  Diseases  has  largely  consisted  in  an  endeavor  to 
follow  up  cases  which  did  not  persist  in  carrying  out  treatment,  or  investigating  particular 
cases  brought  to  my  notice.  Some  of  this  has  resulted  beneficially,  but  in  dealing  with 
female  cases  the  lack  of  any  suitable  place  for  keeping  the  patient  under  observation  during 
treatment  is  a  great  handicap.  In  any  attempt  to  deal  effectively  with  such  persons  some 
provision  of  this  nature  must  be  made,  along  with  some  recognized  follow-up  system  by 
trained  social  workers.  Most  of  the  cases  reported  have  been  under  treatment  at  the 
Hospital  in  Saint  John. 

In  the  work  of  Medical  School  Inspectors  numerous  matters  have  been  referred  to  me 
for  advice,  perhaps  the  most  frequent  being  requests  by  Trustees  of  rural  schools  for  closure 
on  the  occurrence  of  one  or  two  cases  of  notifiable  disease.  This  I  have  discouraged  in 
most  instances  as  I  considered  it  inadvisable.  In  a  number  of  instances  where  the  advice 
of  the  Medical  School  Inspectors  regarding  remedial  measures  were  not  being  carried  out 
by  the  parents,  the  added  support  of  myself  or  the  Board  has  been  productive  of  results. 
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All  meetings  of  the  various  Boards  in  my  District  have  been  attended  and  numerous 
reports  on  a  variety  of  subjects  have  been  submitted.  A  few  cases  where  legal  action  was 
necessary  have  received  my  attention. 

As  a  Coroner  I  was  called  upon  to  hold  one  inquest  and  one  view. 

In  the  daily  round  of  duties,  wherein  an  ever  increasing  number  of  complaints  and 
questions  have  been  referred  to  me  for  my  opinion  and  action,  many  of  these  do  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  one's  regular  duties,  but  as  almost  everything  is  expected  of  Health 
Officials,  I  have  endeavored  to  give  them  all  the  consideration  possible  and  apply  the  most 
suitable  remedy. 

For  the  consideration  shown  and  assistance  given  me  by  all  those  in  any  way  associated 
with  the  Department,  I  am  most  grateful.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report,  for  transmission  to  the  Hon.  the 
Minister  of  Health,  for  the  Western  District,  for  year  ending  October  31, 
1920.

District  Medical  Health  Officer. 

During  November,  1919,  my  work  was  as  follows:  Was  ordered  by  Chief  Medical 
Officer  to  Madawaska  to  look  after  Small-pox  in  town  of  Edmundston.  Two  cases  in 
family  of  ten  persons.  Put  house  under  quarantine  and  guard.  These  cases  came  from 
St.  Anne.  House  in  St.  Anne  was  quarantined  and  guarded  until  all  danger  was  passed. 
Eight  contacts  vaccinated.     No  other  cases  developed  from  this  source. 

One  case  of  Small-pox  at  Crocket  Mills,  parish  of  St.  Francis.  Eleven  persons  in  house, 
one  with  small-pox.  Ten  others  had  been  vaccinated.  Vaccinated  ten  suspects  and 
contacts. 

Four  cases  of  Small-pox  at  Millville,  York  County.  Vaccinated  five  contacts.  Origin, 
case  from  Maple  Ridge.     No  other  cases  developed. 

Visited  Bristol,  Carleton  County,  to  investigate  Scarlet  Fever.  Saw  School  Trustees, 
visited  schools  and  talked  to  teachers  regarding  Scarlet  Fever  and  other  contagious  diseases. 

Returned  in  December  to  Madawaska  County  respecting  further  cases  of  Small-pox  at 
Clair,  four  cases  in  all.  Found  them  quarantined  and  guarded.  Vaccinated  fifteen 
contacts  and  saw  the  doctor  in  attendance.  Went  to  Sigas  and  arranged  with  Dr.  Violette 
to  vaccinate  all  in  Back  Settlement  of  Sigas. 

Held  regular  meeting  of  sub-district  Board  of  Victoria  at  Perth,  then  to  Edmundston  to 
attend  meeting  of  sub-district  Board  of  Madawaska.  Estimates  of  $3,000  were  passed  by 
the  Board  for  year. 

Went  to  Quisibis,  parish  of  St.  Anne,  to  look  after  Small-pox  cases.  Quarantined  and 
placarded  three  houses,  one  case  in  each.     V^accinated  thirty-four  contacts  and  suspects. 

Attended  regular  meeting  of  Carleton  Sub-District  Board  of  Health.  Estimates  for 
year  ending  December  31,  1920,  $2,500. 

Attended  regular  meeting  of  Charlotte  Sub-District  Board  of  Health.  Passed  estimates 
of  $3,500  for  year  ending  December  31,  1920. 

January. — To  Grand  Manan  in  connection  with  Scarlet  Fever  outbreak.  Owing  to 
slackness  of  quarantine,  the  disease  had  spread  to  some  extent.  Ordered  rigid  quarantine 
for  six  weeks,  fumigation  of  all  schoolrooms,  churches,  moving  picture  and  dance  halls. 
No  further  cases. 

By  direction  of  Minister,  went  to  Five  Fingers,  Restigouche  County,  to  look  after 
Small-pox  cases  that  had  developed  in  a  lumber  camp.  Found  three  cases,  had  them 
isolated  and  guarded  and  vaccinated  all  in  the  camp  who  had  not  been  vaccinated. 
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Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Charlotte  Sub-District  Board  of  Health  January  20th,  and 
during  the  morning  of  the  twenty-first  addressed  the  Charlotte  County  Council,  by  request, 
in  regard  to  the  Health  Act  and  the  work  the  members  of  the  staff  had  done  during  the  year. 

January  22nd  addressed  the  Municipal  Council  of  Carleton,  by  request  of  the  Council 
through  the  Warden,  respecting  the  Health  Act. 

Went  to  Bath  to  investigate  Scarlet  Fever  cases.  Found  six  cases  of  the  disease, 
imposed  a  quarantine  of  six  weeks  upon  all;  visited  the  schools  and  addressed  teachers  and 
pupils.  , 

By  direction  of  Minister,  to  whom  telegram  had  been  sent  reporting  seven  cases  of 
Diphtheria  and  three  deaths  at  Hartland,  went  there  to  investigate  conditions.  Had  been 
six  cases  and  three  deaths  principally  because  a  physician  had  not  been  called  in  time.  All 
cases  were  rigidly  quarantined  (people  had  refused  to  keep  quarantine)  —  no  iiew  cases 
reported.  Am  satisfied  everything  was  done  to  keep  the  disease  from  spreading. 
,  Went  to  Edmundston  regarding  case  of  Small-pox  there  and  two  cases  at  St.  Jacques, 
all  under  rigid  quarantine.  All  contacts  and  suspects  vaccinated.  Origin  of  cases  — 
Maine.     No  other  cases  developed  from  these  sources. 

February. — Scarlet  Fever  was  reported  from  a  lumber  camp  thirty-five  miles  from 
Hartland,  near  the  border  line  of  Carleton  and  York  but  it  was  impossible  owing  to  storm 
to  reach  the  camp.  Saw  one  of  the  owners  at  Hartland  and  gave  him  thorough  instructions 
regarding  cases.  He  took  a  good  supply  of  disinfectants  to  the  camp.  No  report  of 
further  cases  received.     Camp  was  quarantined  until  clear  of  the  disease. 

Went  to  Minto  to  look  after  Influenza  cases,  seven  in  all,  three  severe  and  four  mild. 
All  under  quarantine.  Saw  sanitary  inspector  and  gave  him  careful  directions  in  regard 
to  his  duties.  Visited  the  school  and  talked  to  teachers  and  pupils  respecting  Influenza 
and  precautions  to  be  taken  to  avoid  it.  By  permission  of  owner  of  moving  picture  house, 
I  addressed  the  audience  on  health  matters  and  Influenza  in  particular. 

Influenza  at  McAdam.  Sawsanitary  inspector  and  doctor  in  attendance  and  discussed 
ways  and  means  of  combating  Influenza  if  it  became  epidemic.  There  were  fifteen  cases 
of  mild  type. 

Saw  two  cases  of  Small-pox  at  Perry's  Mill,  three  miles  below  Green  River,  Madawaska 
County.  Vaccinated  all  in  crew  who  had  not  been  vaccinated.  Four  other  cases,  two  in 
one  house  and  two  in  another,  quarantined  and  guarded.  Vaccinated  in  all  forty-three 
contacts.     Disease  brought  in  from  Restigouche  County. 

March. — Went  with  nurse  to  Victoria,  Carleton  County,  in  connection  with  Influenza 
outbreak.  About  fifty  cases  of  Influenza  and  four  cases  of  Pneumonia.  No  deaths 
occurred. 

To  Hawkshaw,  York  County,  with  nurse,  in  connection  with  Influenza.  Found  between 
thirty  and  forty  cases  of  Influenza  and  three  cases  Pneumonia.  Upon  consultation  with 
the  attending  physician  and  a  member  of  the  sub-district  Board  of  Health  of  York,  decided 
it  would  be  a  wise  and  just  action  to  close  all  public  assemblies  for  at  least  one  week  and 
issued  notice  to  that  effect.     Directed  that  all  cases  be  placarded  and  quarantined. 

May. — Upon  report  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  Woodstock,  went  there  to  investigate  the 
matter.  Interviewed  the  secretary  of  the  sub-district  Board  of  Health,  the  local  physician 
and  sanitary  inspector  for  the  town  regarding  the  cases.  Also  the  Town  Manager  with 
respect  to  milk  supply,  water  and  meat  supply  of  the  town  and  ordered  that  samples  of 
water  and  milk  be  at  once  forwarded  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination,  which  was  done. 

Went  to  Cork  Settlement  to  investigate  origin  of  Typhoid  Fever  cases,  of  which  there 
had  been  five  in  one  family.  Made  a  careful  examination  of  house  and  premises  also  water 
supply  and  drainage.  Forwarded  sample  of  water  from  spring  to  Laboratory  for  examina- 
tion. Ordered  house  and  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  and  water  to  be  boiled  before 
being  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

June. — Attended  meetings  of  various  sub-district  Boards  of  Health. 
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\\'ent  to  Baker  Lake,  Madawaska  County,  to  investigate  outbreak  of  Small-pox.  Eight 
cases  in  all.  Origin,  Quebec.  X'accinated  three  contacts  only,  as  Dr.  Laporte  had  already 
vaccinated  others.     No  other  cases  developed. 

July. — Upon  report  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  Grand  Falls,  went  there  to  investigate  the 
matter.  Found  three  cases  of  a  mild  type.  Looked  over  premises  carefully.  Went  to 
different  water  sources  and  procured  samples  which  were  forwarded  to  Laboratory  for 
examination. 

In  regard  to  the  two  cases  of  Typhoid  reported  from  St.  Stephen  they  were  fully  investi- 
gated by  myself,  sanitary  inspector  McGibbon  and  Secretary  Mallory.  Samples  of  ice 
were  sent  to  Dr.  Abramson  for  examination.  These  cases  and  the  source  of  the  infection 
are  fully  explained  in  report  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer. 

September. — Went  to  Perth  to  investigate  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis.  Got  history 
of  cases  from  attending  physicians.  Saw  the  different  cases,  all  under  quarantine  except 
a  child  two  years  old  who  is  now  in  third  month  of  disease.  In  all  cases  I  ordered  rooms 
disinfected  after  quarantine  was  removed. 

Went  to  Hartland  to  look  over  Small-pox  situation.  One  case,  of  four  in  family,  all 
vaccinated.     Patient  contracted  disease  in  Toronto.     Xo  other  cases  developed. 

October. — Left  for  Campbellton  on  way  to  lumber  camp  about  fifteen  miles  from  Kedg- 
wick  where  a  case  of  Small-pox  had  developed.  Saw  Dr.  Pinault,  of  Campbellton,  and  got 
history  of  case  from  him.  (He  attended  case).  Went  to  the  lumber  camp,  vaccinated  all 
who  were  not  vaccinated,  quarantined  and  placarded  camp  and  gave  instructions  to  sanitary 
inspector  to  have  camp  thoroughly  fumigated  and  disinfected  in  due  time. 

I  will  now  cite  the  trip  to  Beaver  Harbor,  Charlotte  County,  in  the  month  of  February, 
1920,  in  connection  with  Influenza  epidemic  in  that  section.  An  urgent  request  came  from 
Secretary  Mallory  to  have  a  nurse  sent  there.  By  order  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer,  a 
nurse  and  myself  left  for  there  at  once.  We  found  the  people  in  dire  need  of  doctoring  and 
nursing.  I  remained  the  best  part  of  a  week  with  the  nurse  and  got  her  fully  established 
in  the  work,  it  being  impossible  for  doctors  to  get  there,  the  roads  being  blocked  by  snow. 
The  nurse  remained  in  that  section  five  weeks  and  did  excellent  work.  There  was  only  one 
death  from  Pneumonia.  The  expense  of  this  trip  to  the  Charlotte  Sub-District  Board  of 
Health  amounted  only  to  SSG.OO. 

Another  case  —  In  the  month  of  .April  a  report  came  from  Riley  Brook,  Victoria  County, 
through  Secretary  Aliss  McPhail,  of  an  epidemic  of  Influenza  at  that  place  and  they  were 
in  urgent  need  of  nurse  and  doctor.  By  order  of  Chief  Medical  Officer  I  at  once  left  in 
company-  with  the  nurse  for  Riley  Brook.  Remained  there  and  tended  the  sick  with  the 
nurse  ten  days,  the  nearest  doctor  being  twenty-eight  miles  away.  The  nurse  remained 
five  weeks  caring  for  the  sick.  Only  one  death  from  this  outbreak.  The  expense  of  this 
trip  to  the  sub-district  of  \ictoria  was  only  S3o.00. 

I  cite  these  two  cases  to  illustrate  the  benefit  of  the  Health  .\ct  to  outlying  districts 
where  doctors  and  nurses  are  not  available. 

During  the  year  six  houses  in  the  city  of  Fredericton  were  closed  by  order  of  the  Board, 
as  being  unfit  for  habitation,  also  one  house  in  St.  Stephen. 

We  have  had  no  legal  proceedings  against  any  one  during  the  year. 

Have  travelled  a  little  over  ten  thousand  miles.  \'isited  all  the  maior  sections  of  my 
district  and  a  great  many  of  the  minor  sections.  I  have  endeavored  to  the  best  of  my  ability 
to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  Act  as  well  as  possible.  Have  attended  all  regular  and  special 
meetings  of  my  district  excepting  Fredericton  where  the  meetings  are  monthly,  some  of 
which  I  was  not  able  to  attend. 

In  conclusion,  I  think  more  satisfactory  and  efficient  work  could  be  done  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  sanitary  inspector  and  one  medical  school  inspector  for  each  sub-district.

MORTALITY  FROM  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (for  entire  Sub-District). 
(See  form  enclosed,  No.  II.) 

In  reference  to  form  No.  I  relating  to  notifiable  diseases,  one  of  the  six  cases  of  Diph- 
theria reported  was  at  Albert  in  the  parish  of  Hopewell,  and  five  in  Elgin  parish.  The 
Elgin  cases  were  all  carefull}-  looked  after  by  Sanitary  Inspector  R.  A.  Smith.  No  deaths 
occurred.  The  two  cases  of  Influenza  reported  were  of  mild  character.  One  death  resulted, 
that  of  an  infant.  While  only  ten  cases  were  reported  to  the  Board,  the  outbreak  at  one 
time  during  February  was  so  widespread  and  generally  mild,  that  individual  cases  were  not 
reported.  During  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  the  public  school  at-Hillsboro  was  closed  by 
the  District  Health  Officer,  and  that  at  Curryville  was  also  closed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board. 

Estimate  of  present  population. — -The  estimated  population  of  the  sub-district  of  Albert 
is  ten  thousand. 

General  Sanitary  Condition  of  Sub-Health  District. — So  far  as  the  general  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  district  have  been  reported,  they  appear  to  be  fairly  satisfactory.  It 
may  be  stated  that  the  extra  duties  imposed  on  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  under  Form  D2 
have  called  for  such  additional  work  without  adequate  remuneration,  that  the  Inspectors 
did  not  feel  they  could  carry  out  the  arduous  extra  labor  the  form  called  for. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — As  to  medical  inspection  of  schools,  only  one  of  the 
Inspectors  has  to  date  completed  his  examinations.  The  reports  to  hand  show  that 
twenty-five  schools  with  an  enrollment  of  six  hundred  and  fifty-four  pupils  have  been 
examined,  with  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  free  vaccinations.  Eleven  schools  are  reported 
without  teachers  and  that  number  will  probably  be  increased  when  all  the  returns  are  in. 
In  explanation  of  the  absence  of  report  from  Inspector  Dr.  Carnwath,  it  may  be  stated 
that  he  met  with  a  very  unfortunate  accident,  losing  an  eye  and  also  suffering  severely  in 
health,  and  for  some  time  has  been  undergoing  treatment  in  an  upper  Canadian  hospital. 
We  regret  to  report  that  complaints  have  been  received  from  some  of  the  Medical  School 
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Inspectors,  that  they  have  not  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers  in  connection  with  notifiable 
disease  which  hampered  their  work  materially.  This  doubtless  was  due  to  ignorance  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  as  to  their  duties  under  the  Health  Act,  and  in  order  that  this  might 
be  avoided  in  the  future,  would  recommend  that  all  teachers  in  the  province  be  furnished 
with  copies  of  the  regulations  relating  to  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools.

CASES  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  REPORTED  (for  entire  Sub-District). 
(See  form  enclosed,  No.  I.) 
These  cases  are  reported  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  several  sub-areas  on  forms  supplied. 
Sometimes  in  the  town  of  Woodstock  the  case  is  reported  to  me  direct  by  the  doctor  attend- 
ing the  patient.     The  cards  supplied  to  the  doctors  are  not  used  at  all  generally.

Reliance  is  placed  on  the  inspectors  to  submit  this  information,  and  the  information 
supplied  is  based  on  their  reports,  verified  as  far  as  possible  by  particular  inquiry.

It  is  comparatively  easy  to  keep  in  touch  with  these  cases  through  the  doctor  attending 

the  same  and  the  Inspector.    The  cases  reported  were  in  every  instance  well  and  promptly 

looked  after  in  the  matter  of  house  placarding  and  disinfection  and  fumigation;  by  reason 

of  which  the  spread  of  the  disease  has  been  prevented. 

CASES  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISE.ASES  FOR  THE  TOWN  OF  HARTLAND. 
(See  form  enclosed,  No.  Ib) 
These  cases  were  reported  to  the  Secretary  by  tha  Inspector  for  the  Town  of  Hartland, 
who  also  has  to  cover  the  parishes  of  Peel  and  Brighton.  Prompt  report  followed  each 
case.  As  will  be  noted,  the  principal  cases  reported  were  Diphtheria  and  Influenza, 
occurring  mostly  in  the  later  winter  and  spring,  although  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  oc- 
curred more  or  less  to  the  beginning  of  the  fall.  Prompt  attention  has  in  ail  cases  been 
paid  to  the  placarding  and  fumigation  of  houses.  The  one  case  of  Smaii-pox  was  incurred 
outside  the  county  and  was  also  confined  to  the  one  patient,  who  recoverred.

With  respect  to  the  inquiry  as  to  closure  of  houses,  it  was  not  required  that  such  provi- 
sion of  the  Act  should  be  applied  in  any  part  of  the  sub-district. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-HEALTH  DISTRICT. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Board  made  preparations  for  the  possible  invasion  of  an  epidemic 
of  Influenza.  In  the  first  days  of  February  one  case  came  from  outside  the  town,  and  as 
reported,  death  subsequently  ensued.  Although  this  case  was  in  a  boarding  house  with 
many  boarders,  the  case  was  so  well  isolated  that  the  disease  did  not  spread.  The  need  of 
a  temporary  hospital  seeming  urgent  in  case  of  emergency,  leave  was  given  by  the  Militia 
Department  to  use  the  Armory  in  the  town  of  Woodstock,  and  a  dozen  beds  and  appliances 
were  kindly  supplied  by  the  military  authorities  in  St.  John.  It  was  not  necessary  to  use 
the  Armory  at  all.  Speaking  generally  the  year  past  must  be  accounted  a  singularly 
healthful  one  for  the  sub-district. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND  STAFF,   GENERALLY. 

With  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staflf  —  it  will  be  at  once  noted 
that  in  comparison  with  some  counties  the  inspectors  have  to  cover  large  areas.  The 
attention  given  to  their  duties  is  praiseworthy. 

The  Town  of  Woodstock. — This  sub-area  embraces  the  larger  urban  centre.  During  the 
early  months  of  the  year,  the  chief  work  consisted  in  a  close  supervision  of  all  houses  in 
which  notifiable  diseases  occurred.  The  coming  of  spring  led  to  a  general  notification  to 
householders  to  clean  up  premises,  which  was  cheerfully  accepted  and  acted  upon.  Any 
matter  of  complaints  as  to  insanitary  condition  was  investigated  by  the  inspector.  One 
or  two  cases  of  persons  keeping  swine  within  the  town  limits  were  dealt  with  promptly, 
and  dead  animals  were  in  a  number  of  cases  ordered  at  once  buried.  There  was  one  case 
of  a  dead  horse  which  called  for  decisive  and  quick  action  by  the  inspector.  Acting  in 
conjunction  with  the  town  authorities  the  inspector  made  satisfactory  arrangements  for  a 
proper  place  for  a  public  dump  for  refuse  carted  from  yards  in  the  spring.  The  school 
buildings  were  examined  by  the  inspector  as  to  sanitary  conditions  and  found  satisfactory. 

The  Inspector  for  the  Parishes  of  Woodstock  and  Richmond  reports,  generally,  a  state 
of  good  health  in  his  district.  In  the  early  spring  there  were  a  number  of  cases  of  Influenza 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  parish  of  Woodstock,  but  no  fatalities.  Complaints  led  to  the 
examination  of  two  slaughter  houses  in  the  parish.  One  has  been  discontinued  and  the 
other  so  adapted  as  to  fulfill  the  health  requirements.  Four  dead  horses  have  been 
reported  buried  on  the  order  of  the  inspector. 
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Parish  of  Wakefield. — This  large  parish  has  been  very  free  from  notifiable  disease  and 
from  sickness  generally.  The  inspector  reports  close  supervision  over  all  conditions  that 
would  be  menaces  to  the  public  health. 

Parishes  of  Wilmot,  Wicklow  and  .Simonds. — These  three  parishes  are  under  the  super- 
vision of  one  sub-inspector,  who  reported  generally  a  healthy  condition  in  his  area  during 
the  twelve  months.  The  notifiable  diseases  from  that  quarter  were  not  many.  The  usual 
precautions  were  taken  in  the  spring  and  a  general  cleaning  up  of  premises  ordered  and 
carried  out,  and  a  removal  of  all  matter  likely  to  cause  unhealthiness  in  the  community. 

Parishes  of  Peel  and  Brighton. — This  area  includes  the  town  of  Hartland.  The  inspector 
reports  having  quarantined  all  families  having  contagious  diseases  and  having  seen  that 
the  houses  were  properly  fumigated  before  lifting  the  quarantine.  Looked  after  the  burial 
of  several  dead  horses.  Saw  that  the  sewerage  of  town  of  Hartland  was  in  good  condition, 
also  made  an  examination  of  closets  in  public  places,  such  as  post  office,  school  and  railway 
station;  also  examined  slaughter  houses  and  meat  shops,  and  saw  to  removal  of  garbage 
and  other  rubbish  from  back  yards. 

Parishes  of  Kent  and  Aberdeen. — Inspector  reports  that  at  beginning  of  year  Scarletina 
was  prevalent  all  along  the  front  of  the  parish  of  Kent,  in  Bath  and  reaching  up  to  the 
county  line.  No  deaths  occurred  in  any  case,  and  later  in  the  year  inspector  reports  that 
there  are  no  cases  of  notifiable  diseases.  Has  made  inspection  of  sanitary  conditions  in 
villages  of  Glassville,  Bristol  and  Bath  and  found  them  reasonably  good,  and,  on  as  far  as 
possible  examining  conditions  in  country  districts,  reports  them  creditable.  Found  a 
dead  horse  on  road  near  Glassville  and  had  the  same  buried  at  once. 

Parish  of  Northampton. — The  inspector  reports  one  case  of  Diphtheria  which  ended 
fatally.  While  the  child  was  sick  house  was  thoroughly  quarantined  and  after  death, 
fumigated.  There  was  no  extension  of  the  disease.  Inspector  reports  close  supervision 
of  all  conditions  affecting  the  health  of  his  area  and  remarks  a  generally  satisfactory  state 
of  affairs  in  this  regard. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  five  doctors  appointed  to  cover  this  work  in  the  county  of  Carleton.  Each 
of  them  has  been  supplied  by  the  Secretary  with  the  forms  and  literature  supplied  by  the 
Department  for  this  purpose.  In  the  case  of  vaccine  each  doctor  was  requested  to  inform 
the  Secretary  of  the  amount  required  and  this  amount  was  ordered  from  the  Laboratory  to 
be  sent  direct  to  the  doctor.  All  reports  furnished  to  the  Secretary  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer,  and  those  behind  in  their  reports  have  been  urged  to  hand 
them  in  at  once.  In  the  towns  of  Woodstock  and  Hartland  the  school  inspection  has  been 
thorough  and  complete,  and  the  rural  schools  have  received  much  more  thorough  attention 
than  last  year. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

There  have  been  no  legal  proceedings  necessary.  One  or  two  cases  contemplated  have 
been  abandoned  on  account  of  the  occasion  therefore  being  removed. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 

As  far  as  a  general  report,  the  Secretary  has  only  to  remark  that  there  appears  to  be  a 
growing  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  Health  Act.  Any  special  recommendations  would 
be  dependent  for  their  value  on  a  larger  appropriation  by  the  county.  The  Medical  School 
Inspectors,  especially,  consider  that  they  are  quite  inadequately  remunerated  for  the 
services  asked  of  them.

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THE  CLOSURE  OF  HOUSES. 

House  occupied  by  Aaron  Hanson  in  the  Town  of  St.  Stephen  closed  during  April,  1920' 
(Remarks) 

The  condition  of  this  house  was  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  took  the  matter 
up  with  the  town  authorities,  with  the  result  that  the  Town  Council  leased  the  property 
and  closed  the  house.  This  action  was  confirmed  by  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  May  6, 
1920,  and  the  Inspector  instructed  to  placard  the  house  as  being  unfit  for  habitation. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-HEALTH  DISTRICT. 

The  most  prominent  feature  or  occurrence  during  the  year  was  the  Influenza  Epidemic* 
which  started  on  February  lUth  and  continued  till  the  latter  part  of  !March.  It  was  chiefly 
confined  to  the  outlying  districts  around  St.  George,  the  Islands  of  Campobello  and  Grand 
Manan,  and  the  towns  of  St.  Stephen  and  St.  George.  In  the  latter  place,  all  public  places 
of  assemblages  were  closed  for  a  time  as  a  preventive;  which  procedure  undoubtedly 
arrested,  to  a  large  extent,  the  spreading  of  the  disease.  It  was  most  severe  at  Beaver 
Harbor  where  it  took  in  practically  the  whole  village.  The  District  Medical  Health  Officer 
took  charge  of  the  situation  there  personally,  and  was  assisted  by  a  nurse  from  Fredericton. 

Scarlet  Fever  seems  to  have  been  prevalent  at  Milltown  off  and  on  during  the  year,  and 
for  a  time  on  the  Island  of  Grand  Manan. 

The  Diphtheria  cases  reported  during  the  year  existed  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Patrick 
and  Lepreau. 

Two  cases  of  Typhoid  at  St.  Stephen  were  investigated  by  the  District  Medical  Health 
Officer  and  Secretary,  but  no  definite  clue  was  found  to  indicate  that  the  cases  originated 
there.  On  the  contrary,  facts  were  brought  out  which  led  to  the  belief  that  the  patients 
contracted  the  disease  outside  the  district,  as  both  had  been  away. 

As  the  ice  supplied  the  towns  of  St.  Stephen  and  Milltown  was  suspected  as  being  the 
cause,  a  sample  was  sent  to  the  Provincial  Laboratory  at  St.  John  for  analysis,  but  no 
typhoid  germs  were  found  in  the  examination. 

This  examination,  however,  brought  out  the  fact  that  the  ice  contained  B.  Coli,  indi- 
cating fecal  contamination,  and  its  use  for  domestic  consumption  was  forbidden  by  the 
Chief  Medical  Officer. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND   STAFF,   GENERALLY. 

Synopsis  of  work  done  by  Inspectors  for  following  areas: 

Town  of  St.  Stephen. — Reported  on  Notifiable  Disease  cases,  placarded  and  disinfected 
houses.  Made  inspection  of  area  at  different  times,  and  had  insanitary  conditions 
removed. 

Town  of  Milltown. — Placarded  and  reported  eleven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  fumigated 
same  on  Doctor's  notification  of  their  recover}'.  Had  two  complaints  of  insanitary  con- 
ditions removed. 

Town  of  St.  Andrews. — Had  five  cases  of  insanitary  conditions  removed,  and  two  dogs 
that  washed  ashore  buried.     Looked  after  Notifiable  Diseases  cases,  which  were  very  few. 

Town  of  St.  George. — Placarded  and  reported  all  cases  that  occurred,  and  inspected  the 
area  for  insanitation.  By  direction  of  the  Secretary  he  investigated  a  complaint  for  pollut- 
ing water  used  during  the  summer  only,  and  reported  that  he  could  see  nothing  that  had 
been  done  with  the  water  and  that  it  was  more  of  a  family  quarrel. 

Parish  of  Grand  Manan. — Had  several  cases  of  nuisances  removed,  and  reported  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Influenza  cases  that  occurred.     Area  in  a  healthy  condition  at  present. 

Parish  of  Campobello. — Had  nuisances  cases  existing  round  the  shore  removed,  and 
attended  to  Notifiable  Diseases  cases. 
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Parish  of  West  Isles. — Several  cases  of  insanitation  were  satisfactorily  removed.  Forbid 
the  dumping  of  refuse  fish  over  the  wharves  in  different  villages.  Reported  all  cases  of 
disease  as  notified. 

Parish  of  Dufferin. — Reports  general  sanitary  conditions  for  the  year  good,  and  that 
all  duties  performed  as  instructed. 

Parish  of  St.  Stephen. — One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported  during  the  year,  which  was 
looked  after  in  the  usual  way.  On  investigating  a  complaint  of  an  insanitary  condition, 
he  found  that  it  had  been  removed. 

Parish  of  St.  James. — Reports  no  cases  of  disease  during  the  year,  and  the  area  in  good 
sanitary  condition. 

Parish  of  St.  David. — Reports  one  case  of  Notifiable  Disease  (Scarlet  Fever)  during  the 
year,  and  the  general  sanitary  conditions  good. 

Parish  of  St.  Croix. — Xo  cases  of  Notifiable  Disease  during  the  year.  Sanitary  con- 
ditions good. 

Parish  of  Dumbarton. — Found  sanitary  conditions  good  during  the  year.  No  Notifiable 
Diseases  cases  developed. 

Parish  of  St.  Patrick. — Seven  cases  of  Diphtheria  developed  during  the  year,  and 
attended  to  as  regards  placarding  and  disinfecting.  No  insanitary  conditions  during  the 
year. 

Parish  of  Pennfield. — Had  all  insanitary  conditions  removed,  and  attended  to  all  cases 
of  Notifiable  Diseases  reported  to  him. 

Parish  of  Lepreau.x. — During  inspection  of  area  visited  Clam  Factories  and  found  con- 
ditions good.     All  Diphtheria  cases  placarded  and  reported. 

Parish  of  Clarendon. — No  Notifiable  Diseases  to  report  during  the  year,  and  general 
sanitary  conditions  good. 

Parish  of  St.  George. — This  area  included  with  town  of  St.  George,  and  covered  in  that 
report. 

Parish  of  St.  Andrews. —  Included  with  town  of  St.  Andrews,  and  similar  to  above. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Although  the  reports  from  the  Medical  School  Inspectors  for  the  term  ending  June  30th 
last  have  in  some  cases  been  somewhat  delayed,  it  would  seem  that  they  are  or  have  grown 
more  familiar  with  the  work  than  was  the  case  for  the  term  ending  December  31,  1919,  and 
for  that  reason  the  work  has  progressed  more  favorably  than  formerly. 

This  Sub-District  is  divided  into  nine  Medical  School  Inspection  areas,  and  for  the  term 
ending  December  31,  1919,  reports  were  received  from  seven  of  them.  The  other  two, 
namely  Dr.  F.  D.  W'eldon  and  Dr.  H.  Gove,  were  unable  owing  to  ill  health  to  file  any 
reports  of  their  work,  if  any  was  done.  Subsequently  Dr.  Gove  died,  and  the  vacancy  was 
not  filled  until  May  of  this  year,  and  too  late  for  any  work  to  be  done  during  the  term 
ending  June  30,  1920.  For  this  term  the  work  seems  to  have  been  satisfa(  torily  done  in 
the  other  areas  of  the  County,  but  the  reports  perhaps  have  not  been  sent  in  as  promptly 
as  they  might  have  been. 

All  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  District  Medical  Health  Officer,  as  soon  as  they  were 
received. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  during  the  year  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Act  and  the  Regulations. 
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GENER-^L  REMARKS. 

All  the  important  happenings  in  this  Sub-District  for  the  year  have  been  touched  upon 
in  the  foregoing,  and  apart  from  the  Influenza  Epidemic,  the  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
cases,  this  sub-district  has  been  in  a  highly  satisfactory  condition. 

With  a  view  to  obtaining  still  better  results  from  the  Act  and  the  Regulations,  I  would 
submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  three  recommendations: 

I.  That  all  Physicians  practicing  in  this  area  be  notified  by  a  circular  letter  from  the 
Department,  of  the  importance  of  using  in  every  case  coming  under  their  care,  the  post 
cards  supplied  them  for  first  reporting  the  case,  and  then  reporting  the  termination  and 
result  of  that  case. 

II.  That  the  Medical  School  Inspectors  be  written  to  direct  from  the  Department, 
each  term,  urging  upon  them  the  necessity  of  getting  their  work  accomplished  in  good  time, 
and  of  forwarding  their  reports  to  the  Secretary  without  delay. 

III.  That  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  of  the  calendar  year  the  Registrar  General  trans- 
mit to  each  Secretary  the  number  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  for  their  respective 
areas.  This  information  should  be  available  for  the  public,  and  for  a  report  to  the  Municipal 
Council  each  year. 

Note: — In  recommending  No.  I  and  No.  II  the  writer  is  of  the  opinion  that  these 
circulars  would  have  more  effect  coming  from  the  Department  direct  than  would  otherwise 
be  the  case.

Before  closing  the  report  I  would  like  to  mention  that  the  Sub-District  Board  were 
visited  by  a  delegation  from  the  Social  Service  Council,  recommending  the  co-operation 
of  the  Board  along  the  lines  of  follow-up  work  in  conjunction  with  Medical  School  Inspector. 
This  delegation  was  received  by  the  Board  and  after  their  departure  the  Board  appointed 
Miss  Minnie  Peterson  to  the  staff  of  the  Sub-District  Board,  Miss  Peterson  to  receive  no 
remuneration  for  services  rendered  from  our  Board,  her  salary  being  paid  from  other  sources.

CASES  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  REPORTED  (for  entire  Sub-District). 
(See  form  enclosed.  No.  I.) 

I  beg  to  report,  as  per  form  No.  I  next  attached,  that  we  had  543  cases  of  Notifiable 
Diseases  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1920,  in  the  health  sub-district  of  Gloucester. 

We  had  137  cases  of  Small-pox  with  no  deaths.  The  disease  was  of  a  very  mild  type. 
At  the  outbreak  of  the  epidemic,  we  engaged  guards,  dividing  up  the  district  into  small 
areas,  putting  on  strict  quarantine,  with  patrols  reporting  to  the  sanitary  inspectors  in 
charge.  In  this  way  we  were  successful  in  confining  the  disease  to  the  district  in  which  it 
occurred. 

We  also  had  a  very  serious  epidemic  of  Typhoid  in  the  Parish  of  Bathurst.with  a  con- 
siderable number  of  cases  in  Petit  Rocher,  Caraquet,  Tracadie  and  St.  Isidore  —  231  oases 
in  all,  with  14  deaths.  The  disease  originated,  it  is  believed,  from  the  using  of  the  Bathurst 
Village  old  water  system.  It  spread  from  there  to  South  Bathurst,  East  Bathurst,  Petit 
Rocher,  Caraquet,  Tracadie  and  St.  Isidore.  The  Provincial  Department  of  Health 
closed  the  Bathurst  Village  water  supply  and  ordered  the  boiling  of  the  town  water  as  a 
precautionary  measure.  Every  assistance  was  given  us  by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer,  the 
District  Medical  Health  Officer,  and  also  we  had  the  services  of  Dr.  Warwick  sent  us  by 
the  Department  of  Health.  Every  effort  was  made  to  fight  and  stamp  out  the  epidemic. 
Several  wells  were  closed  and  others  were  ordered  thorough!)-  cleaned,  while  all  water  used 
either  for  drinking  or  domestic  purposes  had  to  be  boiled.  Trained  nurses  were  secured 
from  outside  districts  for  the  Hospital  and  as  district  nurses,  and  everything  possible  was 
done  by  the  Board  to  control  the  disease.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  at  this  date  the 
disease  is  almost  stamped  out.

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THE  CLOSURE  OF  HOUSES. 
I  have  to  report  one  cookhouse  and  camp  which  were  closed  on  Carter's  Brook,  the 
same  being  in  the  catchment-area  of  the  Bathurst  water  supply.  This  was  only  done 
after  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  location  of  premises  by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  and 
District  Medical  Health  Officer.  I  have  further  to  report  that  the  slaughter  house 
condemned  and  closed  last  year  by  order  of  the  Board  has  been  removed  and  rebuilt  on 
location  selected  by  the  Provincial  Health  Officers. 

GENERAL    SANITARY    CONDITION    OF    SUB-DISTRICT. 

1  beg  to  report  that  the  Typhoid  situation  at  Bathurst,  although  considerably  improved, 
is  still  a  matter  of  serious  concern.  The  water  supply  furnished  by  the  town  is  boiled 
before  using,  orders  of  the  Department  of  Health.  This  is  a  precautionary  measure  and  is 
still  in  effect.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  doctors  cannot  clearly,  in  any  case,  trace 
a  case  of  Typhoid  through  the  using  of  the  town  water. 

We  have  at  this  date  three  cases  of  Small-pox  on  the  Island  of  Shippegan.  Patients 
under  quarantine  and  in  charge  of  guards. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTORS  AND  STAFF,  GENERALLY. 
We  have  twelve  Sanitary  Inspectors  with  two  assistants.     Each  parish  in  the  county  is 
divided  into  districts,  inspected  and  patrolled  by  our  staff;    monthly  reports  furnished  us, 
and  immediate  notification  in  cases  of  Notifiable  Diseases.     We  find  that  this  branch  of  the 
service  is  giving  every  satisfaction. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 
We  have  four  (4)  Medical  Inspectors  of  Schools.  The  duties  of  the  Inspectors  were 
much  lighter  this  year  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  children  vaccinated  last  year. 
In  some  districts  we  find  it  very  difficult  to  secure  Medical  Inspectors.  The  parents, 
teachers  and  children  are,  however,  beginning  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  the  need 
of  complying  with  the  regulations  and  are  working  in  harmony  with  the  doctors  to  make 
the  inspection  an  efficient  one. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 
We  are  pleased  to  report  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  in  this 
district. 

(JENERAL  REMARKS. 

1  would  strongly  recommend  that  in  the  spring  every  precaution  be  taken  to  prevent 
another  outbreak  of  this  Typhoid  epidemic.

The  only  epidemic  was  that  of  Influenza  during  the  month  of  February,  and  it  was 
largely  confined  to  the  western  end  of  the  County.  The  one  case  of  Small-pox  was  so 
promptly  reported  and  necessary  steps  so  zealously  taken  that  it  was  confined  to  the  one 
case,  although  located  in  a  close  village.  Some  doctors  are  very  prompt  in  reporting 
notifiable  disease  and  many  assist  in  every  possible  way  in  lessening  the  labors  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors — still,  we  have  doctors  who  do  not  report  nearly  all  notifiable  diseases.

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GEx\ER.\L    SANITARY    CONDITIONS    OF    SUB-HEALTH    DISTRICT. 

The  sanitary  conditions  have  shown  an  improvement  over  the  preceding  year;  the 
people  are  responding  to  the  efforts  of  the  Board  more  willingly  and  the  Board  is  getting 
results  with  less  effort.  At  the  request  of  the  Town  Council  of  Sussex  we  got  Dr.  Pugsley 
to  examine  the  herds  of  all  milk  dealers  selling  milk  in  Sussex,  as  well  as  examining  the 
premises  and  conditions. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND   ST.\FF,  GENERALLY. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  area  of  Westfield  and  Greenwich  promptly  attended  to 
the  placarding  and  fumigating  of  two  houses  for  Scarlet  Fever,  one  for  Diphtheria  and 
worked  to  trace  the  origin  of  a  Typhoid  case,  and  did  good  work  against  the  spread  of 
Influenza. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  area  of  Hampton,  Upham,  Kingston  and  Rothesay  has 
done  much  work  in  assisting  to  stamp  out  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Influenza  and  one 
case  of  Small-pox,  and  succeeded  in  abating  several  nuisances. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  area  of  Studholm  and  Havelock  dealt  effectively  with 
several  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  abated  several  nuisances. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  area  of  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Sussex  had  many  nuis- 
ances abated,  especially  in  the  Town  of  Sussex  and  also  many  cases  of  notifiable  diseases 
to  attend  to. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  area  of  Cardwell,  Waterford  and  Hammond  adjusted 
several  complaints  and  took  necessary  steps  to  curb  several  cases  of  notifiable  diseases. 

All  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  visited  all  towns  and  villages  in  their  respective  areas  in 
June  and  also  inspected  all  slaughter  houses  and  the  premises  of  all  milk  dealers. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  Medical  School  Inspectors  have  done  their  work  quite  faithfully,  and  from  their 
reports  they  have  already  improved  the  conditions  under  which  many  pupils  study,  remov- 
ing many  handicaps. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

In  only  one  case  were  legal  proceedings  instituted, —  one  parent  refused,  without  cause, 
to  allow  his  son  to  be  vaccinated  and  persisted  in  sending  the  son  to  school  after  exclusion 
notice,  but  before  trial  he  agreed  to  comply  and  the  case  was  withdrawn. 

GENER.\L  REMARKS. 

We  find  that  many  of  the  doctors,  being  very  busy  men,  do  not  give  notice  of  births 
nor  do  they  give  the  parents  a  certificate  to  fill  in,  and  thus  many  births  are  no  doubt  over- 
looked although  the  sub-deputy  registrars  go  after  all  they  hear  of  or  which  may  be  men- 
tioned in  the  local  paper.  Many  undertakers  find  difficulty  in  getting  the  burial  permit 
before  burial,  as  they  claim  they  so  often  find  the  doctor  out  when  they  take  the  certificate 
to  be  filled  in,  and  often  go  many  times  before  getting  it.

The  County  has  been  free  from  an  epidemic  of  contagious  disease  during  the  year.  An 
outbreak  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  at  McNamee,  Parish  of  Ludlow,  in  September,  1920, 
resulting  in  two  deaths.  Dr.  Wier,  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  immediately  closed 
the  school  there,  and  through  his  efforts  and  the  prompt  action  of  Sanitary  Inspector  Pond 
the  disease  was  kept  under  control. 

In  the  Parish  of  Alnwick  thirteen  cases  of  Influenza  were  reported  in  March,  1920,  all 
of  a  mild  type.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-HEALTH   DISTRICT. 

The  area  under  the  supervision  of  the  Northumberland  Board  is  large  and  in  many 
sections  sparsely  settled;  it  containing  two  prosperous  towns  and  a  number  of  thriving 
villages.  Apart  from  the  towns,  no  special  attention  by  an  organized  body  was  given  to 
Public  Health  until  the  present  Health  ^ct  was  inaugurated. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  sub-district  of  Northumberland  is  at  present,  with  the 
exception  of  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  about  as  many  of  Measles,  entirely  free  from 
notifiable  disease. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  water  supply  of  the  Town  of  Chatham  and 
five  from  public  tanks  and  sent  to  Dr.  Abramson.  All  but  one  were  found  contaminated. 
A  Committee  from  our  Board  including  Dr.  F.  J.  Desmond,  D.  M.  H.  O.,  met  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  to  discuss  the  advisability  of  installing 
a  chlorinating  plant  at  the  pumping  station  and  to  advise  the  town  authorities  to  prevent 
the  dumping  of  garbage  near  the  source  of  the  water  supply.  These  suggestions  were 
favorably  received  by  Water  and  Sewerage  Committee  and  they  promised  to  give  the 
matter  serious  consideration. 

The  water  reservoir  for  C.  N.  Railway  at  Newcastle,  which  was  in  very  bad  condition, 
was  cleaned  and  repaired  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 

The  Milk  Supply  of  the  Town  of  Newcastle  was  found  unclean  in  one  case.  The  source 
of  the  impurity  was  traced  and  rectified.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  was  instructed  to  give 
more  careful  attention  to  the  testing  of  milk  for  sediment,  and  butter  fat,  also  to  visit  stables 
of  milk  vendors  and  see  if  the  surroundings  were  kept  clean. 

Chatham  milk  supply  ranks  high  in  cleanliness  and  butter  fat,  due  to  the  vigilant  watch 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND   STAFF,   GENERALLY. 

In  the  town  and  parish  of  Chatham  the  Board  is  fortunate  in  having  as  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tor Mr.  M.  Murray,  a  man  who  is  very  efficient  and  from  whose  report  to  the  Board  I  quote 
the  following:— Inspections  made,  497;  reinspections,  302.  Houses  quarantined  and 
ordered  cleaned  and  fumigated,  27.  He  made  weekly  visits  of  inspection  to  bakeries, 
restaurants,  hotels,  hog-pens,  slaughter  houses.  He  succeeded  in  having  dealers  display 
food  under  better  sanitary  conditions.  He  took  butter  fat  and  sediment  tests,  regularly, 
bf  the  milk  supplied  by  the  milk  vendors.  Visited  the  villages  in  the  parish  where  saw-mills 
were  situated  and  found  conditions  unfavorable  and  had  them  remedied. 
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In  Newcastle  the  Board  was  not  so  fortunate  in  securing  the  right  man  at  the  beginning 
as  Sanitary  Inspector,  thus  causing  dissatisfaction  and  expense,  due  to  his  not  taking 
instructions  from  the  Board.  A  new  inspector  went  on  duty  in  Newcastle  August  first; 
he  seems  quite  willing  to  perform  his  duty  but  owing  to  his  appointment  coming  late  in  the 
season,  he  is  handicapped  in  having  insanitary  condition  of  premises  remedied. 

The  reports  sent  me  by  the  other  twelve  sanitary  inspectors  of  the  County  all  show  t  hat 
they  have  made  careful  tours  of  inspection  of  their  areas.  In  some  instances  they  found 
insanitary  conditions  existing  round  canning  factories,  fish  and  smoke  houses,  but  had 
them  remedied.  Other  instances  of  public  nuisances  were  removed.  Houses  were  promptly 
placarded  for  contagious  disease,  cleaned  and  fumigated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  collection  of  Vital  Statistics  which  began  January  first  is  being  carried  on  by  four- 
teen Sub-Deputy  Registrars,  besides  myself.  I  feel  confident  that  all  of  them  by  their 
strenuous  efforts  have  succeeded  in  getting  complete  returns. 

MEDICAL  SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

The  Board  find  it  diflacult  to  get  physicians  to  take  up  this  work  in  some  of  the  country 
districts.  The  towns  and  parishes  of  Newcastle  and  Chatham  have  had  medical  inspection , 
with  the  result  that  a  large  number  of  children  were  treated  for  tonsils,  adenoids,  decayed 
teeth  and  defective  sight. 

Medical  examination  reports  were  received  from  nine  of  the  fifteen  Health  Areas  of  the 
County. 

The  Board,  through  circulars  sent  to  Boards  of  School  Trustees  is  endeavouring  to  have 
each  child  whose  name  is  on  the  School  Register,  once  successfully  vaccinated  so  as  to  help 
prevent  a  serious  outbreak  of  Small-pox. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 
We  have  one  lawsuit  pending  but  owing  to  lack  of  funds  we  cannot  proceed  with  it. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  Board-  is  greatly  handicapped,  through  County  Council  refusing  to  appropriate 
necessary  funds  for  carrying  along  the  work  of  the  Board,  also  by  the  refusal  of  T.  H. 
Whalen,  late  Registrar  for  the  County,  to  give  up  records,  books  and  papers  connected  with 
his  late  office,  which  necessitated  an  enormous  amount  of  extra  writing. 

The  County  is  large,  with  fourteen  Health  Areas.  I  am  kept  constantly  in  touch  with 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Sub-Deputy  Registrars  who  are  not  familiar  with  many  details  of 
their  work,  but  when  instructed  are  very  willing  to  co-operate  in  every  respect.  The  work 
at  times  entails  worry  and  careful  thought, but  I  have  done  my  best  and  feel, through  results, 
that  my  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain.  I  have  always  had  the  able  support  of  the  Board 
and  the  valuable  advice  of  Dr.  F.  J.  Desmond,  District  Medical  Health  Officer,  who  is 
untiring  in  his  zeal  to  assist  me  in  every  way  to  bring  the  work  of  the  Board  to  a  high  stand- 
ard of  perfection.

CASES  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISE.\SES  REPORTED  (for  entire  Sub-District). 
(See  form  enclosed,  No.  I.) 
(Remarks) 

The  small  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  in  this  sub-district  during  the  past  year 
is  very  gratifying. 

During  February,  in  common  with  other  parts  of  the  Province  and  the  Dominion,  there 
was  a  re-appearance  of  Epidemic  Influenza,  but  generally  of  a  much  less  severe  type  than 
in  the  previous  epidemic  of  1918-1919. 

In  July  there  was  a  small  outbreak  of  Small-pox  in  one  locality  —  five  of  the  seven 
cases  were  infected  in  one  household  from  an  indi\idual  who  developed  the  disease  a  few 
days  after  coming  from  Temiscouata  County,  Quebec.  The  other  two  cases  were  very 
mild  and  developed  concurrently  with  successful  vaccinations.  Only  one  of  the  persons 
affected  had  been  previously  vaccinated  and  that  more  than  fourteen  years  before.  The 
prompt  action  taken  in  quarantining  the  affected  households  and  two  other  families  who 
were  contacts,  and  successful  vaccination  of  all  contacts  resulted  in  preventing  the  spread 
of  the  disease. 

The  fact  that  only  one  case  of  Typhoid  occurred  during  the  year  is  most  gratifying,  as 
the  absence  of  this  disease  is  a  good  index  of  improvement  in  sanitary  conditions. 

While  possibly  some  cases  of  the  milder  infectious  diseases  are  not  reported  to  the 
Secretary,  as  in  many  instances  a  phj'sician  is  not  called,  yet  on  the  whole  the  reporting  of 
notifiable  diseases  shows  a  decided  improvement.  Tuberculosis,  possibly,  is  an  exception 
to  this,  as  there  must  have  been  more  than  one  case  of  that  disease  in  the  county  during 
the  past  year.

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GENER.'\L  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-HEALTH   DISTRICT. 

There  are  no  towns  or  incorporated  villages  in  the  district. 

In  the  villages,  as  a  rule,  sanitary  conditions  are  good;  where  not  satisfactory,  condi- 
tions, on  notice,  were  remedied.  People  generally  show  a  willingness  to  improve  matters 
when  drawn  to  their  attention. 

Surveys  of  Railway  Stations.  Questionnaires  were  filled  out  and  submitted  to  the 
Chief  Medical  Officer.  In  most  cases  sanitary  conveniences  were  found  in  poor  condition. 
Some  of  these  have  been  improved,  but  others  remain  practically  the  same  although  atten- 
tion was  given  them  for  the  time  being.  The  Railway  authorities  should  be  requested  to 
have  a  uniform  practice  of  keeping  sanitary  conveniences  in  good  shape. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND  STAFF,  GENERALLY. 

Sanitary  Inspectoral  Area  of  Gagetown  and  Hampstead. — Sanitary  conditions  of  this 
district  reported  as  good.  A  few  complaints  were  received  which  were  looked  into  and 
remedied.     Notifiable  diseases  for  the  year  have  been  few.     Railway  stations  inspected. 

Sanitary  Inspectoral  area  of  Wickham  and  Johnston. — (East  side  of  Washademoak  Lake) 
and  Brunswick.  This  Inspector  reports  good  conditions  throughout  his  area,  with  a  few 
exceptions  which  are  noted  as  having  been  remedied.  Railway  station  inspection  carried 
out.  There  have  been  quite  a  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  in  this  district,  which 
haye  been  promptly  attended  to.     There  were  a  few  cases  of  Influenza  during  July. 

Sanitary  Inspectoral  area  of  Peter sville. — This  district  reported  to  be  in  very  good  sanitary 
condition.     Railway  stations  inspected.     Notifiable  diseases  in  the  parish  have  been  few. 

Sanitary  Inspectoral  area  of  Chipman. — Reports  from  this  Inspector  show  sanitary 
conditions  in  very  fair  order.  Railway  station  inspection  carried  out.  There  were  seven 
cases  of  Small-pox  in  this  parish  during  July,  which  were  dealt  with  promptly  and  no 
further  cases  developed.     Practically  no  other  notifiable  diseases  reported  from  this  area. 

Sanitary  Inspectoral  area  of  Canning. — Inspector  for  this  parish  reports  sanitary  condi- 
tions throughout  his  area  as  good,  and  where  he  found  any  nuisance  his  notice  for  improve- 
ment was  promptly  responded  to.  Railway  station  inspection  carried  out.  Practically 
no  notifiable  diseases  in  this  locality. 

Sanitary  Inspectoral  area  of  Cambridge,Waterboro,  Johnston  (west  side  of  Washademoak 
Lake).  This  Inspector  reports  very  fair  sanitary  conditions  in  his  district.  The  few 
cases  of  notifiable  disease  which  have  been  reported  to  him  have  been  satisfactorily  attended 
to.     Railway  station  inspection  carried  out. 

The  Report  books  (D-2)  supplied  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  this  year  for  use  on  their 
annual  inspection  trip  have  been  returned  to  the  Secretary.  Two  were  not  used,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  inspection  trip  had  been  made  before  the  books  were  received  by  the 
Inspectors,  but  the  remaining  four  were  filled  in  as  required,  showing  a  thorough  inspection 
of  the  villages  throughout  the  county. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  other  business,  two  of  the  Inspectors  have  sent  in  their  resignations. 
They  are,  however,  looking  after  the  work  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  which  matter 
will  be  taken  up  at  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

MEDICAL  SCHOOL  INSPECTORS. 

The  1919  Reports  from  these  Inspectors  were  not  at  all  complete  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  Board  was  not  on  a  good  working  basis  and  the  forms  were  not  in  the  hands  of  these 
Inspectors  when  their  Medical  Inspection  work  was  attended  to.  The  reports  for  term 
ending  June  30,  1920,  are,  however,  to  hand  and  show  that  this  branch  of  the  work  is  being 
carried  on  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.  The  reports  for  the  fall  term  1920  have  not  yet 
been  received. 
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SUB-DEPUTY  REGISTRARS. 
The  work  of  these  Registrars  is  proving  highly  satisfactory.     The  reports,  forms,  etc., 
do  not  go  through  the  Secretary's  hands,  but  the  Registrar  General  has  several  times  com- 
mented on  the  good  work  being  done  in  this  connection. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 
The  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  through  the  rural  districts  is  a  different  matter 
owing  to  the  distances  which  these  Inspectors  have  to  travel.  Their  areas  are  large  and 
often  the  roads  in  very  poor  condition.  The  inspection  for  the  winter  term  was  especially 
hard,  as  at  the  times  the  Inspectors  were  able  to  give  their  attention  to  the  work  the  weather 
was  unfavorable  and  the  roads  bad.  However,  the  work  has  been  lightened  somewhat  as 
there  is  now  only  one  inspection  required  per  year  and  that  during  the  fall  term.  The 
work  of  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  in  the  county  was  at  first  undertaken  by  six  inspectors 
—  this  number  has  now  dwindled  down  to  three,  so  that  you  will  readily  understand  the 
great  distances  these  Medical  Inspectors  have  to  cover.  They  are,  however,  looking  after 
the  work  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.  They  report  that  in  some  schools  defects  found 
previously  in  the  health  of  children  have  been  attended  to,  while  in  others  not  much  atten- 
tion has  been  paid  to  the  matter.  In  a  great  number  of  cases  sanitary  conveniences  are 
poor.     Attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  great  lack  of  recreation  facilities  for  the  children. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 
None. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 
None  of  the  villages  have  public  water  supply  or  sewerage.  In  those  which  are  growing 
the  need  of  such  will  soon  become  very  great  and  therefore  the  need  of  educating  the  citizens 
to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  same  should  be  an  important  part  of  our  work.  The 
pro\ision  also  of  more  up-to-date  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  individual  household  is 
also  a  matter  which  would  add  greatly  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  people. 

In  a  foregoing  paragraph  mention  has  been  made  of  the  large  areas  of  the  Medical 
School  Inspectors.  This  is  also  true  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Their  territory  is  large 
and  the  distances  they  are  often  required  to  travel  very  great,  over  poor  roads  and  in  winter 
weather.  They  however  do  the  very  best  they  can  under  the  circumstances  in  looking 
after  cases  of  notifiable  diseases.  Placarding,  as  required,  is  done  whenever  possible,  but 
the  majority  of  cases  of  Epidemic  Influenza  this  year  have  occurred  in  the  winter  and  early 
spring  when  weather  conditions  were  poor  and  travelling  bad.  Most  of  the  cases  were  in 
widely  scattered  districts,  so  it  was  practically  impossible  for  the  Inspectors  to  attend  to 
each  case.  Particulars  were  obtained  by  the  Inspectors  whenever  possible  and  forwarded 
to  the  Secretary.

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  this  sub-district  has  been  much  improved  under  the 
present  system  of  handling  the  Board  of  Health,  and  this  year  would  have  made  a  good 
showing  only  for  the  outbreak  of  Typhoid  F"ever,  which  was  more  or  less  prevalent  in 
different  parts  of  the  sub-district. 
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WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND  STAFF,  GENERALLY. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  done  good  work  in  the  different  parishes  and  towns  in 
this  sub-district,  being  very  attentive  to  their  duties,  especially  in  any  cases  where  Small- 
pox was  reported. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  was  fairly  well  done  during  the  year.  Every  parish 
had  their  schools  attended  by  the  different  Medical  Inspectors  except  the  parish  of  Grimmer. 
All  schools  in  Campbellton  and  Dalhousie  were  well  attended  to.  One  of  the  Campbellton 
schools  was  more  or  less  destroyed  by  fire, —  this  caused  some  delay  in  the  work  being  done 
in  the  proper  time.  The  work  now  seems  to  be  progressing  and  each  school  district  seems 
to  want  to  have  this  work  carried  on. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 
None. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  only  matter  that  seems  lagging  is  the  enforcement  of  vaccination  of  men  employed 
in  lumber  camps.  It  seems  that  there  is  some  carelessness  in  this  branch  of  the  Act  on  the 
part  of  the  employers.

CASES  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  REPORTED  (for  entire  Sub-District). 
(See  form  enclosed,  No.  I.) 
(Remarks) 

In  the  entire  sub-district  there  has  been  a  diminution  in  the  total  number  of  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases  reported  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  is  accounted  for  by 
the  smaller  number  of  cases  of  Influenza,  there  being  only  290  as  compared  with  903  in 
1918-1919. 

During  this  year  there  has  been  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  (203)  and  Scarlet  Fever  (339).  The  greatest  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria 
in  any  one  month  was  26  (December,  1919)  while  the  smallest  number  was  5  (September, 
1920).  At  no  time  did  this  disease  take  on  the  character  of  an  epidemic,  the  cases  being 
scattered  and  apparently  having  no  common  source  of  infection.  Scarlet  Fever  was  quite 
prevalent  during  the  first  eight  months,  of  the  year  covered  by  this  report.  The  greatest 
number  of  cases  being  in  January  (67)  the  smallest  in  October  (3  cases).  The  cases  as  a 
rule  were  of  a  particularly  mild  character,  some  of  them  so  mild  in  fact,  that  there  was  no 
noticeable  illness  and  diagnosis  was  only  made  when  desquamation  was  observed.  The 
extreme  mildness  of  the  cases  made  the  control  of  this  disease  very  difficult  as  no  doubt 
there  were  many  "missed  cases."  The  same  may  be  remarked  about  Scarlet  Fever  as 
Diphtheria,  namely  the  absence  of  any  one  common  source  of  infection. 

There  were  but  3  cases  of  Small-pox  during  the  year,  the  first  one  being  imported  from 
Toronto,  an  unvaccinated  sleeping-car  porter.  The  other  two  cases  were  brother  and 
sister,  both  unvaccinated  Indians.  Source  of  infection  not  traced.  The  fact  that  a  large 
proportion  of  our  citizens  are  protected  by  vaccination  is  evidenced  in  the  ease  with  which 
this  disease  was  controlled. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  was  much  less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  a  total  of 
35.  Of  these  at  least  8  (and  probably  more)  received  their  infection  from  outside  this 
sub-district.  A  few  were  directly  traceable  to  other  cases  in  the  same  family.  Six  of  the 
cases  were  in  the  county  and  in  the  surroundings  of  some  of  these,  as  well  as  some  of  those 
in  the  city,  insanitary  conditions  were  found. 

The  latter  part  of  the  year  Measles  began  to  be  somewhat  prevalent,  after  an  almost 
complete  absence  for  nearly  four  years,  so  that  we  may  look  for  a  considerable  outbreak  of 
this  periodic  disease. 
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Tuberculosis,  all  forms,  shows  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  reported, 
and  as  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  reporting  of  this  disease  is  not  being 
fairly  well  carried  out,  this  fact  must  give  some  encouragement  to  those  striving  to  combat 
this  important  infection  (see  also  remarks  on  Mortality). 

During  this  year  Epidemic  Influenza  again  appeared,  but  not  in  such  great  numbers, 
there  being  290  cases  reported  as  against  903  the  previous  year.  Practically  all  the  cases 
occurred  in  February. 

There  were  16  cases  of  other  notifiable  diseases  reported,  mostly  Whooping  Cough  and 
Chicken-pox.  No  doubt  there  were  many  more  cases  of  "these  minor  diseases,  reports  of 
which  were  not  made  either  by  physicians  or  parents. 

MORTALITY  FROM   NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (for  entire  Sub-District). 
(See  form  enclosed.  No.  II.) 
(Remarks) 

Reference  to  the  table  of  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases,  Form  II,  shows  that  Tuber- 
culosis, Influenza  and  Diphtheria  are  respectively  responsible  for  our  greatest  mortality 
from  Notifiable  Diseases.  Of  these  Diphtheria  should  be  the  most  easily  preventable,  in 
the  sense  that  for  this  disease  we  have  a  specific  remedy  (antitoxin)  if  parents  would  only 
realize  more  fully  the  danger  of  what  they  may  consider  a  simply  "sore  throat"  and  obtain 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment  the  aid  of  a  physician,  with  early  administration  of  anti- 
toxin in  large  enough  doses,  this  annual  toll  of  deaths  could  be  easily  lessened. 

Tuberculosis. — As  in  most  instances  terminal  notices  are  not  received  by  the  Secretary, 
the  mortality  figures  are  gathered  only  from  the  death  certificates  filed.  Therefore  com- 
plete figures  are  not  available  as  Certificates  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  county  are  filed 
with  the  sub-deputy  registrars  of  the  various  parishes  and  then  forwarded  to  the  Registrar- 
General. 

See  remarks.  Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  for  City,  Form  IV. 

Epidemic  Influenza. — Deaths  ascribed  to  this  were  16  or  a  percentage  of  deaths  to  cases 
of  5.5%  and  a  rate  of  22.2  deaths  per  100,000  of  population.  This  shows  a  somewhat  less 
severe  type  of  infection  than  in  the  previous  epidemic. 

The  deaths  from  Typhoid  number  5,  a  percentage  of  14.28%  deaths  to  cases.  Though 
the  number  of  cases  was  smaller  than  in  the  past  year  the  percentage  of  deaths  was  about 
twice  as  high.  The  mildness  of  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  is  shown  by  the  \"ery  low 
percentage  of  deaths  to  cases  —  0.58%. 

As  Measles  is  a  disease  which  is  somewhat  indifferently  reported,  the  percentage  of 
deaths,  4.5  —  is  not  of  special  significance,  nor  is  the  rate  per  100,000  per  population, — 
4.4  a  high  one.

As  the  great  majority  of  these  cases  were  in  the  districts  closely  adjacent  to  the  city 
there  is  nothing  of  particular  note  not  covered  by  the  previous  remarks. 
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MORTALITY  FROM  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (for  City  of  Saint  John). 
(See  form  enclosed,  No.  I  LA.) 

The  remarks  regarding  mortality  under  Form  No.  II  arc,  in  the  main,  applicable  to  this 
table  for  the  city. 

The  most  marked  difference  is  in  respect  to  Typhoid  where  for  the  city  the  percentage 
of  deaths  is  only  6.89  and  the  rate  per  100,000  population  3.33. 

In  regard  to  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  the  fact  that  the  Saint  John  County  Hospital 
is  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Simonds  and  therefore  all  deaths  occurring  there  will  be  recorded 
with  the  Sub-Deputy  Registrar  of  that  parish,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  total  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  (all  forms)  shown  in  the  table  for  the  city  only,  will  be  misleading.  If  to  the 
39  shown  above  are  added  the  total  deaths  of  city  residents  in  that  Institution,  i.e.,  20, 
this  will  give  a  total  of  59  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  (all  forms)  for  the  city,  with  a  percentage 
of  "all  causes"  of  deaths  of  7.09  and  a  rate  of  98.33  per  lOOiOOO  of  population  per  year. 

While  these  figures  are  most  encouraging  in  themselves,  yet  too  much  optimism  must 
not  be  indulged  in,  and  it  still  behooves  us  to  grapple  most  energetically  with  all  the  pro- 
blems which  enter  into  prevention  and  control  of  this  important  disease.

CLOSURE  OF  HOUSES. 

While  Section  32  of  the  Public  Health  Act  gives  wide  powers  in  dealing  with  this  problem,, 
yet  there  arises  a  most  practical  difficulty  in  carrying  it  out.  Owing  to  the  curtailment  of 
building  operations  during  the  war  there  is  everywhere  a  scarcity  of  houses,  so  that  it  has 
been  found  impossible  to  close  any  but  the  very  worst  houses,  as  it  is  often  out  of  the 
question  for  the  tenants  to  find  any  other  place  of  abode.  In  a  number  of  instances  a 
closing  order  has  had  the  desired  effect  in  forcing  landlords  to  make  necessary  repairs. 

Seven  houses  were  closed  by  order  of  the  Board,  three  of  which  were  allowed  to  be 
opened  on  satisfactory  repairs  being  made. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-HEALTH   DISTRICT. 

(Remarks) 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  the  sanitary  conditions  in  the  sub-district. 
Reference  to  the  reports  of  the  Inspectors  will  show  that  much  time  has  been  devoted  to 
inspection  of  premises,  yards,  stables,  etc.  The  city  authorities  have  been  urged  to  inaug- 
urate a  system  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  garbage  and  ashes.  This  would  result  in  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  city  and  do  much  toward  lessening  the  fly 
nuisance. 

One  "slaughter-house  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  was  refused  a  license  and  closed  owing 
to  the  insanitary  conditions  associated  therewith. 

The  Lancaster  Sewerage  Board  constructed  a  large  septic  tank  to  care  for  the  sewage 
which  formerly  emptied  on  the  Bay  Shore  and  was  the  cause  of  considerable  nuisance. 

Many  privies  have  been  done  away  with,  and  the  authorities  have  been  urged  to  make 
extensions  of  sewerage  and  water  to  certain  areas  not  now  supplied.  Surveys  are  now 
being  made  to  get  information,  wl.ich  it  is  hoped  will  lead  to  the  supplying  of  water  and 
sewerage  to  East  Saint  John.  This  locality  at  the  present  time  is  a  source  of  great  danger 
owing  to  the  increase  in  number  of  houses  and  lack  of  these  public  services. 

By  direction  of  the  Board  many  concrete  privy  vaults  have  been  installed  at  summer 
camps  on  the  shores  of  Loch  Lomond  and  the  City  Council  has  been  urged  to  take  further 
measures  to  guard  the  city's  water  supply  both  there  and  at  Spruce  Lake.  Many  improve- 
ments have  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  private  premises. 
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The  great  need  of  legislation  to  prevent  building  up  new  areas  which  are  not  first  pro- 
\uded  with  water  and  sewerage  has  been  most  forcibly  impressed  upon  us,  as  the  proper 
planning  of  these  services  in  the  first  place  would  lessen  both  t+ie  engineering  difficulties  and 
the  cost. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND  STAFF,  GENERALLY. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Board  during  the  past 
year.  The  Chief  Inspector  attended  to  the  placarding  of  houses  where  notifiable  diseases 
existed;  the  disinfection  of  450  houses  and  schools;  the  seizing  and  destroying  of  1,576 
pounds  of  meat  found  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  the  numerous  complaints  coming 
to  the  office  of  insanitary  premises. 

Inspector  Kelly  assisted  the  Chief  Inspector.     He  made  2,071  inspections. 

The  Plumbing  Inspector  reports  the  installation  of  plumbing  in  172  houses,  924  fixtures 
being  put  in.     He  made  493  inspections  and  42  privies  were  removed. 

The  Dairj'  and  Food  Inspector  reports  the  inspection  of  463  premises  where  milk  and 
cream  were  produced  for  sale  in  this  Health  District.  Collected  589  samples  of  milk  to  be 
tested  for  butter  fat  and  304  samples  for  tests  for  bacteria.  The  issuing  of  196  permits  to 
sell  milk  in  shops.     The  inspection  of  slaughter-houses  licensed  by  the  Board. 

The  Assistant  Food  Inspector  reports  for  six  months  (being  the  term  of  office),  1,629 
inspections  were  made  of  shops,  restaurants  and  bakeries.  This  is  the  first  time  this  Board 
has  been  able  to  devote  the  time  of  an  Inspector  to  this  work.  The  Inspector  reports  a 
big  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  majority  of  premises  visited. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 
(Remarks) 

City  Schools. — This  ser\'ice,  which  is  well  organized,  has  been  carried  on  successfully. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  term  rapid  survey  is  made  of  the  143  schoolrooms  by  the  Medical 
Inspector  or  Nurse  for  the  detection  of  any  communicable  conditions.  ]\Iuch  improvement 
has  been  noted  as  regards  presence  of  "sores,"  also  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of 
chronic  defects,  as  a  considerable  percentage  have  been  remedied  by  pressure  brought  to 
bear  since  the  inauguration  of  the  service.  A  few  exclusions  for  Scabies  and  a  very  few  for 
"observation"  because  of  febrile  conditions,  constituting  the  total  amongst  8,000  scholars, 
is  a  good  record  on  opening  of  term. 

About  1,000  children,  all  those  in  Grade  II,  were  thoroughly  examined  (sight,  hearing, 
nose,  throat,  chest,  etc.).  Also  about  800  in  other  grades  seen  and  notified  for  chronic 
defects.     At  the  examination  of  Grade  II  scholars  about  34%  of  mothers  were  present. 

The  school  nurse  saw  at  least  twice,  all  pupils  in  Grades  I  to  V  and  others  by  request  of 
teachers,  for  Pediculosis  (vermin).  A  large  number  required  notification  for  this  condition 
and  a  few  score  were  temporarily  excluded.  The  nurse  also  called  on  the  parents  of  some 
special  cases  to  urge  treatment. 

The  Victorian  Order  Nurses  began  in  January  weekly  visiting  of  the  five  free  Kinder- 
gartens reporting  to  the  Medical  School  Inspector,  the  work  meeting  with  much  acceptance, 
encouraging  the  teachers  and  helping  the  mothers  toward  improved  standards  of  health 
and  cleanliness.  Both  the  Medical  Inspector  and  Nurse  rendered  valuable  assistance 
during  the  Child  Welfare  Exhibit. 

The  greatest  needs  of  the  service  are  increased  clinical  provision,  i.e.,  eye  and  dental 
clinics,  and  the  drafting  of  the  considerable  number  of  retarded  and  backward  pupils  into 
special  classes. 

Country  Schools. — This  service,  which  was  more  recently  organized,  did  not  prove 
entirely  satisfactory  during  the  first  term,  but  since  re-organization  it  has  been  carried  on 
more  successfully  and  will  produce  good  results.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-HEALTH  DISTRICT. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  sub-district  throughout  has  been  much  improved  since 
last  year.  A  few  special  cases  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  reported  by  some  of  the 
Inspectors  to  the  Secretary,  who  promptly  advised  them  of  the  proper  steps  to  be  taken 
to  have  the  trouble  remedied. 

No  outstanding  features  or  occurrences  pertaining  to  the  sanitary  state  of  the  sub- 
district  have  been  reported. 

In  February  a  letter  was  written  to  each  Sanitary  Inspector  advising  him  that  as  Epi- 
demic Influenza  had  again  broken  out  in  various  parts  of  the  province,  to  keep  a  sharp 
lookout  for  its  appearance  and  at  any  indication  —  or  even  suspicion  of  it  —  to  notify  me 
at  once;  and  if  any  serious  cases  occurred  to  advise  me  every  twenty-four  hours  of  the 
condition  of  such  patients.  Each  Inspector  was  also  requested  to  ascertain  if  there  was  a 
suitable  building  in  his  area  that  could  be  procured  for  use  as  an  Emergency  Hospital  in 
case  of  a  serious  epidemic.     I  received  a  favorable  reply  in  every  case. 

Forms  were  furnished  me  by  the  Department  for  a  report  on  the  sanitary  conditions, 
conveniences,  etc.,  of  each  railway  station  in  the  sub-district.  These  forms  were  sent  by 
me  to  each  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  filled  them  in,  and  returned  them  to  me,  and  I  have 
since  forwarded  them  to  the  Department. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND  STAFF,  GENERALLY. 

I  glean  the  following  from  information  given  me  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Parish  of  Blissville. — Twelve  cases  of  Influenza  in  March  and  April.  In  one  family  the 
mother  died  but  the  father  and  seven  children  recovered.  This  area  appears  to  be  in  a 
very  good  condition  at  present. 
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Parish  of  Burton. — In  April  there  was  some  fear  of  Influenza  having  broken  out,  but 
if  so,  it  was  not  so  reported  to  me  by  a  medical  practitioner,  and  the  probabilities  are  that 
the  trouble  could  be  classed  as  heavy  colds.  In  September  two  cases  of  a  mild  form  of 
Measles  existed.  Several  cases  of  Scabies  prevailed.  Two  or  three  cases  of  suspected 
Typhoid  Fever  came  under  the  notice  of  the  Inspector.  Several  dead  animals  were  removed 
and  buried.  A  number  of  wells,  outhouses,  etc.,  with  their  surroundings,  have  been  in- 
spected, with  the  result  that  these  are  now  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  From  a  sanitary 
point  the  area  is  in  a  good  state. 

Parish  of  Gladstone. — A  case  of  Diphtheria  in  November  and  another  in  December  last 
and  a  case  of  Tuberculosis  in  October  of  this  year,  in  this  area. 

A  number  of  private  dumps  have  been  cleared  up  and  a  public  dump  procured.  This 
has  been  a  great  benefit,  as  tons  of  rubbish,  etc.,  have  been  put  here  which  otherwise  would 
have  been  strewn  along  the  highways,  as  in  the  past.  The  sewerage  has  been  improved, 
as  well  as  the  water  supply.  Some  private  properties,  where  nuisances  existed,  have, 
after  some  stiff  opposition,  been  put  in  a  much  improved  condition.  The  railway  stations, 
public  places,  school  premises,  provision  stores  and  meat  carts  have  had  careful  attention 
from  the  Inspector. 

Parish  of  Lincoln. — Edmund  DeWare  resigned,  on  the  last  of  December,  his  offices  of 
sanitary  inspector  and  sub-deputy  registrar  of  Vital  Statistics  and  the  vacancies  were  not 
filled  until  early  in  March,  when  Mr.  John  G.  Noble,  of  Russiagornis,  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  offices.  One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  in  this  area  in  August.  Sanitary  condition 
of  area  very  satisfactory. 

Parish  of  Mautierville.- — One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  March  and  one  of  Diphtheria  in 
August  reported.     Patients  recovered.     Sanitary  condition  of  area  good. 

Parish  of  Norihfield. — Seven  cases  of  Influenza  in  February  and  one  of  Diphtheria  in 
June,  in  this  area.  Patients  all  recovered.  (Note: — Secretary  has  not  been  able  to  get  a 
full  report  from  this  area). 

Parish  of  Sheffield. — This  area  is  in  very  good  condition.  The  year  has  been  very  free 
from  disease,  with  the  exception  of  a  number  of  light  colds  during  early  spring.  The 
Inspector  has  been  on  the  watch  for  anything  that  might  prove  a  menace  to  the  public 
health.  Found  the  outhouses  of  the  C.  P.  R.  at  Ripples  in  very  bad  shape  and  immediately 
reported  same  to  the  proper  ofificials. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 
This  sub-district  has  been  divided  into  two  Medical  School  Inspection  areas,  the  north 
area  composing  the  parishes  of  Northfield,  Sheffield,  Maugerville  and  Burton,  front,  with 
Dr.  Kierstead,  of  Sheffield,  in  charge;  and  the  south  area  composing  the  parishes  of  Blissville, 
Gladstone,  Lincoln  and  Burton,  rear,  with  Dr.  G.  W.  Bailey  of  Fredericton  Junction  in 
charge.  Since  my  last  report.  Dr.  Kierstead  has  visited  18  schools,  in  which  a  total  of  397 
scholars  was  enrolled,  and  of  these  he  examined  247,  and  vaccinated  67.  Nine  of  the  397 
have  not  as  yet  been  vaccinated.  Dr.  Bailey  has  visited  16  schools,  in  which  a  total  of  410 
scholars  was  enrolled,  and  of  these  he  examined  347  and  vaccinated  59.  Six  of  the  410 
have  not  as  yet  been  vaccinated.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-HEALTH  DISTRICT. 

Sanitary  conditions  in  Victoria  County  have  been  good  this  year.  The  different  com- 
plaints regarding  slaughter-houses,  dumps,  etc.,  have  been  looked  into  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  the  proper  measures  taken  to  abate  these  nuisances.  An  examination  of 
railway  stations  was  made  in  June  and  reports  sent  to  Fredericton. 
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We  had  an  epidemic  of  Influenza  at  Riley  Brook,  in  February',  when  owing  to  the  lack 
of  a  physician  in  that  place,  Dr.  J.  A. Wade  answered  the  call  for  help  and,  with  a  nurse 
sent  by  the  Board,  did  splendid  work  among  the  people  there.  A  resident  physician  at 
Riley  Brook  is  very  much  needed.  We  have  had  six  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  in  this 
sub-district,  all  recovered.      It  is  thought  these  cases  were  contracted  in  Maine,  U.  S.  A. 

WORK   OF   SANITARY    INSPECTORS   AND    STAFF,    GENERALLY. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Armstrong,  inspectoral  area  of  Perth,  reports  five  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis 
and  two  of  Measles.  He  also  reports  the  cleaning  up  of  a  slaughter-house  found  in  very 
bad  state,  other  conditions  good. 

In  the  inspectoral  area  of  Grand  Falls,  the  work  of  the  first  Sanitary  Inspector  did  not 
prove  satisfactory  and  he  was  replaced  in  April  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Wilson.  Mr.  Wilson  reports 
the  burning  of  the  bodies  of  nine  horses,  cleaning  up  of  yards,  pig  pens  and  dumping  grounds. 
Five  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  one  of  Measles  and  one  of  Tuberculosis.  The  Grand  Falls 
town  water  was  analyzed  and  found  impure.  Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  town  to  improve 
matters. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Ridgewell,  of  the  inspectoral  area  of  Plaster  Rock,  has  had  very  few  com- 
plaints re  sanitary  conditions  and  these  few  have  been  easily  adjusted.  This  area  has  been 
practically  free  from  notifiable  disease  until  this  fall,  when  there  were  six  houses  under 
quarantine  for  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  village  of  Plaster  Rock,  also  two  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Scott,  inspectoral  area  of  Andover,  made  his  yearly'  inspection  early  in  June 
finding  sanitary  conditions  good.  He  has  had  several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
during  the  year,  with  no  spread  of  the  disease.  He  reports  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  in 
Andover  Village. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  work  of  the  Medical  School  Inspectors  in  Perth,  Andover  and  Plaster  Rock  has  been 
done  quite  thoroughly,  and  teachers  report  an  improvement  in  children  who  have  followed 
the  advice  of  the  inspectors.  Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Puddington,  the  areas  in 
Grand  Falls  had  to  be  readjusted.  This  hindered  the  work  there.  We  hope  every  school 
where  there  is  a  teacher  will  be  visited  this  school  year  and  we  will  receive  complete  reports. 
Dr.  Coffin,  Plaster  Rock,  has  vaccinated  226  school  children;  Dr.  Claude  Guy,  Grand  Falls, 
137;  Dr.  Macintosh,  Andover,  100;  Dr.  Earle,  Perth,  402;  and  Dr.  Chapman,  Grand 
Falls,  181.

(See  form  enclosed,  No.  I.) 
(Remarks) 

Our  district,  or  the  officials  engaged  in  Health  work  in  our  district,  have  many  difficult 
problems  to  contend  with.  We  have  had  no  less  than  three  prolonged  epidemics  of  Small- 
pox covering  in  all  from  December,  1919,  to  June,  1920,  one  in  the  parish  of  Shediac,  one 
in  the  parish  of  Dorchester  and  one  in  the  parish  of  Botsford.  There  were  in  all  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  cases  (275)  of  Small-pox  with  one  death.  The  epidemics  of  Small- 
pox covered  much  territory,  much  of  which  was  thickly  settled;  it  also  was  communicated 
to  several  lumber  camps  and  also  mill  crews  and,  altogether,  it  was  a  very  difficult  situation 
to  cope  with.  Opposition  on  the  part  of  some  in  complying  with  the  health  regulations, 
concealment  on  the  part  of  others  at  times,  while  a  number  of  families  had  contracted  the 
disease  and  an  utter  indifference  on  the  part  of  many  more.  All  these  conditions  made  the 
work  very  difficult  and  prolonged  the  epidemic.  The  painstaking,  hard  work  of  the  sanitary' 
Inspectors  for  these  districts  was  commendable.  I  desire  to  specially  mention  Mr.  Clovic 
Basterache  and  Mr.  Camile  Melanson  of  the  parishes  of  Shediac  and  Dorchester  —  the 
hea\^  end  of  the  work  fell  upon  them  and  they  attended  to  it  like  veterans. 

Then  there  was  rather  a  serious  condition  during  late  f^ebruary  and  the  whole  of  March 
in  the  Cape  Bauld  district  on  account  of  Epidemic  Influenza  and  as  the  resident  physician, 
Dr.  LeBlanchad,  left  that  district  we  found  it  necessary  to  send  a  trained  nurse  to  Cape 
Bauld  for  some  four  weeks.  She  visited  from  house  to  house  daily  administering  medicine 
and  help;  in  many  ways  she  was  very  helpful  to  the  sick  and  afflicted  and  was  much  appre- 
ciated in  the  district  where  she  labored. 

In  addition  to  the  Small-pox  epidemic  there  have  been  a  considerable  number  of  Scarlet 
Rash,  especially  in  the  City  of  Moncton  and  some  of  the  villages,  also  scattered  cases  of 
Diphtheria.  At  time  of  writing  Measles  is  very  prevalent  in  ]\Ioncton  and  also  a  number 
of  cases  in  Shediac.  The  disease  has  not  assumed  a  virulent  form  in  any  sense,  principally 
mild  in  character  and  consequently  many  cases,  I  am  satisfied,  never  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Health  Officials  by  not  being  reported  as  the  regulations  require.

GENER.\L  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SUB-HEALTH  DISTRICT. 
During  the  past  year  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  sub-district  of  Westmorland  County 
has  been  much  improved,  and  while  we  have  not  by  any  means  attained  the  height  of  our 
desires,  our  results  on  the  whole  have  been  good.  We  have  placed  the  goal  high  and  shall 
keep  pressing  forward,  thereby  hoping  to  make  increased  and  noticeable  progress  as  the 
years  go  by. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND   STAFF,   GENERALLY. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  county  organization  is  complete  in  every  detail; 
we  have  a  Sanitary  Inspector  in  every  parish  and  town  in  the  county;  we  have  eleven  sub- 
deputy  registrars  gathering  vital  statistics,  which  include  marriages,  births  and  deaths. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  various  areas  they  serve  where  villages  and  towns  exist, 
made  a  personal  inspection  during  May  and  June  and  where  they  found  conditions  not 
good,  issued  instructions  and  had  then  rectified;  then  one  and  all  of  them  have  made  many 
extra  inspections  and  have  been  able  to  arrange  for  much  improved  conditions.  I  have 
kept  in  close  touch  with  them  and  am  satisfied  they  are  doing  good  work. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  Moncton  City  is  on  duty  all  the  time  —  has  made  over 
fifteen  hundred  inspections  during  the  year.  These  inspectors  not  only  attend  to  the 
above  class  of  work,  but  quarantine,  fumigate  and  attend  to  the  general  duties  as  laid  down 
by  the  Department  of  Health.  I  have  at  all  times  found  them  not  only  willing  but  cheerful 
in  connection  with  their  work  and  they  nearly  all  have  given  evidence  of  an  earnest  desire 
to  elevate  the  general  standard  of  their  districts,  showing  that  the  importance  of  the  work 
we  are  engaged  in  has  gripped  them  and,  as  Secretary,  I  have  endeavored  to  inspire  them 
to  greater  things  from  time  to  time  both  by  correspondence  and  when  in  personal  touch 
with  them. 

The  Inspector  for  Moncton  City  has  also  fumigated  two  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
(287)  rooms  during  the  year  and  is  constantly  on  duty,  devoting  his  whole  time  to  general 
health  work. 

Enclosed  you  will  find  a  full  and  complete  report  from  the  Plumbing  Inspector  in  regard 
to  the  work  done  by  him  during  the  past  year  1920. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 
At  our  meeting  of  December  2nd,  our  lists  of  sub-deputy  registrars  were  completed,  one 
for  every  parish  and  one  for  every  town  —  we  have  eleven  in  all.  All  supplies  were  sent 
out  to  our  sub-deputy  registrars  for  distribution  to  clergymen,  physicians,  undertakers, 
etc.,  we  having  formerly  secured  the  name  and  address  of  every  clergyman,  physician, 
undertaker  and  marriage  license  vendor  in  the  county.  We  commenced  to  collect  statistics 
with  the  New  Year  and  our  record  covers  a  period  of  just  ten  months.  Our  sub-deputy 
registrars  ha\e  been  painstaking  and  have  endeavored  to  secure  a  complete  record. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Our  entire  county  has  been  organized  for  ^Medical  School  Inspection,  and  covering  the 
present  year  we  have  had  ten  Medical  School  Inspectors  engaged  and  every  school  in  the 
sub-district  is  being  looked  after  under  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health. 

The  Medical  School  Inspectors  have  been  doing  good  work  in  their  school  examinations. 
At  the  time  of  writing  I  am  not  able  to  give  you  the  results  of  the  autumn  term  examina- 
tions, but  during  the  spring  terrn,  in  addition  to  examinations  of  the  children  for  general 
defects  and  recommending  many  to  their  physicians  for  treatment,  they  also  vaccinated 
one  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-four  (1,394)  children. 

This  professional  attention  by  our  Medical  School  Inspectors  means  much  in  the  future 
of  the  children,  but  in  order  that  the  greatest  results  ma^-  be  obtained,  the  Health  Depart- 
ment must  receive  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  parents  and  I  believe  that  when  the  public 
once  awaken  to  the  lasting  benefits  accruing  to  them  through  the  successful  carrying  out 
of  the  work  in  which  the  Department  of  Health  is  engaged,  instead  of  meeting  with  indif- 
ference and  sometimes  opposition,  we  will  have  a  general  hearty  response  all  along  the  line 
co-operating  with  us  in  the  great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  subject  for  this  report  is  largely  compiled  in  the  analytically  arranged  tables  which 
accompany  it,  but  I  have  endeavored  in  as  concise  a  manner  as  possible  to  make  some 
observations  and  hope  to  assist  in  a  better  understanding  of  the  same  and  also  create  a 
better  understanding  of  the  importance  of  the  responsibilities  that  the  Department  of 
Health  has  laid  upon  the  sub-district  Boards. 

The  territory  covered  by  our  Board  is  extensive;  the  extreme  length  from  Anagance 
Ridge  on  the  west  to  Cape  Tormentine  is  160  miles;  a  county  containing  prosperous  cities, 
towns  and  numerous  villages,  most  of  which  up  to  the  time  of  the,  inauguration  of  the 
present  Health  Act  (outside  of  the  City  of  Moncton)  had  little  or  no  attention  from  a  health 
standpoint  and  had  not  been  under  the  watchful  care  of  any  organized  Health  Department. 

'This  is  my  first  report  for  the  sub-district  of  Westmorland  covering  a  full  year,  as  my 
last  report  only  took  in  a  period  of  eight  months. 

The  work  for  the  past  jear  has  been  very  arduous  and  at  times  very  trying;  the  territory 
is  a  large  one  for  one  man  to  supervise  and  look  after  and  keep  constantly  in  touch  with  all 
the  details  of  the  work,  but  I  have  in  no  sense  spared  myself  and  have  given  my  best  thought 
and  efforts  to  obtain  the  best  results,  and  have  been  splendidly  supported  by  the  Board;  and 
during  the  epidemic  of  Small-pox  had  the  personal  co-operation  of  the  District  Medical 
Health  Officer,  Dr.  Desmond,  on  many  occasions,  who  was  always  on  the  ground  when 
wanted  at  the  shortest  possible  notice  and  his  visits  were  always  attended  by  good  results. 
I  owe  much  to  his  practical  help  and  co-operation.

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GENERAL    SANITARY    CONDITION    OF    SUB-DISTRICT. 

Greater  interest  has  been  taken  by  the  people  throughout  this  sub-district  during  the 
year  in  regard  to  sanitation  than  previously,  due  no  doubt  to  the  fact  that  they  are  becoming 
better  acquainted  with  the  provisions  made  in  the  present  Health  Act  for  dealing  with  such 
matters.  Although  much  might  be  done  to  improve  present  conditions,  I  feel  that  the 
effort  made  for  better  sanitation  has  been  most  encouraging  and  look  forward  to  a  steady 
advance  in  public  interest. 

WORK  OF  SANITARY   INSPECTORS  AND  STAFF,  GENERALLY. 

Reports  filed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  year,  show  excellent  results. 

At  Canterbury  Village  where  improper  drainage  existed,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  suc- 
ceeded in  having  same  remedied.  Similar  conditions  exist  in  the  village  of  Stanley,  and  an 
effort  has  been  made  to  have  the  residents  change  the  present  system. 

From  the  towns  of  Marysville  and  Devon,  reports  received  show  that  special  effort  has 
been  made  to  improve  the  system  of  sewerage.  . 

In  the  area  of  Douglas  the  Sanitary  Inspector  visited  the  school  buildings  in  company 
with  the  ^ledical  Inspector  when  making  his  medical  inspection,  and  has  reported  a  number 
of  improvements  made.  Slaughter-houses  within  this  area  have  also  received  special 
attention  and  insanitary  conditions  existing  in  some  of  the  villages  attended  to. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  Influenza  again  broke  out,  being  particularly  severe 
at  Harvey,  Mc.Adam  and  Canterbury.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  medical  aid  in  this  section, 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  obliged  to  use  their  own  judgment  in  regard  to  quarantine. 
Assistance  was  rendered  as  far  as  possible,  and  the  epidemic  subsided  with  no  great  mor- 
tality. 

In  certain  sections  of  the  sub-district  from  which  Typhoid  Fever  has  been  reported,  the 
premises  have  been  inspected  and  an  analysis  of  the  drinking  water  has  been  made,  all 
springs  showing  impurities  having  been  ordered  closed. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 
Medical  Inspection  of  Schools,  one  of  the  most  important  services  under  the  Health 
Act,  has  been  carried  on  in  this  sub-district  with  very  general  success.  Owing  to  the 
illness  of  one  Medical  Inspector,  inspection  was  not  made  in  his  area  for  the  half-year 
ending  June  3Cth,  and  the  resignation  of  a  Medical  Inspector  who  removed  from  this  sub- 
district,  resulted  in  no  inspection  in  his  area  for  the  same  period.  The  reports  received 
from  the  Medical  Inspectors  show  much  interest  taken  in  the  condition  of  school  buildings 
as  well  as  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  no  doubt  many  important  suggestions  made  will 
be  carried  out  as  the  work  advances.  .'Although  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  has  prac- 
tically just  begun,  many  children  already  have  received  medical  treatment  at  the  suggestion 
of  Medical  Inspectors  and  many  improvements  in  sanitation  have  been  carried  out.

(GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  several  services  under  the  Health  Act  have  during  the  year  shown  very  favorable 
progress.  Undue  criticism  at  times  might  be  avoided  by  the  public  making  an  effort  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  regulations  of  each  service.  .Above  all,  co-operation 
and  a  desire  to  assist  such  an  organization  for  public  welfare  will  do  much  to  strengthen 
and  encourage  an  undertaking  of  such  vast  importance  to  our  province.
